reiv’d. This Prince laid the Foundation pf a 
Monarchy greater in its Exrent than tho e 
do lie fled by Alexander cr Augujtus ; tor he ex 
tended his Dominions to more than eighteen 
hundred Leagues from Eaft and Weft and a- 
bove a thoufand from North to South . It 
likcwife flourifh’d for more than one whole Age, 
that is to fay, from the Elevation of Genghiz.- 
can to the Throne, to great part of the Reign 
of 7W Caan, his fifth Succeflor in the Cfnnefe 
Empire. But what is yet more extraoroinaiy, 
is, that Genghisuan had much fewer Forces 
when he began his Conquefts, than Alexander 
or C* *far, and that he kept them with as much 
Prudence as Valour. He even excel d all h s 
Succeffors put together in the number of his 
Viaories ; and was not contented with the 
finale Title of Conqueror, but ftrove to me¬ 
rit' that of a Lawgiver alfo : tho this appear d 
incompatible with the continual martial Em¬ 
ployments which his almoft mceHant Wars en¬ 
gaged him in. Thus he made himfelf acknow¬ 
ledg'd to be the greateft Prince that ever fill d 
the & Eaftern Throne ; and all Hiftorians have 
given him the higheft Titles and Encomiums 
that ever Emperor was honour d withal : 
They firname him the Sultan ’ of the Moguls 
and Turks, the Conqueror 4 of the V orld, the 
only King of Kings, the Support of Princes, 
the Matter of Thrones and Crowns : they like- 
wife fay that God never invefted any Sovereign

on Earth with fo great Authority. Neverthe- 
lefs, how confiderable foever this Hiftory may 
make this Monarchy appear to be, yet it mu it 
be confefs’d, that till this time we in Europe 
have had very little Knowledge of this Peo- Mfrconde 
pie, or knew what the Moguls were, from in Rouzec 
whence defcended, or who have reign’d over Affafa. 
them. We have little Knowledge of their 
leveral Countries and Tribes, altho Genghiz- 
cans Succeflors have carry’d their victorious 
Arms even into Hungary and Bohemia , where 
they fought a famous Battel in the Year 1242 5 ,- 
and they have like wife had Differences with 
the French in Syria on feveral occaiions. Ana 
before this time Hulakou , Grandfon to wGen- 
ghizcan , had ruined the famous Empire of 
the Califs , or Succeiiors of Mahomet, after 
having cut off khe Head of Muftafem Billah , 
the laft of the Abaffide Califs , in the City of Abdal- 

Bagdad, in 1258. Notwithstanding all thefe Lubbatra- 
remarkable Events, and that there are yet li- varikh. 
ving at this day fome of the Defendants of 
this Prince, as well in AJia as in Europe , with- 
out mentioning thofe in India, w ho po fiefs the 
mighty Empire whofe Prince is call’d the Great 
Mogul , who is defcended from ‘tamer lain the 
Great, who fprung from Genghizcan by the u 
Mother’s Side, in the fifth Generation. * Mau- tn Tano?h: 
gre all this, I fay, thefe known Fads, and the 0

actual 
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a&ual Exigence of fo many Princes of the 
Race, it is moft furprizing that this Nation is 
fo little known to us in Europe 7 . 

Schicardus. R is true, that the Empire of the prefent 
Moguls is new, it not being above a hundred 
and fifty \ ears fince it Was founded by Etumayoun 
in In do flan ; and it is more than five hundred 
Years fince Genghiz,can was proclaim’d Emperor 
of the Moguls and ‘ Tartars : but both Nations 
* had the fame Original. And in this Hiftory 
the Moguls of Eavtary are call’d the antient Mo¬ 
gul?^ only to diftinguifh them from the Moguls 
of India , who are more know n. 

But to return to Gengh z.can , all the Moguls 
.andTartars of all forts acknov ledge hitn* to 
be the greateft of all their Princes. " 9 He was 
Abu’cair, the Son of a Can named Pifouca, or Tefouca, 
hu who had reigned in the antient Mogoliflan, a 
Country fituate in Great 4 Tartary , and in a Pro¬ 
vince cah d Caracatay. J his Great Tartars ill 
Afia, as well as the little Tartary in Europe , are 
no other Countries but thofe which in paft 
times were call’d Scythia. They contain’d many 
Kingdoms, but they are now divided into fo 
many petty Monarchies, that it is almoft im- 
poffible to give a perfedf Account of the Num¬ 
ber or Names of them all. 

The Eaflern Authors are content to divide 
them into four Parts. The firft of which 
is Capfchacy compofed of many great Pro¬ 
vinces, amongft which is that of the Getes , fi¬ 
tuate to the Eafhvard of the Moguls , and to

the Northward of Tranfoxiana , and the Coun¬ 
try which the River Sihon * waters. The fe- 
cond Division is Zagatay, which was call’d 
by the Antients Tranfoxiana. and by the A- 
rabs Maouaramahar. The third is Caracatay, 
which contains \ Turqueftan , the Country of 
the Naimans , the Country of the Gelayrs , of 
whom the Keraites make but a part; the 
Country of the Tugures , 4 Tangut, Khothan or 
Khyta or Koutan ; the Country of the Cal - 
mucks, and the Kingdom of Courge , which bor¬ 
ders on China and on the Sea. The fourth 
part is compos’d of the antient Mogoliflan, 
which is Gog and Magog, whofe Situation is 
fo differently defcrib’d by Hiflorians, tho it is 
indeed the Country poflefs’d by Genghizcan : 
Some have placed it in AJia Minor, others 
only in Lydia, others in Colchis and in Hyberia ; 
and fome Travellers have placed it in the 
Country of the firfl Scythians, beyond China , 
to the North Eaft of Afia, faying, to fupport 
their Conjectures, that the Children of Magog, 
the fecond Son of Japhet, went from the North 
Parts of Europe to the North Parts of AJia , 
where they gave their Name to the Country 
they inhabited. In a word, this Country is 
fituate in the moft Eaftern Part of Afia, to the 
Northward of China, and was always well- 
peopled. The Oriental Writers call its Inha¬ 
bitants Moguls , and the Europeans haye given 
them other Names. 

In the time of Genghizcans great Grandfa¬ 
ther, they made a vafl progrefs, and ad¬ 
vanc’d as far as Car ac at ay, where they oblig’d 
fome Cans to pay them Tribute; but in the 
twelfth Century, in which Genghizcan was 
born, they were Tributaries to the King <of 
the Keraites . 
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In the feventh Age there were two forts of 
Moguls , the one called Dirlighin Moguls , and 
the other Niton Moguls : the Sequel of this 
Hiftory will fhew why they were thus call’d. 
The Dirlinghin Moguls were the Nations of 
Congorat y Berlas , Mercout , Courlas , and many 
others. And the Inhabitants of Merkit, lan- 
jout, Mercat , 'Joumogul, Nironcaiat, Tecamogul, 
and feme others belides, were call’d Niron Mo¬ 
guls ; among# whom we muff obferve that the 
Tecamogul and Nironcaiat properly belong d to 
Gengh; mean's Family. 

The Word Cay at fignifies a Smith. Cab ale an* 
the Great Grandfather of Gengbiz.can, to make 
himfelf diftinguifh’d from the other Cans of the 
Tribe of Niron his Relations, added the Name 
of Cay at to that of Niron ; which Name his par¬ 
ticular T ribe were known by: Since which time, 
this Name, as a Title of Honour, has remain’d 
not only to the Tribe, but to the Can himfelf, 
who is the Head of them all. The Origin of this 
Word was deriv’d from a certain People who liv’d 
at the remote# Northern Parts of Mogolijlan , 
which were call’d Cay at, becaufe their Chiefs 
had heretofore ereded a Foundary for Iron¬ 
work in a Mountain called Arkenekom, which 
gain’d them a great Reputation, and made this 
Branch oi the Moguls highly efteem’d, by the 
great Advantage all the Mguls Country re¬ 
ceiv’d from this Invention 1 ; thev therefore 
called thefe People the Arkenekom-Smiths. And 
Genghiz,cafis Anceiiors being a-kin to them by 
S&ubruquis. Alliances with this People, * fome miftaken

Writers have pubFfh'd, that this Prince was 
the Son of a Blackfmith, and had been of that 
Trade himfelf. What occafion’d them to fall 
into this Error was, that every Mogul Fami- 
preferve the Memory of thefe illuihious 
Founders, or Smiths, were accuftom’d the firft 
Day of the Year to celebrate a Feaft, during 
which they eredted a Forge, with its Bellows, 
in which they lighted a Fire, and heated a 
Wedge of Iron, which they beat with Ham¬ 
mers upon an Anvil; and this Beating was 
preceded and concluded with Prayers. I hefe 
Writers doubtlefs, not knowing the Meaning 
of this Ceremony, and ignorant of the Rea- 
fon why the Sirname of Cay at was given to 
Gengbiz.cans Family, w ; ere perfuaded that this 
Can had been a Smith, and that in Thankful- 
nefs to God for having raifed him to the 
Throne, they had eftablifhed this Ceremony. 

Thus having fearched no farther into the Hif- 
tory of the antient Moguls , they made Genghis 
can pafs for a mean Perfon, whofe Elevation 
to the Empire was owing to nothing but his 

good Fortune. * \

farther than her : file is called Alancoua \ She 
had been married, and had born two Sons, 
the one named BaElout, and the other Balac - 
tout, according to Marcopolo’s Report : other Marcopo- 
Authors call them Belkeda and Yekeda. ’Tis lo * 
faid that Douyan- By an her Husband died 
fome time after ,* and that inftead of think¬ 
ing of marrying again, being efteem’d a very 
vertuous Lady, fhe lived a retired Life, and 
eafily made the World believe that fhe applied 
her felf wholly to the well educating of her 
Children : Neverthelefs fome time after die 
appear’d to be big with Child % at w'hich her 
deceafed Husband’s Relations murmur’d, and 
fhe was at Iaft forced by them to appear before Marrakef- 
the chief Judge of the Tribe. It is true, fhe ch y* 
made no fcruple of doing it, but went boldly 
to the Judge, and defired him to give attention 
to what fhe fhould relate, and weigh well every

Texeira - nbferv’d in his Hands foretold that he Ihould 
ftain the Fields with their Blood, and oyer- 
come them all; and that he Ihould in a little 
time be Grand Cham of all Scythia, becaufe the 
Houfe of his Nativity 1 in his Horofcope was 
Libra , which was a celefual Sign, and the feven

About this time Pifouca faw the Courfe of his An » Dom. 
Profperity crofs'd by an adverfe turn of Fortune. 1166 : 
The King of China took and kept him long a 
Prifoner in his Dominions, and treated him ve¬ 
ry ill ; but Pifouca hnd the good Fortune at lafh 
to break his Chains. Fie bribed thofe that 
guarded him, and found a way to efcape to 
the Tec a-Mogul \ where being come, he thought 
of nothing but how to revenge himfelf upon 
the King of China. In order to which, he 
married his Son Temugin (tho he was not thir¬ 
teen Years old) to a Princefs who was Daugh¬ 
ter to the Can of Naiman , who had as much 
Caufe as he to hate the King of China. Thefe 
two Cans were designing to go and attack 
this Prince with all their united Forces, but 
Death prevented them * * 3 : for Pifouca died, and Bin Abdal* 
then all things were quite alter'd in lefs than 
a Year's fpace, and put into a very ill Pofture. 

Pifouca having made w r ar with the People of Bin Abdah 
Tanjout , Merkit , and feveral other Tribes of the laiif. 
Branch of Niron , his Relations, and forc'd them 
to acknowledge him for their Sovereign ; foon 
after his Death all thefe Nations revolted, the

So foon as Temugin heard that his Wife was in 
the King of the Keraites Hands, he order’d a Ne- 
vian to go and demand her in his Name, and 
to acquit himfelf of this Commiflion with all 
Diligence. The Nevian obey’d, and was no 
fooner arrived at Caracorom , where this King 
kept his Court, but he obtained Audience; and 
after having made him the ufual Compliments, 
he declared the Subject of his Embalfy. The 
King received him favourably, and granted all 
he delired; he even committed the Princefs to 
his Care, charging him to treat her with all 
the Refped and 1 endernefs that he in duty 
owed to his Monarch’s Wife.

Battel, Ounghcan was vanquifh’d, and defpoil’d 
of all his Dominions: But he had recount to 
Pifouca , Temugins Father, and by his Aflif- 
tance he expelfd his Uncle Gurcan , and pur- 
fued him even to the Kingdom of Caching and 
fo was re-eftablifh’d in his Throne. 

This fame Ounghcan , King of the Keraites , 
was that Prince who made fo great a Noife in 
the Chriftian World towards the end of the 
twelfth Century, 6 under the Title and Quali¬ 
ty of the Prcfter John of Afia , which Name the 
ISfeftorians firfl Filed him by.

This Letter is fill'd with an Account of this The origl - 
Prince’s Magnificence : He boafts of his great nalo f this 
Wealth, the Vaftnefs of his Dominions, in ^tbe a 
which he comprehends India, and all the Inha- t ^ or * e s H ~ 
bitants of Gog and Magog: he proudly fpeaks Hands* 
of feventy Kings, who ferve him, and are his ' 
Subjects,* he vaunts of the Tribute he extorts 
from an Ifraelitijh King, who is Lord of ma¬ 
ny Lords, Dukes, and Jewifi Princes $ he in¬ 
vites the King of France to come and fee him, 
promifing to give to him great Dominions, and 
alfo to make him his Succeflor. He proceeds in 
this Letter to name the different forts of Peo¬ 
ple and Rarities that are in his Kingdoms. In 
fine, he omits nothing that may conduce to his 
advantage, and fpeak him a mod powerful Mo¬ 
narch. He calls himfelf a Prieft, becaufe of 
the Sacrifice of the Altar, which, as fuch, he 
performs ; and King, as he executes Juftice 
and Right as fovereign Judge. He fpeaks of 
Stjfhomas, conformable to the fabulous Notions 
of the Indians ; and at the Conclufion of his 
Letter, defires the King to fend him fome va¬ 
liant Cavalier who is of the French Generation, 

Thefe are his Words. 

But ’tis not difficult to difcover that this Let¬ 
ter is a Counterfeit, and that it was not writ 
by Ounghcan. The Neflorians who in that Coun¬ 
try were very numerous, having eftablifhed 
themfelves therein the Year 737. by the means 
of the Miflionaries of Moujfonl and Bafra , were 
the Authors of this Letter; having by means 
of their EmifTaries fpreaa • a Report over all 
Chriflendom, that they had converted the grea-

Dom. teft Part of the People in Scythia , and alfo the 
117°* King himfelf, who was the moft mighty and 
Hc §* 5 6<5 * p 0W erfiil King that ever reign’d there ,* that

They added thefe Circumftances, to render their 
fabulous Stories more like Truth \ and compos'd 
thefe vain Letters, to make the Zeal of their 
Se< 5 i: more refpefted and commended, by their 
having gain'd fo great a Prince to Chnf- 
tianity. 

All the ufe we can make of thefe Letters for 
our Hiftory, is to prove that the World was at 
that time perfuaded, and believ'd, that this King 
was a very great Prince, and likewife both a 
Chriftian and a Prieft. There is alfo found a 
Letter of the Pope’s, who ftiles him a moft holy

Sacerdo- ’ pearance that he was a Chriftian, but only that 
tern fane • h e permitted Chriftians to live under him, 7 and 
tijfimum. t h at fome of his Subje&s had embraced the 
Chriftian Religion; nay more, that he even fuf- 
fer'd them quietly to haveBifhops. What is 
really true, is, that this King was the moft con- 
fiderable Can of the Kingdom of Caracatay , and 
that a great number of Sovereign Princes paid 
him Tribute. Abulfarage obferves, that he was 
Sovereign over all the Eaftern Turks; but we 
snuft take notice, that in his time the greateft 
part of the Tartars were call’d Turks, tho they 
were not of the Country of Turqueftan .

This Digreflion I thought neceffary, to prove 
who Ounghcan was, in whofe Court T’emugin 
fought an Afylum from the Perfections of his 
Neighbours. And now let us return to this 
Prince. * He arrived fafely at Caracorom , be¬ 
ing conduced thither by the Prince Carafchar , 
Ann.Dom . 1174.' He was t ^ en ln his twen¬ 
tieth Year.

And, as in all 
Courts, the Favourites carefs him whom their 
Matter refpe&s ; fo here the Courtiers aft ftrove 
to pleafe and oblige Temugin, whom their Mo¬ 
narch ftrove daily to do Honour to, and much

Some Days after his Arrival, Carafchar de- 
fired Ounghcan to give his Mailer a private 
Audience, which was granted. 4 Then Ca- 
rafchar, being the Prince’s Governour, firll 
made to the King a full Recital of all the In- 
juftice and Perfecutions the Mogul Cans had 
treated this young Prince his Mailer withal 
{ince his Father Pi fate as Death ; and finifh d 
his Difcourfe with fupplicating him to per¬ 
mit him to continue in his Court till he was 
of years to be able to revenge himfelf upon 
them. I’emugin, after his Governour had ended 
his Difcourfe, affured the King of his Obe¬ 
dience and Fidelity ; adding, that he would 
entirely devote himfelf to his Service. Oungh- 
can carefs’d the young Prince, and promifed him 
his Prote&ion; and that he would not only 
make the Mogul Cans ceafe to perfecute the 
Tribe of the Teca-Moguls who had alw r ays been 
faithful to him, but that he would force the 
Tribe of Niron Cayat to return to their Duty : 
In fine, he treated him with all the Goodnefs 
that a King could fhew, nay indeed ufed him 
as a tender Father w r ould his Son. He added 
more Officers to his Retinue, and honour’d 
him highly. He fent Lords from his own Court 
to thofe Cans who w^erq the greateft Enemies to 
‘Temugin, to threaten them in his Name with his 
Difpieafure, declaring war with them if they

s Jfiefe two Slaves gave him notice to take care 
of himfelf; nay, it is faid, that they told him 
the very Day that was fix’d to feize him. 

Tho ‘ femugin could hardly credit what the 
Slaves told him, yet he did not omit to thank 
them, and promifed that on all occafions where¬ 
in he could ferve them, he would manifeft his 
Gratitude for the Aftedion they had fhew’d 
for him. After this, he confulted Carafe bar, 
and the reft of his faithfulleft Friends, what 
to do; amvngift whom it was refolved, that 
they fhould not do any thing rafhly, but lie 
jn ambufeade on their guard, and if any came to 
attack them, defend themfelves valiantly. And 
the Slaves a {Turing him it was in his Tent he 
was to be feized, 7 ~emugin order’d that all things 
of value fhould be remov’d out of it, that the 
Pavilion and Tents fhould be left {landing, 
that all his Family and Officers fhould quit 
them, and that they fhould leave Fires burning 
in the Camp all Night. Then he march’d a- 
way with all his Troops, to go and poffefs 
themfelves of a narrow Lane or Pafs. 

‘Temugins Officers had no fooner executed his 
Orders*and departed, but Ounghcans Troops, 
who had marched all Night, arriv’d. ^ They 
■were far more numerous than Temugins , ^and 
commanded by Sancouyi and Gernouca, TL he

Prince rid full fpeed up to the Tents which he An. Dom. 
faw handing, and illuminated by the Fires left ^ 

within ; p but the Mogul Prince's Tent he chief- 
ly aim’d at, at which they /hot a prodigious 
Quantity of Arrows, not doubting but the 
Cries of the Wounded would foon drive out the 
Enemy they wanted to find: but they were 
much furprized when they could hear no Voice 
or Noife. They enter'd, and finding no body 
in that nor the other Tents, they imagin’d Fear 
had made the Mogul Prince betake himfelt to 
flight. They refolv’d to follow' him; and look¬ 
ing on him not as an Enemy whom they mufl 
fight, but as a Man difmay'd by his own Guilt, 
who ftrove to efcape from them, they follow’d 
the Track where his Army had gone, and ne« 

\ T er thought of keeping the Soldiers in their 
Ranks, who marched in diforder more like a 
confufed multitude of Men and Horfes, than 
an Army. 

Mean time, Temugin who was not above two 
or three Leagues from his Camp, had pofled 
himfelf at the foot of a Mountain in a narrow 
Pafs called Germegbab , cover'd by a Wood, 
with a Brook before him : but when he faw 
his Enemies coming hip to him in diforder, he 
pafs'd the Brook, and charged them fo hotly, 
they had not time to difeover who they were 
that affaulted them; w r hich increafed the Dif¬ 
order that w ? as already amongft them, in fuch 
a manner, that Oungbcaris Troops, after a ve¬ 
ry flight Refiftance, fled before him. In this 
Fight they loft a great many Soldiers and Oftl-

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cers. The Prince Sancoun 1 himfelf was wound¬ 
ed in the Face by an Arrow, and was obliged 
to fave himfelf, and all thofe that efcaped from 
‘ Temugin , by flying to Caracorom. This A&ion 
happen’d Ann. Dom. 1195 . Temugin had not flx 
thoufand Men, and ’tis affirm’d that he defeat¬ 
ed ten thoufand. He was then about forty 
Years of Age. 

This flrft Battel w r as a Prefage to him of a 
great many other Victories. c When the Divine 
c Providence, fays an Arabian Poet , throws 
c down to thee the Cable of good Fortune, all 
c Creatures fhall combine to render thee hap- 
4 py, even thy Enemies fhall contribute to it; 
c and if thou meeteft with any Obftacle, For- 
1 tune fhall take care to remove it.” This was 
what befel the Ahgul Prince in the end, thofe 
who ftrove to abafe him were the caufe of his 
riling; and it feem’d as if he ftood in need of 
their Hatred and Malice to eftablifh him in his 
Empire. 

If the Grand Can had not fuller’d himfelf to 
be pre-poflefs’d agaiiift him, this Prince, w r ho 
had already lived in his Court nineteen Years, 
had pail the reft of his Life in the Employ¬ 
ments and Station he had given him, and had 
been content with being a Dependant Can 
under him : but God was determined to make 
ufe of him to punifh AJta y wffiofe Crimes had 
arm’d his Vengeance againft them. 

After this Battel Te?nugin thought no more 
of any thing but how to fecure himfelf from 
any farther Infults, and to open himfelf a 
w ? ay to the Throne. He ftrait retired with 
hi s For ces near to the Lake Baljouta 2 ; There

5 It 
was immediately refolved in his Council, that 
it fhould be publickly forbidden in all the Mo¬ 
gul Provinces to pay the cuftomary Tribute to 
the Grand Can Ounghcan. But betore this Or¬ 
der was publifh’d, they founded the People’s 
Temper ; and knowing they fear’d Ounghcan s 
Couroul- power, they ftimmoned feveral Diets, in order to 
«y- diffipate their Fears. The greateft part of the 
Perfons thus call’d, appear’d. Temugin laid be* 
fore them the miferable Slavery they had long 
groan’d under, the Tyranny that wasexercifed 
over them, not only by the King of the Keraites % 
Abulcair, but by his Favourites, to whom they paid in- 
£.2. tolerable Tribute. He reprefented to them, 
That it was in their own power now to deliver 
themfelves from this cruel Yoke ; That the Mo- 
guUj their Countrymen, who had been his 
Companions in the late Vidory, were fenfible 
that their Perfecutor was not invincible ; That 
having at their Head now a Man who had 
<?ain’tf fo many great Vi&ories for Ounghcan 
their Enemy, they need not doubt but he would

Thoughts, and fent him to deliver them from An. Dom.' 
this heavy Yoke of Slavery. He^^V 

This Speech of Temugin made fuch an im- 
preffion on the Peoples Minds, that all the 
Aflembly gave him their Applaufe, and promi- 
fed to obey him. When he was thus affur’d of 
the Good-Will of his Subje&s, the Yeca Moguls 
and Niron Cayats, he raifed only four thoufand 


five hundred Soldiers more, whom he joined to 
thofe he already had ; and then fent and pro- 
pofed a League to the Commander of the Con- - 
gorats , his Brother-in-law, for his Father-in-law 
the Can of Congorat was dead, whofe Daughter 
Yurt a Cougine was Temugin s fecond Wife. With 
this Prince he made a League, as alfo with the 
Cans of the Nation of Courlas ; blit for thofe 
of the Soumoguls , or "Tartars , they refus’d to 
enter into the League, till he conftrain’d 
them to it by force of Arms. The Cans of Mer- 
cat , feeing what had happen’d, chofe to do 
freely w ; hat he w r ould otherwife compel them 
to. And feveral Tribes, after their Example, 
put themfelves under his Command, notwith- 
Eanding they were follicited by fome Cans to 
Land out, particularly thofe of Merkit , amongft 
whom ‘ TouElabey , the mortal Enemy of Temugin s 
Family, was the moft powerful. 

All the Cans of Sottkiogul , Meroat , Courlas , the The Mo- 
Yeca Moguls , Niron Cayat , and fome others, S u,s nfkfe 
caufed to be publifh’d in their Dominions, that 
for the time to come, no more Tribute fliould oun^hcan. 
be paid to Ounghcan , on any Caufe or Pretext 
whatfoever. Purfuant to this Declaration, the 
People of all thofe Countries pull’d down the 
Offices, and drove away the King of the Ke - • 
mites Receivers, who fed to Caracorom to give 

the King Advice of this Rebellion. 

~ > - 
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Ounghcan ufed all the means poflible to ob¬ 
lige thefe petty Sovereigns to return to their 
Duty, but he could not gain his ends,- and at 
laft defpairing to obtain any thing of them by 
gentle means, he remitted all forts of Tribute, 
and Impofitions to the Merkites , who had not 
revolted from him, and made large Promifes to 
Toutta Eey their principal Can, hoping that this 
Party of the Moguls would ballance the Power 
of the other. 

It is true, Temugins Cunning and Wifdora 
was fuch, that ail the Grand Can's Threats 
and Promifes were inefte&ual, either to regain 
or intimidate the People's Hearts ; he knew fo 
well how r to guard his o wn Frontiers, and thole 
of his Allies, that his Enemies could not pene¬ 
trate into theinCountries. In fine, his Condud 
was fuch, that all the Nations of his Party 
look'd upon him as their Deliverer. tho he 
was very defirous to enter upon Adtion, he 0- 
mitted not to counfel the other Cans firft to 
fend an Ambaffador 6 to Ounghcan , to propofe 
an Accommodation, on condition that he fhould 
releafe them from ail Taxes, as he had done 

the Merkites. * :,if| 

Ail the Cans left the Management of this 
Affair wholly to him, protefting they w^ould 
approve of whatever he fhould think fit to do. 

‘Temugin caft his Eyes on a Man named Arm- 
pun (for fo Fadlallah calls him.) He gave him 
all neceffary Inftru&ions, and fent him away with 
all Diligence; tho perhaps in his Soul he was 
lefs defirous of Peace than he appear’d to be by 
this Action, and rather wifh'd to be revenged.

So Toon as this Ambaffador arrived at Ounghcan* s An. Dam* 
Court, he deftred Audience, and was admitted “ 97 * - 
to the King's Prefence ; to whom, purfuant to 
his Orders, he firffc made a recital of the Ser- J 

vices Pifouca had formerly done him : Next he 
reminded him of his Breach of Faith with Te~ 
mugin, whom he had promifed to proted:, and ne¬ 
ver to hearken or give credit to any that fhould 
fpeak againft him, or endeavour to caufe diftruft 
between them ,* and then hinted how contrary 
to this his Promife, he had given credit to his 
Enemies, without fearching into the Truth of 
the Matters they laid to his charge, or giving 
him leave to clear himfelf. Next he made a 
particular recital of the great Services 7 J emu- 
gin had done him, which were fufficient to fe- 
cure him of his Love and Fidelity to him. At 
laft* he concluded, with entreating him to grant 
Peace to the Moguls , and renew the tender 
Friendfhip that had fo long been between him 
and his Son-in-law, which he would never havo 
loft, had it not been for his Enemies. 

Ounghcan gave no anfsver to the Ambaffador,' N 
but refer'd the Affair to his Council's Delibe¬ 
ration. Arnijoun retir'd to the Tent which his ' 

Attendants had prepared for him; and there 
the Prince Sancouns Partizans and Gemoucas 
Friends treated him bafely, and put a thou- 
fand Indignities upon him, of which he loud¬ 
ly complain'd, but receiv'd not any Satisfa&ion,’ 

He continued here a whole Year in the utmoft 
Pain and Uneafinefs, Ounghcan ftill putting him 
off from Month to Month ,• when he was ftill 
promifed an Anfwer to his Propofals, but he 
never got any. At laft he loft all Patience, 
and fent his Mafter an Account of all that had 
paft. Temugin fent him exprefs orders to re¬ 
turn. 
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An. Dom. turn, after having made one Effort more to ob- 
1 J 97* lige the King to explain himfelf.

He foon 
arrived at Mogoliftan , and render’d an Account 
of his Negotiations to the Confederate Princes, 
who were all fo difpleafed at the Grand Can’s 
Indolence, that they renew’d their Protefta- 
tions to throw off his Yoke, and promifed an 
inviolable Faith to one another, calling Hea¬ 
ven to witnefs their Oaths, and then proceeded 
to prepare for War. T'emugin, transported to 
fee all things go as he wifh’d, difpofed himfelf 
to anfwer the Confidence the Allies had placed 
in him.

This Conceffion of the King of the Keraites 
w as enough to fhake the Conflancy of the Con¬ 
federates ; but Temugin difpatched Meffengers 
* ^mediately every way, to perfuade the Moguls 

t , ' that Omghcan made thefe fine Promifes only to 
amuie and furprize them, and that they mud 
put no trufl in him. He thought it not enough 
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to reprefent to them by his Envoys what he had 
to fay to them on this important Subject ; but 
he called an Affembly at Manquerule whi¬ 
ther he invited all the Cans concern d. So 
foon as they were met, he inform d them of 
what was then doing at Caracorom , ihewing 
them Letters which he had receiv d from his 
Correfpcndents there, and aflured them that 
what they contain’d had been confirmed to him 
by his Spies, which was, that the Grand Can 
and his Son had (worn the Ruin of the Confe¬ 
derate Cans, whom they already look d on as 
their Slaves and Vaflals, and that they were 
refolv’d to put all to Fire and Sword in the 
Movul Countries : They promife us, added he, 
good Treatment, for no other reafon but becaule 
they fee us with our Swords in our hands, arul 
in a Condition to defend our felves ; they w'ifh 
no other but that we w r ere fo foclifh as to fear 

them, or fo credulous as to believe them ; ana 

then, alas,* we w ? ere undone. Let us not bale* 
ly deliver our felves into our Enemy’s hands; 
believe me, let us bravely defpife their Threats 
and Offers, and fear nothing, whilfl we con¬ 
tinue in a perfect Union amongit our felves. 

Some Cans were at hrft of opinion to ac¬ 
cept OuwghcciYi s Propofals j but othei s, lefs ti 
morous, nobly oppofed them. And it w as at 
laft refolv’d by the whole Aflembly, That eve¬ 
ry Can fhould bring into the Field as manj 
Men as his Tribe could furnitfi; that one halt 
of the Troops of the Mercats fhould remain be¬ 
hind to obferve the Mzrkites, and guard the 
Frontiers ; that the War fhould be carried 00 
with all imaginable Vigour; and that, in fine, 
l^emugin fhould be ceclar d Gcheral of t 
whole Army.

nr^EMUGIN ’s Behaviour and Liberali- 
ty to the Slaves, did him great Service ; 
for it gain'd him the Hearts of a great 
many of the Soldiers. All the Mogul Cans, ex¬ 
cept thofe whom TouBa-Bey and Gemouca had 
prevail d upon to enter into Ounghcans Party, 
admiring his Generofity, grew more zealous to 
fecond him in all his Defigns. When all the 
Confederate Troops were come together, Te - 
mugin named his Lieutenant Generals and other 
Officers ,* and, contrary to the Cuftom of the 
Scythians , who ufed'to attack their Enemies in 
one main Body, he divided his Army into two 
V^ings, and in the Center placed" his own 
1 roops as a Body of Referve 5 which Cuftom he 
«ver after continued to ufe. And conlidering 
that^Fear often feizes thofe who are hrft at¬ 
tack d, he march'd diredly to the Frontiers of 
the Grand Can's Dominions, where he learned 
that his Army was already in Motion, which 
he refolved rather to attack than a <51 on the 
defensive.

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Mirconde, a Perfian Author, defirous to re- 
prefent the vaft number of the Combatants 
which compofed thofe two mighty Armies, 
makes ufe of an oriental Hyperbole, and fays, 
the Neighing of the Horfes, and the Cries of 
the Soldiers, obliged Heaven to tfiut its Ear; 
and the Air, by the great number of Arrows 
they Phot againft one another, feem’d to be a 
Field of Canes and Reeds. 

Tdemugin before the Fight harangued his Ar¬ 
my once again in this manner : He firft talk d 
to them of the Value of Liberty, and what a 
glorious thing it was to be free, and then fet 
before them the Miferies of Slavery : He re- 
prefented to them, that this was the great Day 
in which they muft make themfelves happy or 
miferable for the reft of their Lives ; that there¬ 
fore they muft fight bravely and conquer, or 
die like Men in the Bed of Honour ; that the 
Grand Can now made them pafs for Rebels, 
and look’d on them as revolted Slaves, but that 
he hoped, by their obtaining a glorious Vido- 
ry, they would convince the World of the 
Wrong that had been done them by their Ene¬ 
my who had fo long ufurp d an Authority over 
them and their lawful Princes, to which he had 
no right, and put a Yoke of Slavery on their 
Necks ; which they bravely throwing oft', fhoulc 
no longer be his Vaflals and Slaves, Karnes 
which we fcorn longer to bear, and which, 
faid he, our Enemies Blood muft wafh of! 
from us. 

Ounghcan fail’d not likewife to exhort m 
Troops to fight, by Shewing them, firft, that 
their Enemies were not fo numerous as they, 
nor fo well difciplin’d and skilful in the Art o| 
War. 5 Thefe Rebels, faid be , will quickly 
2 fiy before us; they are not hardy Soldiers 
7 .. . . , ... * enurd 
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c enur’d to War like you.’ (This Prince feem’d An. Dom. 
to have forgot, that Temugin, and the greateft ,2 ° 2 * 
part of thofe he talk’d of, had often defended 1^" 
him, and were not ignorant in any part of 
War, or timorous in Fight.) He had made a 
longer Speech to his Army, if the Moguls had 
given him time,* but the Prince Carafchar , who 
commanded the Van-Guard of Temugitfs Ar¬ 
my, attack’d theirs briskly, which was com¬ 
manded by Gemouca. The Com bate was fharp; 
the perfonal Hatred betwixt thefe two Gene¬ 
rals render’d it obftinate and bloody, and Ca - 
rafcbar was overthrown. Then Suida Behader, 
at the head of die old veteran Troops join’d 
with the Soumoguls , fo vigoroufly charged 
Ounghcans main Body, that they gave back ; and 
Gemouca advancing to fuftain them, after defea¬ 
ting Carafchar , was obliged alfo to give ground. 

At the fame time 'Temugin s two Wings of his 
Army, the one commanded by Prince Hubbe y 
and the other by Prince Yrca, attack’d the Ene¬ 
my’s two Wings. It is impoiTible fufficiently to 
commend the Bravery the Troops fhow’d on 
both fides for the fpace of three Hours. The 
Keraites fought with fo much Courage, that the 
Vidory often feem’d ready to declare it felf on 
their fide ; tho in the end the Moguls gain’d it : 
for Temugin, when he found it was time to ad¬ 
vance with his Corps de referve , where he was 
with the Princes his Son, fell on with fo much 
Fury, that he overthrew all that oppofed him. 

This Advantage enflam’d the Moguls Courage, 

2 nd damped the Keraites , who began to give 
back, and break their Ranks on all fides. 

Their King, and the Prince his Son, ufed all 
their Endeavours to rally them together again, 
but in vain. At laid, they were obliged to be- 
t; tke themfelves to flight, after their Army’s

An. Dom. Example, who being fallen into Confufion, fled 
I202, before the Enemy, who eagerly purfued them, 
and made fo great a Slaughter amongft them, 
"" \ that all the Fields were ftrew’d with dead Bo¬ 

dies. This Vi&ory greatly enrich’d the Mo- 
gills., who plunder’d the Baggage, and found 
enough to fatisfy their Avarice. They alfo • 
took abundance of Prisoners, and a great num- 
- v ber cf Horfes. 

In fme, this Day, which was fatal to Oungh- 
can , decided r temugins Fate, who was then for¬ 
ty eight Years of Age ; for it put him into 
pofleflion of the Kingdom of the Keraites , and 
all Caracatay: And the vanquilh’d King not on¬ 
ly loft forty thoufand Men kill’d in the Fight, 
but had the Grief of hearing that all his belt 
Troops which remain’d were gone over to his 
Mirconde. Enemy. Some Hiftorians report that Ounghm 
was kill’d in this Battel; but they are mil* 
taken : It is true, he was wounded in the Fight, 
which Wound obliged him at laft to quit the 
Command of his Army, defigning to retire to 
Caracorom ; but feeing himfelf purfued .by a 
Troop of Moguls , he laved himfelf by flying to 
his Enemy Tayancan, whofe Protedion he im* 
Jouiny in plor’d. His retreating thither was much won- 
jehankuf- der’d at ; every body being amaz’d that he 
cha * Ihould ask Protedion of a Can by whom he was 
hated, and in a Court where there were fevera. 
great Naiman Lords whom he had ill ufed, who 
fail’d not to relate to their Prince all the Id* 
juries this now fugitive Prince had done then 
Country; faying, that they fuppofed his flying 
thither was a further Proof of his Malice to 
them, ftnce it could be with no other defign ^ 
to draw the Vidor’s Anger upon the Nairn^ 
to occafion their Ruin, and involve them in j 115 
own Misfortunes; which he could never bring

Tayancan , who was naturally ungenerous, and 
had even more Averfion to the Grand Can than 
thofe who perfuaded him to guard himfelf againft 
him, gave ear to their Difcourfes, and follow’d 
the Counfel they all gave him, to put the Grand 
Can to death. Thus the Can of the Naimans , 
inftead of fuccouring this ruined King, which 
had been far more honourable for him, and per¬ 
haps more advantageous, caufed him to be 
feized. The principal Lords of: this Court, 
refolving to take away this unfortunate Prince s 
Life, held a great Council, at which their Prince 
took care not to be prefent ; vainly imagining^ 
that he fliould by this means skreen himiell 
from tile Reproaches of the other Cans, who 
might juftly blame him for having bafely vio¬ 
lated the Law of Nations and Hospitality. 

Nay, he evenpretended to be difpleafed at the 
Death of his Enemy ; but when he faw at his 
Feet this poor Monarch’s Head, which was 
prefented to him, he could not conceal his Joy, 
nor contain from infulting him, tho dead, in 
Words full of Scorn and Spite, which an Au¬ 
thor much blames in theie Words : It is a bale 
* Adion, fays be \ to tear or rend off a dead 
f Lion’s Beard.’ The Tongue in the Head was 
two or three times put out of the Mouth in 
‘fayancans Prefence, moving as the Head lay 
cut off. At which fome Lords who were 
skill’d in Aftrology 7 8 , when the Can asked them 
whether this furprizing Motion of the 1 onguc

yj2p2» fwer’d, It was their opinion it prefaged that 
the Mo- lemugin fhould one Day govern the Naimans^ 
$uls Ac* if good Care was not forthwith taken to pre¬ 
count the vent it. 

Year of the Sancoun accompany’d the King his Father to 
\J^Lj Borders of the Mabnans ; but fearing to 
hazard both their Perfons in one Place, he part¬ 
ed from him, and retired in difguife fecretly to 
Caracatay, where he lay conceal’d fome time, and 
waited to hear News of his Father : But when 
he was inform’d of his unfortunate Death, he 
fled farther off, crofting Turqueftan, and flopp’d 
not till he came to the Kingdom of' Tebet, where 
he liv’d unknown. 

The Kingdom of T’ebet , of which no doubt 
but the Reader will be glad to know fome par¬ 
ticular Account, is fituated between thirty and 
forty Degrees of Latitude, and between a hun¬ 
dred and a hundred and ten Degrees of Longi¬ 
tude, according to the Situation, given it by the 
Eaftern Geographers 9 . It contains part of the 
Region called Turc-Hinde , becaufe it is a part 
of T’urqueftan on the one fide, and of India 
on the other. Some divide it into two Parts, 
calling it the Great and Lejfer T’ebet. The Great 
borders on China , the Lefs is fituate to the 
Eaft of the little Kingdom of Kafchemire , juft 
behind the Mountains; and they are both but 
fix Weeks Journey over. This Country is full 
of Towns and Villages well inhabited ; the 
People are fo good humour’d and chearful, that 
they breathe nothing but Joy and Pleafure.

Bat what is mod: furprizing, is, that there is An. bom. 
a Mountain called Jabal Affumoum f , which in- * I (7 202 * 
fpires all thofe with Melancholy who come 
near enough but to fmell it, nay, even turns Hog. 
their Tongues black, in fuch a manner, that 
they remain black all the reft of their Lives. 

’Tis from this Country that red Sulphur is 
brought, and the fineft Tyger-Skins, asalfothat 
excellent Musk that is generally called. The 
Musk of Tibet, It is taken from a 2 Creature 
much like a wild Goat, and yet in fomething re- 
fembling a Hog. But in a City call’d Schage , there 
is a fort of Rat J whofe Navel produces fuch 
precious Musk, that it furpafles all other. : It is 
very much fought after, is often very fcarce, and 
generally very dear * and this is the reafon that 
the Tebct Musk is always preferM before the 
Indian and Cbinefe . Here is alfo found much 
Civet; and the Rhubarb that grows here is ex¬ 
tremely valued.

People w'ould not diflike, that is, to fteal Chil¬ 
dren from one another to fell, and their Huf- 
bands do the fame. It is in this Country that 
the Maids cannot marry before they have had 
Commerce with fome Man ,* and (lie who has 
had the moft Lovers is the moft advantageouf- 
ly marry 5 d.

Bogo become more chafte for being debauch'd* it 
being very rare to find one who is not faithful 
^nd true to her Husband. 

But to return to Sancoun : This Prince, af¬ 
ter having lived fome time in the Kingdom o£ 
‘Tebet, return’d to Turquefian , and.ftaid in the City 
of Cafchgar , or Cafgar 4 , where he lived, as he 
had done elfewhere, without difcovering him- 
felf to any body. But one Day, having obferv’d 
fome Moguls , whom he had feen at Caracorom 
in 7 mug-ins T rain, he imagin’d they were Spies 
come to feek after him ; and fearing to be ta¬ 
ken, he fpeedily return’d into the Kingdom of 
*Teb£t, where he had no better Fortune than 
Ounghcan his Father ; for being feized for a 
Spy, he was put to death. An. Dom. 1202. 

‘Temugin was no fooner inform’d of Oungh¬ 
can s Death, but without lofs of time he con¬ 
tinued to -feize the Grand Can’s Dominions as 
his Right by Conquefl; and thus he foon be¬ 
came Mafier of all hisTreafures and Palaces. 
And Sancoun being no where to be found, he 
remain’d the peaceable Potfeffor of all the Ke- 
raites Countries* The neighbouring Princes 
who fear’d Ounghcan becaufe he was more po¬ 
tent than they, faw with Joy the War the Mo¬ 
guls waged againfl him, hoping that it might 
diminifh his Forces, and weaken hisPow'er; 
but they little thought his Crown and King¬ 
doms would all fall entirely into ‘Temugins

Hands: And thus their Fear did not ceafe, An. Dom. 

but changed its Objed. He*°<oo’ 

It was about the End of the Year 1202. that 
this Prince, being forty nine Years of Age, Hogt 
retired into his own Country; where he was 
receiv’d with the Acclamations, not of his own 
People and Subjeds only, but of all the Confede¬ 
rate Moguls who had been Sharers in this Vido- 
ry, or becaufe of this his Succefs were obliged 
to come and teftify their Acknowledgments to 
him, believing they^ could never be thankful e- 
nough to him for having deliver’d them all from 
Ounghcans Tyranny, w^hom they call’d the Per- 
fecutor of their Nation and charm d with 7 e m 
mugiris Valour, Wifdom, and Love to them, 
they prais’d him to the Skies. He fail d not 
to make advantage of this Opportunity fo pro¬ 
pitious to his Defigns. He again ufed his Elo¬ 
quence, the Power of which he had expe¬ 
rienced, and promifed the Moguls great For¬ 
tunes if they would but zealoully fecond him 
in what he defired. The People, gain’d by 
his Rhetorick, and by the great things their 
Countrymen and Friends who had accompa¬ 
nied him in the War related of him every 
where, refolv’d to chule him their Grand 
Can or Cham, that is to fay, Emperor of all 
the Tribes. The Cans who had been the Com¬ 
panions of his Victory, finding their Account 
in advancing him to this great Dignity, anima¬ 
ted the other Cans to follow their Example. 

The Prefents 7 emugin made them, under pre¬ 
tence of dividing with them the Ricties of the 
vanquifh’d King, and the Fear of being forced 
to do what was pretended to be neceflary for 
the Honour and Welfare of the Mogul Nations, 

made them all yield, with a feeming Willing- 

nefs, 
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An. Dorn, nefs, to Temugin’s Requefl:, and agree to his be- 
vf 202 * ing Emperor. 

Uogffhe Meflengers were difpatch'd to the abfent 
Hog. Cans, to acquaint them with what had been re- 
Solv'd in the great Aflembly that was held for 
is™Tdto this P lir P° fe - The Coronation of this Prince 
thethrone . was then a g reed on ,* and they thought no 
Place fo proper to perform this Ceremony in 
as the Province of Tec a-Mogul, at Dilon Ildac , 
where Temugin was born. The People run from 
all Parts to be Eye-witnefles of this great 
Ceremony, where the principal Ador foon 
came, accompanied by all the Cans his Par¬ 
ians. He placed himfelf upon a plain Seat, 
which they had fet for him upon an Eminence, 
from whence he harangued the Aflembly with 
his ufual Eloquence. His Speech being ended, 
they placed him upon a black Felt Carpet, 
which they had fpread on the Ground; and 
the Perfon who was order'd to give the Peo¬ 
ples Voice, pronounc'd to him aloud the Peo¬ 
ples Pleafure in this manner ; Firfl: he told him. 
That whatever Authority or Power he had 
given him, was derived from Heaven, and 
that God would not fail to blefs and profper 
his Defigns if he govern'd his Subjeds well 
and juftly ,* but that, on the contrary, he would 
render himfelf miferable if he abufed that 
Power, which the black Felt on which he fat 
did intimate to him. After this Remonftrance, 
feven Cans, or Princes, lifted him up with a 
ceiemonious Air, and bare him to the Throne 
which was prepar'd for him in the rnidfl of the 
Aflembly. Then they proclaim’d him Empe¬ 
ror, and gave him the Title of Grand Can, or 
Cham, of all the Mogul Nations, even of the 
Mevkites , whom they declared Rebels for not 
fubmitting to him. Then they bow’d their

knees nine times before this their new Emperor, An. Dom; 
to fhew the Obedience they promifed to him. I202 * v 
The People, after their Example, made him 
nine Bows, accompanied with Acclamations Hog. 3 ‘ 
and Shouts of Joy, to aifure their new Emperor v^y*>✓ 
that they would abfolutely fubmit, and be o- 
bedient in all things whatfoever he fhould 
command them to do. 

He promifed, on his part, to govern them 
with as much Juftice as Mercy, and to defend 
them againft all their Enemies, always to pro¬ 
cure their Good and Eafe, to acquire Glory 
and Fame for them, and make their Names' 
known to all the Earth. And having much 
caufe to praife the Soumoguls (who are parti¬ 
cularly called Tartars 7 , by reafon of the River 
Tata that waters their Country) he declared in 
the Mogul Language, that he would add to his 
Title of Emperor of the Moguls that of Grand 
Cham of the Tartars , both to do that Nation 
Honour, and teftify to them the Refped he 
had for them, and how well he was fatisfy’d 
with their Conduct tho they had been once his 
Enemies. 


1 ’Tis from hence that the feveral Scythian Nations who 
became Subjects to Temugin were by degrees called by a ge¬ 
neral Name, either Moguls or Tartars; but the laft Name 
having in the end prevail’d, all Scythia is now called Tar tary 9 
both in the Weft and Southern Parts of Afia, 

It is true, the Name Tata , or Tatar , was not altogether 
unknown in the Eaft and North. It was of long {landing 
amongft the Chinefe. Before the Coming of our Lord Jefus 
Chriftj and for fome time after, they had had War with a 
Nation who was not known to them but by the Name of 
Tata. Thefe were, without queftion, the Soumoguls , and 
fome other Nations} for the Name of Tartars was not 
known in any other Country before Genghizcan’s time. 

It muft be obferv’d, that the Chinefe have no r in their 
Alphabet, they therefore pronounce Tata inftead of Tartar*

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'An.Dom. This Ceremony was perform’d during the 
1202. Reign of Philip Augufius King of France ; and 
Heg. $ 99 * was no {boner over, but the Grand Can dif- 
tributed Prefents, firft to the great People, 
and then more targelfes to the Populace, to 
fhow his Liberality. He continued the Fes¬ 
tival of his Coronation by magnificent Treats, 


according to the Cuftom of thofe Nations, ma¬ 
ny Days; and after they were ended, and he 
bad in particular tnade merry with his Friends, 
he difmifs’d the • People, and thanking his 
Friends, teftifi^d the grateful Senfe he had of 
their Love and Services to him, and allured 
them of his future Favour and Prote&ion. 

Whilft this was tranfa&ing, a Brother of 
Ounghcan came to offer his Service to Temugin, 
and his Daughter in Marriage. This Prince 
was called Hakembou. The Grand Can re¬ 
ceiv’d him favourably, and after having Spo¬ 
ken handfomly of the deceafed King of the 
Keraites , this Prince’s Brother, he gave him the 
Employ he defired, and accepted of his Daugh¬ 
ter with Joy, protefting that he would always 
have for her and him much Refpedt. I owe 
you, faid he, a kind Treatment, in acknow¬ 
ledgment of that kind Reception your Bro¬ 
ther gave me, and the Affe&ion he fhow’d for 
me in my Misfortunes. In truth, tho I never 
gave him any juft Caufe to be angry with me, 
or in any kind offended or wrong’d Prince 
Sancoun his Son, but, on the contrary, did them 
many confiderable Services, yet they confpired 
againft my Life, and looked on me as the gre2- 
teft of their Enemies ; yet I never blamed 
them, but imputed all their Perfections of me 
to Gemouca. Their Hatred to me was his 
Work alone, and I have not a Jot the lefs 
Refpe& for their Memories, tho they fought

my Life, than if they had continued always A n. Dom. 
my Friends. _ He I202 ° 

The Keraite Prince thanked 'femugin for his 
Favours, and took leave, fetting out with ail Hog. ‘ 
Diligence to go where his Employ demanded 
his Prefence. The Grand Can fully defign’d to 
marry his Daughter ; but perceiving that the 
Captain of his Guard, whom he much efteem’d 
and honour’d with his Friendfhip, was failen in 
love with this Princefs, he gave her to him in 
Marriage, and the Marriage-Feaft was kept at 
his Expence, w r ith much Splendour. 

Seeing hirnfelf Emperor cf fo many Nations, 
he thought lefs of enjoying peaceably his new 
Greatnefs, and tailing the Pleafures of Empire 
in Repofe, than of rendring hirnfelf flill mors 
worthy of his good Fortune, by new Exploits. 

His Enemies, jealous of his Greatnefs, foon 
furnifhed him .with the Opportunities he want¬ 
ed to aggrandize hirnfelf and People. The 
firft Commotion was in Came at ay. But before 
I proceed to relate thefe Wars, it is neceftary 
that I fpeak a few words of Caracatay.

The Name of Caracatay was given to the 
Country of Scythia after a furious War which 
the Scythians had with the Chinefe . The Scy¬ 
thians had at the beginning of this War the Ad¬ 
vantage of the Chinefe , and being puffed up 
with this good Succefs, enter’d the Kingdom 
of China; but having loft one confiderable 
Battel, they were obliged to retire, and return 
back to their own Country. The King of 
China, refolving not to lofe the Advantage this 
Vi dory had given him, caufed them to be pur- 
fued by two of his Generals T , who entirely 
routed and brought them under his Obedience, 
He did yet more ; for fearing left the Scythians 
iliould revolt, he made thefe two Generals 
who had beat them. Cans, or Governours, 
over them : and they, by his Command, built 
Forts and ftrong Towns for Colonies of Chinefe 
Troops, which he fent thither to awe them, 
Thefe Forces, deftin’d to guard the Country, 
held the People lcng in fubjedion ; but by de-; 
grees their Dependents forgot the Chinefe Cus¬ 
toms, and ufing to live as the Scythians , be¬ 
came Scythians themfelves : And in the end Chi•' 
na had no greater Enemies than they. 

When the King of China eftablifhed thefe 
two Generals in the fandy Scythia , he gave it 
the Name of Caracatay , alluding to the Name 
of his own Country Cathay*; and to fignify the 
Conqueft he had made, and fhow it was an

acquired Dominion, he added the Epithet Ca¬ 
ra, a Word ufed by the ‘Tartars and Turks to fig* 
nify black, to difiinguifh thefe two Countries 
from one another : yet in time they have 
been confounded by People who did not con- 
fider the Epithet Cara> which makes the Dif¬ 
ference betwixt the two Countries, and that 
Caracatay is barren and unpleafant, and, on the 
contrary, Cathay , that is, China , is a fine Coun* 
try, fruitful, and filled with all forts of good 
things.

C/VNd 5 Gemouca , a Prince of the Tribe of Jage- 
rat-, after the Battel was fought in the Plain 
of l J angnt , having fled with the red, thought 
he could not fecure himfelf any way fo well

mans , tho he had heard of the Death of Oungh- 
can the King of the Keraites. T’ayancan, who 
knew him by Report to be a Man of great A- 
bilities, accepted his Offers. Gemouca having 
gather’d as much of the fcatter’d Remains of 
Ounghcans Army as he could meet with, re¬ 
pair’d to Tayancan s Court, where he arri¬ 
ved attended by a tolerable number of good 
Soldiers and almoft all the Officers that had 
efcaped the Enemy’s Hands. The Can re¬ 
ceived him very well, and promifed him and 
his Friends Employments fuitable to their 
Merits. Gemouca, who had a very fubtle 
Wit, and was' well skill d in all the Arts of 
Courts, focn gain’d fo great an Afcendant 
over T’ayancan, that he could perfuade him into 
doing any thing he counfelfd him to, and fo 
prevail’d eafily upon him to make Avar with, 
the new Mogul Emperor, whom he boafted 
he knew perfedly, having long convers’d with, 
and fludied him. He is, faid he, a Man of,

regulating his Empire. For this Caufe * * he cal¬ 
led a general Diet, which he order'd to be held 
on Nourou&i that is to fay, the firft Day of the 
Spring of the Year 1205. the fame Day that the 
Sun enters into Aries. He fent Meflengers to 
the Princes his Sons who were far oft’, and to the 
other Princes of the Blood ,* he alfo fent to 
the Cans, Emirs y and all the great Officers to 
whom he had given the Government of the 
Countries he had conquer'd, and, in fine, to all 
the great Lords, either Moguls or Tartars. 

In the mean time, not to continue idle, he 
refolved to eftablifh good Orders in the Army 
which he had with him. He divided the Sol¬ 
diers into feveral Tomans 7 ,* at the Head of 
each Toman he placed a chief Officer or Ge¬ 
neral, under whom he appointed ten Officers,* 
who each commanded a Hezare 8 ; and every 
one of thefe ten Officers had ten other Offi¬ 
cers under him, each of thefe commanded a 
Sede p ; and the Centurion had under him ten 
lelfer Officers, each of which commanded a 
Dehe *. The Generals of thefe Tomans were 
to ad under the Command of fome one of 
the Grand Can's Sons. 8 This w f as the man¬ 
ner in which Temugin divided his Troops into 
Corps,* after which, he difpofed of thefe Em¬ 
ployments to fuch Men as were molt capable

W HEN the Princes of the Blood ? , the 
Netfians, Cans, Emirs, and other Lords 
who were to compofe the General Diet, were 
arrived at the Place the Mogul Emperor had 
appointed, and that the firft Day of the Spring 
was come, they dreft themfelves ail in white.

Some of his 
own Children, as alfo fome of the Princes of 
his Blood were Chriftians, and others made pro- 
fefiion of Judaifm or Mahometanifm , or elfe werp 
like him, Deifts; for his Se& was more fol¬ 
low’d in Tartary than any other, tho there were 
alfo a great many Idolaters\ 

II. He ordained by another Law, that the 
Heads of Se&s, the Religious, the Devotees, 
the Criers of the Mofques, and thofe that wafti 
the Dead, fhould be exempted from all pub- 
lick Offices as well as the Phyficians. 

III. He forbad, under pain of Death, that; 
any Prince or other Perfon whatfoever, fhould 
ever prefume to caufe himfelf to be proclaim’d 
Grand Can or Emperor, without having firll 
been duly elefted by the Princes, Cans, Emirs, 


the Tartars who were neither Chriftians nor Mahometans in* 
troduced a Diftin&ion between a celeftial God and a terreftrial. 
They always ador’d the firft, yet the fecond fail’d not to find a 
Place in their Houfes under the Form of an Idol, or Statue co¬ 
ver’d with Felt, and named Natigay . They accompanied this 
With others, which they faid were the Images of his Wife and 
Children; and they addrefs’d themfelves to thefe Images 
when they had any domeftick Wants. Rubruquis .

ticular Law forbidden to ufe all Titles of Ho- 
nour, which they affc&ed to have, in imita¬ 
tion of the Mahometans . He alfo forbids that 
any fhould give to the Emperor who fucceedea 
him, any Title but that of Caan , with two cut* 

He deli red that for the time to come all his 
Subje&s fhould call him by the plain Title of 
Can ; which was ever after pra&ifed by all that 
fpoketo him : ? But when any Perfon writ to 
him, they always added fome other of his Ti¬ 
tles to that of Can. 

V He ordain’d that Peace fhould never be 
made with any King, Prince, or People, till 
filch time as they were entirely fubdu’d.

VI. The dividing of the Troops into tens, 
hundreds, thoufands, and ten thoufands, was 
alfo made a handing Order, as a thing ve¬ 
ry commodious in railing an Army with more 
fpeed, and to make Detachments with Eafe 
and Order. 

VII. That when there was a Neceffity of 
takiug the Field, the Soldiers fhould receive 
their Arms from the Officers Hands, with 
whom they fhould be left at the end of the

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Campaign That they fhould be obliged to 
keep their Arms clean, and in good Condition, 
and to fhow them to their Commanders when 
ever they were getting ready to give battel. 

VIII. It was forbidden, on pain of Death, to 
pillage the Enemy before the General had grant. ‘ 
ed leave : But it was likewife ordain’d that 
the itjeaiieft Soldier fhould have the fame Ad¬ 
vantage as the Officer, and remain Mailer 
of the Eooty he fiiould be found polled of, 
on condition he paid to the Can’s Receiver the 
Duties or Share fpecify’d by the Laws. 

IX. 7 emugin being fenlible that continual 
Exercife was neceffary for his Soldiers, to keep 
them in good order ; and Hunting appearing to 
him the moft proper Employment to exercife 
his Troops, he ordain’d that every Winter the 
hunting of Beads fhould be performed in the 
manner following. 

X. That from the Month which with us is 
March , to that which anfwers to our Ottobey, 
no Perfoh fhould take Stags, Deer, Roe-bucks, 
Hares, wild Afl'es, nor fome certain Birds, to 
the end that the Court and Soldiers might find 
fufficient Game during the Winter, in the Hunt¬ 
ings they were obliged to make. 


* In brief, they Ihow’d to their Generals both Edge and 
Point, and were obliged by this Law to carry all their Arms 
To fbon as the War was finifhed, into the King’s Store-houfes, 
from whence they fetched them in the Winter for Hunting, 
which they always exercifed themfelves withal when no war¬ 
like Occafion prefented to ufe them.

XI. It was likewife forbid to cut the Throats 
of the Bealls a Man fhould kill: He rauft tie the 
Legs, rip up the Belly, put in his Hand, and 
pluck out the Heart. 

XII. ' The Ordinance that the Blood and En¬ 
trails of Beafts Xiiould be permitted to be eaten, 
was made in his time, and put amongft his 
Laws; whereas it was forbidden the Moguls , be¬ 
fore then, to eat the Blood or Inwards of Beafts. 
But as he was one day returning from an Expe¬ 
dition, Proviiions fell fhort for the Soldiers, 
and they.were almoft faint with Hunger: then 
meeting with a great Quantity of Beafts In¬ 
wards newly kill’d by People who had been 
hunting in a great Party, Hunger conftrain’d 
them to eat them; nay the Emperor himfelf eat 
with them : and from that Moment the Prince, 
confidering how ufeful this Food might be to 
his Troops on the like occafton, refolved to 
give Liberty to all his Subjeds to eat them, and 
afterwards made it a Law.

XIII. The Privileges and Immunities grant¬ 
ed to the "Tercans was regulated in the manner 
already related. 

XIV. To banifh Idlenefs out of his Domi¬ 
nions, he obliged all his Subjeds to ferve the 
Publick in feme kind or other. Thofe who 
went not to the Wars, were obliged at certain 
Seafons of the Year to work fo many Days on 
the publick Strudures, or do fome publick Work 
for the State, and one Day in every Week em¬ 
ploy themfelves in the Service of the Empe- 
tor in particular/ 
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XV. The Law againft Thieving was. That 
he who ftole any thing of coniiderable value, 
as an Ox, or other thing equal to that in Price, 
fhould be punifhed with Death, and their Bo¬ 
dies cut afunder in the middle with a Hanger. 
That thofe whofe Theft was not of value e- 
nough to merit Death, fhould receive fo many 
Blows with a Cudgel, either more or lefs, in 
proportion to the Value of the thing ftolen. 
The number of thefe Blows were generally 
feven, feventeen, twenty feven, thirty feven, 
and fo on to feven hundred; but this Pumfh- 
ment might be bought off by paying nine 
times the Value of the thing ftolen. The Ex- 
adtnefs with which this Law was obferv’d, fe- 
cured all the Moguls and 'tartars who were Sub¬ 
jects to the Grand Can, from robbing. 

XVI. It was forbidden all his Subjects 
throughout his Dominions to take any Perfon 
for his domeftick Servant who was of his own 
Nation, to the end that they might all addid 
themfelves to War, and be obliged to take care 
of the Captives they fhould take, whom they 
muft preferve for their own Service. He like- 
wife publifhed two Ordinances : by the one it 
was forbidden, on pain of Death, to all Mr 
gills and ti mars to give Meat or Drink to a- 
nother Perfon’s Slave, as alfo to lodge or clothe 
one, without Permiflion from his Mafter,* and 
the other Ordinance obliged under the fame 
Penalty, ail Perfons that fhould meet in the 
way with a fugitive Slave, to feize and bring 
him back to his Mafter. 

XVII. By the Law concerning Marriages 
it was ordain’d that the Man fhould buy his 

Wife,

Wife, and that he fhould not marry with any 
Maid to whom he was a- kin in the firft or fe- 
cond Degree ; but in all other Degrees it was 
permitted : fo ,that a Man might marry two 
own Sifters. Polygamy was permitted, and 
the free Ufe of their Women Slaves ; which 
was at laft the occafion of that great Liberty, 
that every Man took as many Wives and Slaves 
as he could maintain. a The Management of 
the Man’s Fortune, amongft the Tartars , be¬ 
longs to the Women : They buy and fell as 
they think fit. The Husbands wholly employ 
themfelves with Hunting and War, and trou¬ 
ble themfelves with nothing elfe. The Chil¬ 
dren who are born of the Slaves are legitimate, 
as w r ell as thofe born of the Wives ; but the 
Wives Children, and efpecially thofe born of 
the firft Wife, are the moft refpedted by the 
Father, who firft advances them. And this 
Advantage not injuring the reft, occafions no 
Diforder in the Family, who generally live in a 
perfeft Union and Amity. 

XVIII. Another Law condemn’d all Adul¬ 
terers to die, and it was permitted a Man to 
lull them when furprized in the Adt. The In¬ 
habitants of Caindu murmur’d againft this Law, 
becaufe they had a Cuftom amongft them, to 
teftify their Refpe& and Love to their Friends, 
by offering their Wives to them w'hen they 
came to fee them, and regale them with their 
Company. They prefented feveral Petitions to 
the Emperor, defiring they might not be de¬ 
prived of this Privilege and Means to treat

Marriage XIX. To preferve Amity amongft his Sub- 
of the " je&s, he regulated Alliances, and extended the 
Dead. Ties of Relation by Marriage very far He 
permitted two Families to unite, tho they had 
no Children living: it fufficed that the one had 
Jtubruquis. had a Son, and the other a Daughter, tho both 
dead,* they might write a Contrad of Mar¬ 
riage, and perform the Ceremony in their 
Names; and they were reputed married, tho 
dead, and the Families really ally’d to one a- 
nother by this Marriage. 

This Cuftom is flill in ufe amongfl the Tar¬ 
tars at this day, but Superftition has added 
more Circumftanccs to it: They throw the 
- Contrad of Marriage into the Fire, after ha- i. 
ving drawn fome Figures on it to reprefent the 
Perfons pretended to be fo marry’d, and fome 
Forms of Beafts ; and are perfuaded that all 
this is carried by the Smoke to their Children, 
who thereupon marry in the other World. 

XX. Thunder, in antient Mogolijlan and the 
adjacent Countries, was fo dreaded by the Mo¬ 
guls , becaufe it did often much Mifchief, that 
fo foon as ever they heard it begin they all 
threw themfelves defperately into the Rivers s 
and Lakes, and were often drown’d : Temugin 
finding this extraordinary Fear caufed him to 
lofe many of his bed Soldiers, even when he

had mod need of them, dri&ly forbad, under 
a fevere Penalty, any Perfons to bathe or wafh 
themfelves upon any Pretence whatever ; nay, 
they were not permitted to wafh their Clothes 
in running Waters during the time it thunder’d } 
the People being thereb\[made to believe that 
the Exhalations they caufed to break forth in 
difturbing the Waters, occafion’d the Thunder, 
which would not do them half fo much harm, 
if they withdrew far from any Water. They 
immediately fubmitted to this Law, which the 
"Tartars , who are not Mahometans , do dill ob- 
ferve. But for thofe that are Mahometans , they 
look upon it as a fuperditiotis Cudom, which 
contradicts one of the principal Points of their 
Religion, which gives its Profeffors full Liber¬ 
ty to wafli in any Place where they find Wa¬ 
ter; nay, they are even perfuaded that without 
fuch Waffling there are no hopes of Salvation 
for them.

XXI. Spies, falfe Witneffes, Sodomites, and 
Sorcerers, were condemned to be put to death. 

XXII. He publifh’d mod fevere Ordinances 
againd Governours who fail’d of doing their 
Duty, but principally thofe who commanded 
in far didant Countries. In whatever Place they 
were. Death was their Punifhment if their 
Condud was blameable; but if their Fault 
was but flight, they mud come in Perfon to the 
Grand Can, and judify themfelves. And this 
Prince was in this Cafe a very fevere Judge. 

Many other Laws w r ere publifhed which are 
not fpecify’d in the Authors I have tranflated. 
I am not ignorant that in the Levant there is

The Laws we have recited, and which 
were doubtlefs the principal ones, remain’d in 
full Vigour during Temugins Reign and his i 
Succeifors. 'Tamerlain himfelf, who was born 
a hundred and eleven Years after this Prince, 
caufed them to be obferved throughout all his 
Empire; and the Crim Tartars, as well as others, 
to this day religioufly obferve them. It muft be 
confefs’d they could not be broken without in¬ 
curring very great Penalties ; which alone was 
enough to make them continue long in force, [ 
and without queftion preferved them fo long. <

caris Tyranny. 

Other Authors. relate this Revelation to Abulfa- 
have been pretended to be reveal’d by another rage, />, 
Perfon, and tell the Story thus : They fay there 28 *• 
was a Man 3 4 , one of the firfi: Rank amongft the 
Moguls , who after having wander’d Park naked 
in the Delarts for fome time, enter’d into the 
Afiembly, and declar’d aloud, that he came 
commiflioned by God to find out the Son of 
Pifouca , to advertife him to take the Name of 
Genghizcan , that is to fay, the Can of Cans, 
and to alfure him that he fhould be Emperor of 
the whole Earth. This Deceiver made a florid 
Difcourfe upon the Glory and Honour this 
Prince fhould acquire under this new Name. 

And to make himfelf be heard with greater 
Attention, he had the Boldnefs to aver that he 
only related God’s own Words. The Prophets, 
fays a T*urkijh Poet, who foretold nothing but 
what was pollible, were always applauded. In 
fine, Temugin> whom we fihall henceforward call 
Genghizcan , appear’d to be in a condition able to 
make good the Prophecy by Force of Arms ; 
and the People readily gave credit to it. A-

if it belong’d of right to the Grand Can their 
Emperor.

This Prince, being informed of the Moguls 6 3 ' 
Refolution, had made all the Preparation pofli- °tiare. * 
ble to receive them : but it fignified little, tho 
7 oucla-Bey aflifted him with his Troops of Fadlallah, 
Merkites ; for after a very flight refiftance Boyruc 
fled, but was taken in the chafe by a party of 
Moguls , and brought a Prifoner into their 
Camp, where he was put to^death. And this V 
fo much daunted his People, that his Army 
difperfed. Cafchluc and BouBa-Bey, after having 
given orders to their Soldiers whither to repair, 
betook themfelves to flight, and retired to 
the Frontiers of their 'Territories at Ardifch, 
where they defigned to get together fome 
Troops which had not been able to join the 
Army before the Fight. 

# In the mean time Genghizcan. , not being far 
from the Country of Tangut, marched in the 
year 1206 with a ftrong Detachment into that 
Country to revenge himfelf upon Schidafcou who 
was the Can of it, and who had fecretly lent 
fuccours to his Enemies ,• and there he cunning¬ 
ly furprized Campion the capital City of Tangut : Campion 
which fo aftonifhed Schidqfcou> that he immedi- the Capi- 
ately fubmitted, and made ufe of the great tal c **y of 
Lords of that Country to intercede for his Par- Tan S ut » 
don with the Emperor, to w'hom they went 
loaded with Prefents. The Conqueror pardon’d 
the Can, and reftored him to his Kingdom with 
the fame Power as before, on condition that he 
fhould every year pay him a certain Tribute, 
and permit a Garifon of Moguls to remain in 
the Fortrefs of Campion. And thus the Grand 
Can, being fatisfied with the immenfe Riches 

he had found in that City, returned back to his 
Army.

Expedition Genghi&can almoft at the fame time conquer’d 
Tou&L ^ le Countries of Crequir and Cachin , which laft 
BeyCanof^ zmc formerly the Country of 7 angut bore, 
the Mer* In 1207. he learnt that Cafchluc and TouEla-Be] 
kits, and had got together all their Forces in the Country 
°* ^ r difcb in the Tribe of Merkit. He gave 
a o ua t ] iem t j ie ] ea ^. time he could poflible to fortify 
Condemir. themfelves, and marched againft them in the 
midfl of the Winter. Thefe Princes amazed at 
Abulcair. his fudden Arrival, and finding their Army not 

Mircondc. ftron S ell ? u gh to ftand againft him, retired 
farther off, and went and encamped even under 
the Fort refs of Ardifch. 

But their Enemy, notwithftanding the bad- 
nefs of the Ways and rigour of the Seafon, foon 
appeared before the Place, and forced them, 
maugre all the Precautions they had taken, to 
come to an Engagement with him. The Bat¬ 
tel did not laft long ,* for the Moguls , as if aftiir’d 
of the Victory, fell with fuchFuryon their E* 
nemies, who were inferiour to them both in 
Courage and Number, that they foon put them

to flight. TouBa-Bey was killed in the Action. An. Dora. 
As for Cafchlitc, he was fo cunning as to get out of „ 12o8e 
the Croud, and with Tome expert Soldiers efcape Mol \ 6 °Tb* 
to Turqueftany where he had the good fortune serpent, 
to be fhelter’d by Gurcan , one of the moil ''✓yV, 
powerful Princes of Touran \ that is to fay, of 
the Tartars Country which is beyond the River 
Gihon, reaching to the Borders of Caracatay . 

King Gurcan touched with his Misfortunes, re¬ 
ceived him kindly, and conceived fo tender a 
Friendfhip for this young Prince, that he gave 
him his Daughter in Marriage to comfort him 
in all his Troubles. 

All thefe Conquefts and happy Succefs raifed 
Genghizcan to fo high a pitch of Greatnefs, 
that many fovereign Princes fent to ask his 
Protection, and among the reft Arflancan Prince 
of the Carluques in Caracatay: but there hap¬ 
pened to Genghizcan fomething yet more advan¬ 
tageous, which compleated his good Fortune ; 
and that was the Difcontent of, a Prince of 
Turquefian named Idtcoat 2 . 

He was Can of the Tugures ; and tho a very Mirconde, 
powerful Prince, yet was Tributary to Gurcan 
King of Turquefian , who generally kept among Fadlallah, 
the Tugures a kind of Intendant of that Pro-T’ 32 ^‘ 
vince, to be watchful for his Intereft, and to 
gather the Tributes which that People were 
obliged to pay him. He who at this juncture

The h * a y> ^elides the Money and Wares which he 
serpent, levied as due to his Mailer^ extorted more for 
himfelf ,♦ infomucli that the Yugures finding 
themfelves opprefl, complained of his Abufes to 
their Prince : he forthwith fpoke to Schouaiem , 
but he could get no Reparation or reafonable 
Anfwer from him ; nay he even anfwer’d to the 
Remonflrances he made to him with Threats. 
The Prince was fo enraged at his Infolence, 
that to be revenged he caufed him to be affalTi- 
nated, and forthwith fent two of his chief 
Officers to Genghizcan to inform him of what 
had pafl, and to ask his Protection, becaufe 
after this Action which he had been obliged to 
Mircohde. perform, he fear’d the Refentments of Gurcan • 
Thefe Meffengers overtook the Mogul Emperor 
in the Country of Tangut , where he was then 
goiie to reduce to his Obedience Schidafcou, 
who with fome other Cans had revolted from 
Abulcair, him, amongft whom was the Can of Crequity 
8 . whofe Country he entirely ruined. 

The Mogul Emperor, glad of an opportunity 
AbuJfa- t0 ma he King Gurcan uneafy, who was ne- 

rage. ver a Friend to him, and had now made an 

Alliance with Cafchluc his Enemy, received 
thefe Envoys from Idicout much better than he 
would otherwife have done. He hearken’d to 
them, and made them fuch an Anfwer as they 
wifliedand when they returned back, he na¬ 
med two fit Perfons to accompany them, whom 
he charged to allure the Can of his Friendfhip 
and Protection againft Gurcan. 

This civil and generous Procedure charm’d 
the Can of the Yugures , who ftrait took all that 
he had moft precious and valuable in his Trea¬ 
sures, and went to Genghizcan in perfon to offer

him his fervice ; which he did with all the Zeal An. Door; 
imaginable, and all the RefpeCi his Quality 1210. 
would admit. This Condefcenfion render’d 6o ? a 
this Prince fo agreeable to the Grand Can, that M °|’ ^ 
he received him with all the Teftimonies of 
Affe&ion that he could defire. The AfTurances ' 

Idicout gave him of his Zeal were not contradic¬ 
ted by his A&ions ,* for he afterwards ferved 
the Mogul Emperor effectually, who, as an 
acknowledgment of the Services he did him; 
gave him one of his Daughters in Marriage, 
and ever after looked on him as one of his 
Children. King Gurcan , who upon the news 
of Schouakems being affaffinated was tranf- 
ported with Rage, and threatned Idicout with 
Fire and Sword, could not execute his Threats 
before he heard that this Prince was become 
Gmghiz,cans Son-in-law ; and the fear of draw¬ 
ing the Moguls Army upon himfelf Aided his 
Rage. 

The Religion of the Tugures has not been Of the Yu^ 
perfectly known to Hiftorians : fome have writ § ures -' 
that they were Idolaters others that they were Rubruqufs. 
Uiriihans, but Neftorians; and others that they 
were Mahometans ; becaufe feveral amongft f b g ican ’’ 
them made profeflion of all thcfe Religions. 

Their Priefts, whom they call'd Lama, had 
their Heads and Eeards quite fhaved; their 
ouperiours obliged them to obferve Chaftity, 
and to ferve in the Temples ,• they had to co- 
^ ea ds a kind of Mitre, and for their 
^y™it a yellow or red Tunick, clofe-bodied as 
a Caffock, and girt about the Wafte : .over this 
unick they wore a Cloak cut after the manner 
aChriftian Deacon’s Cope. When the Lamas Rubruqms 
re ln t ^ le < lr Temples, they are feated on Benches 
pver againft one another, holding their Books 
ln their hands ; they are always bare-headed,* 

and

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An. Dom. and inftead of tinging they read to themfelves 
12lo * foftly, and generally keep filence. Thofe who 
Mo^’ ^Th* re P ort ^ iem to Idolaters, have never declared 
in what particulars they were fo. The Idols 
they had are no fufficient proof of it, fince in 
the Converfation Rubruquis had with them they 
allured him that they adored but one God ; and 
that tho they had Images, it was only to put 
them in mind of thofe they reprefented, and 
not to adore them. Which might make one 
conclude, that they then made profeflion of 
Genghiz>cans Religion, with a fmall mixture of 
the Superftitions which they had in common 
with the Moguls. 

The Moguls Were indebted to the Tugures for 
the Art of Writing they now ufe, which was 
wanting before their Union with this People. 
Whether they found the manner of the Tugures 
writing more convenient than their own, we 
know not ,* but they took to it, and have ufed 
it ever fince 3 . 

The Tugures in antient times had that Name 
conferred upon them, even by the mou h of 
Oguz, himfelf: he called them Tugures , that is to 
fa)', United. He has always palled amongft 
them for a great Prophet ,* and the 'Turks of the 
Fadlallah. la ft Ages, that is to fay, the Ottomans , who by 
the title of Ogufians which they bear value them- 
felves as being his Defendants, fay that when 
he was but a year old he fpoke, and gave him- 
feif the Name of Oguz,; but at eighteen God

Dom^ 
all Mankind were at that time Idolaters, he 121 °* 
brought them out of their Errors, and made 6 ° 7 - 
them worfhip only the one true God; which fo steep. * 
much difpjeafed his Relations, that they refol- L/’V'sJ 
ved to ruin him : but with the Affiftance of 
fome other Perfons whom he had converted, hq 
refitted them fo vigoroufly, that his Father was 
killed by an Arrow in the Fight, and his Un¬ 
cles put to flight. This is what FadlaUah re¬ 
ports of Oguz. 4 .

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CHAP. VIII. 

GenghizcanV firft War again ft the Nor* 
them Parts of China, called Cathay ;• 
and the Succefs of it. His Return in~ 
to his own Country. His Expedition to 
the Defart of Caplchac, otherwife called 
Decht. 


A LT H O Genghiztan, when he was on his ... ^ 

return to Caracorom , had refolved not to ,rCOn 4 
renew the War for fome time, yet he negledted 
not to raife Recruits, and ftrengthen his Ar. 

.) > to let his Enemies fee that he was always 
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An. Dom. in a Condition to be fear’d; and that vhilft 
1210. j ie was in peace he applied himfelf, accord- 
Heg. 607. • t0 t j ie Refolutions taken in the laft Diet, 
M sf e I e to regulate the Affairs of his Kingdoms, andfe- 
vcure the beft he was able thofe Countries he 
had conquer'd. All things look’d now as if he 
defign’d to live in Repofe, and tafte the Sweets 
of that peaceful Eftate which by fuch vaft Fa¬ 
tigues he had obtain’d i but the Love of Arms, 
the darling Paffion of his Soul, permitted him 
not to reft ; and he thought of nothing elfe but 
how to find a Pretext to fall out with the Chi* 
nefe , againft whom in particular he had form’d 
fome defigns. 

The prefent State of Affairs, all being now in 
peace, affording him no means to quarrel, he 
fought amongft the Tranfatftions of paft Ages 
for fomething fit to urge againft them 5 6 and 
calling to mind the Injuries the Kings of Chiu 
had heretofore done to his Anceftors, nay to 
his own Father and People, he conferred 
■with his Nevians and other Princes of his 
Court, continually entertaining them with 
Difcourfes of the Injuries and Wrongs their Fa¬ 
thers had fuffer’d by the Chinefe . 7 This was 

the Caufe, /aid he , that our Country was look’d 
upon with fo much Scorn, and defpifed by all 
the Nations of Afia. In fine, he excited them 
to revenge, by urging, that they had no ci¬ 
ther way to vindicate their Honour, and make

torious over all his Enemies. 

The Mogul Princes and Lords fail’d* not to 
applaud their Emperor’s Defign; whether it 
was out of Complaifance, or that they found 
it agreeable to Reafon and Jullice, is not the 
queftion. A Council was call’d to ccnfult on 
Ways and Means how to bring this great En- 
terprize to pafs , and it w r as refolv’d that fir If 
of all an Ambafiador ftiould be fent to Altouncan 
King of China to demand Satisfaction for all the 
Damages and Injuries done to the Moguls by his 
Predeceflfors, with Orders that in cafe he re- 
fufed to comply. War fhould be declar’d againil 
him. For this purpofe they chofe Jafer, arl 
old Courtier, a Man perfedly skill’d in State- 
Affairs, and fent him away in the Winter-Sea- 
fon. Jafer being arrived at Canhalec , which 
was the old City of Pequin, one of the Capital 
Cities of Cathay s , and the antient IJfedonoi the 
Seres, had Audience of the King, whom he ac¬ 
cidentally found in this City, for he was not 
ufed to refide there but onlv in the Summer. 
This Ambaffador made a long Harangue, which 
he began with expatiating on his Maher’s 


* The Country of Cathay which is here (poke of, is China 
U felf, and not Grand Tartary , as it was long thought to be 
by us Europeans . The Eaftern Geographers have made it 
known by the Limits they have given it in their Maps, and 


their Hiftorians have declared it in exprefs Words. Befides, 
It is now plainly difcover’d that the Name of Cathay parti- 
cularly belong’d to the feven Northern Provinces of this 
great Kingdom; and that the Southern Parts, which con¬ 
tain’d the nine other Provinces, were called Mangi : But thefe 
Southern Parts were not conquer’d by Genghizcan , but by the 
his Succeffors, An. Dom. 1268. Heg* 667 . 
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Greatnefs, his Elevation to the Empire of the 
Moguls and Tartars , and the choice Gcd bad 
made of him to govern the World: he after¬ 
wards demanded reparation of the King for 
all the Damages and Injuries which his Pre- 
deceflors had done the Moguls; telling him 
that if he refus’d to comply with thefe De¬ 
mands, he had Orders to declaieWar againu 
him, and to allure him that Gevghiz,can, at the 
Head of a moil powerful Army, would come 
and drive him out of his Kingdom, and clta- 
blifh one of his own Children on his Throne. 

Jafer’s Difcourfe appear’d very furpnzing to 
the King of China, who was much aitodiflid 
that th e Mogul Emperor fhould form fuch a De¬ 
lia,1, and venture to attack and begin a Wat 
againft a Nation whom he had reafon to fear, 
confidering the great Damages and Lodes he 
himfelf confefs’d his Nation had fuitain d by 
them. The King complain’d to the Ambaifador, 
fayin", Your Mailer treats me as if bethought 
me a Turk or a Mogul ; and with this Anfwer 
he fent him back: Go tell Genghfccan that a- 
tho I cannot hinder him from making war w'lth 
me, yet I will meet him with an Army that 
fl w ll make him repent his Rallinefs. Jafer ie 
turn’d with all diligence to Caracorom, and gave 
his Mailer an account of his Negotiation, add 
the Obfervations he had made, purfuant to 
the Orders he had given him. 

Genghiz,can having receiv’d this Anfwer from 
the King of China , continued to make Prepara¬ 
tions for the War. So foon as the Seafon permit¬ 
ted him to take the Field, he divided his Army 
into two Bodies ; the mod coniiderable he tool' 
along with him, and the other he gave the 
Command of to three of his Sons, Jougy, 
a at ay, and Oclay. Thefe three Princes inarch a 
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Genghizcan the Great . 

towards Courge 9 , or Corea '■> they did no Injury 
to the Calmacks * * thro whofe Country they paft, 
becaufe this Nation, which was fituate on the 
Confines of Caracatay , had already fubmitted 
to Genghfocan : but when they were come to 
the Borders of Courge , where there were but a 
few Troops left, the reft being all gone to 
join the King of China , they made terrible 
Devaftatjons both in the Towns and Villages 
wherever they came, as alfo in the open Coun¬ 
try, carrying away all the Horfes and Cartel 
they found. 

The Emperor of the Moguls did no lefs Mif- 
chief on his fide with his Army : for after ha¬ 
ving ftrengthen’d it with fome Troops which 
waited to join him near the 7/7, a River of Ca - 
racatay , he enter'd China at the great Gate in the 
Wall ', which Alacous , of w'hom we have be¬ 
fore made mention, caufed to be open’d. This 
Alacous was Can of the Kingdom of Ancout , to 
whofe Care heretofore the Emperors of China 
had committed this Gate and Wall. This 
Prince was at this time difpleafed with Al- 
touncan , and held fecret intelligence with Gen -

' The Chinefe built this Wall in paft Ages, betwixt the 
Mountains, to hinder the Turks and Moguls from making Iiv 
roads into this great Kingdom. This Wall was call’d Aven- 
touh in the Mogul Tongue, and Sedd Yadgoudge or Madgouge 
in the Arabian , which dignifies Gog and Magog sBank. 
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An. Dom. ghizcan, whom he was very ufeful to on this 
l2I °* Occafion. He did not only open a way for 
Mo? 6 fhc Moguls into China , but gave them fome of 
sheep, his own Officers to be their Guides. 

All the Cities which made no refiftance, but 
open’d their Gates, and furnifhed Provifions to 
Genghizcan , were by that generous Prince 
Tpared • but thofe that oppos’d him were all 
plunder’d, as likewife feveral confiderableCaftles, 
out of vvhich he took all the Riches that were 
there depofited for fecurity : And all this he 
did w hilft lie waited for the coming up of the 
Army which the young Princes commanded. 

On the other fide, the King of China join’d to 
his Army the Troops of Courge , and putting him- 
felf at the Head of thefe united Forces, march- 
ed dire&Iy towards the Moguls; but when he 
w as come within a few Days Journey of them, 
his Soldiers being much fatigued, flay’d to 
reft, and for their Security he caufed all the 
Carts to be placed round the Army ,♦ then they 
made a large deep Ditch before them. His 
Troops flay’d not fo long in this Camp as they 
could have wifiied ; for being foon inform’d 
that Genghizcan was coming to attack them, 
the- decamp’d to go and meet him. 

So foon as the two Armies were in fight of 
one another, they ranged themfelves in order of 
Battel, and fell to J 31 ow r s. The Combat was 
blood\ . The King of China loft thirty thou- 
fand Men, and the Mogul Emperor had a great 
many Officers kill’d, and more Soldiers than 
the Enemy. The latter retired with all the 
Spoils he had gotten by the way of the Province 
of Pequin , in which he had fome Intelligence. 
T heChinefe did not venture to follow' him, be* 
caufe they w ere no lefs fatigued than the Moguls 

and had great need of Repofe, For this reafon> 
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Gcnghizcan f/tf 103 . 

reflecting only on the great Iofs of Soldiers they An. Dom,’ 
had juft felt, and fearing left Genghiz,can fhould I211 * 
befiege their Capital City, they refolved to ° hg 
make Peace with him, in order to get him out Monkey. 
of China, which the War had already reduced 
to a miferable Condition. 

Almncan therefore fent an Ambaffador to 
Genghizcan to propofe a Peace, with his Daugh¬ 
ter Cubcou Catune in Marriage, promifing to^ 
fend this Princefs to him under the Conduct of 
one of the greateft Lords in his Court, and Fadlallah, 
with all the Splendor and Attendance fuiting />. 349. 
an Emperor’s Daughter and Wife. The Mogul 
Emperor, pleas’d with the condefcending Of¬ 
fers of an Enemy whom he found he could not 
vanquifh, accepted the Propofals he made him, 
and married the Princefs of China fo foon as 
file arrived in his Camp; and, accompanied 
with the Princes his Sons, retired with her to 


Qaracorom. 

But he remain’d not una&ive any longer than 
was abfolutely necefifary to recruit his Army, 
for two Reafons : firft, becaufe he would not 
fufier the Soldiers to be idle ; and next, be¬ 
caufe he had form’d a great Defign in his own 
mind. He meditated how to conquer all the 
Weftern Countries of ‘Tartary for his eiaeft 
Son, and flatter’d himfelf that he fhould luc- 
ceed in this Undertaking, becaufe of the Ani- 
mofities that were amongft the Tartar Cans. 
He firft difpofed a Part of his Troops in -ne 
Countries he had fubdued, to keep them quiet, 
and prevent their revolting ; and then with the 
reft of his Army he fet out on the way to the 
vaft Country, called the Plains of Capfchac. 
His eldeft Son, as being the Perfon the noft 
interefted, fail’d not to accompany him in this 
Expedition.

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An Dom. The Country of Capfchac is of a vaft Extent; 

and is accounted the moil confiderable parr of 
Mo l°rhe Tartary. Ir r caches from Eaft to Weft from 1ur- 
ivioniey. queftan even to the River Volga, and all along 
y- "yr^ the Borders of the antient Bulgaria, and the 
antienc Rujfia , and from the Volga to the Coun- 
C :uicbac, tr y where the People dwell who are 

called the Little or Crim 'Tartars. Its greateli 
Length from North to South is from the Caf 
pi an Sea to the great Tandy Defarts,, or rather 
to the Frozen or North Sea. 

a This Country has but few Towns. Its 
Soil, if we except the great Defarts on the 
North Side, is excellent, abounding in all forts 
of Grain, Pafturage and Cattel. A better Air 
cannot be found, nor better Water. The Wo¬ 
men are handfomer there than in any other part 
of Tartary. The Men are courageous, and Lo¬ 
vers of W ; ar. They are divided into Tribes, 
many of which are at prefent compofed of 
Moguls and Turks. The T owns being few, and 
the open Countries very large, every Tribe 
tranfport themfelves frequently from one Place 
to another, feeking every Winter in the Sou¬ 
thern Parts for Subfiftence for themfelves and 
Leairs, £nd in Summer vifiting the Northern 
Parts of their Country. 

Altho every T ribe has its particular Prince 
or Can, which governs it ,* yet this Part of 
L^a t a y , ever fince the Moguls fubdued it, 
has always had a King, or Grand Can, to 


3 This Country is alfo call’d Decht Capfchac , and Decht Be 
reke. Decht fgnifies large level barren Countries ; and Berth j 
is the Name ,of a Giandfon of Genghiacan , who fiicceedcd 
Ids Brother Batucan in the Kingdom of Capfhac, to which 
Be gave his Name, and was the jfirft of the Mogul Cans of 
Capfchac , who made pvofeffion of the Mahometan Faith.

whom the others did Homage. This Country An. Dom. 
in paft Ages was overftocked with People, 121 *• 
and from thence came the Huns, the Getes or 
Goths , the Gepides , the Vandals , the Alains , the Monkey. 
Swedes, and other Nations who have render’d 
themfelves but too famous in the World by the 
Diforders they committed. 

Seray is the Capital City of Capfcbac , fituate 
on the Banks of the River Sencla, which dis¬ 
charges it felf into the Volga . Batucan laid the 
Foundation of this City, and Berekecan his 
Brother finifhed it. The three fineft Rivers in 
the Country oi Capfcbac , are the^^z, the Jayc , 
and the Irtifh. 

But let us return to Genghizcan. By the Vic¬ 
tory he had formerly gain’d over Oungbcan he 
thought he had a right over feveral Tribes of 
Capfcbac who lived in fubje&ion to this van- 
^uifh’d King; and for this reafon he marched his 
Troops to that fide of the Country. No fooiier 
did he appear on their Frontiers, but thefe Tribes 
fubmitted to him ; as did others who inhabi¬ 
ted the Country of Getes, fituate in Capfcbac , 
on the Borders of Mogolifian: which all toge¬ 
ther in a fhort time competed a vafl: Army. 

Thefe Nations, and fome others, of whom Hif- 
torians have made no mention, having join’d 
him, Genghizcan gave the Command of one half 
of them to Prince fougi-Can , call’d alfo ‘Touchy , 
hiseldefl Son, leaving him in this Country with 
many Mogul Officers to govern them, and re¬ 
turn’d to Mogohfian with the other half, which 
made an Army great enough for any Under¬ 
taking. - ' ' 

Jougi-Can, after the Departure of the Empe¬ 
ror his Father, made fome new Conquefts, 
which gave much caufe of Jealoufy to feveral 
Rations of the Weflern Tartars . Thefe Peo- 
A >• i pie 
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An. Dom. pie combined 'againft him 5 ,• but he defeated 
Hea 600 t * iem in ^ everal Skirmifhes, and particularly 
Mog. The the Comans, the antient Bulgarians,, Valacks, and 
Hen. Hungarians, who heretofore inhabited the Coun- 
V^V>^ try of the Huns, Vandals, and other Nations, 
which for along time have not been diftin- 
guifh’d but by the common Name of Tartars .

CHAP. IX. 

Genghizcan’i- fecond War with China, and 
the taking of Pequin the Capital City of 
the Northern China, or Cathay. 

G Enghizcan, as we have before obferv’d, had 
given his Prote&ion to the Princes Arflan 
and Idicout; the fir ft was Can of the Car- 
lucks, the Iaft, Can of the Tugures. After ha¬ 
ving concluded with him what number of Sol¬ 
diers they fhould raife for his Service, thefe 
Princes retired into their own Countries, with 
feveral Mogul Officers who were order’d to 
convoy them home. 

Thefe two Princes omitted nothing to pro¬ 
cure good Troops, and each of them rais’d a 
Toman 4 , with which they return’d to Gen-

"chizcans Court, after he was come back from An. Dom. 
Capfihac. Their Arrival much rejoic’d the Em- He ^ 21 ^’ 
peror, becaufe they had brought him very fine JJog. Th l 
Troops, which he wanted to ftrengthen the Hen. 
Army he was refolv’d to fend to China , on Ad- 
vice given him of fome Threats utter’d by Al- 
touncan againft the Moguls : Befides, he had now 
a favourable Opportunity; for the King of Chi¬ 
na being difpleafed with the People of fome 
Provinces of Caracatay, had given order to ra- 
va ge thei r Countries; and thefe People being 
refoived to oppofe him, had fent Deputies to 
Caracorom to beg the Emperor’s Prote&ion. 

There arrived at the fame time an Envoy from 
a particular Can of their Nation, to inform him 
that by means of fome Rebels he had got pof- 
feflion of a confiderable Fortrefs which open’d 
to him an Entrance into China. 5 This Can, 
after having put a good Garifon into this Place, 
came himfelf to Genghizcan> to engage him to 
go againft Altouncan. 

The Mogul could not withftand his Importu¬ 
nities. He ‘receiv’d him favourably, treated 
and confulted with him about proper Meafures 
to render this War fuccefsful* Then he fent 
back this Prince loaden with rich Prefents, 
and promifed either to follow him himfelf, 
or to fend his chief General immediately after 
him, at the Head of a numerous Army, of 
which the Troops of the Carlucks and Tugures 
fhould make a part. Accordingly the Army 
was foon in a condition to march *, but Genghis- 
can could not command it in Perfon, by realon 


5 The King of China having ill-treated the People of Ca~ 
racatay , Genghi&can revenged them, and carried the War 
even to Pequin^ which was called Can-Balec^ that is to fay, 
the Royal City.

Mirconde. Thefe Troops were no fooner arrived at the 
Place appointed, but the Fortrefs that had been 
furprized was put into the Hands of a Mogul 
Officer; and fo foon as they had refled, and were 
in a Condition to enter upon Adion, they feiz’d, 
almofl without any Oppofition, upon the Pro¬ 
vinces of Camcatay that were the lafl of thofe 
belonging to Altouncan. Then they quickly en¬ 
ter’d with eafe into China by means of the 
Intelligence the Rebel Can held in that 
Country. 

At the fame time, Moucli Gouyanc y one of the 
mofl able Mogul Generals, marched to the 
Country of Courge with a Body of Troops, 
to hinder the Forces in that Kingdom from 
going to aid the King of China ; and this 
Officer feized feveral Places according to the 
Orders given him. Yet this hinder’d not Al¬ 
touncan from advancing his Army againfl that 
commanded by Samouca Behadeur. This King, 
as well as all his Soldiers, were tranfported that 
they were to fight an Army not commanded 
by Genghiz,cauy flattering themfelves that they 
ftiould gain an eafy Vidory. They briskly at¬ 
tack’d Samouca^ and made his advanced Guard 
give way ; but the Moguls , refolving to con¬ 
quer or die, fought with fo much Valour 
and Refolution, that the Chinefe were in the 
end obliged to betake themfelves to flight,

trailed the Management of the firft War, 5 de- Cathay, 
fended it fo vigoroufly, that all the Befiegers 
Efforts prov’d in vain. 7 It is impoflible to 
tell how many brave A&ions were perform’d 
on both fides during this Siege ; by reafon that 
the Fate of China feeming to depend on the 
good or ill Fortune of this its Capital City, 
the braveft Chinefe and greateft Lords of the 
Empire were enter’d into it, to fliare the Ho¬ 
nour of a long and brave Defence. 

The great number of Troops that were in Mirconde. 
this City took away from the Befiegers all 
hopes of taking it by open Force, therefore 
they refolved to flarve it out ; and the Famine 
became fo great in Pequin , that the Men chofe 
rather to eat one another than to yield. 8 Not- 
withflanding the Chinefes Bravery avail’d them 
nothing, for the City was taken by a Strata¬ 
gem; which being reported to the King of 
Chinay he conceived fuch Difpleafure that he 
poifon’d himfelf.

I T fhould feem that the Conqueft of this 
half of China , would oblige the Mogul Em¬ 
peror to fix the Seat of his Empire at Pequin , in 
order to keep with lefs Trouble the Poflfeffion 
of China r by his Prefence there, and to facili¬ 
tate the Conqueft of the other half, if an oppor* 
nity prefented ; but he had Defigns in view 
more confiderable than that of rendring hirh- 
felf Mafter of fo great an Empire. He there¬ 
fore was contented with fending Governours 
thither, and continued to keep his Court at 
Caracorom , both to have an eye upon Tartar y, 
and to watch the Motions of the Cans the Suc- 
ceffors of TouBa-Bey, who ftift had Forces in 
Merkit , which was a part of Mogolijlan ; and on 
Cafchluc the Son 6 f Tayancan , who he well knew 
did hate him. He was fenfible thefe two 
Princes were able to give him trouble, particu¬ 
larly Cafchluc , if he could prevail with Gurcan 
to declare War againft him. 

Altho all thefe fortunate Succeftes had ren¬ 
der’d Genghi&cans Power very formidable, yet

there ceafed not to reign in Tome of the Moguls 
Minds an Inclination to revolt; and Toutta- 
Befs Hatred to the Emperor feem’d to lurvive 
in his whole Family and Nation, tho he was 
dead. His three Sons, and Brother Cou&ucan, 
preferred that Averfion to Genghizcan even to 
death ; nay, they were fo audacious as to raife 
Troops, and excite fome other Tribes, amongft 
whom were thofe of fomat on the Frontiers of 
China , to revolt: In fine, they kindled in leve- 
ral Places fo great a Flame, that Genghizcan was 

obliged to fend Troops to quench it. 

Suida Behadeur march’d again ft the Rebel 
Cans of Merkit ; and after having plunder d the 
greateft part of the Province where they were 
encamped, he forced them to a Battel, in 
which he defeated them; and by the Death ot 
thefe Cans, which happen’d within the laine 
Year 1214. procur’d to the Tribe of Me, kit 
that Calm and Repofe which the reft of the 
Mogul Nations enjoy’d. As for die People of 
the Tribe of 7 mat. Baba Nevian who was 
fent againft them, treated them in fo cruel a 
manner, that the Emperor, himfe f was moved 
With Pity when he receiv’d the Account ot it* 
and order’d that care fhould be taken to breed 
up and well educate the Children of thofe 
whofe Parents had had the ill Fortune to 
perifh in the terrible Slaughter, this General 
had made, and to marry their Wives and

Thofe who knew Cafchluc , did not approve 
the choice Gurcan had made of him for his 
Daughter. He was unworthy to be a Prince. 

3 He was neither good-natur’d nor grateful, 
and had neither Honour nor Generofity. And 
notwithftanding the Obligations he had to his 
Father-in-Law, the many Favours he had re¬ 
ceived of him, and the Love he ought to have 
born him; yet he ceafed not daily to do him ill 
Offices, and excite Commotions amongft his 
Subjects, nay, to forward the Revolt of the 
Governours of his Provinces, and even enter in¬ 
to a League himfelf with Mehemed King of O 
rizime, Gurcan’s greateft Enemy. 

In fine, Cafchluc retired from his Father-in- 
Law’s Court, and with fome malecontented 
feditious Perfons whom he had feduc’d, form’d 
a confiderable Body of Men, which in a Chore 
time w'as much augmented by the fcatter’d Re¬ 
mains of the Army of the King of the Naimrn , 
his Father : and whilft Mehemed , as they had 
agreed, invaded Gurcan $ Kingdom on the Weft, 
he w'ent to the Eaft, and ravaged and plunder’d 
his Father-in-law’s Provinces ; who detelling 
his Ingratitude, -refolv’d to be revenged on him. 
This King, tho he w r as far advanced in Years, 
put himfelf at the head of a confiderable Ar-;

my, and had flill Vigour and Courage enough 
to conquer his Son-in-Law in the Country of 
Couakege . 

4 We mull not omit to mention one Particu¬ 
larity which Bin-Aias relates of this Country : 
He fays that in the Country of Couakege in ‘Tur- 
queflan there is a fort of Wood which they make 
ufe of to build Houfes, and is of fuch a Na¬ 
ture that Fire cannot burn it ,* and a fort of 
Stone fo bright, or luminous, that the Inhabi¬ 
tants are lighted by it in the Night. 

In the mean time the King of Carizme made 
Conquefts in Turquefian on the Borders of Ttanf- 
oxiana. He feized on almoft all the Countries 
that belonged to Gurcan. This Prince marched 
againft him, but had not the fame Siiccefs that 
he had had againft Cafchluc , for he narrowly 
efcaped being made a Prifonei*. The Weak- 
nefs attending his Age gave opportunity to 
feveral great Lords of his Kingdom to form fe- 
ditious Plots againll: him. His Kingdoms fell 
all into great Diforders, of which he could not 
poffibiy expeft to live to fee an end. His 
Son-in-Law return’d to give him a fecond Bat¬ 
tel, in which Cafchluc had the better. He took 
Gurcan , and in appearance treated him with 
refped ; but he render’d himfelf Mafter of all 
bis Kingdom and Treafure, and repaid with 
fuch bafe Ingratitude all the Obligations 
and Favours he had receiv’d from him, that 
Gurcan within two Years after died with 
Grief. • 

Cafchluc prefently after this Battel befieged 
the City of Cafchgar, where the King ufed to

The Report of the Cruelties of this Prince 
was fpread abroad every where; and GenghiUan < 
being fecured of the King of Cariz,me , made 
an advantageous ufe of the Complaints that 
were reported of Cafchluc. He gave a kind Re¬ 
ception to all the Envoys who came from the J 
people on every fide, to entreat him to deliver 
them from this Tyrant. He readily promifed 
tro fuccour them ; and for this effedfc he gave 
Orders to Hubbe Nevian, one of his Generals, 
to go and make war with him as a Perfecutor 
of Mankind. 

7 Hubbe departed in the Spring of the Year 
121£. with that Army which the Emperor had 
on the Frontiers of Caracatay , and enter’d into 
Turqueftan by the fide of Cafchgar. Cafchluc had 
Advice of his coming, and immediately put 
himfelf at the Head of his Troops, and march¬ 
ed againfl him, refolving to ufe all his Efforts 
to beat the Moguls , this once at leaft ,* but he 
was fo unfortunate as to loie the Battel.

Neverthelefs, there being amongfl the Am- 
balfadors one who was a Native of Carizme, 
Mebemed had him introduced into his Palace 
in the night, without the knowledge of his 
Collegues. He fir ft made him a Prefent of 
a rich Diamond \ after which he conjur’d him 
to tell him the Truth, and then demanded to 
know the State of Genghiz,cans Affairs, and 
whether it was true that he had made fuch 
great Conquefts in China as was reported. The 
Ambafiador fatisfy'd all his Queftions, and 
added that he counfell'd him to ally himfelf 
W'ith his Mafter : but perceiving the King 
took it amifs that he fhould pretend to ad- 
vife him, he thought of nothing more than

and more than a Year pad before either of 
thefe Princes gave the lead occafion of Com¬ 
plaint to each other. Their mutual Civilities 
feem’d, on the contrary, to fecure their People 
that their Friendship would be of long Con¬ 
tinuance, But two great neighbouring Princes 

can- 
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cannot live long without fome Jealoufy, be¬ 
cause their different Interefts and Defigns will 
continually occafion them to diflruft each other; 
The King of CartTjmo could not fee Gengbi&cdns 
Greatnefs, and the univerfal Veneration the 
People had for him all over Afia, without re¬ 
gret j efpecially w'hen he came to reflect that 
there was not a Prince amongft all the Moguls 
and Tartars , whether in the North, the Weft, 
or Eaft Parts, who did not pay him Homage; 
that he gave Laws to the proudeft Princes, 
even to thofe who had mod oppos d his Lie* 
vation; that the Cans of Turqueftan , and, in a 
word, all the Potentates round about, fought 
the Friendfhip of this Mogul Prince, and (light¬ 
ed his : -All thefe Confiderations deftroy’d the 
Union that was between them. 

After two Years of Peace, the King ofpr- 
ri7jme in returning from his Expedition againft 
Gaz,na. , of which he render’d himfelf Mailer 
in 1217. ufed the Moguls with lefs Refped than 
before; and his Subje&s committed fuch Ads 
of Hoftility as obliged Genghiz,can to com¬ 
plain of them to their King. Yet thefe Out¬ 
rages, which were the Subjed of thefe Com¬ 
plaints, were not the Caufe of breaking the 
Peace: It was the Murder of the Mogul Mer¬ 
chants, as the Sequel will fhow. 

The King of Cariz,me being one of the prin¬ 
cipal Perfons in this Hiflory, and Monalch of 
Beizavy. a vaft Empire, it is methinks proper to fay 
fomething of his Family, and to tell by what 
means he arrived at that exceflive pitch of 
Greatnefs in which Genghiz,can found him. We 
fliall not here make mention of the Slaves who 
were the firft Authors of it, but begin with 
their Mailers, who were the Seljukide Princes, 
■whofe Family this King had deftroy’d, and

who had been the raoft illuftrious and mod: 
powerful Sultans of AJia. 

The Seljukides took their Name and Original Abridge 
from Seljouc the Son of Dacac . * * This Sel- men tofthe 

jouc was by Birth a Turk, who after having 
been a long time a General in the Army of ky es# e ,u " 
JVararcan King of Tranfoxiana, was kill’d at 
the Age of a hundred and feven Years in a Bat- Almakfne 
tel, in which he was engaged»fighting againft his Hip- 
that Prince, who would have put him to °f 
Death, becaufe he fear’d him. He had four 
Children, Michayl or Michael , Mofes firnamed 
Bigou, Jonas, and Ifrael. Michael was the moil 
confiderable of them all, and he had alfo four 
Sons, to wit, Togrulbey, Jacar, Jafer , and 
Ay[ lan. 

From this Family fprang three Branches, the 
eldeft and powerfulleft of which was that of 
Togrulbey. This Prince made himfelf Mailer of 
the great Empire of the Califs, and eilablifhed 
himfelf 'm Bagdad, A.D • 1055. Heg.^j. where 
he and his Descendants continued to reign to the 
fourteenth Generation. The fecond Branch 
was that of Jafer-Bey , who was Sovereign in 
Quirman , and other Countries towards the Per- 
fian Sea and India , but it did not continue fo 
long as the other Branch. The Sultans of 
Iconia 8 made the third Branch. Cutlumifch * 
the Son of Ifrael, and Nephew of Togrulbey , 
eflablirtied himfelf in Apa Minor, about Ann . 

Dom. 1-050. Heg. 442. And thofe Sultans, tho 
far lefs puiflant than thofe t of the elder Branch,

Michael the Father of Togrulbey had acquired 
a mighty Reputation by the great Actions he 
had done againft the Princes of Gaz,na; but 
his Son render’d himfelf yet more famous by 
the Conqueft he gain’d over thofe of Corajfane. 
5 Even the Califf himfelf ask’d his Affiftance 
againft a Rebel named Bajfaciri , who had taken 
Bagdad , and was enter’d into the Capital City 
of the Mahometan Empire with the Egyptian 
Banners. Togrul reveng’d the Cal iff, freed him 
from the Bonds in which Bajfaciri had bound 
him, and put the Traitor to death. He once 
again deliver’d this Prince from Boide 6 the Laft* 
and re-eftablifh’d him with Honour on his 
Throne the fecond time. 

Thefe fortunate Turns ferved as Steps to To¬ 
grul to afeend to the greateft Dignities. . The 
Califf, to reward his Services, married his Sif¬ 
ter, and gave her as a Dowry a hundred thou* 
fand Crowns of Gold. He clothed him ill 
royal Robes, and created him Sultan, An. Dom, 
1056. Heg. 448. Publick Prayers were made 
for him, as lor the Califf, in the Mofques. In 
fine, Togrul difpofed of all Employments in the 
Army, and all the Pofts in the Empire, as alfo 
of the Revenues. He govern’d the State, tho 
fie bore but the Title of Sultan under the Caliuj

and in quality of Captain of his Court, and 
Grand Chamberlain of his Palace. 

In the Year 1603. he married the Califf’s Heg, 45 & 
Daughter; but dying the fame Year with¬ 
out Iffue, his Nephew Alubarflan , the Son of 
'Jacary fucceeded him, and fuftained with ho 
lefs Honour than he had done, the Dignity of 
Sultan, which the Califf invefted him withal. 
Alubarjlan took the Grecian Emperor 7 Diogenes An. Domi 
Prifoner, and impofed on him for his Ranfom 1071. 
a yearly Tribute of a Million of Crowns of He S* 4 ^ 4 * 
Gold. After Alubarjlan , Gelaleddin his Son, 
whofe Sirname was Malecfcha , reign’d. This 
was he who conquer’d Syria by his Lieutenants, 
and in his own Perfon feveral other Countries 
in the Eafl. He was the greatefl of all the 
Seljukides . His Empire reach’d from the far- 
theft Parts of the Country of the Turks even 
to Jerufalem , and to the Confines of Arabia 
Felix 8 . 

Thefe firfl Seljukide Princes, being naturally 
inclined to do great A&ions, fuch asfpoke their 
Goodnefs and Generofity, made Sovereign 
Princes of feveral of their Subje&s; which 
gave occafion to a Poet to fay that many Sultans 
were rifen from the Dufl of their Feet. Mehe- 
med the King of Carizme , who occafion’d us to 
make mention of thefe Princes, was of the 
number of thefe Sultans lafl fpoke of. Toufch - 
tekin, the firfl of his Family, was made Go- 
vernour of Carizme by the Sultan Malecfcha. 

This Toufchtekin was lame, he had a great deal 
of Wit, and was, before his Advancement to

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this Port, no more than a Slave to Pelcaykin Go¬ 
vernor of this Country. His Matter dying, 
Malecfiha gave him his Place, and he did not 
repay his Benefactor with Ingratitude. But his 
Son Coutbeddin had not the fame Senfe of the 
Obligations his Father had to Malecfcha: the 
Quality of a Governour only could not content 
his Ambition. 


An. Dom. The Sultan Malecfcha died, and his four Sons 
1092. ' could not agree after his Death. The Empire 
Heg. 485. was torn by Civil Wars, and thefe Princes by 
their Divifion disjoined this great Empire, of 
which their Predeceffors had made an entire 
vatt Monarchy. It well may be faid that the 
Empire of the Seljukide Sultans ended in Gela- 
leddin Malecfcha , altho nine Princes of the fame 
Race reigned after him, without reckoning 
9 Bercaruc his immediate Succeffor. All the(e 
Diforders were the Caufe that ferufalem was 
taken, when under the Fatimite Califfs of Egypt, 
and gave opportunity for the other good Suc¬ 
ceeds of the Holy War which the French with 
fome other European Nations undertook in the 
Reign of Philip I. of France . 

An. Dom. Befides thefe private Differences which con- 
1097. tinually arofe betwixt thefe Seljukide Princes, 
Heg.491. there was daily fome Difpute or other to de¬ 
cide with the Kings of Cariz>me , whofeem’d to 
think no more of what they owed them. Cout¬ 
beddin, proud of the great Riches his Father 
had amafs’d for him, and making advantage of 
the Mifunderftandings among the Sultans, took 
with impunity the Name of King. He died An.

His Succeflors not only 
kept pofleflion of their new Dominion o (Cariz,- 
me, but even conquer’d that of ‘Iranfoxiana which 
belong’d to their Benefa&ors, as a!fo the grea- 
teft part of the Provinces of th ePerffan Empire. 

1 "Taquifch the fixth King of Cariz,me , and the 
Father of Sultan Mehemed , pufh’d things yet far¬ 
ther ,* for it was he that by the Death of To- 
grul Arjlan , the laft Sultan of the Seljukides , ex- 
tinguiHied this powerful Family. He caufed 
the Body of this Prince to be faften’d to a Gib¬ 
bet in the City of Rey , and fent his Head to 
the Califf of Bagdad , as if he gloried in out¬ 
doing all his Anceftors in Ingratitude a . 

But Heaven was not flow to punifli thefe 
Crimes ; for the Moguls came foon after to re¬ 
venge the Seljukides: and it was in the Reign 
of Sultan Coutbeddin Mehemed) the Son of this! 
Murderer of T'ogrul Arjlan , that due Punifh- 
ment fell upon them. 

Mehemed generally ufed to have a Drum beat Almakide* 
at the Gate of his Palace five times a day at Bin Abdab 
the Hours of Prayer, according to the Cuftom 
of other Mahometan Princes ; but after he had Mircond^ 
conquer’d Coraff ana and fome other Countries, 
he became fo proud, that to be diftinguifli’d 
from all others, and in contempt even of his own 
Religion, he caufed this Cuftom to be changed, 
or rather this Ceremony, and would perfuade 
his Officers that he propofed to imitate A-

CHAP. II. 

An Envoy fent to Genghizcan from the Ca¬ 
lif of Bagdad, to ruin the Inter eft of 
Sultan Mehemed Kjng of Carizme, 


G OOD Fortune often makes Men infolent, 
and exceffive Greatnefs fometimes be¬ 
comes prejudicial to thofe who poffefs it. Me¬ 
hemed having cut oh the Heads of above a hun¬ 
dred Princes to make himfelf Mailer of their 
Treafures and Dominions, faw himfelf, by 
their Deaths, render’d the moll powerful Mo¬ 
narch of all the Mahometan Parts of Afia ; and 
was now fo great, that he imagin’d nothing 
was able to oppofe him. His Predecelfors had 
given Laws to the Califfs, altho the Califts who 
were the Succeflors of Mahomet ,, had a right 
to be always their Sovereigns ; yet Force often 
changing the Fortune cf the Great, the Sultans 
in contempt of their Laws and Religion, over¬ 
ruled the Califl's, who finding themfelves not in 

a condition to oppofe the Violence done them, 

fmother 0 
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/mother’d their Refentment, and were fain to be 

contented with a vain Deference 4 which the 
Sultans ftill paid them on publick Occaiions, 

or times of Ceremony. ..«• 

The Sultan Mebemed would oblige the Calitt 
Naffer to grant him the Privileges which the 
ocher Sultans had enjoy’d under the preceding 
Califfs; and principally that ol eftablilning 
his Seat in Bagdad , to govern, and be named 
in the publick Prayers as he was But Naffer 
believing himfelf ftrong enough, boldly refus d 
to comply with his Demands, caufing Cat ) 
Maiededdin, the Sultan’s Ambaflador, to be told 
in die Divan that his Mailer’s Demands were 
unreafonable and unjuft : and the Cady citing as 
a Precedent, that the like Privileges were grant¬ 
ed 0 n the firft Eftablilhment of the Seljukules , 
it was anfvver’d, that thefe Princes w icn t ley 
were firft called to thofe Honours, and parti- 
cularly Togrulbey, had done fuch gieat cn ices 
to the State, that the Califfs thought themfelves 
obliged to grant them, as a Reward and Ac¬ 
knowledgement, the Honour of living, n y 
even commanding in Bagdad as abfolute; but 
that the prefent Califlf Naffer having no \V ar 
and by confequenc'e no need of any leifons 
Affiftance, the Sultan did ill to delire to reign 
in a City which was the Patrimony of the Em¬ 
perors of the Muflulmeu, and where almoll all 
the Califfs his Predeceflors lay buried. The 
Cady was fent back with this Anfwer; and 
the Califf fent with him an Ambaffador, who 
had orders to reprefent to the Sultan all the Rea 
fons Naffer had to refufe him the I rivile 0 es he

The Sultans walked on foot before the Califf, 
iridic of his Mule. Mmahn s Hiftory of the Sara 
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had demanded. Mehemed receiv’d the CalifFs 
Ambaflador very honourably, but he abated 
nothing of his Demands. He even gave this 
Prince in the Sequel ail manner of occafions 
to complain: Nay, fometime before Genghiz,- 
fan’s ‘ Rupture with him, he call’d a general 
Afiembly of the Muftys, Cadys, Motila’s, l- 
mans, Checs, and other Lawyers, to depofe 
him. He caufed anothdr Califr to be named, 
and brought into the Field a great Army, with 
defign to go and take Naffer by force in his Ca¬ 
pital. This Army indeed was almofl quite 
jdeftroy’d by the Froft, Snow, and extraor¬ 
dinary Rains of a fevere Winter, and he 
was obliged to return to his own King¬ 
dom : However, the Califf fearing to be in 
the end reduc’d to Extremities by this Prince, 
fought all means poifible to deliver himfelf out 
of his Hands ; and could find but one, of which 
he would not have made nfe, had he preter’d 
the Mahometans Intereft before his own. He 
knew Genghiz>can s Vi£tories, and was not igno¬ 
rant how potent he was ; he therefore refolv’d 
to make an Alliance with this Prince, and to 
excite him to declare War with Mehemed , whilft 
fie himfelf attack’d him on the South fide. 

The Califf call’d his Council, which was 
compofed of the great Officers of the Empire, 
in whom he placed moft Confidence. He re¬ 
presented to them the Infolence with which 
Mehemed treated him, and what he had to fear 
from the Powerfulnefs of this Sultan, who was 
.able to fubdue all the Empire, if the courfe of 
his ambitious Defigns were not put a flop to : 
In fine, he declared to them that as Genghiz.can 
was in a condition to revenge him on this Ty¬ 
rant, and deliver him from this potent Enemy; 
he did defign to treat with this Mogul Prince, 
i.' * •, , . . ^ : . . . and 
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and to employ on this Negotiation a Mahometan An. Dom. 
named Mahmoud flvage, who was Vlher to z f H *g. 6u- 
Grand Can. The Califf’s Council were di The 

ded upon this Propofai: fome approved or Leopard. 
Naffer s Sentiments ; but other % and the mou 
prudent, were no ways or opinion lo have 
recourfe to Genghizcan. _ If we are refolved, 

(aid they, to make war with the Sultan, woo 
a Muflulman, we ought to feek for means that 
will not hurt our Religion; and not to bring 
in, contrary to our Laws, the Enemies of Cod 
into the Country of the Faithful, who may 
cccafion the Ruin of the Muflulmen ana the 

E The'califf’s Zeal for his Religion could not 
make him change his Sentiments : He anfwer d, 
that a Mahometan Tyrant was worfe than one 
who was an Infidel ; that it only became 
Cowards to abandon the Care of their Prcfei 
ration to avoid the Pains of watching ; that 
fince they faw themfelves threatned with ap¬ 
parent Ruin, they muft attempt any thing ,o 
prevent it; that, befides, Genghizcan did not 
hate the Mahometan Religion, fince he futrer d 
Mahometans to live in his Dominions, nay, that 
even one of his chief Minifters was a Muflul¬ 
man ; and moreover, that they had nothing to 
fear as to the Moguls in that refpeft, fince K 
muft be many Years before they could enter in¬ 
to thofe Countries which were really the Ma¬ 
hometan. In fine. Naffer' s Opinion prevai l, , 
and it was refolved that a wile Man fho ld 
be fent into Mogoliflan. And as it was necefla- ibid, 
ry that this Defign fbould be kept feci et, aim 
the Envoy being obliged to pafs crofs the Sul¬ 
tan’s Dominions, they could not give i / 
Letter or Paper to carry, or any thing tnat 
might difcover him if furprized ; it was tiere^ 
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Ad. Dora. f ore p r0 pofed to write upon his bare Head: 

HeZZiV anc * ^ 1S Expedient was approv’d of. They 

Mog. xl* inflru&ed him in his Bufinefs, caufed his Head 
Leopard, to be fhaved, and thereon wrote his Creden- 
tials in few words, which they drew in Violet 
Colour, call’d by them Nil 5 , having formed 
the Letters with the Point of a Needle, as they 
are ufed to do to the Pilgrims at Jertfalem. 
Then they immediately order’d him to depart, 
and make all the hafle he was able, but above 
all, not to tarry in any Place on the way, 
till he was arriv’d at Genghiz>cans Court. 

Miicpnde. The Envoy had the good Fortune to get fafe 
to the Vifier Mahmoud Jlvage with thofe that 
accompany’d him ; and he allur’d this Minifter 
of his Mailer’s Eileem and Affedion. Mah¬ 
moud receiv’d him very well, and inform’d 
the Grand Can of his Arrival. This Prince 
would have had him received publickly with 
the ufual Ceremonies; but the Envoy defired 
to be excufed from appearing in publick, be- 
caufe of the Secrecy which the Affair he came 
about required. A private Audience was then 
given him, in which he made know r n to the 
Grand Can the Subjed of his Embafly; but 
jprefenting no Credentials, and Genghizscan Teem¬ 
ing doubtful of him, he faid, if he would or¬ 
der the Hair which was grown upon his Head 
fince his departure from Bagdad to be cut oft 
they fhould fee that he had fpoke nothing but 
what-was true. They cut off his Hair, the 
Writing appear’d, and they faw that the Califf 
promifed to make war with the King of Ca- 
riz,me , if Genghiz>can would attack him on his

The Mogul Emperor, to whom the Sultan’s 
Greatnefs fail’d not to give fome Umbrage, L ff pard% 
did not abfolutely rejedt the CalifFs Propofal; U/W 
but he would give no pofitive Anfwer to the 
Envoy. It is unknown whether it was the De- 
fign of better regulating his own Affairs which 
with-held him, or that the Sweetnefs of the Re- 
pofe' he now enjoy’d after the Fatigues of his 
paft Wars allur’d him, or that the Shame of 
breaking fo foon the Peace he had fo lately made 
with the Sultan hinder’d him from laying hold of 
this Opportunity to humble the Pride of Mehe- 
med. He told the Envoy he was fenlibly touch’d 
with the ill Treatment the Califf had receiv’d, 
but that the Treaty he had juft concluded with 
the King of Carixme did not at this time per¬ 
mit him to make war with him ,• yet notwith- 
ftanding, his Mafter need only have a little . 
patience, for that the Sultan’s reftlefs Spirit 
would not fuffer him to let things reft long in 
the Pofture they now were : and that, in brief, 
he might allure the Califf, that on the firft occa¬ 
sion he fhould have to fall out with Mehemed, 
he would not fail to declare war againft him. 

The Envoy return’d to Bagdad with this An¬ 
fwer. 

The Mahometan Hiftorians have very much 
blamed this Negotiation of the Califf Naffer, 
becaufe the Confequence of it was unfortunate. 

And altho it does not appear that this Prince 
did ever give any Afliftance to Genghiz,can ; yet 
his having but excited him to make war with 
Mehemed °was fuflicient to draw upon him the 
Reproaches of all the Mahometans .

tions to his Court. He rewarded all thole who 

had ferved him in his paft Wars, carefs d thole 
who had not, and endeavour’d to gain by Kind- 
nefs and Prefents the Love of thofe turbulent 
Spirits whom he had reafon to lear in fine, 
he treated all People, Moguls , Tartars, Turks , 
and Chinefe, in fuch a manner, that he was no 
lefs be lov’d of the People he had conquer d 
than of' his own natural Subje&s. # . 

He like wife made feveral Regulations m his 
own Family, and particularly in relation to 
the Princefles his Wives, who were very nume- 
rous. One Hiftorian makes mention of near Fadiallah. 
five hundred, belides his Concubines ; and he 
fays, that amongft all thefe Ladies there were 
five who had a greater Share of his Efteem than 
all the reft, and who 

more Power over him : Guzajuren, the Uaiiv,!! 
ter of the Can of the Naimans, who w r as Gen-

Daughter o i Dairafon a Mogul Can cf the Mer- 
kite Nation. This laft Lady was an extraor¬ 
dinary Beauty. 

He had a prodigious number of Children, 
but he made a great difference bet wixt his Sons. 
Ahikair. He had but four who had Sovereign Power and 
Command in his Wars and Dominions. Thefe 
four Princes had all great Employments ,• and 
there is fo little mention made of his other 
Sons, that it feems as if he had had no more 
Marrakef- them. Some Authors have given a rea- 
chy. fon for this Proceeding. They fay that the 
Moguls, particularly the Princes, did notefteem 
their Children but in proportion to the No¬ 
bility of their Mothers; but Genghiz,cans Con- 
dud does contradid this Opinion, fince Purta 
Cougine, the Mother of thefe four Princes who 
were fo highly ptefer’d before the reft, was but 
the Daughter of a petty Prince or Can of the 
Congorats , and Genghiz,can had Children born of 
Princefles who were the Daughters of Kings, 
and lived in his Court as private Perfons. Not 
that thefe Children were abfolutely deprived of 
all Authority, for they were all Princes and 
Cans like the reft of their Brothers,* but their 
Fortune was limited to petty Governments or 
Lord/hips. The greateft part of them were 
fettled in Mogolifian, where the Emperor their 
Father gave them for their Portions feveral 
Provinces in the Eaftern Parts ,♦ as alfo to his 
Brothers, amongft whom Prince Utakin was

diftinguiftied from the reft by the great Em¬ 
ployments he gave him, and above all by being 
Governour of the Kingdom of China, which 
was entrufted to him by Genghizcan daring his 
War with the King of Carizme . Jougi Cajfar, 
his fecond Brother, had alfo confiderable Pre¬ 
ferments, and was one of the Generals of his 
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Army. 

Toufchican, by fome called Jougi , was the 
eldeft of Purta Cougines Sons, the fecond was na¬ 
med Zagataycan, the third OElaycan , and the 
fourth Puli can. The Emperor their Father, 

after having ftudied their Tempers and Inclina¬ 
tions, which much pleafed him, refolved to 
make them his chief Minifters, and to confer 
upon them the moft important Pofts in the Em¬ 
pire. He made ‘Tbufchican Mafter-Huntfman Abulfa- 
of the Empire. This was the moft confiderable 
Poft, becaufe of the Huntings with which the 
Moguls were indifpenfably obliged to exercife 
themfelves. He chofe his fecond Son to be Chief 
Judge, and gave him the Title of the Direc¬ 
tor of the Law *, and he order’d that all the 
Courts of Juftice in his Empire fhould be de¬ 
pendant on his. It was Zagataycan who ordain¬ 
ed the Punifhments inflided on thofe who did 
not obferve and keep the Laws, and took care 
to preferve them uncorrupted. Prince Octaycan 
had the Poft of chief Counfellor: He fhow’d 
fo great Prudence and Wifdom, that Genghizcan 
judg’d him worthy of that Place, and under¬ 
took nothing of moment without confulting

G E NG H 12 , CAN was imploy’d in regu¬ 
lating his Family, when he was inform'd 
that the Sultan Mehemed began to be wea¬ 
ry of the good Underftanding and peaceable 
way of living they had both enjoy'd, and that 
m contempt of the Treaty of Peace made be¬ 
tween them, he committed Ads of Hoftility. 
The King of Carizme not believing the Moguls 
fo valiant as they really were, tho he was not 
ignorant of the Conquefts they had made, all 
which he attributed lefs to their Bravery than 
the Cowardice of the People they had van- 
cjuifTi d 5 he hence concluded that the JVlaho7nc m 
tans, being ufed to triumph over their Enemies, 
would not fuffer themfelves to be vanquifh'd 
by the Moguls : Thefe Confederations made him 
determine to break with Genghiz,can. For this 
reafon he fometimes fent Parties of his Sol¬ 
diers into the Countries belonging to the Mo- 
guls, without leave from the O/Ecers who com¬ 
manded there,* and fometimes when they pafs’d 
With Permiflion, they abufed the People, as if

War had been declar’d between them* Nay, An. Don?, 
fometimes the Sultan’s Soldiers made Inroads H J 21 ?- 
into the Mogul Turqueflariy and carried away all 
they could lay hands of. At laft he feized of a Leopard, 
Province that had belonged to Cafchluc , which \^-y->*> 
the Grand Can pretended to have a right to Mallah. 
by the Law of Arms ; and one day, by AMe* Mirconde. 
wed's Order his Soldiers attack’d the Mogul 
Troops that guarded the Frontiers of the Coun¬ 
try of Ardifcb, and forced them, tho againft 
their Wills, to fight. 

They, inihort, did more than enough to ir¬ 
ritate a Prince, who often faid, to inform the 
World to what a degree he was fenfible of In¬ 
juries, that the Anger of Kings was like Fire, 
which had need but of little Wind to make a 
great Conflagration. Yet all thefe Injuries 
were not fufficient to provoke Genghi^can to 
refolve upon a War : Nay, he would not even 
make reprifals ; but, on the contrary, iinagin d 
that he could gain the Sultan’s Affection by his 
Civility, and was refolv’d to make the^ Union 
between them ftronger than ever. It is true, Abulfarag. 
feveral weighty Reafons inclined him to it; Hid. Dy 
firft the Commerce that he had refolved to t- 
eftablifh between the two Nations, as well for 2b4 * 
Gold Stutfs, Silver, and Silk, as alfo for other 
things of which he knew his Subjects had need, 
and the Advantage of which he was not ig¬ 
norant of; befides, the Moguls were naturally 
clownifh, and he thought their being frequent¬ 
ed by, and often converfing with Strangers, 
would poli/li and improve them. Wemuftadd 
to thefe Coonfiderations, that he had a great 
defire to know the Difpofition and Nature of 
the People of the Southern Parts of Afin , of 
which he had as yet but very little knowledge ; 
and that he hoped to learn it of thofe who 

came 
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An.Dom. came thitherto trade, or thofe he fent along 

ullHU. with them at their retLirn g et information. 

Mog. The thefe Reafons made him refolve to treat 
Leopard . anew with the Sultan Mehemed , and to fend an 
Ambaflador accompanied with feveral Mogul 
Merchants, as alio with thofe of Qar’iTjme , who 
had lived in his Dominions for five or fix Years 
paft. He order’d his Wives, the Princes his 
Sons, and alfo the great Lords, each"of them 
to fend fome one of their People with thefe 
Merchants, to buy in foreign Countries as they 
paft, whatever they could meet with that was 
fine or proper for them. 

All thefe things were done according to the 
Emperor’s Defire. Every great Perfon made a 
considerable Provision of Balifchs, or Purfes full 
of Gold and Silver ', and gave it the Officer 
he chofe out of his Family to go the Journey, 
The Balifch of Gold was worth feventy five 
Dinars of Gold % and the Dinar is much about 
the Value of a French Crown of Gold, as it 
went in thofe days. As to the Balifch of Sil¬ 
ver, it muft be valued according to the Dif¬ 
ference there is betwixt thefe two Metals in 
Weight and Value; and, in fine, a Balifch 
is what is at prefent called all over Turkey 
a Purfe. 

All the Officers of the Princes and great Lords 
fet out, accompanied with a hundred and fif- 1 
ty Mogul Merchants, the greateft part of whom 
were Mahometans ; there were alfo fome who 
were Chriftians. * There went to head them

perience than the others, to whom the Empe- 
ror particularly recommended the Manage- fye 
tuent of Trading. And the better to provide Leopard.. 
for the Security of their Journey, the Carajas 4 , 
or Guards of the Roads, already eftablifh- 
fed in the Empire for the Safety of Paffen- 
cers, were doubled. All thefe Troops of Mer¬ 
chants marched under the Prote&ion of an 
Ambaflador, who carried with him Prefen ts* 
and a Credential Letter, to propofe a new 
Treaty, with Orders to accjuaint the Sultan, 
that the Emperor fent him back the Merchants Abutfe- 
of Cariz>me who came to trade in his Kingdoms j a 
that he difmift them well pleafed and well- 
attended j that he hoped his Subjedis would find, 
with him all fort of Protedion, and that they 
would return to Mogolijlan without receiving a- 
ny ill Treatment, fince he had fent them with 
defi^n to perpetuate that Union and Friend- 
Ihip^which now reign’d between them. 

The Mogul Merchants pad thro the Mogo- Abulfe- 
liftan, Caracatay and Tiurqueftan, with the Free- £ » 
dom due to the Ambaflador whom they ac- ^ rabial 
companied 5 and arrived fafely in the Kingdom 
of Cariz,me-y as far as the City of Otrdr , which 
the Arabs call Farab. It was fituate on the o- 
ther fide of the River Sihott, at the fartheft Ex¬ 
tremity to the Weflward of Turqueftan ; and its 
Territory on the Eaft Side was bounded by 
the Country of Afchafch. 5 Otrar w as a Place Mirconde^ 
of great Trade betwixt the 'Turks and Mahome¬ 
tans , and there were in it many Men of great 
Abilities and Skill in Traffick;

G ENGHIZ CAN feeing his Subjeds thus 
inqenfed againft his Enemy, like a wife 
Man improv'd this favourable Opportuni¬ 
ty of executing his DefigAs ,• and knowing that 
Delays are always prejudicial in warlike Af¬ 
fairs, he commanded Prince Tali to lofe no time 
in getting the Army ready. Tuli fent Orders to 
the Generals in all Parts, to let them know the 
Emperor's Pleafure. The chief Officers re¬ 
paired to Court, and were prefent in the laft 
great Council that was held to confult on the 
Operations of the War which was going to be 
undertaken. After this, they return'd to their 
Several Polls, in order to bring their Troops 
to the Place appointed for the general Rendez¬ 
vous. An Exprefs was fent to Prince Toufchi , 
who was at that time in Capfchac, to warn him 
to be there at the time prefix'd.

were able to buy it. Thofe who were rich 
were obliged to arm their Horfes in fuch a 
manner, that their Enemies Arrows could not 
wound them. It was alfo ordain'd that the 
Soldiers, whether in Sieges or other martial 
Enterprizes, fhould do nothing but what was 
purfuant to the Tenour of the Laws ; and that 
if any were found to ad otherwife, they fhould 
be punifh’d with the utmoft Severity. 

Mirconde. To thefe Regulations the Emperor added one 
more : He commanded that if he died in this 
War which he was now going to undertake, 
the Books in which the Law r s were written 
fhould be brought and read in the Prefence of 
his Children in the midft of the Affembly, when 
they eleded a Grand Can, to the end that the 
Eledion might be made according to the Laws, 
and that the new Can might regulate his Con- 
dud by them in all that concern'd him. 

When all thefe Preparations for War w r ere 
compleated, Genghizcan came with the Princes 
his Sons, and the reft of his Court, to the 
Place where he had affigned his Generals to 
meet; and there he found his Army aftembled, 
the fineft Sight he had ever feen. And a Hif-

intirely devoted to their Prince ; they are 
contented with any fort of Food, and are not 
curious in the choice of Beafts to eat, like 
Mulfulmen, fo that they are fubfifted without 
much trouble; and they not only eat Swines- 
Flefti, but feed upon Wolves, Bears, and Dogs, 
when they have no other Meat, making no dil- 
tin&ion betwixt what was lawful to eat, and 
what was forbidden; and the Neceffity of tup- 
porting Life takes from them all that Diflike 
which the Mahometans have for many forts ofc 
Animals : As to their number, (they concluded) 
Genghfrcan’s Troops feem’d like the Grafs-hop- 

pers, impoffible to be number’d. . . 

In reality, this Prince making a review of Abulcair, 
his Army, found it to confift of feven hundred b «• 
thoufand Men. This is not furpnzing, when 
we confider the great Extent of the Countries 
Gewhiz>can had fubdued, and refleft, that be- 
fides his own Troops, he had all his Friends 
and Tributaries, and even thofe of the Sultan s 
Enemies, which were joined with the Empe- Cojto* 
tor’s, and therefore his Army might be as nu- baff 
merous as is reported. And it is not an unex¬ 
ampled thing in Afia for a Prince to have fuch 
a mighty Army : That of D arius was com¬ 
pos’d of feven hundred and fifty thoufand 
Men, as is credibly reported, when he made 
war againft Alexander. But let that be as it 
will, the Grand Can marched with his Army, 
and advanced towards Sultan Me kerned, Ann.

The Indians were govern’d by many Kings, 
the moft powerful of whom was the King of 
the Patans. The Southern China , which was 
called Atangiy had its particular Monarch ,* and 
the Northern, that is to fay, Cathay was under 
the Moguls y as were alfo both the ‘Tartarys, the 
Eaft and North, with a great part of the Weft, 
and of Turquejlan, The Sultan Mehemed pof- 
fefs’d alfo feveral Parts of Turquejlan and all 
Tranfoxiana ; befides which, he was Mafler of 
the beft part of the Empire of Per/ia, call'd by 
the Per pans Iran; and all the Corajfane , all the 
Frontiers of India, the Country of the Medes , 
■which was called Az,erbijana, and the Perfian 
Hircania otherwife called Irac Agemi , were "de¬ 
pendent upon him. The antient Perfia , called 
Pars, of which Schiraz, was the Capital, and 
feveral other Provinces, lived under his Go¬ 
vernment. In a word, the Sovereigns of the 
antient Empires of Perfia , and the Medes and 
Parthians, were almoft all become fubject to 
him, and paid him Tribute. 

Georgia and the Countries adjacent had their 
own particular Princes who were independent. 
As for the great Armenia , its King paid Tri¬ 
bute to the King of Cariz.me. The Califf Naf¬ 
fer reign’d in Bagdad over Chaldea , otherwife 
•called Irac Araby , over a part of Mefdpotamia, 
the three Arabia and fome other Countries 
of Perfia. The Atabequite Princes of Moufel, 
improperly call’d Niniveh , the Dependents of 
the great Noureddin Prince of Syria, polfefs’d 
almoft all the reft of Mefopotamia ; but the Ci¬ 
vil Wars, caufed by the Minority of iV ’affered'- 
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Genghizcan the Great. M7 

Mn and by Ambition, held thefe Princes in A “- Dom. 
Arms one againft another. At this time the He ^ 
Succeffors of Saladin were alfo very powerful, Mog .The 
one part of Syria had fubmitted to them % and ti&n. 
Egypt acknowledged them for Sovereigns. 

The Sultans of Iconia, of the third Branch 
of the Seljukides, govern’d in Afia Minor, or Ana¬ 
tolia-, which the Orientals call Biladerroum, that 
is to fay, the Country of the new Romans: 

T he Scepter 
of the Empire of Conflantinople , which as yet 
bore fway in fome Parts of Afia, was at this 
time in the Hands of the French, who had 
made themfelves Matter of it.

The Chriftians Affairs in Palefline were at W.Utam « 
this time in a very ill pofture ; they had loll °f > 
the Kingdom and City of Jerufalem, which, 
with many others, w r ere taken from them by 
Saladin, Ann . Dom. 1187. Heg. 583. and there 
remain’d in their hands but fome few Places, 
as the City of Acre or Ptolemais , which Philip 
Auguflus King of France, aided by Richard King 
of England, had conquer’d, according to the 
account of William of Tyre, in 1191. or 1192. as 
alfo the City of lyrus, Cafarea, and Tripoly in 
Syria. This was pretty near the State of Affairs 
in Afia at the time of the Moguls Irruption 
in 1218. and 1219* whilft Lewis the Son of Phh 
lip Auguflus, according to Calvifius, was em¬ 
ploy'd againfl the Albigenfes.

CHAP. VII. 


Genghizcan’j- Arrival in the Dominions of 
the Sultan of Carizme. The Battel of 
Caracou. 
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H ISTORIANS do not precifelymen¬ 
tion the Places by which the Moguls 
entered into the King of Carizme % Dominions. 
They do not fo much as mention in what 
Month of the Year he left Mogolifian. They 
only allure us, that he marched by Caracatay and 
Turqueflan in the Year of the Hare y which was 
A.D. I2i8.i&£. 615. and that his Troops enter’d 
into the Province of Farab , of which the City 
of Otrar was the Capital, near the River of 
Alfchafche , otherwife called the Sihon or Jax ar¬ 
te/» fituate in the forty fourth Degree of La¬ 
titude. Genghizcan was then iixty five Years 
of Age. 

In the mean while, the Sultan of Carizme , 
who had by his Spies learn’d the Moguls Prepa¬ 
rations for War, was not idle : He had caufed 
feveral confiderable Levies to be made, and 
had negleded nothing that could procure him 
a powerful Army, notwithftanding the Con¬ 
tempt he had before fhewn for thefe his Ene¬ 
mies* And Feraber, a Town in the Territory 
of Bocara y fituate in thirty eight Degrees and 
forty Minutes of Latitude, in the Confines of 
the Dominions of the antient Carizme , be¬ 
ing one of the moil eafy PafTages to enter by

and other Parts of Iran y who obey’d the Sul- 
tan of Cariz,me y repair’d thither. Thele he 
join’d with thofe of 7 ouran, who were under 
the Command of Gelaleddin the Son of Mehemed: 
and then the Sultan went and view’d his Ar¬ 
my, taking upon himfelf the Command or the 
Troops of Iran, and when all the Army was 
come together, they were found to be four hun¬ 
dred thoufand fighting Men 8 . 

Tho this Army was very great, yet it was 
far inferiour in number to that of the Moguls. 

Some CariTsmean Generals, on the Spies leport, 
took the Liberty to reprefent to the Sultan 
the Inequality of the Armies; but this Prince 
was too proud to hearken to their Remon- 
ftrances : ‘ Do you fear the Moguls, faid he; Abu 3 ca,r, 
1 and do you not well know', that if they have/* l2 * 

« more Men than we, yet to ballance that we 
« have more Courage than they ? 1 he Moguls 

c are but Moguls, that is to fay, Enemies whom 
4 we have no reafon to fear. II they have 
« gain’d fome Advantages, and vanquifh’d fome 
< Nations, they were only Pagans who were 
c unskill’d in the Art of War; but now they 
c are going to deal with Mahometans who 
* are ■well verfed in Arms, who have con* 

4 quer’d Perfia and all the reft of Iran, and 
4 whom no Nation or People has as yet been 
4 able to conquer; Men who have triumph d 
4 over the moft warlike Nations in all Afia:

The King of Carizmes Generals obey’d, and 

the Army was conduced thither in fo good 
Order, that nothing was wanting. This Prince 
kept his Word, he pail the River of 'JaxaYteA i 
with his Troops, and led them to Otrar , not 
doubting but that the Mogul Emperor had a 
defign upon that City, both becaufe of the 
bloody Scene that had been a<5ted there, and by 
reafon it would open him a free Paffage into 
the very Heart of the Kingdom of Carizme. In 
fhort, he found the Moguls in a Place called 
Caracou. The two Armies immediately pre¬ 
pared to fight, and in a little time the Squa¬ 
drons and Battalions on both fides appear’d 
ranged in Order of Battel. Then the great 
Trumpet Kerrena , which was fifteen Foot 
long, was founded ,• the Brafs Timbrels call’d 
Cons, the Drums, Fifes, and other warlike In- 
flruments, play’d, founding the Charge. The 
Carizmeans y who were all MdhometanSy implor’d 
the Aflillance of their falfe Prophet ,• and the 
Moguls milling to their good Fortune, and the 
Condud of their Emperor, promifed themfelves 
a compleat Vidory.

But Genghizcan , not much 
furprized at their Succefs, fent other T roops, 
under the Command of ‘ Yulican , to fupport 
Toufchi , whilft he at the Head of the main Bo¬ 
dy of his Army with his Son Zagat ay fell upon 
the Sultan, w r ho very ill-treated his Left Wing* 

This Shock was terrible. The Carizmeans , a- 
nimated by the Example of their King, who 
fought with extraordinary Bravery, maintain’d 
the Advantage they had gotten as long as they 
were able ,* yet notwithstanding the Refolution 
with which the Sultan fought, he faw himfelf at 
laft forced to quit the Field of Battel, and be¬ 
gan to give back, when the Prince his Son, af¬ 
ter having beat the other Troops fent againft 
him, made hafte to rejoin him, and renew’d 
the Fight. The Mahometans took frefh Cou¬ 
rage, and return’d to the Charge with more 
Fury than before. Gelaleddin did on this occa- 
fion moft fuprizing things, and the very com-

Abulcair, f lon . and having now to do with Men as cou- 
A 12 * rageous as themfelves, there was a dreadful 
Slaughter on both fides, and the Vi&ory re¬ 
main'd doubtful a long time : but at laft, the 
Mogul Emperor, who had ftill a great Body of 
Referve under the Conduft of his Son Oilaj , 
bid him march and charge the Enemy in the 
Fadlallah. Blank. Oclay executed his Orders with much 
Courage ,♦ and thefe frefh Troops made a terri¬ 
ble Havock. In the mean time, the Cariz,means 
fuftain’d this laft Attack with great Firmnefs* 
They fought till it was Night ; then each Par¬ 
ty retired to their Camps, and gather'd up 
their wounded as well as they could. After 
this, they fortify'd themfelves on both fides all 
they could, to avoid being furprized, and with 
defign to renew the Fight the Day follow¬ 
ing. But when the King of Cariisme came to 
examine the State of his Troops, and found 
they were diminish'd by more than a hundred 
and fixty thoufand Men kill'd and wounded, 
he thought no more of renewing the Fight. 
And what the Spies reported quite took from 
him all Inclination to it ; for they all faid, that 
the 1Mogul Army, tho fo ill-treated, were ftill 
much fuperiour to his in number : He there¬ 
fore thought only how to put himfelf into 
fuch a condition as might Secure him from 
being foon attack’d. He entrench'd himfelf 
fo, that Genghiz,can did not think fit to ven¬ 
ture it, nor was fo rafli as to undertake to 
force his Camp.

Elac Nevian was his Lieutenant Ge¬ 
neral, and a hundred thoufand Men were under 
his Command.

tains went with their Troops into Turqueftan] 
and into other Countries towards the Eaft, and 
did much mifchief there. 

Yet there ftill remain’d with Genghfccan more 
than two hundred thoufand Men, which he ufed 
for his own Expeditions. It was with thefe 
Troops, accompanied with Prince Tuli, he 
marched to Bocara and Samarcande , not only to 
hinder the Succours that might get together 
and be fent to the Places which were befteged, 
but to befiege thefe two Cities, and reduce 
them to his Obedience. 



CHAP. VIII. 

The Siege of Otrar. 


S O foon as the Princes OBay and Zagatay had 
received their Orders from the Grand Can 
their Father to befiege Otrar*, they marched 
their Troops and fat down before that Place, 
having firft got Provifions, and all other 
things neceflary for a Siege which they with 
reafon judged would laft long. Some of the 
Inhabitants of that City being taken and 
brought before them, inform’d them, that, be- 
fides the Strength of the Walls, a great num¬ 
ber of Troops garifon’d it; that ten thou¬ 
fand Horfe, commanded by Cariacas Captain of

Refinance of the Befieged. During a whole 
Month they fought on both (ides with an un¬ 
daunted Bravery. At lad the Cadle W'as car¬ 
ry J d ; but the narrow Places that w r ere forti¬ 
fy’d held out longer, in which fifty Men were 
able to fudain an Attack againd a much grea¬ 
ter number of Afiailants, whofe being fo nu¬ 
merous did not avail them, but expofed them 
to the Arrow's of the Befieged, by which they 
daily lod a great many People. The City be- 
^ came full of dead Bodies The Houfes w ere bea¬ 
ten down in fuch a manner that every one drove 
to hide himfelf in the Ruins, to fight under Co¬ 
vert, which dill retarded the taking of Otrar- 
Abulcair, Genghi^can , to whom the Princes daily feat 

p.16* Couriers to inform him of what pad, amazed 
at their making fo long a Defence, forbid his 
Soldiers; killing Gayercan , that he might have 
the punifhing of him himfelf; for he did not 
think fo wficked a Man merited fo honourable 
Eadlallah. a Death as to die in Fight. This Order coft 
a great many Moguls their Lives; for being 
commanded to (pare the Governour, they 
were obliged to pick out thofe they would 
aim to kill : whereas the Cariuneans having 
nothing to take care of, kill’d a great many 
more of the Enemies than they lod of their own 
People. The Befiegers however dill bringing 
up frefii Troops to relieve thofe who were 
tired, at length found an end of their Ene¬ 
mies, and Numbers carried the Day.

remain’d with two Men only, yet would not 
think himfelf conquer’d; but like a dying Pei- Heg .

with them. At laft Gayenan, after having kill d 
a great number of his Enemies, loft his two 
Companions, and remain’d alone againft the 
Momls, who having at length furrounded him, 
feized him % loaded him with Chains and car¬ 
ried him to the Princes, who found as much 
Conftancy of Soul in him then, as he had 
fliow r n Courage before. They font him undeL 
a ftrong Guard to the Grand Can, to difpofe 
of him as hepleafed. Tho Emperor after ha¬ 
ving reproached him as the Caufe of fo many 
Misfortunes to his Countrymen, caufed him to

CHAP. IX. 


The Sieges of the Cities of Saganac, Uz- 
kend, Alfchafche, Fenaket or Toncat, 
by Toufchican. 


D URING the Siege of Otrar, Genghh? 

can got Information after what manner 
the King of Carizme had difpofed his Forces: i 
and now knew, that befides the fixty thoufand 
Men he had detached for that City, he had 
fent five thoufand to funde to ftrengthen that 
Garifon ; and that the Governour of the Coun- 
try kept ten or twelve thoufand Men at Sagar 
mac and Uzkend; that there w r ere as many more 
at Toncat , which fome call Fenaket , twenty thou¬ 
fand at Bocara , a hundred thoufand at Samarcande, 


and in the City of Carizme and other Places pro¬ 
portionable : the Sultan thinking to fecure thefe 
Cities by fending flrong Garifons into them. 
The Grand Can on this Information, refolvedto 
befiege the Places that were of mofl Importance, 
and neareft the River Jaxartes } to the end he

might leave no Place behind him that could 
give him any trouble when he was gone farther 
and employ’d in fome other Siege. . 

7 axartes is a River in Tartary, which the 
Orientals, as we have already taken notice, 
called Sihon ; and befides its particular Name, 
jt likewife took that of the Tenitories it 
ran thro, as of the Country of Alfchafche, and 
likewife of the Country of Cogende, where it 
was call’d the River Cogende, and fo changed its 
Name in other Countries thro which it pair. 
It had chiefly two Sources, which it fprung 
from in Mount Imaus, from whence it took its 
courfe towards the Weft, winding by the Coun¬ 
tries of Fergane , Cogende, Alfchafche, Feral, and 
fome others, to pafs into the Cafpian Sea, where> 
it difeharged itfelf with great Violence. This 
is the River which Alexander the Great, ac¬ 
cording to Quintus Curtins, believed to be the 
fanais, and which he crofted over upon a Bridge 
of Boats to go againft the Scythians who moleft- 
ed him, being in fear that he would incommode 
them, by means of the City he had caufed to be 
built on the Banks of this River, by him na- 
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med Alexandria. 

Genghizcan having entrufted the Manage¬ 
ment of this Expedition to Prince Toufchi, he 
fent him Orders, fo foon as he was inform d of 
the reducing of Otrar , to befiege the Cities o 
Saganac, Junde, and the others of which they 
muft become Mafters before they could under-' 
take the Conqueft of Tranfoxiana. At the fame 
time he fent to him Elac Nevian, a moft expe¬ 
rienced Captain, to ferve him as Lieutenant 
General, with Orders to take with him twenty 
thoufand Men of the Troops that had been at 
the Siege of Otrar, to the end that Toujchi 
b might 
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An. Dom. might have two Armies, and fo be in a condi«

Mo?’* The ^oufchi began his Expedition with the Siege 
Crocodile. o£ Saganac; and the Emperor having forbid 
him to ufe Force in thofe Places which he could 
Mirconde. reduce by fair means, he endeavour’d to gain 
the Inhabitants of this City, by -perfuading 
them to avoid the Miferies that a Siege is al¬ 
ways attended with. For this purpofe he c hole 
an Officer, in whom he placed much Confi¬ 
dence, and who had been long know'll to the 
People of that Country, by having had Com¬ 
merce with them in times paft. This Officer, 
who W'as called Hagi HaJJan , did not forget to 
take Meafures for his own Security before he 
enter’d this City, and the Governour firft gave 
him his Word that he fliould be kindly received. 
When he was come into the City, he delired 
that the principal Inhabitants fhould meet to¬ 
gether w'ith the Governour, that he might 
make known to them the Purport of his Com- 
mifficn, which was granted him ,• the moll 
confiderable Perfons of the City repair’d to 
the Place appointed, follow’d by a great manjj 
of the People. 

Haffan firft reprefented to them in pompous 
Terms the Greatnefs of his Mafter Gengkizxan, 
the Conquefts he had gain’d, the great Advan¬ 
tages they w'ould reap by being his Friends, 
and the Dangers they would expofe themfelves 
to in drawing his Hatred upon them. He like- 
wife allured them of the fweet Temper and 
Generofity of Prince Toufchy his General, from 
whom he came to offer them the Emperor’s 
Friendfhip ; and affur’d them they fhould be 
treated with all the Gentlenefs imaginable, 
if they would put the City into his Hands. 
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lizcan the Great. *75 

He had ik* time to fay any more. The A “- 
propofal of yielding up the City fo difpleaied Heg< 6l6(i 
them all, that they interrupted hun. lhe Mog . The 
chief Officers whofe Tempers were naturally Crocodile. 
haughty, and who did not defire to change 
their Mailer, rudely llopp d his Mouth, and 
caufed a great Tumult, the People Second¬ 
ing them ; nay, even the Garden join d With 
them, and they faid a thoufand abulive things 
to the Prince’s Envoy. The Diforder was fo 
great, that the unfortunate Hajfan was torn to 
pieces by the enraged Populace. 

1 The News of this barbarous A&ion much Mirconae* 
affiiaed Toufchican , who detefted the Inhuma¬ 
nity of this People. He excited his Soldiers 
to revenge it, and made them fwear that they 
would never /heath their Swords till the Ci,y 
was in their power, and they had pumflied the 
traitorous Murderers* 1 he Siege was under¬ 
taken with incredible Alacrity. They attack d 
the City with great Fury, and the Befieged de¬ 
fended it with equal Bravery; and knowing 
they could not hope for any Mercy, they 
fought as Men who were defperate. But not 
withflanditig their Valour and Obftinacy the ^ 
Place was taken, and the Moguls plunder d it, 
and kill’d all the Officers and Soldiers which Mirconde 
garifon’d it; nor did they fpare ^principal inKozct 
Inhabitants, and more than one half of them A1 * 
paid with their Blood for Hagi Hajfan's Mur¬ 
der. The City had been razed to the ground 
if they had not had occafion to keep it, in order 
to profecute the War; and only the neceflity ot 
preferving it for their own ufe, caufed them to 
pardon the reft of the Inhabitants. But as a 
publick Teftimony of Refpea to the Officers 
Memory, who, contrary to the Law of Arms, 
was torn to pieces, Prince Toufcki caufed a molt 

mag- 
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magnificent Mausoleum to be erected in the moft 
eminent Place in the City, and order d 1 moft 
pompous Funeral Rites to be perform d ac¬ 
cording to the Cuftom of the Mahometans, be- 
caufe Hajfan made Profeffion of their Religion, 
being of the SeS of Schafais . After which, 
rtoufchi left in Saganac a Garifon to awe them, 
and led his Army, leaden with the Spoils they 
had gotten there, into the Province of Fer- 

had loft before Saganac abundance of 
Men more than fuch a Place was worth; but 
he was obliged to revenge Hajfan s Death. And 
this punilhing thefe People fo feverely pro¬ 
duced a good Effect, becaufe feveral Towns in 
that Country fearing to fhare the fame rate, 
took great care not to irritate the Conqueror, 
but yielded without any> Refiftance. , Vv 
queni itfelf, a Place which would for feme time 
have put a flop to the Moguls Conquefts, did 
not think fit to Hand a Trial with them : and 
the Inhabitants oppofed the Garifon who pie- 
tended' to defend it, and in fpight of the Go¬ 
vernor, fent Deputies to the Prince, who was 
then two Days Journey from the City, not 
doubting but their fubmitting themfelves would 

pleafe him ; and in truth things anfwer d their 

Expectation. The Governor finding himfclt 
not able to refill all the Inhabitants of the 
City, and the Moguls together, went out ot it, 
and the greateft part of the Garifon follow d 
him. They haften’d their March, for fear of 
bein" feized if they were followed, and they

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took the Road of Toncat, otherwife called An.£om. 
Fenaket , whither they retired. Their retreat- 
incr deliver'd Uz^quend from all the Mistor- ^og. Tht 
tunes of War ; becaufe Toufchican had regard Crocodile . 
to the Inhabitants SubmifTion, and receiv'd 
their Deputies very favourably. He only took 
out of the City fome Provifions and other Ne- 
cefi’aries for his Army, without ^^nng the 
leaft Injury to be done them, and punifh d eve¬ 
ry Soldier that dared to take any thing by force. 

He would not even fuffer his Troops to make 
any long flay in the Neighbourhood ot Uz,quend 9 
out of Complaifance, but marched directly to 
Alfchafche , where all thofe who were willing to 
fhow their Love to the Sultan join d the Oa- 
rifon. All thefe People together defended that 
City fo bravely, that it was not taken without 

a great Effufion of Blood. ' , A , u . 

Alfchafche was a very beautiful City and Abulfed 

tvery Houfe had a Garden well water d. It Ge0 § r - 
was* fituate near the River Jaxartes , at four 
Da\s Journey from the City of Cogende. So 
foon as Tfonfchican had reduced it, he marched 
his Army towards Junde 9 a City fituate on the 
Borders of furquefian-y and at a fmall diftance 
from the River Jaxartes . Several learned Men 
having lived in this Place, have render'd it fa¬ 
mous. It was out of this City, and fome o- 
thers in this fame Country, (according to Mir- 
condes report) that twenty Scythian Ambafla- 
dors went to meet Alexander , hearing the Fame 
of his great Victories ; and reproach d him of: 
being too ambitious, praying him if he were 
a God to fhew it by doing good to Men, and 
if but a Man, to refledt on the Uncertainty of 
his own Condition, inftead of proceeding far¬ 
ther with defign to rob them of their Goods 
and Quiet. The Governour who commanded 
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in Junde at this time was cailed Cutluc-Cm. 
This City and all the Country belong’d to 
him in property ; for which reafon he bore the 
Title of Can.' He inherited this fmail Sove¬ 
reignty from his Father, who had voluntarily 
fubmitted to the Sultan of Cariz,me. He was 
poilefled of great Riches, and had promifed to 
make a brave defence if he was attacked j but, 
far from keeping his Word, he did but hear the 
Mcguh were coming, and immediately thought 
of nothing but how to fave himfelf and his 
Treafure. He paft over the River into a De¬ 
fart, and thence retired near as far as the City 
of Garitums , which the JSdiferies of the War had 
not vet reached. 

Mirconde. 1 hole who ftay d in Junde, willing to re¬ 
trieve the Honour of their Country, reiolv’d 
rather to perifti than abandon the Place with¬ 
out ftriving to defend it. They made Provi¬ 
sion of all things neceilary to fuftain a Siege, 
and put themfelves into a condition to oppofe 
their Enemies. T’oufchican font a Captain to

^of good Treatment, if they would open their 
Gates to him. Gitftnusr obtained a Conference, 
add reprefonted to them, fir ft, the Murder com¬ 
mitted on the Body of Huff tin at Scigancic , and 
the crubf Revenge it had drawm upon that Peo¬ 
ple ^ then he propofod to them in amoftinfi- 
nuating manner to fubmit themfoives to the 
Grand Can, and .avoid his Difpleafure. Some 
part of the People wiio heard him, hearkend 
to his Propofals, and.confented to receive the 
Prince into the City ; but others, who were 
the major Part, were not of that Opinion, and 
it wanted but little that Gitmur had been treated 
like Hajfan: And he had certainly loft his Lite, 

-notwithftanding his Eloquence and good he* 

haviour,

haviour, if tliofe People who approved his Pro- An ^°“- 

pofals, had not helped him to make his efcape. ^ 
This Officer returned toToufcbican ; and after Mo | % 
having informed him of the ill Succefs of his crocodile . 
Ne^otiati. n, he gave him an account of the 
State of the Place, as far as he had been able' . 
to difeover. He had obferved the Strength of Condemn 
the Walls and Towers of Junde in fuch a man¬ 
ner, that he judged it would cop a great deal 
of time to take the Place by Force, and that 
they Ihould lofe abundance of Men. He there¬ 
fore propofed to Prince ‘Toufcbi this Strata¬ 
gem, to caufe Bridges to be laid over Part 
of the Ditch, which was full of Water, faying 
that he might more eafily fcale the Walls at 
that Part of the Ditch where the Enemies 
thought themfelves mofl fecure. He Ihew’d to 
him the Places he thought moft proper for 
the execution of this Enterprize, and allured 
him they fhould furprize the Belieged as they 
defired. The Prince did not altogether dis¬ 
approve the Captain’s Notions, but having 
prepared a Pore of Engines and Machines of all 
forts for a Storm, he wilhed he could have 
made fome ufe of them: for this reafon he 
offer’d many Objections to Gitmurs Propofal; 
to all which he anfwer’d fo fully, that at lap 
Toufcbi yielded to agree to whatever fhould be 
refolved in a Council of War, which w r as held 
that fame Day. Every one fpoke his Opinion 
on this occalion, and Gitmur communicated his 
Delign ; but the Lieutenant General of the 
Army having another in his Head, fpoke a- 
gainft the Captain’s, reje&ed the Thought of 
rendring themfelves Mailers of the Town by 
Surprize, when they could have it a nobler 
way, and endeavour’d to perfuade them that ic 
waseafy to take it by open Force.. But not- 

N 2 withftanding 
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An. Dom. withllanding the Reafons he alledged to fup- 
12T 9* port his Opinion, all the Council better liked 
mS* 6 tL t ^ ie Stratagem which Gitmur propofed ,* and it 
Crocodile . was refolved that to amufe the Belieged, three 
falfe Attacks fhould be made, and all the En¬ 
gines fet a playing on that fide of the Town 
which he thought the weakeft, and that they 
fiiould feem to abandon that which was bell 
fortify’d. Thus they hoped that thefe Attacks 
would draw all the Forces in the Town to that 
fide, and during that time they might without 
being molefted fcale the Walls on the other. 
They agreed upon the 'Time and Manner, and 
named the Troops that fiiould be employ’d in 
executing this Enterprize, and the Battalions 
that fhould fupport them : In fine, it was de¬ 
termined that fo foon as the Bridges were laid, 
they fiiould fallen on the Wall two Ladders of 
light Wood to begin the Scalado, and a cer¬ 
tain number of Soldiers mount the Walls to 
fallen more Ladders. 

Mirconde. Gitmur , who was a good Engineer, built the 
Bridges himfelf as he thought fit; and when 
all things were ready, they began the Attacks 
a little before night with great Shouts, and 
the Sound of Timbrels, Drums, and other 
warlike Inllruments. Whilfl the Mogul Engi¬ 
neers caufed the great Engines to be brought 
up againll the City, their Soldiers kill’d with 
their Slings, or drove from the Walls the Be¬ 
fieged who appear’d on them to hinder their 
Approaches. So foon as the battering Rams 
and the other Engines began to play, all the 
Garifon ran to the Attack, and abandon d 
their other Polls. Gitmur on his fide fo foon 
as it w as Night caufed his Bridges to be laid 
crofs the Ditch with all diligence, and the Men 
he had cholen to fcale the Walls, pafs’d over. 
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and raifed the two Ladders, one of which he An.T>om. 
immediately mounted himfelf to animate ns Heg . 61V. 
Soldiers, who following, foon fallen d 10 great j^og. 
a number of Ladders, that the Troops enter d crocodile. 
the Town, and advancing to the Gate they de- 
limn’d to fecure, feized the Centinel and Soldiers 
who guarded it ; and making themfelves Maf- 
ters of it with little Noife, open'd it, and let 
in feveral Troops of the Moguls , who took pol- 
feffion of the principal Places. The Befieged 
were no fooner informed that one of the Gates 
was furprized, but they were feized with rear, 
and abandon’d the Care of the Places attacked, 
every one thinking of nothing but wnere to 

hide himfelf. , , . , 

Thus was the City of Junde taken without 

any Lofs on either fide ; for the Moguls meet- 
- ing with no Refiftance, did not deftroy any 
body : which was very extraordinary in lucn 
a Conjunaure. They fpared the Inhabitants, 
becaufe they had not kill’d the Moguls ; and 
they put but two or three to death ? who had 
abufed Gitmur in the Conference he had had 
with the People. But if they put not the Peor 
pie to the Sword, in return they plunder d them 
of all their Goods. They commanded them 
on pain of death to leave the City, and to re¬ 
tire to a neighbouring Plain. 1 hey obey_d this 
Order with much hafle ; Men and Women, 

Old and Young, all ran to the Place. The 
Mailers and Slaves Hood undiftinguilhed to¬ 
gether, waiting what their Enemies fhould do 
with them ; imagining they had drove them 
out of the City with no other defign than to 
maffacre them all together with more Cruelty. 

But there was no harm done them, only Com- 
miffaries were order’d to take an account o 
the number of the Citizens. After which* 

n 3 * he y 
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An. Dom. they left a ftrong Garifon in the City, and 
12I 9 * permitted the Inhabitants to return to their 
mS* ^The Houfes, where they found w r hat the Moguls had 
Crocodile, left them, which was only what they could not 
carry away. A Mogul Officer, named Alicoja y 
who was a Mahometan , was made Governour 
of the Place. 

Toufchican, after the Reduction of this Place, 
divided his Army into two Bodies, giving fifty 
thoufand Men to Elac Nevian, to go and fub- 
due the Countries of Ilac , Alfchafche , and Co- 
gende ; and he order’d the reft of the 'Ih oops to 
keep the open Country, and facilitate the ta¬ 
king of Cogende, which he had received Orders 
to befiege by the faid Lieutenant-General. Elat 
Nevian being provided of all things of which 
hp ftood in need to perform this Expedi¬ 
tion, marched into Ilac ; and to juftify the 
Prudence of the Emperor his Mafter in the 
choice he had made of him, he refolved to 
life all the Prudence and Skill he was capable 
of. As an earned: of w hich, he firft marched 
his Army with fuch fpeed, that the People of 
Alfaras in Ilac and Alfchafche believed them far oft from 
hit Abul- t h e i r Country,! when they were furprized with 
f eda * hearing they were arrived in it: on which they 
furrendred many Places to them without fight¬ 
ing, which might have made fome- refiftance, 
and retarded the Siege of Cogende. 

*Toncat , which Abulcair calls Daralylm \ 
was the moft confiderable Town of all thofe 
which the General Elac Nevian took before 
he went to Cogende; therefore he was forc’d 
to befiege it to make it furrender. Itwasfi-

In fine, it was 
a common Saying, that God never made a 
more delicious Dwelling than that Chy- fts 
Situation near a River, its Walls and Cattle, 
had always defended it againft the Turqueftm 
Rovers and Bands. Its Inhabitantsi.«e not 
frighted at the Moguls Approach. 1 he B V 
govern’d it was fo bold as to refufe to furren 
& it on their Summons. He was called Ihnco- M.rc^e 

Melic, and was the natural Ford ofthePace-^ 

TheGarifon was compofed of Turks, natives 
of the Country, called Cangouh, a People who 
had the Reputation of being very brave. 

The Governour put great Confidence in 
them, and anfwer’d fiercely when the Moguls 
fuminon’d him to open the Gates ; out upon 
firft Attack he retired into the Cattle with the 
chief of the Inhabitants. Elac Nwian caufed 
the Engines to be got ready, and S a v -.\ 
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Atfaults to the City. The Befieged vigoroufly 
refilled for three days ,* but the fourth, maugre 
their Oppofition, he made a Breach in the 
Walls : at which the Inhabitants,were fo af¬ 
frighted, fearing to be forced, that they de- 
fired leave to capitulate, and did all they could 
to obtain honourable Terms. But the Mogul 
General reje&ed all their Propofals, and ob¬ 
liged them to furrender at difcretion. 

When the Moguls faw themfelves Matters of 
this Place, they made all the Inhabitants go I 
out of it, that they might with more eafe plun¬ 
der their Houfes. And the General Elac Ne- 
vian thinking he had reafon to be difpleafed 
with the Garifon, put them to the Sword* As 
for Ilenco Melic , he had not the fame Fate ; for he 
found means to efcape before the Caflle furren- 
der’d. The Moguls , after having built a con- 
fiderable Magazine for warlike Stores there, | 
marched towards the Country of Cogende , which 
was a Part of Fergane , or at leafl border’d 
upon it. 

* The Can to whom the City of Cogende be¬ 
long'd, well difcerning that Elac Nevian had 
not undertaken the Siege of 7 J oncat> but in or¬ 
der to come to him with more Advantage, 
flood upon his guard. He had order'd to be 
brought into Cogende all forts of Stores, both of 
Ammunition and Food. And fo foon as he had 
Advice that the Moguls >were marching that 
way, he caufed the Bridges to be broken down 
with all fpeed, the Roads every where to be 
fpoiled, and all the Corn, Fruits, and Cattle 
in the Countries adjacent to be carried away, 
with defign to take from the Enemies all

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means of fubfiftence, and to put them at leaft 
^ a great deal of Trouble, if he was not able 
to prevent their befieging him All the Inhabi- 
rants of the open Towns and Villages, upon the 
report of the Moguls Arrival, abandon d their 
Houfes, and fought where to fecure themfelves. 
Thofe who could get into Cogende, took re¬ 
fuse there, as being the Capital of that Pro¬ 
vince, and the only Place that was capable of 
making any Defence. They carried into it 
all forts of Provifions, fo that there wanted 
nothing neceflary either for fighting, or mam- 
tainin-f thofe who were (hut up in the Place. 
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chap. x. 

The Siege of Cogende, and, the Hifiory 
of Timur Melic. 


T HE City of Cogende was fituate in a- 
bout forty one 3 Degrees and twenty five 
Minutes of Latitude. It was large and well 
fortify’d. It extended itfelf along the Banks 
of the River Jaxartes , in a fertile and beau¬ 
tiful Country, which rendred its Situation ex¬ 
ceeding pleafant. Befides, it was within feven 
Days Journey of Samarcande y and had the Ad¬ 
vantage of trading in Musk and other odori-

Mog. The ^ ts Inhabitants, made it a Place highly efteeni’d. 

Crocodile . It had for its Sovereign Prince Timur Melic , 
who was a Can that pay’d Tribute to the Sul¬ 
tan of Cari7jme> with whom he lived in perfeft 
Amity. 

Abulcair, Toufchican kept at fome diftance with his 
l 9» Army, to hinder the Garifons of feveral Places 
from getting together to difturb Elac Ne- 
vian, to whom it was befides neceflary to 
leave all the Provifions that Remain’d in the 
Country of Cogende , this General having but 
few Magazines there to fubfifi his Army. So 
foon as the Moguls were come before Cogende , 
they fortify’d their Camp on that fide the Ri¬ 
ver where they encamp’d, and began to get 
ready all their Engines. Elac Nevian knew 
very well that this Place was hard to be taken, 
and had got Information what kind of Man Ti¬ 
mur Melic was. In truth, this Prince was 
not to be ranked with common Captains ; he 
naturally loved War, and had often given In- 
Ranees of it among his Neighbours. He had 
feveral times commanded the Sultan’s Armies, 
and had acquired a very great Reputation. 

5 He was perfectly skill’d in the Military 
Art, and had all the Qualifications of a com- 
pleat General. He was juft, liberal, familiar, 
and fevere enough to make his Soldiers fear and 
obey him. All thefe good Qualities, fupport- 
ed with a dauntlefs Courage in all Dangers, 
have caufed the beft Eaftern Hiftorians to make 
mention of this Prince with great refped:

In reality, he well deferved to be rank d as a crocodile . 
Competitor with all thefe great Men. 

So foon as he was beheged, he applied 
himfelf ferioufly to aflign proper Employments 
to all thofe who were Hint up with him m 
this City : He let none be idle. He order d 
the Engines to be placed where they were moft 
ufeful. He caufed twelve Barks with Oars to 
be built, to ferve them againft the Befiegers, 
and afterwards made many more. a P"J 

pointed the Places where each Officer mould 
poft himfelf, propofed Rewards to the Soldiers, 
and decreed Punifhments for thole who fail a 
of doing their duty. The Mogul General on his 
fide, before he began the Attacks, harangue 
his Army. He promifed to his Officers and 
common Soldiers to give a faithful account to ^ 

the Grand Can of all the brave Adtions they 
fhould perform. And when he had thus anima¬ 
ted them with his Eloquence, he order d them 
to build a Bridge of Communication a little 
below the City, which they executed with Sue- 
cefs by the Affiftance of their Engines, notwith- 
ftanding all the Efforts of their Enemies to op- 
pofe them. Then having divided his Army in¬ 
to two Bodies, he fentthe weakeft beyond the 
River under the Command of his Lieutenant, 
and retain’d the beft Troops to make vigorous 
Attacks. And altho Hiftorians do not relate 
all the brave Addons perform’d during this 
Siege, no doubt but on both fides Exploits 
were done worthy to be eternally remem¬ 
ber’d. They fay that Elac expofed himfelf to 
a thoufand Dangers to render his Attempts fuc- 

cefsful ; that he caufed whole MiHftones to be

fliot againft the City; that the Battering Rams 
fhook the Walls whilft he was prefent,* * and that 
he himfelf fought fometimes only to animate 
his Soldiers. 

As for Timur Melk , we cannot relate all he 
did either to burn or break the Moguls Engines, 
aflifted by his People and Brigantines 6 . He 
fent fix of his Barks on each fide of the River. 
They were full of Soldiers who fought defpe- 
rately, and fhot into the Moguls Camp fo great 
a quantity of Stones, Darts, and Arrows, that 
they killed and wounded abundance of Men. 
This fuccefsful way of fighting augmented 
their Courage ; and the Befiegers not being 
able to eiicompafs the City by reafon of a large 
Morafs which hinder’d them, there came by 
that means from time to time fmall Supplies of 
Men into the City ; fo that Timur Melk flat¬ 
ter’d himfelf that he fiiould be able at laft to 
weary out the Moguls: but there arrived in their 
Camp frefh Troops fent by Prince Toufchicm 
Elac redoubled his Alfaults, and fo fatigued 
the Garifon, that they defpair’d of refitting 
him much longer. Yet Timur Melic had re¬ 
coil rfe to a Stratagem which much retarded 
the taking of Cogende. He had caufed to be 
built fome time before a kind of Fortrefs well 
fortify/d at the farther end of the City, in a 
little Ifland that was very difficult of Accefs. 
This Citadel was not built to keep the Inhabi¬ 
tants in awe, the Prince being too well allur’d 
of their Fidelity to fear any thing from them ; 
and therefore to take away all Sufpicions of 
that nature from them, he had left in the City

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an Eminence which commanded this Fort. He Asutkiriu 
had built it only to fecure the Town from the H 
Irruptions Strangers might make into it by this Mog . Tht 
wa y 3 which lay open and expofed* becaufe the Crocodile • 
River grew very wide in this Place. He put 
into this Fort a thoufand chofen Men, and then 
lent to the Enemies Camp Men in whom he con¬ 
fided. Thefe Men pretended to be Deferters, 
complaining they had been ill ufed, and were 
fled to them forSuccour. They acquitted them- 
felves of their Commiflion very dextroufly, 
and the Moguls fail’d not to queftion them about 
the State of the City. They pretended a great 
Unwillingnefs to anfwer them ; but being 
prefled, at length Teeming unable to refill any 
longer their Importunities, they declared they 
needed only attack that Fort, becaufe fo foon as 
that was taken, the City mufl furrender. The 
Reafons they gave for this Advice had firft been 
concerted with Timur Melic. 

In the mean while, 'Timur Melic , to give more 
credit to the Intelligence thefe Deferters had 
given his Enemies, made his Troops appear 
very eafy. Elac fufter’d himfelf to be de- Fadlallah, 
ceived, and difpofed all things to attack the fr 3 8 9* 
Fort. He found it to be very ftrongly built, 
and extreme high. The Moguls made ufe of 
their Machines, and batter’d it with all the 
Vigour imaginable for feveral Days; but the 
Stones and other Materials, of which they had 
got together a great quantity, beginning to 
fail, and the difficulty of getting more being 
very great, much hinder’d them, they being 
obliged to go above three Leagues from their 
Camp to feek for them. All the Infantjy was 
commanded out on this occafion, and in truth 
they brought back with them a vaft quantity. 

New Attempts were made to take the Fort; 
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An. Don?, but the Befiegers being at too great a diftance 
1219. from the Walls, by reafon of the River run- 
Mo|* The nin g between, they could not throw them 
Cro'cadile. down, and were therefore obliged to caft up a 
Bank to approach nearer it. The greateft part 
of the Army was employ’d in this Work, which 
was extrerpely laborious, becaufe of the Holes 
they met with in the bottom of the Ri- 
ver, w hich they were obliged to fill up. The 
Foot-Soldiers brought the Stones to the Brink 
of the Water, and the Horfe went and threw 
them in ampngft the Earth, and w hole Trees 
tied together, as they did likewife the Fafcines 
and other things of which they made ufe to 
finifh this Work, and render it firm. Befides 
the Difficulty of this Undertaking, they had 
the Vexation of being continually interrupted 
by the Befieged, who often with their Engines, 
and fometimes by the Sallies they made in their 
arm’d Brigantines, threw dow ; n the Bank, and 
deftroy’d all they had done. Yet notwdthfiand- 
ing all the Efforts of thefe brave Men w ho de¬ 
fended this Fortrefs, the Work was accom- 
plifh’d ; and ‘Timur Melic now feeing himfelf 
upon the point of being forced to yield, thought 
no more of any thing but how to execute the 
Defign he had long form’d in his own Mind, 
in order to fecure his Retreat, and to fave his 
*v ow^n Family at leaft. 

fadlallah, He had at the beginning of the Siege only 
b 388. twelve Brigantines \ but having found how ufe* 
ful they were to him, he had caufed more to 
be built, even to the number of feventy, with¬ 
out mentioning his Defign to any body. He 
gave Orders that the Brigantines ffiould be all 
brought to the moft private part of the Shore, 
under Covert of the City, where he had them 
plafter’d over with a certain Compofition which

was made of wet Felt kneeded with Clay and An.Dom. 
Vinegar; and the Nature of this Compofition 
was fuch, that neither the Arrows nor Fire Mo ^ The 
could hurt thefe Veffels. In the time this was crocodile . 
doing, and he was difpofing all things for his yyV 
retreat, confidering that the Bridge of Com- 
munication, of which we have made mention, ba ^ uyar# 
was an Obftacle in his way, becaufe the Enemies 
might fend over it as many of their Cavalry as 
they pleafed to purfue him by going on the other 
fide, and prevent his Landing where he defign’d, 
he refolved to attack and deftroy it. This De- 
fign was not at that time difficult to execute, be¬ 
caufe the Mogul General had caufed to return to 
his Camp the moft part ot the Troops that had 
pad over to the other fide the River, and was 
bulled about taking the Fort; fo that the Bridge 
was left with but few Men to guard it. 

One Night 'Timur Melic caufed a Sally to be 
made. The commanding Officer, as had been 
before agreed, attack’d thofe who kept the 
Bridge, upon a Signal given him that fome Bri¬ 
gantines full of Tar and Naphta were got near 
the Pontons of which the Bridge was made, 
and going to fet fire to them. The Brigantines 
produced the defired Effect without Oppofi- 
tion, and the greateft part of the Bridge was 
burn’d. This was done the fame Night that 
Timur Melic left the City. He loaded his 
Brigantines with every thing he had moft valua¬ 
ble, putting aboard all his particular Friends, 
and the braveft of his Warriors who were wil¬ 
ling to fhare his Fortune, with (lore of all forts 
of Provifions and Arms both offenfive and de- 
fenlive, to incommode the Moguls , by whom he 
expe&ed to be purfued; in line, he embark’d, 
himfelf, and order’d the Admiral who had 
charge of this little Fleet, to let it drive a- 
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An. Dom. long with the Stream, and to make all the 
121 9 - fpeed that was poflible. 
mS’ 6 rhe But notwithftanding all the Precaution Ti- 
CrocodiU. mur Melic ufed to conceal his Flight from Elac 
Nevian’s Knowledge, this Mogul Officer was 
Mirconde, f oon inform'd of it, and immediately fent a 
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great Body of Horfe after him, with Orders to 
purfue him clofely, to attack him under Shore, 
and take him a Erifoner. And tho the fwift 
Current favour’d the Rowers, and the Fleet 
was got a great way off from Cogende before the 
Moguls could overtake it, yet they came up with 
them, notwithftanding the Diligence ufed toe- 
fcape them, and in fpite of the Turnings and 
Windings that the Rocks, which often obftrud- 
ed their Way on the Shore, obliged them to 
make. So foon as they were within reach of 
them, they hurl’d a vaft Quantity of Darts, 
Arrows, and Fire at the Barks of thofe of O 
gende; but the Brigantines, which were proof 
againft thefe Attacks, receiv’d no Damage. In 
the mean time "Timur Melic y not being able to 
bridle his own Courage, nor the Valour of 
thofe that belong’d to him, fhot out of the 
Windows of the Ships a great many Darts and 
Arrows againft the Moguls , of wdiom they kill’d 
many. They fought in this manner fome Days, 
and one may reasonably imagine that Timur 
loft alfo a great many of his People ; for be- 
fides that he could not hinder the Arrows from 
entering the Brigantines by the Windows, they 
were often obliged to quit the Shelter of the 
Decks, and expefe themfelves to repulfe thofe 
of the Moguls , who ventured ftill more by ad¬ 
vancing againft them into the Water. 

Altho the Inhabitants of Cogende , animated 
by their Prince’s Example, fuffer'd not them¬ 
felves to be furprized either by Night or Day, 
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Vet their Enemies gave them no reft, but A "- Doru. 
Sow*d them fo clofely, that they fcarce 
ever loft fight of them. The bloodieft Uil & og . The 
mites were when fome Rocks or Banks or crocodile. 

Sand which were on the Northfide i^Wet 
River ran from Eaft to Weft) obliged the Fleet 
to approach near the Shore on the South Ode. 

’Twas in thefe Rencounters that Timur Meltc 
jhew’d himfelf a Prodigy of Valour. He was 
foremoft in all Dangers, and feen in every Place 
where the Fight washotteft, and came general- 
ly off vidtorious from thefe Skirmifhes. There 
was, amongft the reft, a furious Combat in a 
certain Flat, or (hallow Place, where the Ri¬ 
ver being fordable, gave leave to the greateit 
part of the Horfemen to approach the Brigan¬ 
tines nearer than they ufed to do. Tmur had 
his Ships ranged in the manner he uled, gave 
his Orders to the Admiral, who communicated 
them to the Pilots, Officers and Soldiers ; and 
then without waiting for the Moguls commg to 
them, he went himfelf to attack them. 1 here 
were foon feen floating on the Water a great 
number of dead Men and Horfes ; and after v 
a rough Attack, the Moguls were conftraind 
to make a {hameful Retreat. Timur Melic loit 
in this Fight many of his beft Officers and 

^ing obliged to pafs before the City of Fad!ailah 3 
Toncat , which was in the pofleffion of his Ene- 3 • 
mies, he expeded to meet with greater Ob- 
Hades. And in truth, had the Moguls refle&ed 
at firft that he muft of neceffity pafs by that 
Place, they might eafily have" overthrown and 
funk his Fleet. But they thought not of it till 
it was too late ; their Courier did not arrive 
at Toncat till a very little w'hile before l imur 
Mclih Fleet, and they had not time to do 
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more than fatten a Chain- crofs the Riveri The 
Prince would not pafs but in the Night before 
Toncat, to the end that he might conceal as 
much as poflible from his Enemies the Condi- 
tion his little fhatter’d Fleet was in, and to ! 
be the lefs incommoded. Neverthelefs, the 
Chain ttop’d at once all the Brigantines, and 
gave time to the Garifon of the City to join on 
the Banks of the River Jaxartes the Troops 
that purfued Timur. This Prince had fortu- < 
nately forefeen this Difficulty before he left Co- 
gende , and made provifion of excellent Hatchets | 
and Files,’ he diftributed them amongft his 
People, who tho they ttood as a Mark expofed 
to a great number of Archers who ttiot at 
them, began to cut the Chain, and accom- 
pliftfd it. It is true, Timur fupported them c 
the while, killing a great many of the Moguls i 
with his Arrows; but he got off with great 
Lofs of thofe that accompanied him, And the , 
Chain being cut, the Brigantines pafs’d thro, > 
and continued their way. 

The Moguls , tho enraged for not having 1 
been able as yet to take Timur Melic , were 
not difeourag 5 d, but purfued him with more 
Vigour than before. They were now join’d 
by a fretti Body of Troops, which Prince Toufi 
chican , who was not far oft from thence. Pent 
to cut off all means of Timur s retreating, 
which he had had an account of. The Moguls 
with this Reinforcement began afrefh to ha* 
rafs thofe of Cegende, who far from appear¬ 
ing aifmay’d, feem’d to fight with more Ar¬ 
dour. Timur himfelf, weary of being fhutop 
in the Brigantines, refolved to go forth to give 
vent to his Courage, and die in the midtt of 
his Enemies. For this he found a favourable 
Opportunity; a Rock obliged the Enemies to 
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CO about, and drew them a little farther than 
they ufed to be off from the Banks of the Ri¬ 
ver Southward. This Prince took this oppor 
tunity to get afiiore with the few ngnting 
Men he hid left,- and not doubting but the 
Moguls would all come and fall upon him, he 
hop’d that whilft they were fighting with him, 
the Brigantines would efcape, and rrng ° 
able to carry his Family to fome Place of 

hJ then went forth of the Brigantines with 
his little Band, taking with them Provilions for 
fome days. They reached to a Place very well 
fituate, on a rifing Ground, from whence rufil¬ 
ing down furioufly upon their Enemies, who 
did not exped fuch a Defcent to be made up¬ 
on them, they kill’d a great number of the 
Moguls. The Moguls not doubting but the 
People who charged them with fo much Fury, 
were headed by the brave Prince whom they 
purfued, laid afide all Thoughts of the Bri¬ 
gantines, and applied themfelves to get at him* 
They quitted their Horfes for this purpofe ; 
but they found thd way to the Place he was 
upon fo fteep on the fide they were of, that 
they could not get up. And whilft they fearch d 
for the Paths by which the Prince had got up 
with his Band into fo advantageous a Poll, juft 
as they were ready to furprize T'intuT^ and hi* 
Band by coming behind them* the Night gave 
him and them opportunity to retire farther into 
a Place ftill more difficult to find. They left 
not off to feek him from Rock to Rock, and to 
continue their hopes of taking him; altho he* 
by knowing the Country better than they, al¬ 
ways efcap’d them, even when they molt nat¬ 
ter’d themfelves that he was going to fall in¬ 
to their Hands. 

O 2 Whilft 
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Whilft the greateft part of the Moguls were 
employed in purfuing Timur Melic , the reft, more 
greedy of the Booty than Honour, follow* 
ed the Brigantines, thinking to enrich them* 
felves by the taking of them ; but they loft 
their Labour, for the Fleet got fafe into a Port 
.belonging to the Sultan of Car fame , where all 
"Timur Melic s Family were received with much 

J oy, and where they lived without any other 
)ifquiet than the Trouble of not knowing 
what was become of that brave Prince. 1 
And indeed their Concern for him w r as not 
without reafon ; for he had to do with Ene* 
mies who were obdinately bent to purfue and 
take him. And tho he had happily efcaped 
their hands all this while, and had continually 
kill’d all who attempted to get up to him and 
came within his reach, yet he every day loft 
fome of his Companions ,* fo that at laft they 
all perifh’d, and he remain’d alone, and could 
no longer hope to defend himfelf againft fo 
many Enemies : Yet one Night he found means 
to efcape from them. He faw but three Perfoos 
who follow’d him ,* thefe three Moguls feeing 
themfelves alone, and purfuing a Man whole 
Valour they fo well knew, did not dare to 
make up to him, but were cautious how they 
attacked him, which was a great Advantage to 
him; for it gave him time to get to a little 
Wood, where flopping for a few Moments to 
take breath, he drew three Arrows out of his 
Quiver, which were ail that he had left, one of 
which had no Head. This he fhot at oneol 
the Moguls who was the foremofl of the three ; it 
ftruck him in the Face, and the Arrow went in¬ 
to his Eye, and difabled him for fighting. He 
who was wounded was the braved of the three. 
The two others appear’d much furprized at this 
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Genghizcan the Great. 

a what care they could of their, wounded 

with the Acclamations of all the reopie, wuu 
had already been inform’d of the great Danger 
he had been expofed to. They oaded hun 
with Praifes and Bleffings. His Family came 
foon after to him with fuch Joy a^T a P 
as may be much better conceiv d m 1^1 
nation"than exprefs’d in Words. His Ccm 
dua and Valour were admired not only by all 
his Friends but even by his Enemies, Sultan Abulcar, 
Saving learn’d "that he was at fl.«*^ * 
fent to congratulate him on his fafe Arrival, and 
defired him, by Letters full of Efteem and 
Friendfhip, to accept of the Government of 
that City, the Governour of which had bee 

kill’d. Timur complied with his . S ° ve , r f|? 

Defire ; and when the Moguls earned the War 
into Carfame, he gave frefii Proofs of his Cou¬ 
rage, and refilled them fo long, till at laft - 
{pairing of feeing Mehemed s Aftairs re e a 
blilh’d, he retired into Perfia, where:the Std- 
tan himfelf was at that time. Sometime alter 
he difguifed himfelf, taking the Habit °f arch- 
gious Sophy, and retired to the Borders of Syr,^ 
where he lived privately till the Moguls had efta- 
blilhed themfelves Mailers of Perfia and Tartary. 

Then returning into Perfia, he made himtelt 
known to the Prince who then reign d, to 
whom he took an Oath of Fidelity, and was y

When he was arrived there, he enquired af- 1 
Crocodile, ter his Children whom he left at his Departure 

for Syria. He found but one alive, whom an <

he himfelf knew to be his Child by a Mark he 2 
had upon his Body. Batucan King of Capfchac , 1 

the Grandfon of Genghi%>can , "permitted this 1 
Son of Timur Melic to make enquiry after his 
Father’s Eftate, and to enjoy it. Timur affift- 
ed him to recover it; but feveral Moguls ha* 
ving got potfefiion of it, it was not very eafy 
to make them reftore it: yet he did at laft 
compafs it, by which he made all thofe 
his Enemies who had ufurped any part of 
his Right and Fortune. Thefe Men found out 
the Man whom he had wounded in the Eye 
with the Arrow, and excited him to take re- 
Mirconde. venge on him. And ’tis remarkable after what 
manner this Mogul accompli/h’d his Defign: 
One day Timur Melic talking with a Prince of 
the Blood who did not love Fighting and 
Wars, he asked Timur with a fcornful Air what 
were the great Adions he had done. Timur 
(hock’d at the Contempt this Prince treated him 
jpadiallab, with, anfwer’d fiercely ; Prince , the Earth ad 
jf>. 389. Seas have feen vchat 1 have done , the Heavens ad 
Stars are TPitneJfes of my Valour , and the WorU 
does undervalue it. Thefe Words which Timur 
fpoke, proceeded not from Vanity but Anger, 
which cod him his Life ; for the Mogul whom 
he had wounded being prefent, and pretending 
to be difpleafed with his Anfwer to this Prince, 
which he faid was not refpedful enough, fhot 
an Arrow', andkilled the generous Timur Melic.

The 
firfl of the limbecks who went out of Cap- 
fchac to eftablifh himfelf in Tranfoxiana, was 
SchaibeCf who made an Irruption into it about 
A. D. 1498. Heg. 904. and drove out thofe 
that remain’d of the Pofterity of Tamerlain, 
who oied A.D> 1404. Heg. 807. Thefe People 
were called Ketchebafch a , becaufe they ufed to 
wear on their Heads Caps made of Felt ,* and 
their Soldiers were called Tefchilbafch , that is 
to fay, Green-Heads, becaufe they wore a 
green picked Cap. Their Horfes are very 
lean, but extremely fwift. Their Arms are 
great long Bows and Arrows, Darts, Swords, 
fmall Bucklers, and Coats of Mail. The moil: 
part of them have thick Arms and Legs, with 
very disagreeable Faces. They fpeak in the 
Nofe like the Chinese ; but they love polite 
Breeding, and willingly apply themfelves to 
the Sciences and liberal Arts. Their Mer¬ 
chants trade chiefly in the higher Tartary , 
Mufcovy , and the Indies. They carry thither 
Silks, and a great deal of Manna, which they 
call Scherkeft , which fignifies the Milk of a 
Tree, becaufe this Drug is white. ’Tis a Dew 
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that falls on the Trees, and dropping from their 
Branches, they reduce it into fmall Grains, Heg 6l7# 
which the People put up into Glafles tor_bale. Mog . Thc 
They alfo fell Sturgeons Eggs, and falted Filh. serpent . 

Genghizcan having referved to himfelf the 
Conqueft of the moft important Places m this 
Country, and above all, of Bocara > Santavcande y 
jSTur , and caufed his Army firft to 

march towards Sogdiana and the River Oms % 
and pad thro feveral Provinces in his way 
thither. The firft City before which this Em¬ 
peror flopp’d was Zamuc. He fent, as was his 
Cuftom, one of his Captains to the Inhabitants 
of the City, to offer them all .kind of Security 
and good Treatment, if they would fubmft to 
the Conditions he propofed to them ; that is to 
fay, to demolifh their Caftle, and fend into 
his Camp all their young Men who could bear 
Arms, to ferve him in his Expedition. The 
Captain, whofe Name was Danifchemende Had - 
gib, fpoke to the Inhabitants in the moft per- V 

fuafive Terms imaginable 9 ,• infomuch, that the 
principal Perfons amongft them were willing 
to furrender, but the common People and Ga- 
rifon oppofed it: fo that the Grand Can was 
obliged to make his Troops come up and ra¬ 
vage the Countries round about this City. 

Then the People who were before willing to 
accept this Prince’s Propofals, fent a Magis¬ 
trate to affure him of their Readinefs to fub- 
mit to him, and offer’d to come to him; 
but the Emperor judged it better to let thefe 
People remain in the City, believing they 
might engage the reft to fubmit to him :

Reduction After which he continued his Match to- 
§j Nur. wards the City of Nur , fituate between Bo- 
car a and Samarcande. The Name of Nur% 
which fignifies Light, was given to this City, 
becaufe it enclofed feveral Places fwhofe pre¬ 
tended Holinefs drew from all Parts a great 
Concourfe of People s . The Gates were im¬ 
mediately fhut againfl the Moguls , the People 
flattering themfelves that the Sultan would 
fend them Succours, as he had given them 
hopes he would; /but the Governour, either 
thro Cowardife, or becaufe he believed Mehe- 
med not in a condition to affift them, or that 
he was corrupted by the Moguls , advis’d the 
Inhabitants to make no defence, and made 
them confent to do whatever he pleafed ; upon 
which he defired the Grand Can to fend a Ge¬ 
neral Officer with the Conditions he would 
grant in cafe Nur would furrender. Suida Beha- 
dcur was fent ,* the Governour prefented him 
with:the Keys, and put him in poifeffion of the 
Place. Suida demanded nothing but fome Corn

which the Inhabitants carried into his Camp ^ 2 
in fo great abundance, that there was enough Mo |; Th ' & 
to feed the Army even to the Frontiers of the Serpent• 
Country dependant on Bocara. Befides which, (/V'SJ 
they obliged themfelves to pay to the Grand 
Can annually the Sum of fifteen hundred 
Crowns of Gold, which they ufually paid to 
the Sultan. This Sum they advanced to him 
for the fird Year 

The impatient defire Genghiz.can had to get 
to Bocara , made him very indulgent to the 
People of thofe Towns wdiich he met with in 
his way j and whatcaufed fo earned a defire in 
him to get thither, was, becaufe this Place was 
the Center or Heart of the Sultan’s Dominions, 
and he knew that that Prince was retired thi¬ 
ther with the greateft part of his Riches, and 
therefore he made all the hafte he could, hoping 
to furprize him. But he was deceiv’d, for Me* 
homed (laid not for him, but having left twenty 
thoufand Men to defend the Place, depart¬ 
ed, taking with him all that he had mod pre¬ 
cious, and went fecretly to Samarcande, under 
pretence of putting fome other Affairs in or¬ 
der ; but in truth it was only to feek for a fe- 
curer Retreat to fave himfelf. 

Some counterfeit Letters which fell into his 
Hands contributed very much to his Flight, 
being thereby informed that his bed Officers 
would quit his Service ; and other Letters writ 
to the fame purpofe being dropt atnongd his 
Troops, caufed much Diforder. All thefe Let*

The Emperor 
permitted him to make ufe of this Artifice, 
after having got intelligence that there was a 
Mifunderftanding between the Sultan and the 
Queen his Mother, and that feveral Captains 
had left him to follow that Princefs. . Genghis 
cciyi himfelf ofter d his Afliftance to this Queen, 
' and a Settlement in Coraffana, or in any other 
Country of his Dominions which fhe pleafed 
to make choice of; but (he would not truft to 
the Promifes of a Prince whom fhe thought an 
Idolater. Mean while the Moguls encamp’d in 
the Plain of Bocara , where they had continued 
all the reft of the Winter of the Year 1219.

The Siege of Bocarac

T H E City of Bocara was fituate in thirty 
nine Degrees and fome Minutes of La¬ 
titude, a Day’s Journey North of the River 
Oxus. It was an antieot City in Tranfoxiana , 
and there were few more pleafant in the Eaft i 
and being advantageoufly fttuated for Trade, it 
drew to it the Merchants of all the Nations in 
Ada. The Country which belong’d to it 
reached from Oxus even to the Province of Sar 

marcande , which the Antients called Sogdianti 
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lOp 

&nd was the Boundary of that Province on the 

North fide* , , . , • , ^ e g-6i7* 

Befides the Walls of the City which were Mog . Tht 

iterv ftrorle, it had another Wall without, which Strpnn 
Was Ss Leagues in compafs, and (hut in 
not only the Suburbs, but alfo many pleafant Ab “ 15- 
Seats, and a great number of fine Farms, water d 
by the little River Sogde, which fprung from a 
Mountain called Botom, fituate in the Country 
of Pergane, nine Leagues from Bocara. We 
may eafily imagine the antient Sogdiana took 

its Name from this River. - 7 

j n t he Month of March 1220. the Moguls Fadlallah, 
forced this Outer Wall, and approached the Ci- b 393 , 
ty. The Tugures and the Chineje were hen in 
the Year which they call the Serpent . It is the 
Cuftom of the Partars to give to their Years the 
Names of Animals, and their Priefts form their 
Prediaions according to the Nature and tota¬ 
lities of thefe Animals : We muft alfo obierve 
that an Age with them is compos d but. 01 
twelve Years. The Grand Can, accompanied ^ 

With Prince Puli, encamped his Army before 
this Place, caufing it to be in veiled on all udes ; 
and then he deftroy’d the Suburbs, and began 

tobefieee it in form. ■ . 

The Inhabitants of Bocara found thcmfelves Mucotitty 
in a ftrange Conilernation, when from their P* 2 Y- 0 
Walls they beheld the prodigious number of 
Troops that furrounded them, and that Gen - 
ghizcan commanded them in Perfon.. Some 
were of opinion, deiirous to fave their Lives 
and Fortunes, that it was bed to fubrnit to the 
Enemy i But others bravely confuting theif 
Honour and Faith to their Prince and Country* 
thought of nothing elfe but ho w to make a vigo¬ 
rous Defence; and theie perfuaded themfelVCS 

that the Place being in a good Condition* 

p hut 
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full of all forts of Provifions, and defended by 
twenty thoufand Men, all experienced Troops, 
not to mention a much greater number of the 
Inhabitants who were able to bear Arms, they 
would" be in a condition to refill the Moguls , or 
at leafl to hinder their Progrefs a great while; 
c But, fays a 7 iurkijh Hiflorian, what did their 
‘ Walls avail them ? Whatever Forces the Be. 
« fiegedhad, Fortune was not on their fide.’ 

The Troops Mehemed had placed in the City 
to defend it were the Caufe of its being loft. 
They had for their Generals three 7 Captains, 
who did not anfwer the great Confidence the 
Sultan their Mafler repofed in them. And 
it muft be confefs’d, that this Prince made 
a very ill choice of his Generals. Thefe three 
Chiefs, tho Men of Quality, did one of the 
bafeft A&ions in the World. Fear took pof* 
feflion of their Minds, and without flaying till 
a Blow was flruck, they fled out of the City 
one night with the Troops they commanded, 
leaving the Inhabitants to the Mercy of their 
* Enemies. But this their fhameful Flight was 
juflly punifh’d ; for as they were retiring with 
their Families, and endeavouring to outwit 
the Moguls, in hopes to efcape under fhelter of 
the dark Night, their Defign was difcover’d; 
thirty thoufand Moguls purfued and overtook 
them on the Banks of the River Oxus , where 
they had a bloody Difpute. The Traitors 
were defeated, and almofl all of them put to 
the Sword. 

The Retreat of thefe Troops took from the 
Befieged all Hopes and Courage; there was 
nothing to be feen in the City but a general

Confufion. The greateft part of the Inhaht-'A"- Dorn, 
tants (aid,, that they mull now implore t 
Grand Can’s Clemency, and carry him he Mog . 0 
Revs of the City i and others, fearing his s^. 
Cruelty, would have them hearten to fiod^ 
but Defpair, and advifed that all the Inhabi 
rants iliould deftroy themfelves and City with 
Fire and Sword, to deprive the Moguls of the 
Glory and SatisfaSion of conquering them. 

Whilfl they were thus deliberating vhat to 
do, Getiabmcan, who was not ignorant of the 
diftraQed Condition they were m, caufed them 
to be attack’d on all fides; and whilfl. the En¬ 
gines were getting ready to be play d, a.l on 
a fudden they faw the Gates /elf open, as it 
Bocara had nothing more to fear. At the fame 
time all the Magiftrates of the City, the 
Lawyers, and chief of the Inhabitants cam. 
in a Body to meet the Emperor, to whom they 
prefented the Keys, and askd their Lives j 
which were granted them on condition they 
Ihould oblige themfelves by an Oath not to 
give any Ihelter or Affiftance to the Sultan of 
Cmz.me, and immediately to put out of Bo- 
earn all who could be fufpefied of being in 
that Prince’s Intereft, particularly all the mi¬ 
litary Officers and the Soldiers, whom it was 
forbidden them to conceal on any pretence 
whatfoever. They fwore exaftly to execute all 
the Grand Can’s Orders, and allured this 

Prince of an. eternal Fidelity to him. • , 

So foon as it was known in Bocartf that they, 
had nothing more to fear, an infinite number of 
People, impatient to fee their Hew Mailer, went 
r irth, and G?ngbiz,ca% took ppfleffioii of the 
lity; As for the Cuftley which Was fironfo 
o xrrtnno P^nnle who ^ere difpleafed with. 
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tired thither, being headed by the Governour, 
a brave Man, who refolved to hold out to the 
laft Extremity, and preferve his Reputation, 
which was dearer to him than his Fortune, 
Life, and Liberty. 

The Eaflern Hiftorians make no mention 
of the Manner in which the Mogul Emperor 
made his Entry into Bocard », They only fay, 
that he was accompanied by his Son Prince 
Tulican ; and that having flopp'd before a 
Mofque to look upon it, he asked if that were 
the Sultan of Cariune’s Palace: and being an- 
fwer'd by one of the Inhabitants that it was 
the Houfe of God, he refpe&fully got off his 
Horfe, and walked on foot. This Adion 
made the Bocarians think that Heaven had in- 
fpired him with Devotion; but fo foon as he 
was enter’d into it, they were convinced of 
their Error. He went up into a Gallery, and 
without the leaft Refpeft for the Place where 
he was, made a Difcourfe to the People and 
Magiftrates of the City, wherein he told them 
that they fliould immediately take care to find 
means to fubfift his Army; that the Country 
being dripp’d of all things, his Troops had 
differ'd much, and that therefore they fliould 
make hafte and fet open their Magazines* 
Then he defcended, and went out of the 
Mofque. 

All the People of Bocara hafted to^execute 
his Orders. They ran to their Magazines, 
but they found them already open'd ; for the 
Moguls were no fooner enter'd the City, but 
they began to fhow their Power by making 
themfelves Mafters of all the Provifions. And 
fo great a number of their Cavalry enter’d the 
Place, that they could fcarce find room to lodge 
their Horfes in; and all the Stables were fo full,

that they were obliged to put fome of them in¬ 
to Places very unfit for fuch Ufes. , 

A certain Hiftorian deplores on this occa- 
fion the Fate of the learned Men in Bocara. 
After having related the fervile Oihces the E* 
riemies obliged them to perform for them j 
« The Moguls , fays he, made Stables o. the 
« Libraries, they threw down the Books, and 
( by an unexampled Profanation, the Leaves or 
* the glorious Alcoran ferved tor Litter to their 
4 Horfes, and were trod under foot. I he 
good wife Men comforted themfelves for theie 
Diforders with the Confideration that it was 
the Will of Heaven, and muff be fubmitted to. 
And one amongft them anfwer d a Dodtoi who 
complain’d as he was talking with him. That it 
is requite they fhould fuffer Misfortunes without 
murmuring, fince it is the Wind of God s Anger that 
Mows upon them. All the Populace were mcon- 
folable ; and tho the Belief of Predefhnation 
generally comforted the Mahometans in their 
Misfortunes, yet they appear’d now unable to 
govern or moderate their Refentment. 

When GenghUcan had provided for the Sub* 
fiftence of his Troops, he retired to his I ent, 
where he repos’d himfelf for fome days, to give 
time to his Soldiers to -refrefh themfelves. This 
Prince loved to fpeak in Publick, becaufe in 
the beginning of his good Fortune he had fuc- 
cefsfully experienced the Power of his Elo¬ 
quence. He caufed the principal Men of Bo~ 
earn to be call’d together. I he Magifh ates, 
Lawvers, Priefts, theAntients, and chief ^Ma¬ 
hometans made hafte to know his Pleafure. They 
placed themfelves roundabout a kind of Tri¬ 
bunal or Pulpit ere&ed for him in a Field: 
which the Grand Can afeending, began his 
Oration with praifing God, and a particular 
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detail of all the Favours he had received from 
him. After which he .represented to his Audi’ 
tors how great God's Anger mull be againft 
them by reafon of their Sultan s Crimes, whom 
he accufed of Treachery and Breach of Faith, 
But, added he, the mofl deteftable Ailion of all-he 
has’done, and what will the mofl aftonijb Pofterity, /j 
the Murder committed at Otrar by his own Order 
zipon the Per Jons of my Ambajfador, and the Mo¬ 
gul Merchants. O.trar has already felt my Ven¬ 
geance ; and the. perfidious Gayercan, who m 
over-faithful in executing the unjuft and barbarous 
Commands of the King of Carizme, jhall foon lofe 
his Life in the Chains in which I have kept him Cap 
live. He fin idl'd his Difcourfe with telling 
them that God had chofen him to punifh Mehe - 
wed for all hlR>uelries, and at the fame time 
to clear the Earth of him and all other Tyrants, 
At this Period of his Difcourfe he dop'd, to 
give time for the Interpreters to explain what 
he had faid to the Cariz,means. 

After he had a long time entertained them on 
the Subject of their Monarch's Crimes, and 
how little they were obliged to that King for 
having drawn that War upon them, and boafted 
of the intimate Communication he pretended 
to have with God, and the Authority he had 
by Infpiration received from him to govern all 
the Kingdoms of the Earth, he at lad came to 
the Point for which it is mod probable he^ had 
called them together. He tedify'd the Satif- 
fa&ion he had received from the Inhabitants of 
Bocara , in their having voluntarily and without 
Compuldon furnidled his Army with all things 
they wanted; but he added, that this Action 
was but a flight Proof of their Obedience and 
Good will to him, and that it was only to try 
them that he had order’d them to give his

The happy Situation 
drew frefh Inhabitants to fettle there ; an 
this City was as much efteem d after its Re- 
eftablifhment, as it was before its Rum, the Abulfeda, 
Country being full of fertile Plains which pro-*. 226. 
duc’d abundance of all good things. # . 

The Princes Zagatai and OBni having rejoin d 
the Emperor their Father berore the Burning 
of the City, render’d him an account of their 
Expedition to Otrar ; andhe teftifyd to them 
how well he was fatisfy d with their Conduct. 

The City of Bocara was the more regretted, 
becaufe all Arts and Sciences had flourilhd 
there as much as in any Place in the Skorld. 

Several learned Men had render d it famous ; 
amonsft whom was the learned Avtcen . 

This Philofopher follow’d the greateft parr ot 
his Studies in .the Univerftty which in his

* Bocara , a City famed for the Sciences where Avtcen 
ftudied, who was a great Philofopher and Phyucian. 
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time was in this City ; but he was bom in a , 
nother Place in this Country, in a Town na" 
med Afbana 9 . He fays himfelf that he leaned 
the Alcoran and Humanity at Bocara, which he 
perfectly knew before he was ten Years old* 
and that in fine, having learn’d Arithmetick 
he apply’d himfelf to the Mathematicks, which 
he began by the reading of Euclid. After which 
he gave himfelf to the Study of Philofophy, 
Phyfick, and Theology ,• in which he made fo 
great Progrefs, that he was Matter of all the 
Sciences at eighteen Years of Age : That after 
his Father’s Death he went to Court, to which 
he was called, having gained a great Reputa¬ 
tion ; that he there obtain’d Places of Truft, 
and was fo much efteem’d by his Prince, that 
he became his chief Minifter ,* yet ceafed not 
to purfue his Studies. 

He died at Hamadan , An. Dom. 1036. H<$ 
428. aged fifty eight Years, or thereabouts, ac¬ 
cording to the Lunar Computation made by 
Bencafem an Attronomer, compared with the 
Solar. The Orientals allure us that Avm 
did publifh more than a hundred Volumes both 
in Profe and Verfe ,* and they fay that his Works 
were called "The Glorious Works* They alfo 
obferve that he extremely loved Wine and 
Women.

The Walls w r ere likewife fenced 
ram\in with Battlements and Towers, to fight pnder 
GdIius. fhelter, and were furrounded with a very 
deep Ditch, thro which an Aquedud was laid 
that carried the Water from a little River in 
leaden Pipes, which convey’d it into all Parts 
of the City of Samarcand in fiich a manner, 
that there was not a great Street but what 
had Water running thro it, or a Houfe of 
any confequence without a Fountain. Befides 
this, there was a riling Ground from whence 
feveral Rivulets defeended, forming Spouts and 
Cafcades of Water, which ferved to adorn their 
publick Places, and pleafe the Eye. The Inha¬ 
bitants were very curious to have line Gardens, 
and every Houfe had one belonging to it. 

In this great City there was an Inclofiire 
called the inner City, which had four Gates, 
but the Walls were defencelefs. The principal 
Mofque of Samarcand was within this Enclo- 
fure, as alfp the Palace where the Prince ufed 
to refide. 

Jacut reports, that when one went to the top 
cf the Fortrefs to view the City, one could fee 
nothing but Trees and the Roofs of fome 
Houfes; which is not at all furprizing, lince in 
this great Circumference of Land that thefe 
Walls enclofed, there were plow’d Lands, Fields, 
and an infinite number of Gardens, nay even 

Ivloun- 
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Mountains and Valleys. There are feme An 
thors who pretend that this City was built by Hsg- 6 , 7> 
Alexander the Great , during the time of his Mo? . The 
Conquefts in Tranfixiana iudSaBruma, and serpent, 
that hp pave it the Name of Alexandria. But 
s Opinion has little grounds to fupport it 
as has alfo that of an EafternAuthor who 
imagined it to have beeu built by a Kin & 
of Arabia Felix, called Tobai ; for that -it y 
was built before Tobai, who was of the Fami¬ 
ly of Tabateba, as Hez,arfen allures us in his Um- 
verfal Hifiory cf Afia. It was Handing before 
Alexander the Great’s time; and the Arabian Tan?ihj a 
King ‘Tobai did only build one Gate, yet called u n - iVer .

The Mogul Emperor was not inform d time Mirconde, 

enough of the Sultan’s being retired into Sa- P* 2 °* 
marcand’, for which reafon he could not pi e- 
vent his Retreat thence, nor overtake him in 
his Paflage into Corajfana, whatever Forces he 
had fent after him: He therefore thought no 
more of any thing but making P eparations 

for this Siege ; which he fuppofed would take

up much time ; and in truth, the great number 
of Soldiers that were in the City, theabu Q . 
dance of Proviiions which he had not been 
able to hinder them from getting in, altho the 
Moguls had feized of abundance of Places from 
whence they could much annoy the Inhabitants, 
the Strength of the Walls and the Ditch, all 
feemed to promife a long Refiftance. 

Mehemed , not doubting but this City WouliJ 
be belieged by the Moguls , had caufed Troops 
to enter into it to the number of one hundred 
and tenthoufand Men, fixty thousand of whom 
being Turks, had Commanders cf great Re- 
nown ; and the others, fay s Fadlallah, were all 
of thofe brave Tagis i , each of whom upon an 
Exigence w r ould not have jflirunk back or trem¬ 
bled at the Sight of an angry Lion, or an E- 
lephant in Fury. Belides thefe Troops there 
were twenty of the biggeft and ftrongeft Ele- | 
phants, and fo great a quantity of People, both 1 
Inhabitants of the City, and thofe who were , 
retired into it for their Safety, that the Place, 
tho of fo great an Extent, could hardly con¬ 
tain fo many Men. 

Genghizcan being arrived before Samar cad, 
caufed the Place to be view’d, and then form’d j 
the Siege, giving his Orders to his Lieutenant j 
Generals, and marking out himfelf the Polls they 
fhould place themfelves at; and when the En* 
gines were ready, he caufed feveral Places to 
be attack’d at the fame time, to frighten the Be* 
fieged. They fullain’d thefe Attacks with much 
Courage ; and fome of their beft Troops fal-

lied out with fo much Bravery and Refolutioa, An -*£“>•' 
that they overthrew all they met with ; and 6i7 _ 
had already .kill’d a great many of the Moguls, Mo ' g . Thl 
when they perceiv’d that frefh Troops ran serpau. 
from all Parts to the Beliegers Afliftance, up- 
on which they retreated in good Order int mai . can( jj 
thpJr Citv with a great many Prifoners. 1 heir - tn hh ia- 
Wefsin this Sally encouraged the Befieged dkhab Sa¬ 
to make others every day, in which fometimes laune. 
one fide, and fometimes the other, got the bet¬ 
ter ; fo that in a fhort time a great many brave 

Men were kill’d on both fides. r , . 

One may judge by thefe Beginnings that the 
Moguls mud have experienced in this Enterprize 
all the Difficulties that the Befiegers of any 
Place could meet with from a City that was 
very flrong, and well provided, if the Spirit ot 
Difcord had not crept in amongft the Beheged. 

But fo many forts of People of different Na¬ 
tions as were in that City, could not agree ; 
and a Mifunderftanding, rather than Fear, di¬ 
vided them into two Parties, one of which 
were for furrendring the Town, to avoid being 
plunder’d .and put to death, which it was cer¬ 
tain They would have been, if the Moguls got Abulcair, 
it by Storm; and the others, # of which Alub-b* °- 
can the Governour of the Place was the chief, 
trading to the Number and Valour of the Ga- 
rifon, rather than to the fair Promifes of the 
Moguls , were of opinion that they fhould con¬ 
tinue to defend it to the lad Extremity, for 
their Sultan’s Honour, and the Prefervation of 
their Religion. 

Thefe two Parties not being able to unite 
in Opinion, ceafed to ad together. The Go¬ 
vernour, who was poffefs’d of the Cadle, for¬ 
tify’d himfelf and Friends in the bed Pods in 

the City : and thofe that were inclined to yield,

44 ^ to preferve their Eftates. 

Condemir. The Cady and Mufty were' nominated by 
this Party to go to the Grand Can in their be¬ 
half, to try to obtain of him an honourable 
Compofition. After they had faluted him, he 
ashed them what was their Bufinefs- Then in¬ 
terceding for the reft of the Befieged, they 1 
befought him to pardon them the Refinance 
they had made, to which they were obliged 
by the Fidelity they owed their Sultan. And 
to the end the Mogul Emperor might not re¬ 
proach them for being falfe to their Duty, they 
told him that they had not come to make him 
thefe Offers, if they had not found themfelves 
conftrain’d to it by a fuperior Power, which 
had convinced them that it was God’s Pleafure 
they fhould fubmit to the great Genghizcan, 
whofe Clemency they now implored, promi- 
fing an entire Submiflion to him, both for them* 
felves, and for all thofe their Friends who were 
in the City. 

Altho Genghiizcan had received the Cady and 
Mufty with much Civility, yet he did not grant 
them all they demanded : And perhaps he had 
refufed them all, had he not fear’d that De- 
fpair might re-unite their Minds, and infpire 
them with Refolution enough to defend the 
Place to the laft Extremity, which would have 
render’d the taking of Samarcand very uncet- 
tain, and confequently have been a great hin- 
drence to his other Defigns. He only granted 
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Life and Fortune to the Cady and Mufcy who 
brought the Mefl'age, and to all thofe of th 
Party ; but he would not allow any Favou 
thofe of the contrary Party, whatever intrea- 
ty the Cady and Mufty made ufe of to prevail 
with him to comprehend them in the Capitula¬ 
tion. He fept Commiflaries with fufficient 
Troops to take poflfcffion of the Gate 4 which 
they were , to deliver to him, with Orders to 
fpare the Lives of all thofe whom the Ca uy 
and Mufty prote&ed. All who were ot their 
party came together to them at their Return , 
after which they were diftributed by hundreds 
in the Fields, and number’d, amounting to 
more than fifty thoufand Pcrfons. ^ 

Mean while the Governour held thofe Places 
jn the City that were rpoft difficult of Accefs, 
believing that the Refiftance he was able to 
make, wouid procure him better Terms than 
what he was otherwife to expert; for he very 
well knew that Genghiz,ccm had refolved to give 
him no Quarter, and therefore he prepared to 
make him change his Refolution, or to die glo- 
rioufly for his Maften the Moguls attack d 
Alukan , who fultain’d their Afiaults with ex¬ 
traordinary Courage. For four Days they could 
not force him to" yield j but the fifth, feeing 
they had taken all the other Pofts but that 
which he in Perfon defended, he refolved ei¬ 
ther to perifh, or deliver himfelf out of the 
Danger he was in, by running a generous ven¬ 
ture, which was to open himfelf and Friends a 
way thro the Enemies Army with their Swords- 
He communicated his Defign to the chief Offi~ 
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* This Gate was called the Gate of the Mofaue* Abulcair, 
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cers of the Troops he had left with him. They 
approved of it, and promifed to execute what- 
foever he commanded them to undertake. And 
their Circumdances requiring Speed, and their 
Safety confiding in their Diligence, the Hour 
was fixt in which he thought it mod proper 
for them to make the Attempt* A thoufand 
chofen Horfemen, who carried nothing with 
them to incumber them, well mounted, got 
ready to attend their Commander; and at a 
Signal he gave them, they broke thro the Mo¬ 
guls Camp, whom they furprized, and in fpite 
of them efcaped. 

The Soldiers who remain’d in the City being 
inform’d of the Governour’s Retreat, lod all Cou¬ 
rage, and the Moguls were foon Maders of the 
Place, which they plunder’d, ruin’d the Walls, 
and put to the S word thirty thoufand Men who 
remain’d of the Garifon, which had been drawn 
out of certain Tribes of T'urks, who had be¬ 
fore been Subje&s to the Sultan’s Mother, and 
amongd whom the Prince of Ccmgouli w 7 as found, 
with five or fix petty Princes. They made all 
People, both Men and Women, go forth of 
the City, whom they would make Slaves of. 
The Tradefmen, who were at lead thirty thou* 
fand in number, were didributed amongft the 
Princes, Generals, and other Officers of the 
Army. The red of the Inhabitants were par¬ 
don’d, on condition theyfhould furnifhtwohuir 
dred thoufand Dinars, or Crowns of Gold, for 
their Ranfom; and then the Soldiers were or¬ 
der’d to give over plundering, after they had 
loaded themfelves w'ith the Spoils. Yet what¬ 
ever Grief and Refentments the Inhabitants felt 
to fee their City thus pillaged, they could not 
but be fenfible of feme Pleafure that they were 
permitted to live dill with their Families and 
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Genghizcan the Great. 

Friends, and to enjoy what their Enemies could 
not carry away. The Rcduaion of Samarcand 
was the more pleafing to Genghzxtm, becaufe 
he did not expefl it fo foon. He put the City 
into fuch a Condition as he thought fit; and 
after having repdfed his Troops for feme time, 
giving Rewards to thofe who had deferred 
tiiem, he prepared to execute other Euter- 
prifes. At this time, and without the City of 
Samarcand , in a Place called Gheucferai, Gayer * 
can the Governour of Otrar , was put to death 

by the Grand lean’s Order. 

The City of Samarcand , according to ulug- 
bev, who was Sovereign of it, was in forty 
Degreesof Latitude, fituate in the antient .Sog- 
diana; for the Province itfelt, and the River 
that waters it, are at this day called Sogde. It 
was built on the South fide of the River, the 
Water of which, as we have faid, was diltri- 
buted by Canals and Pipes all over the City. 
It ran along the Out fide of the Walls of Sdr 
marcand, and render’d the Country very plea- 
fant, and the Walks very agreeable. Its Banks 
were planted thick with Fruit-Trees* which 
yielded a great Revenue; one pait of the 
Fruits belonging to certain Magi, to whom it 
was given., on condition they Ihomd take caic 
to obferve whatever pall upon this River ; for 
which reafon they dwelt along the Banks of it 

Winter and Summer. . 

At prefent Samarcand is confideraole, not only 
becaufe of the Advantages I have been fpcalung 
of, and of the Beauty of its publick Buildings 
and Market-Places, which are built and paved 
with very fine Stones fetched from a Mountain 
called Cuhac; but alfo becaufe of its Commerce 
with Great Tartary , India , and Per Jin, from 
whence they bring all forts ol Merchandize.

Of thefe the Inhabitants drive 
M s°L„V a great Trade; and 'tis from thefe Gardens 
J thofe excellent Melons are gather d which are 
ufed in India in the depth of Winter at the 
great Lord’s Tables. They alfo make Silk- 
Paper in this Place, the fined in the World 5 . 
The Turkijh Letter which was fent to the King 
of France in the Year 1675. by the King of 
Perfia , was writ upon Paper made in Samar - 
cand ; and that which he commonly writes his 
Letters upon, is made at Efterabad , and is cal¬ 
led Abadu In fine, there is in Samarcand ^a fa¬ 
mous Academy of Sciences. An XJzbec Prince* 
is at prefent Lord of this City ; and tho he is 
not fo potent as his Predecefiors, yet he is 
much greater than the Cans of Bale and Boca - 
ra, who are alfo Uzbecs as well as he. Thefe 
three petty Princes are almod always at war 
with the King of Perfia , and are leagued toge¬ 
ther againd him.

W HEN the Mogul Emperor was going 
to befiege Samarcand , he was in.orm d 
of the Sultan of Cammes being fled thence 
bv the way of the River Oxu, towards the 
Country of Termed. He immediately font a 
Detachment of thirty thoufand Horfe to pur 
foe him; and thefeTroops being led with ex¬ 
treme Diligence by able Officers, fill d all the 
Countries with Dread, which the Moguls had 
any caufe to fear, and broke all the Meafures of 
the Sultan and his Son Prince Gelaleddm-T. hele 
Troops were commanded by Hubbe Nevian, 
Suida Bebadcur, and Emir Touquer, each of who 
held the Rank of Princes amongft f he ^ a "- 
The Emperor, that they might be the left e - 
barafs’d in their March, gave to each of them 
hut one Toman, that is to fay, ten thoufand 
Men, and order’d them not to go fo far afund , 
as to be unable to join each other foon upoi 
occafion, and to live together in a P e “f« >■> 
nion. And this is the Subftance of the Orders 
.they received from this Prince.

Thefe three Generals, after having taken 
leave of the Grand Can, went away at the 
Head of their Troops in the Month of June in 
the Year 1220. Led by a falfe Report, they 
marched towards the Frontiers of India, and 
palling the Oxus, enter’d into the Country of 
Bale, where they made a very exadt fearch after 
the King of Carizwie; but not being able to 
get any News of him, they took Guides, and 
drew towards Corajfana. The General 7 'our 
quer advanced Fill towards India, and the two 

others turned fhort towards Herat, the Capi¬ 
tal 
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tal of Coraffana. The Prince Emnmalec, the

Touquer fometime after having left the Fron 

tiers o ? f India, arrived in the Country of 
where he committed fome ASs of H y, 
not knowing, or pretending not to know that 
the Governour had fubmitted to his Collegues. 

This Proceeding obliged the People ofthe 
Country to defend themfelves. fh 
mnmakc Cent a Man to the two other Mogul 
Generals to inform them of the ill Treatment: ie 
had met with. In the mean time, fome i roops 
went out of the City, and join d themfelves to 
the Country People who had taken Aims 
which together made an Army fo uperi 
To« 2 «CT>’s, 8 .that he was beaten and received a 
Wound in the Croud, of which he died. So 
that when the Officer whom Hubbe Nevian and 
Suida Bebadeur Cent to inform him of the 1 rea 
ty made with the City, arrived, he only fervcd 
to conduct the Remainder of his Army o 
Place where the other Generals were; F dl ll h 

When Hubbe and Suida were cotAo to Zave *>*». 
they demanded Refrefhments ; but re 
bitants fhut the Gates againft them, and would 
‘ ,f Q_4 S ranC 
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grant them none. The Moguls who were no\v 
in w r ant of Vi&uals, fent to entreat the Go- 
yernour of the City not to refufe them; but 
whatever Prayers and Qffers they made him, 
they could obtain nothing: which fo much in- 
cenfed them, that they immediately prepared 
to take the Place, which the Soldiers did with 
the greater Fury, becaufe they were promifed 
the Plunder of it, and had already fuffer’d 
great want of Provificns. Thus, notwith- 
flanding all the Refinance the Belieged could 
make, the Moguls took the City in three days 
time, tho not without the Lofs of a great many 
Men : But this Lofs made them fo furious, that 
they put to the Sword all that fell into their 
handstand then plunder'd the Houfes, and 
feized of all they could carry away. 

Zave was a City of a moderate Bignefs, fi- 
tuate between Herat and Nifchabour, in thirty 
five degree^ twenty minutes of Latitude. Se* 
yeral famous Men were born in this Place. 

The Moguls , after having repofed themfelvcs 
for fome days, marched towards Nifchabour , on 
Advice given them by a Spy that the Sultan 
was enter’d there. They fent fome Scouts be¬ 
fore to obferve the State of Affairs, and defired 
that above all things they would make it their 
bufinefs to learn fome News of the King of 
Cariz.me , and to inform themfelves -whether he 
was ftill in that City, or if gone out of it, 
-what Road he had taken, and where he could 
be. Thefe Moguls were no fooner got into 
Nifchabour , but they were difcover’d, and the 
reafon of their coming guefs’d at. The Peo¬ 
ple ufed them civilly, and deputed three Per¬ 
sons cf Quality, who were related to the Sul¬ 
tan, to go to the Mogul Generals to treat with 
them. 

Thefe 
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Thefe Deputies had full Power given them An Don,: 
to ofi'er what Conditions they thought fit 
without the fear of being contradi&ed , and Mo „_ Thc 
-f ter having in the Governour s Name made serpent. 
their Offers of Submiffion, they promifed to 
„ive all the Money that was demanded, with 
ill forts of Refreshments the Mogul Army 
had need of, and even obliged themfelves 
to pav Tribute to the Grand Can, and not 
to aflift or fuccour his Enemies. On thefe 
Conditions the Inhabitants yielded, and re¬ 
ceived no Injury; they even obtain d of Ge¬ 
neral Hubbe a Guard to fecure them from the 
infults of the Tartars who might come after him. 

What had happen’d to the Inhabitants of He¬ 
rat, made them ufe this Precaution All things 
thus agreed, the Deputies of Nifchnbour made 
no difficulty to confefs that the Sultan had 
been in their City, but allured the Generals 
that he was gone out of it with deiign to go 
to the Perjian Hircania, or Trac Age mi ^ a Country 
antiently inhabited by the Parthians; which he 
was perfuaded to do by the Prince Amedecb 
Hin> who accompanied him. They added, 
that this Amededdin was Son to the Vizier 
neddin. Prince of Trac Agemi, one or the Sul- 
tan of Cari^me’s Sons : That being defirous to 
return into Perfia , where his deareft Compa¬ 
nions were, and he had been ufed to live, le 
had perfuaded his Grandfather, over whom he 
had a great Afcendant, to retire thither, an 
leave Corajjana; telling him that the Province o 
Trac abounded with Men, and that he might 
eafily raife a great Army there, and being all 
ted by his Father Rucpieddin , he would be tur- 
nifhed with all things neceffary, and loon be 
in a condition to revenge himfelf upon Gen- 

ihiuan. But; 
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fm. Bom. But Amededdin deceived the King and himfelf 
1220. anc j cou i c | n oc have given worfe Advice ; for 
M?’ V/Ji ^ rac was not rauc h powerful a Country 
serpent. as Coraffana , which he perfuaded him to quit. 

Coraffana contained the mod populous Cities, 
Golius in and thofe Provinces pf Afia that were the moil 
kts No * e f s beautiful and rich. The antient Aria, fo cele- 
gani! ^ ef " Crated for its Fertility, was but a Part of it; 
BaBrima , which was no lefs populous, nor Iefs 
in extent, or plentiful, was another; and the 
antient Parapo?nifa made up but the leaft part 
of it, according to the Limits Abulfeda gi ves to 
Coraffana. 

Abulfeda, He bounds that Province oil the Weft Side 
209. with Jurgiana, which was the Margiana of the 
Antients, and with the great Defart which fe- 
parates it from the Province of Trac Agemi , 
which is alfo called the Perjian Hircania , or the 
mountainous Part of the Country of Parthia] 
be confines it on the South with the Province of 
Comus , which was the Comifina of Ptolemy , and 
by the Defart which feparates it from Perfm 
properly fo called : he places on theEaft of it 
India and Segeftan, which Quintus Curtius calls 
the Country of the Sufitanians; and, in fine, 
he fays, that on the North it is environ’d by 
‘Tranfoxiana and ‘ Turqueftan . 

Baceufy’* Some others report, that its Frontiers exten- 
Geograyht ded even to Sogdiana; which proves that the 
Country of Coraffana was of a vaft Extent. 
It had often had the Title of a diftindt King¬ 
dom, of which Bale had in times paft been the 
Capital. Nifchabour had alfo been fo in its 
turn; and in later times Scha-Ifmael order’d 
that Mefchehed fhould be fo. The Uz,bec 
Princes at prefent pofl’efs the beft Part of Co - 
raff ana, and the reft is under the King of Perfta.

During this 
time the Mogul Generals having got News ot 
this King, marched after him, purfuing his 
Steps; and made fo great hafte that they fur- 
prized him at Farzine, fome little time after he 
was gone out of Maradoulet. They cut to Fadlallah 
pieces the beft part of his Army, and the Re-A 39 
mainder fled, Rucneddin himfelf fled as far as 
the Frontiers of Quirman. let the Sultan e- 

\ * in nrl 
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fcaped from the Moguls , a ad retired by feveral 
By-ways with a fmall number of Officers into 
Guilan , and from thence to Eftedad , a Place 
much efteem’d for its Situation, the ftrongeft 
City of Mazandran, and the mod difficult to 
beliege, becaufe an Army could not come near 
it but by very narrow Patfages. He fo well 
concealed the Place of his Retreat from his E- 
nemies, that they were obliged to fend out 
Parties on all fides to get News of him : But 
at laft a Lord of that Country, to be re¬ 
venged on the Sultan, who had put his Uncle to 
death, headed a fmall Detachment of Moguls , 
and at lad difcover’d the Way the Prince had 
taken. Then he advanced almoft to Eftedad, 
where feme Peafants told him that the King of 
Carizme was in a Town near the Cafpian Sea, 
where he every day aflided at the publick 
Prayers which the Imam made in the Mofque 
at the ufual Hours. One Hidorian w'rites that 
this unfortunate Sultan melted into Tears wheg 
he heard the Alcoran read, and that he made 
many ardent Vows to Heaven, and promifed 
with a loud Voice, punctually to obferve thefe 
Vows, and to govern his People with as much 
Gentlenefs as Equity, if God would deliver 
him out of the Danger he was now in, and 
that he fhould fee himfelf re-eft ablifhed in his 
Throne. 

Mean time the Moguls , conducted by the 
Traitor who ferved for a Guide to them, be- 
fet the Tow ; n where they were inform’d the 
'King was, yet they miffed of him : for he 
being upon his guard, had provided a Bark rea¬ 
dy equipp’d on the Sea-fhore, to throw himfelf 
into in cafe of need ; and accordingly he em¬ 
bark’d on the firff notice given him of thp 
Enemy’s Approach.

W HILST thefe things part in the Ifle Abulcair, 
of Abifcon , Genghizcan , who was at Sa- b 21 • 
mar candy order’d the three Princes hiseldeft Sons 
to go and conquer the Kingdom of Carizme; and 
to enable them to do it, he gave them the one half 
of his Troops, with equal Power to ad, as lie 
had done to OBai and Zagataiy when he fent them 
to Otrar after the Battel of Caracou. He was 
of opinion that feveral Generals, and particu¬ 
larly Brothers, ading in concert, muft have bet¬ 
ter Succefs than if the foie Power was lodg’d in 
one Perfon ; but Experience afterwards con¬ 
vinced him he was miftaken. As for himfelf, he 
refolved fo foon as the Princes were on their 
march, to go by fmall Journeys into the Coun¬ 
try of 1’ranfoxiana, W'hich was not yet reduced, 
and to befiege what Cities he thought proper,, 
till he received News of Sultan Mehemed. 

The Country of Carizme is that which Pto - 
loniy call’d Chorafmia. It had T'ranfoxiana on the 
Eaft, Coraffana on the South, and was fepara- 
ted from both thefe Provinces by Defarts ; on 
the North it had Great 'Tartary, and on the 
Weft the Cafpian Sea, which feveral of_ the 
Eaftern Geographers do call the Lake of Ca¬ 
rizme. 
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riume: On this fide alfo there were fome 0- 
ther Countries of the Turks. The Capital Ci¬ 
ty was alfo called Cariz,me , fince called Corcame 
by the Perjians , and Orcange by the Moguls. It 
was about fix fmall days Journey from the 
Cafpian Sea, and. fituate on the Weft fide of the 
River Oxus, in the forty fecond Degree of La¬ 
titude. All the Extent of the true Country 
of Cariz,me was but from the thirty feventh to 
the forty fecond Degree of Latitude, and 
from the ninety fecond Degree of Longitude to 
the ninety fixth inclufive ; that is to fay, that it 
was not above feventy two Leagues from the 
Eaft to the Weft-’ 

The Conveniencys great Rivers afford, gene¬ 
rally invite People to dwell in Places near them. 
The moft confiderable Part of this little King- 
domwas in the Neighbourhood of the River 
Oxus .. The Cities one beheld on the Borders 
of this River were all built of Brick, and very 
near to one another. Some of thofe on the 
South fide were very beautiful. Thofe that 
were fartheft up in the Country appear’d leaft 
confiderable. The Name of Carix>me was like- 
wife given to Tranfoxiana , and to many other 
Provinces in which were many fine Govern¬ 
ments. This Country abounded with learned 
Men, who were skill’d in Philofopby and ail 
Sciences. Poetry then reigned there; and 
there were few Orientals more polite than thefe. 
They apply’d themfelves much to Mufick, or 
were rather naturally Muficians; and an Ex- 
preffion concerning their Children became cuf- 
tomary in the Levant , that they difcover’d fome- 
thingof Mufick even in their crying.

She had 
the Title given her of Codavende Gchart , that is 
to fay, the Lady of the World ,- and her Power 
was fo well eftablifh’d in the Empire, that 
when there came double Orders, one from 
Mebemed, and the other from her on the fame 
Subject, they only look’d on the Date, and 
thofe Orders that were laft dated were executed 
without Scruple, tho the firft Orders were 
figned with the Sultan’s own Hand. In her 
Difpatches file took upon her the Title of 
Protedfre fs of the Faith and of the World, and 
Queen of Women.

237 * they put the feveral Quarters of the City under 
the Command of thofe Officers whom they 
judged moft able to take care of them ; and, 
in fine, fifty thoufand Men were commanded 
to guard the Gates and Walls. 

iSFotwithftanding all thefe Preparations, the 
Mogul Van-Guard were no fooner come up, but 
they invefted the Town, and feized on all the 
advantageous Polls; fo that the three Princes 
found all things in a good Forwardnefs. They 
fir ft view’d the Place, and held a Council of 
War, where the Manner of the Siege was re¬ 
folded on. All the Officers then went to the 
Polls appointed them, feveral Towers were 
raifed to place the Engines on, and all things 
were prepared for beginning the Attacks. And 
having nothing to fear of any Armies coming 
to relieve the Town, they made no Intrench- 
ments or Lines. When all things were ready, 
the Princes fsnt to fummon the Governour to 
furrender, and to acknowledge the Grand Can 
for his Sovereign ; which if he refufed, he was 
A to expedno Quarter either for the Garifcnor 
himfeif. He anfwer’d to tins Summons like a 
brave Man, and inftead of confenting to yield 
to their Demands, protelled he would be true 
to his Prince, even to his laft Breath. 

Upon this Anfwer the Moguls made a general 
Attack. There was nothing to be heard in e- 
very Quarter of the City hut the Noife of the 
Engines, nor fecn, but whole Clouds of Ar¬ 
rows, and Darts rmVd with Fire. The Mo-

* 22 °' fo frequent and fo obftiuate, that the Moguls 
Mo|l The V au - eti Stones to fupply the Engines ; and ha- 
Serpent* ving at lftft nothing left to annoy their Enemies, 
&W thgmfflves obliged to batter the Town with 
great Pieces of the Trunks of Mulberry-Trees, 
with which this Country abounded. They had 
them faw’d alunder, fit to be put into their 
Engines,; which did not prove of much ufe to 
them. Neither did the Befieged talk of furrea- 
dring to them ; for befides the vigorous Re- 
fiftance they made, the Ditches round their 
City were very wide, and very deep, and the 
River fill’d them with Water. The Princes 
believing this Place w'ould be as eafy to take 
as the others, were willing to (pare their Sol¬ 
diers the Time and Labour of filling them up*, 
but when they faw there was a neccflity of do¬ 
ing it, they order’d feveral Companies of Sol¬ 
diers to ;fep about it. And the great Quantity 
of Water with which the River Oxas fupply’d 
the Ditches, rendering their Labour inef- 
fe&ual, it was refolved that the Courfe of the 
River fhould be turned by a Canal, in order to 
carry the Water off another w r ay, which would 
make it more, eafy to drain the Ditch, and af¬ 
terwards fill it up. 

Three thoufand Men were order’d to make 
this Canal, and were already far advanced in 
the Work, when part of the Befieged one day 
went forth of the City, and ftole fo cunning¬ 
ly along the Side of the River under the Co¬ 
vert of the Trees and Reeds that grew there, 
that they furprized the Workmen, made a great 
Slaughter of them,, and retired back into the 
City before the Moguls: cameup, who ran from all 
Parts at the Report of this Difturbance, and had 
only the Vexation of feeing their Companions 

dead, 
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Head or lying wounded in the Canal. Yet An. 
this Misfortune did not make them give over 6[7 _ 
their Undertaking;: others were inRanuy o Mog . Th , 
der’d to purfue the Work ; and to prevent tne s „pe«t. 
like Misfortune, fo many Troops, were Cent to

more to attempt to interrupt this Vvork. When 
it was accomplifh’d they turned the River in¬ 
to the Canal, which taking its Courfe that. \ia), 
and no longer fupplying the Ditcn with \Va- 
ter, they foon found means to drain K, and to 
fill it up with Earth, Straw, and Fagots. 

One may eafily imagine the aviz.-nea.ns did M.rwnfc, 
notfuffer their Ditches to be filled up, with-MO- , 
out endeavouring to incommode the vVoi kmen , 
but the continual Attacks that , were made to 
emplov them, call’d for all their Care and A 
tention. All things fuccecded as the Moguls pro 
pofed to themfelves ; the Ditches were, fill d 
up in fpite of all the Sallies which the Befiegeu 
could make, during the continual Alarm m 
which the Moguls kept them on all .ides. 1 hen 
the Princes caufed the Batteries to be redou¬ 
bled, and confiderable Breaches were made, 
and a general A (fault given with fo muth Vi¬ 
gour, that the Mogul Standards were planted on 
the Walls. If this Aftion made the Moguls 
fliout for Joy, it put the other fide into a Con- 
fternation. The Sight of the Enem.es Eaihgns 
handing on their Walls, gave frefh Courage to 
the Befieged. Tiiey ran in Crowds to t. 

Places where the Moguls had planted them, and 
ufed fuch great Efforts, that they tore them 
down. They even repaired the E rea , ch ?£ ’ ani J 
the Inhabitants had no lefs ihare in toe Ban & e 

than the Garifon. G . 

On both fides they did nothing but fight 

during feveral days, from morning till evening, 
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Asu Dom. and yet the Difputes generally ended to the 
1220. Advantage of the Befieged. This much de- 
The fp^ed the Princes ; and ill Succefs generally 
Serpent, producing a Mifunderftanding when there are 
many Commanders who are equal in Authority, 
there grew a Difagreement between the Bro¬ 
thers, that is, between Toujchi and Zagatai , for 
Octal did not meddle. They both complain’d 
loudly of one another, and mutually reproach’d 
each other with having been too careful of 
their own Safety on feveral occafions, and that 
that had been the Caufe of the Siege’s laffing, 
fo long, 

Fadbllah, Whilft this Divifion was betwixt the Princes, 
f. 409. things went but flowly on ; fo that no great 

Advances were made in the Siege, altho they 
had already fpent more than fix Months before 
this Place. Gsnghiz,can was inform’d of the 
Diflenfion that reign’d among his Children, at 
which he was much troubled; and after having 
ferioufly confider’d what to do, he refolved to 
take the Command of the Army from the 
two Princes who were moll: in fault, and to 
give all the Power to Qctai, who had fhew’d 
himfelf the wifeft. He therefore fent Letters 
to them. Qciai received a Ferman Hacani , that 
is to fay, an Imperial Order after the manner 
of Letters Patent, by which his Father gave 
him an abfolute Authority over ail the Troops 
in Cariz,me ; and at the fame time order’d him 
to continue the Siege. The Letters Gengkizcan 
writ to the other two Princes contain’d a poli- 
tive Command to them to refigti all the Troops 
to their Brother’s Commaud, and to obey him. 
He likewife writ to the General Officers to be 
obedient to his Son O&ai; and in every Letter 
teftify’d his Difpleafure concerning what had 
pafs’d between then* before Cariz>me .

Courage S and Boldnefs. All the Sallies were 
now fatal to the Cfsmarts, and che Be iege 
were not long e’er they made Breaches in 
the Walls, and mounted to give the Afia t. 

The Refiftance of the Befieged ilacken d no; 
they at firft kill’d or difabled all tho.e v ho en 
ter’d the Breach ; which only ferved to enflame 
the Befiegers, who to revenge the Death ot 
their Companions did things extraordinary, fo 
that the Walls were fhaken on every lide. 1 he 
Breaches they made, gave opportunity to a great 
number of Moguls to enter the Place , the Out 
works of which the Canumam were forced to 
yield to the Enemies, and to fufter them _ 
upon the Towers of the City their «aonous 
Enfigns. The Carwneans unable to. pluck 
them thence, found themfelves obliged to letire 
with Precipitation into the Placesthey hadfb ' 
tify’d in the City, which really appear d to 
Moguls as new Places to be conquer d. I W 
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An. Dom. were Obliged to attack them iii form; and the

fig The of f he g reat defence they made, the Citadel 
H^rya. which they batter’d without fide, was at laft 
taken, with feveral fortify’d Places, Then 
Prince OB'ai\ to fave the Eftufion of his Sol¬ 
diers Blood, caufed the Governour to be fum- 
mon’d to furrender and quit Hie Pofts that re¬ 
main’d; but fince they mentioned nothing of 
leaving the Inhabitants at liberty, the Gover- 
nour rejeHed all their Propofals. 

Mirconde. • The Moguls-,, enraged at the Carizmems Ob- 
ftinacy,"who ftill refufedto furrender, tho their 
. Walls, their Fort, and the greateft part of 
the Places they had entrenched were ruined, 
refolved to burn it all. They threw Wild Fire 
Fadlallab, all over the City, and fet fire to the Houfes on 
410 . every Side. It is impoffible to tell how many 
People and what Riches w T ere deftroy’d by the 
Flames. Then the Befiegers repenting of ha¬ 
ving fet fire to the Houles, which would pre¬ 
vent them from reaping the Fruits of their 
Labour, and make them no Gainers by becom¬ 
ing Mafters of a City fo full of Treafure, cea- 
fed to throw more Fire, and employ’d them- 
felves wholly in making themfelves Mafters of 
the different Quarters of* the City, fighting 
hand to hand. The Attacks continued night and 
day, and the Fatigue was fo extreme on both 
fides, the Bcfieged having fo entrenched them¬ 
felves, that one Quarter fuccour’d the other; fo 
that when one Place was forced after a long Re- 
fiftance, they found a fecure Afylum in the other. 
Having all promifed to ftand by one another, 
they fhew’d fuch Refolution that their Enemies 
were amazed. The brave Himartequin, whofe 
Valour and Prudence had doubtlefs much corn 
tributed to the prolonging of the Siege, pe- 
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rim’d in defending a Poft which the Enemy was 
(forming. An Arrow took away the Lite of 
this brave Man, and fnatch’d him way Lom Mog . Tki 
his Countrymen, whofeLofs much ditninifhed 
their Courage. Yet they were not fo poor fpi- 
fjeed as to ask mercy from their Enemies, b«t 
defended themfelves to the utmoft Extremity ; 
and when they faw they muft yield, t»ef pat 
fire to tiie Horfes- that remain <1 in the City 
with their own Hands; and fo difappointed 
their Enemies of gratifying their Avarice, 
(hewingthey knew how to render their Victo¬ 
ry lefs pleafing to them. • ’ o: _ 

And indeed the Mogul SoldiersHeeiBg them¬ 
felves fruitrated of the Booty they hoped for, 
put to the Sword all tlie Cansunenfts , they met 
with. anTfufter’cTtheir Rage to extend itfelf 
fo far, that they kill’d about a hundred thou- 
fand Perfons \ nay, there are fome Authors 
that fay two hundred thoufund. Prince Oclcii 
had a great deal of difficulty to make the 
Slaughter ceafe'; yet at laft he put a ftopto.it* 

Tften they made all the Artificers, and other 
Men who could be of any ufe to tnem, go 
out of the City, and they were found to be a 
hundred thoufand. The young Women, Girls, 
and Boys, were diftributed for Slaves, and all 
the reft were put to the Sword. But all thofe 
who were put to death feem’d not afraid of 
dying \ nay, there were fome who refined to 
live. Among the reft, there was a certain Chec, 
or Superior of a Society of religious Mahome¬ 
tans, who was famous for his Piety : His Name 
was Negemeddin. ° I is faid the three Mogul 
Princes, when they approached Carijjme. , heard a 
Voice from Heaven, which advertifed them to 
fp&re this holy Perfon, and to cuke care that 
- he might go out of the City in fafety. But whe-

Mog. The P ort ^retire with ten of his Friends where* 
Horfe . ever he pleafed ,• but the Chec would not ac- 
1/YV Cept it, unlefs on condition that all the 1 Maho¬ 
metans in Cariz,me fhould be pardon’d. Prince 
OBai} who defired to fave him, Pent him word 1 
he fhould have leave to chufe a thoufand out of ' 
both Sexes to accompany him, and that they 
fhould be fpared for his fake. The Chec reje&ed 
all OBats Offers, and Pent him word, that ha¬ 
ving lived feventy Years with the Muffiilmen of 
Cariz,me y to whom he was united by his Reli¬ 
gion, it was not juft they fhould be feparated 
in Death. Thus this venerable old Man had 
the fame Fate as his Countrymen, and died 
with his Friends. 

In fine, the City of Cdrfame was taken and 
ruin’d towards the End of the Winter, in the 
Year 1221. and of the Hegira 618. after a Siege 
of feven Months \ The Moguls afterwards ea- j 
illy fubdued the reft of the Province: Fear 
feized all the reft of the People, and the other 
Cities, which were very rich and populous in 
thofe days, furrender’d without making any 
Refiftance > fo that the Moguls obtained in this 
Country a greater Booty than they had got 
Abulfarag. fince the Beginning of this War. The other 
b 447 * Places which they took after the Redu&ion of 
Carizjme, were Cat> Feraber , Dargane , Zamacf- 
cher , the Great and Little Corcang£ y which the 
Arabs call’d Jorgiania.

Abulf'eda, being a Place very commodious for Trade, it 
h 2 B 3 » had a Port which was much frequented. The 
Sultan of Carizme had conquer’d it fome little 
time before, when it was under the Govern¬ 
ment of Behramfchah , who w r as Sovereign of it, 
and whom the Sultan’s Mother put to death at 
her leaving Carizme. 

'termed, inftead of following the Example of 
Naifcheb , fhut its Gates againft Genghizcan, 
The Garifon, fupported by the principal No¬ 
blemen, refolved to fuftain a Siege, becaufe Ge - 
laleddin had given them hopes of his coming to 
their Relief. The outfide of their Walls were 
Bricks, and they had a Caftle which the Ri¬ 
ver Oxus defended on one fide ; fo that they be¬ 
lieved themfelves ftrong enough to amufe the 1 
Moguls till the Arrival of Gelaleddin. The 
Grand Can being inform’d of their Refolution, 
caufed Lines to be caft up round it very deep 
and very wide. He had alfo Platforms railed, 
and appointed the feveral Quarters to his Ar¬ 
my ; and, in fine, fhut up the Place very clofely. 
The Befieged, far from being daunted at all 
thefe Preparations, made ready to receive them 
• warmly. In effed, for the fpace of eleven days 
they defended it with all the Bravery the Sul¬ 
tan could exped from his beft Subjeds ; but 
Gelaleddin not appearing to fuccour them, and 
their Walls being thrown down, they could 
not hold out much longer. So the Moguls to< k 
the Place by Storm, and made the Befieged pay 
dearly for the Blood of their Companions whom 
they had kill’d. All the Garifon and the In*

for a Soldier having ripp'd up the Belly of a 
VVoman to fearch for a Pearl fhe had fwal ow , 
and having found it, feveral others follow d his 
example, tho the greater part of them were 
difappointed, and became a Horrour to owners, 
for having committed fo barbarous an Action. 

The Grand Can caufed the Town to be razed Fadlallah> 
to the Ground about the end of Autumn ; and^ 317. 
it being unlikely that he could pafs his Army 
over the Oxus in the beginning of the Winter, 
he thought it beft to put his Troops into Win¬ 
ter Quarters, both in the Places that were un 
der his Obedience, as alfo in thofe which he 
might with little trouble reduce. He accor¬ 
dingly diftributed all his Forces into Tranfoxia - 
na. The Tartars whom he fent out on all fides 
in Parties, made terrible Ravages, and princi¬ 
pally in the Towns of Languerte and Samande^ 
which had received Genghiz,can with regret, and 
were fo imprudent as to let him know it. They 
were not content to take out of thefe Places 
all forts of Forage and Ammunition, but they 
alfo burnt v/hat they left, and committed all 
forts of Diforders that can be imagined. 

As for the City of Bedacfchan , which had 
freely open’d its Gates to him, it was not fo 
ill treated ? it coil them only their Riches. 

The Moguls pillaged them of a great quantity 
of Hyacinths and Rubies, with which this Ci¬ 
ty abounded, its Territories being full ofc 
Mountains out of w hich they got thefe pre¬ 
cious Stones. It alfo produced fine Azure, 
good Bezoar, and what is called the fine Chryf- 
tal of the Levant. The People who inhabited

After which, he 
order’d the Officers of the Army to follow the 
Huntfmen at the Head of their d roops, as 
foon as they could, and to go and take up 
their Quarters, that they might be in a readi- 
nefs for the Chace, according to the kuoi'. 11 
Orders which had been preferred by the Em¬ 
peror when he publiihed the Laws concern¬ 
ing Hunting, and regulated the Manner of i . 

So fooh as the Officers had led their Soldiers 
to the Rendezvous, they ranged them round 
the Place encompafs’d in the manner of a tine t 
Hedge, fometimes doubling the Ranks about 
the Circle which the Huntfmen had marked out, 
by the Moguls called Nerke. They neglected i 
not to tell them, tho no Perfon was before ig¬ 
norant of it, that it was as much as their Lives 
were worth to let the Beafts eicapc out o t le 
Riii" which w’as about four Months March 
in Circumference, and enclofed a very great 
number of Groves and Woods, with all the 
Beafts that lived in them. The Center of this 
great Enclofure, whereto all the Beafts mp re¬ 
tire, was a Plain which the Huntfipen had chor 

fen and marked out. i jt 

The Officers of the Chace immediately dil- 
patched Couriers to the Lieutenant General ofc 
the Chace, to give him an account how things 
were difpofedj and to know of • r . 
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given for their marching. The Lieutenant 
went himfelf to receive them from the Grand 
Can, and afterwards gave them to the Couriers, 
who immediately departed to carry them ro 
the Hunting-Officers, after having well ob- 
ferved where the King’s Quarters were, that 
they might more eafily find them when they 
fhould be fent back thither again: Tho the 
King’s Quarters were not fixed to be always in 
one Place, for he muft advance according as 
his Troops moved ; but as they always moved 
on in the fame Line, whatever Change of Place 
there was, yet one could not chufe but find 
him. 

The Couriers had no fooner brought the Or¬ 
ders to the Hunting-Officers, but they com¬ 
municated them to the Captains. Then the 
Kettledrums, Trumpets, and Horns found¬ 
ed the general March, which being heard *. 
throughout the Circle, the March "began eve¬ 
ry where at the fame time and in the fame 
Order ; that is to fay, the Soldiers marched 
very clofe together, and always towards the 
Center, driving before them the Beads, like 
Shepherds driving their Flocks. They had 
their Officers behind, who obferved them; 
and they were all well armed, as if they had 
been going on fome martial Expedition. Yet 
altho they had their Helmets of Iron, their 
Crofslets of Leather, and their Bucklers of 
Wicker, with their Scimeters, Bows, and Qui¬ 
vers full of Arrows, Files, Hatchets, Clubs, 
Cords, and every thing even to the Thred 
and Pack-needle; it was forbidden them to kill 
or wound any Animal, whatever Violence the 
Beads ofter’d to them. There were fevere Pu- 
nifhments decreed to thofe who fhould make 
ufe of their Arms againd the Beads: It was

Horfe . Holes and Burrows w ere all filled; but they 
V-^v^w / retreated thither in vain, for they open’d them 
* with Spades or Mattocks, and even made ufe of 

Ferrets : fo that the Beafts finding themfelves 
fo preis'J, were obliged to come out and go far¬ 
ther. But wanting room, the Compafs of Ground 
ftill growing lefs and lefs for them, the different 
kinds of Beafts began to mix with one another, 
fo that fome became furious, and toil’d the SoU 
diers greatly; and it was not without much 
trouble that their Shouts, and the Sound of the 
feveral Inftruments drove them away. 

A great number of Beafts being fled to the 
Mountains, Parties of Huntfmen and Soldiers 
were detached to drive them thence ; which 
was not done without much Difficulty, they 
often refilling, and it being not permitted the 
Soldiers to wound them. Other Parties de¬ 
fending the Precipices, which ferved for a Re¬ 
treat to fome certain Animals, had no lefs 
trouble to put them to flight ,* yet there was 
not a Cave or Wood in which they left one 
Beaft. During this time, the Couriers went 
continually from every different Quarter to ad- 
Cazviny in vertife the Grand Can of all that paft in the 
Algyayba’- (gh acej and t0 give him >J ews 0 f the Princes, 
car, feveral of whom, Huntfmen-like, fhared of the 
Diverfion, which the feveral Motions and Confu- 
fion the Beafts were in, gave them in the Chace. 
The Emperor, who had fomething eife in view 
befides the Pleafure of thefe Sports, went often 
himfelf to obferve the Troops, to fee whe¬ 
ther his Orders were exa&ly follow'd, and they 
were not remifs in their Duty. 
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The Space of Ground growing each day lefs 
and lefs, and the wild Beads being unable to 
get farther, leap’d upon the Weakeft, and tore 
them in pieces. But their Fury did not aft 
lone • for being chafed on every fide, and be¬ 
ginning to have no room left but that Spot of 
Ground where they could be feen all together, 
the Lieutenant of the Mafter-Huntfman caufed 
the Drums and Timbrels to be beat, and a 
the other kinds of Inftruments to be play d up¬ 
on : all which, join’d with the Shouts and Cries 
of the Huntfmen and Soldiers, fo affrighted 
the Beads, that they loft all their Fiercenefs. 
The Lions and Tygers grew gentle, the Bears 
and wild Boars, like the mod timorous Beads, 
feem’d caft down, and amazed. 

Then the Grand Can feeing all thefe Ani¬ 
mals together in a little Space of Ground, 
which the Moguls call Gerke, order d them to 
prepare themfelves to march into it. He en¬ 
ter’d the firft, with the Sound of Trumpets, 
holding in one Hand his naked Sword, and in 
the other his Bow. He had his Quiver full ot 
Arrows hanging crofs his Shoulder, and was 
attended by fome of his Sons, and all his Ge¬ 
neral Officers. He himfelf began the Slaugh¬ 
ter, ftriking the fierceft Beads, of which fome 
became furious, and endeavour’d to defend their 
Lives. At laft he retreated to an Eminence, 
feating himfelf upon a Throne which was pre¬ 
pared for him; and from thence he obferved 
the Strength and Agility of the Princes his 
Children, and all his Officers who attack d the 
Beafts. Whatever danger they ran, yet no one 
avoided it, or gave back, but rather ffiow d 
more Eagernefs, well knowing that the. Grand 
Can by this would judge of their Merit. All 
the young Soldiers, alter the Princes and Lords,

The "I den Genghiz,cans Grandfons, follow’d by 
Horfe. feveral young Lords of the fame Age, prefent- 
ed themfelves before the Throne, and by a 
Marrakei- Speech made after their manner, defired the 
mafallc \r E m P eror t0 gi ve the Beads that remained their 
Almama. Lives and Liberty ; which he granted them, 
lie. praifing the Valour of his Troops, who were 
immediately difmiffed, and fent back to their | 
Quarters. At the fame time the Beads which 
had efcaped the Scimeters and Arrows, feeing 
themfelves no longer furrounded, got away, and 
regain’d their Woods and Dens. Thus the 
Hunting at Termed ended, which laded four 
Months, and had continued much longer, i{ 
it had not been fear’d that the Spring would 
furprize them whild employ’d in thefe Sports, 
when the War mud be profecuted. At length 
the Spring of the Year 1221. drew near, and 
the Cariz,mean Troops being already arrived, 
they had not a long time to red ; for Genghizr 
can put himfelf at the Head of his Troops a- 
bout the end of March , to pafs over the Oxus , 
and afterwards went towards fiaftriana, where 
the Sultan Gelaleddin had got an Army together,

B EFORE the Hunting began the Empe- Mi«on4% 

ror had fent a Reinforcement of twenty f 37 

thoufand Men of his bed Troops to ^ Jo¬ 
vian, and Suida Behadeur , the better to enable 
them to fucceed in the Enterprises he defign d 
they fhould undertake the next Year Thefe 
two Generals were on the Northern Confines 
of Coraffana, when they received their Matters 
Orders. Whilft they waited for the Rein¬ 
forcements he was to fend them, which were 
now on their march thither, they divided the 
Troops they already had, and Hubfo went 
towards Mazjmdran, and Suida took the Road 

t0 After they had ravaged both thefe Countries, Mehcmcd 
they returned into Coraflana, where Suida re- N,C ins 
main’d watching a Mahometan Lord, whofe 
Name was Ainangecan, who was one ol bu - din4 
tan Mehemed’s Officers, and molefted re 
mis with fome Troops he had got together, 
and often broke their Meafures. Suida found 
means to oblige him to fight ; but the Event 
prov’d unfortunate to the Moguls, for they w'ere 
beaten and put to flight with their Leader. 

Whilft the Mahometan Lord was purtuingthem, 
he met near Nacfchivan a Brigade of Tartars 
who were going to retire into that Place. ®

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An. Dom. fell upon them with his Cavalry, and drove 
I221 * them into the Ditch, where they were all 
Moo*. The down'd. Ainangecan by this Exploit got fome 
Horfe. Reputation. He alarm’d the Country fo, that 
they dared not refute him Tribute. Some of the 
Sultan’s Troops who were disbanded, and lived 
in the Woods, went and join’d him. He march’d 
to Nifa t the Governour of which was gone to 
Meccha , and got of his Lieutenant the Tax-Mo¬ 
ney of the Year 1221, w'hich he made ufe of to | 
furni/h what was needful for his little Army, 

In the mean time, the Reinforcements, which 
the Mogul Generals expe&ed, arrived, led by 
Jafer Nevian, and Irca Nevian, who each of 
them commanded ten thoufand Men. Ainange- 
can was no fooner informed of it, but he retired 
£0 the Mountains. 

The City of Nifa being a Hindrance to the 
Conqueft of Coraffana , of which it was a Part, 

5 fafer and Irca Nevian had Orders to reduce 
that firft. There w as given them for a Lieute¬ 
nant General, an old experienced Captain, 
named Balcoufch , wdio had the Command of 
the Van-Guard. When the Moguls had invef- 
ted the Place, before they began the Aflault 
they fent to offer very reasonable Terms to the 
Lieutenant w'ho commanded in the Governour’s 
Abfence: He did not abfolutely rejed their 
Propofals ; but during the Treaty fome of the 
Inhabitants imprudently jfhot at the Moguls 
and Balcoufch being (truck by an Arrow in the 
Breaft, fell down dead. This Accident, join’d 
with the Refufal they made to furrender the 
City, excited the Moguls to revenge the Death 
of their General. Saida Behadeur prefs’d the 
two Nevians to begin the Siege, and had Ma¬ 
terials brought to the Camp for building twenty 
great Engines to batter the Place.

When the Siege was form d, and the Engines 

fixed in the proper Places on all fides, they be¬ 
gan the Battering of the City. The Belieged 
defended themfelves with all the Courage ima¬ 
ginable,* and throwing from their Walls abun¬ 
dance of Wild-Fire, the Befiegers, that they 
might be able to approach nigh enough, caufed 
their Slaves to carry on their Backs great Pieces 
of Wood, called Haracas , which were cover’d 
with wet Skins. They purfued their Alfaults 
day and night ; and at Ialt, after fifteen days 
Siege, they made a Breach, which the Be¬ 
fieged were not able to repair. In the night 
they feized the Walls, from whence the Be¬ 
fieged could not repel them ; and the next day, 
being Mailers of the Place, they went into all 
the Houfes, making the Inhabitants go out of 
them into a Plain, to fuffer theChailifement

they had referved for them. The unfortunate 
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An, Dom. Vi&ims were no fooner aflembled in the Plain, 

I22U but the Mogul Army furrounded them, to him 
H e g. 61S. der their retreat i n g to the Mountains. Then 

Horfb. they Ihot a great number of Darts and Ar- 
rows upon them, with which they were over¬ 
whelmed, and w r ere even more miferable than 
the Beafts at the Chace of Termed , fome of 
Which efcaped Death ; but thefe poor People 
all perifhed, and were left either dead or mor¬ 
tally wounded in the Field, to ferve for Food 
to the wild Beafts and Fowls of Prey. ’Tis 
reported that there were this day feventy thou- 
fand Perfons killed, of the Natives, Strangers, 
and Peafants who had took fhelter in this City. 
As for the Minifter Schehabeddin and his Son, 
they were put to death after another manner ) 
they were led in Chains to the Nevians, who 
caufed the Coffers to be open’d in which \vere 
the Vizier’s Treafures ; and after the Nevians 
had taken out all that was in them, they caufed 
the Heads of the Father and Son to be (truck 
off. At this day there is to be feen Schehahi- 
dins Tomb in a Place called Hafna. 

Three days after the Moguls had taken and 
plunder’d Nifa, they went to befiege the Cita¬ 
del of Caendar. This Place was accounted 
the ftrongeft in Corajfana , and w'as in the Road 
from Nifa to Nifchabour, They were defirous 
to gain this Place, not only as it was a 
hindrance to their conquering the reft, but alfo 
becaufe they were informed that Nezameddin , 
one of the greateft Lords of that Kingdom, 
was retired thither with all his Riches. In 
truth, Mehemed Nifavi, the Author of the Hi * 
tory of the Life of Sultan Gelaleddin , to whom 
this Place belonged, (thohe took upon him on¬ 
ly the Title of Governour of this Place under 
the Sultan) has writ, that Nezameddin , fome 
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days before the Arrival of the Enemies there. An. Dom. 
vifited this Place, and efteeming it almoft im- H 
pregnable becaufe of its Situation, faid to him, Mo |* T 
We will wait the Tartars coming here . Notwith- Horfe. 
ftanding which, this Lord, when he faw they 
attack’d it on the weakeft fide, wasfo frighted 
that he defired the Governour to let him down 
with Ropes into the Plain, at a Place where 
the Befiegers could not perceive him : which 
Mehemed Nifavi did, and Nez,ameddin by his 
good Fortune retired elfewhere. 

The Befiegers batter’d the Place a long time; 
but the Befieged made fo brave a defence, that 
at laft the Mogul General, being fenfible of the 
Strength of the Citadel, defpair’d of taking it 
with the Troops they had, and fo refolved to 
raife the Siege, and were content only to fend 
a Trumpeter to demand of the Governour 
Clothes, and other things of which the Sol¬ 
diers flood in need. Mehemed Nifavi thought 
it was better to gratify them than to provoke 
them to continue the Siege, by refilling what 
they asked; he thereforecaufed all things to be 
looked for that the City could afford proper to 
fend them. But the difficulty was to find Of¬ 
ficers that would venture to accompany thofifr 
who carried this Prefent; becaufe it was be¬ 
lieved that the Moguls and "tartars were cruel 
enough to revenge themfelves on the Officers 
they fiiould get in their power, for the (hamefui 
Retreat they faw themfelves reduced to make* 

After a great many Perfons had refufed the Em¬ 
ployment, two venerable old Men prefented 
themfelves; and having recommended their 
Children to their Fellow-Citizens, put them- Mehemed 
felves at the head of tnofe who carried the Nifavi** 
Prefent. But they were no fooner carried 
before the Generals, and had prefented what ^ !

T TUB BE Nevian on his patt made an Fadlallafi, 
H Expedition no lefs famous arid fricceisml b 4 ^ 
than that of the other Generals. He 
reduced not only the Weftern Pait of fakmej 
tan which is called Ma&endrane ; but he even 
feized upon the Sultanefs, who was retir d 
there with her immenfe Riches, which was 
one of the things Genghiz.can moil: paffionately 
wifldd for. It is true, the Emperor gave hnn 
the Informations and Inftruftions of which he 
flood in need for this Expedition ; 1 : ^

Hubbe fail’d not to execute his Prince’s Or¬ 
ders. He befieged this ffrong Place m Form; 
but he had for three Months batter’d it in vain, 
when the Grand Can being informed of the 
Condition the Place was in, and thence con¬ 
cluding that he might more eafily reduce it by 
Famine, order’d Hubbe to caufe a ffrong Wall 
to be built without fide his Lines, with Gates 
to be kept fhut in the Night, and open in the 
Dav, and to take care that Guard was ftriftly 
kept in all Places, that the Place fhould receive 
no Succours. Thefe the Emperor’s laft Or¬ 
ders were as punctually executed as the firft, 
and the Citadel received no kind of Succours. 
Yet three Weeks more pafs’d, and the Cover- 
n0 ur had no thoughts of yielding; but boafted, 
as they 1 earn’d from the Deferters who came 
over to them, that he flood not in need of any 
thing. But this w r as a falfe Repoit, for the 
Place had wanted Water a long time, and one 
part of the Garifon and Inhabitants were al¬ 
ready dead with Third, and all other forts of 
Provipons grew by degrees extremely fcarce, 
and at laft entirely fail’d; fo that the Queen 
was forced to capitulate. 

This Want of Water pad in the Country lor 
a Miracle, becaufe this Place was always 
known to be better furnifh’d with it, thanany ci¬ 
ther in Mazendrane , Rain commonly falling there 
every day; and yet there fell not one Drop ou- 
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ying the whole Siege. They therefore Paid An. Dom, 
publickly that it was a Judgment of God to 
punifh the Queen for having unjuftly put to Mo | # The 
death fo many Princes and Kings. And what Horfe. 
confirmed the Mahometans in their opinion of 
this Drought being miraculous, was, that the 
Place was no fooner furrender’d, but there fell 
fuch abundance of Rain, that the Citterns o- 
verflow’d, and the Water ran out of the .Gates 
of the Citadel in a Flood. 

Hubbe Nevian knowing the Extremities to 
which the Place was reduced, would not grant ° ril ^_ n 
any thing to the Queen but her Life ; and he camn by 
declared that he expe&ed to have all things Hubbe Ne* 
elfe left to his Difcretion, and they were forced viau. 
to yield to his Terms. So foon as the Moguls 
were enter’d the Place, they feized of all die 
Queen’s Treafure, and treated this Princefs as Y 

a Captive. They Pent her to Genghiz,can under 
aftrong and fafe Guard, with her Women and 
Grandchildren, and all the Lords of the Empire 
who had retired w'ith her into the Fortrefs of 
riale. One may fay fhe was herfelf the Caufe ot 
her ill Fortune* or rather that the Hatred fhe 
bore her Grandfon Gelaleddin ruin’d her: For 
when flie heard that Sultan Mehemed had at 
his Death declared him his Heir, fhe was even 
diftra&ed. And fome days before this Place 
was befieged, having found a way to retire with 
Safety to this young Prince, fhe would not make 
her advantage of this Opportunity, whatever 
Remonftrances her Officers made to her. They 
in vain reprefented, that Gelaleddin was her NifavlV

Misfortunes to Gelaleddin , protefting fhe would 
E221. never ftoop to fo bafe a thing, as (he call’d it, as 
Heg. 6 i 3 . tQ pul; herfeif under the Protection of the Son of 
°Horfe * Aigeac , her mortal Enemy ; and that fhe would 
even prefer any Slavery before all that Gelaled¬ 
din could do to ferve her : that the lo weft Con¬ 
dition, and the moft rigorous Treatment would 
be more agreeable to her than all the Marks of 
Frienufhip fhe could receive from him. 

Thefe were the Sentiments of the implacable 
Queen T^urccin-Catun ; but God punifhed her, 
and to mortify her Pride, reduced her to Puf¬ 
fer the moft infupportable Treatment : For the 
Grand Canfometimes had her brought into his 
Prefence when he was at Table, and threw her 
y Bits of the Meat which he had eat of, as if 
file had been a Dog. What Mortification mull 
this be to a Woman who but a little before 
could confer her Favours, and whcfe Sovereign 
Commands made the moft part of the Kings 
and Princes of the Eaft to tremble l 

They put to death her Son’s Grandfons 
before fhe arrived at Genghiz.can’s Court, and 
y left only the youngeft alive to comfort her; 
nay, it was not long before they tore that from 
her alfo : for one day, as fhe was combing his 
Head, a Perfon came and fnatched him away 
from her Arms. She faid file was more fenfibly 
touched with this Lofs than with any file had 
before felt, and her Grief for it was moft bitter. 
He met with r the fame Fate as his Brothers. 
The young Princefies her Great Grand-daugh¬ 
ters were not fo unfortunate; not only their Lives 
were fpared, but they were even married to Mo¬ 
gul Lords of the firft Rank, and Prince Toufcbie- 
fpoufed Ccin Suit an e, who had before been marrie 
to Ofman Can> Prince of Samarcand. This was 
the Fate of this great Queen, who was led, as 
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in Triumph, feme Years after, , thro the fame An. Don,. 

Countries where/lie had govern’d. Hre.618. 

But to return to the Expeditions of H«.bbe UoThe 
Nevian, after he left the ftrong Fortrefs of Bor fi. 
flak, he went diredtly to Rei, where Suida and v^v^. 
the other Mogul Commanders came to join him 
in their return from Coraffana , of which they 
had reduced both the North and Weft Parts, 
excepting Nifcbabour , which according to the 
Capitulation granted them by the two Gene¬ 
rals, remain’d quiet till Gelaleddin took fhelter

The City Ref which was fituate in Trnc A- 
gemiy or the Perjian Hircania y five days Journey 
from Nifcbabour , in thirty five degrees and 
thirty five minutes of Latitude, feem d able 
to make a vigorous defence ; but the Moguls 
eafily took it. The Inhabitants were divided 
into two Fa&ions : one of which follow d too 
Doctrines of Abouhanifa^ one of the four Lec¬ 
tors who were the Heads of the four pretended 
Orthodox Se&s amongft the Mahometans; and 
the others were attached to the Opinions of 
Do&or Schafay. So foon as the Cady of the 
City, who was of the laft Se£t, was inform ci 
that *Hubbe was coming, he went out to meet 
him with the Chief of his Se£t, and oner d 
him the Place in the Name of all Schafay's 
Se&aries. Hubbe accepted this Offer with Joyy 
promising to {pare all that "were cf that Belief. 
By this means he enter’d without Trouble into 
the City by two Gates, of which the Faction 
of Schafay were Makers. But the other Party 
had fortify’d themfelves, and made fomeRefif- 
tance, more out of Hatred to the Schafaites , than 
to the Moguls themfelves. But General Hubbo 
forced them to yield, and, induced by the ill 
Ooinion the Cady had created in him of the 
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An. Dora. Se£t of Aboukanifa, put them almoft all to death;

HorfcC Before this, Hubbe imagining he had not 
Troops fufficient to take this Place, fent to 
Suida, who foon came and join’d him. Thefe 
two Generals remain’d feme time at Ret, invi¬ 
ted by the Beauty cf that City, which was one 
of the four moil confiderable in Trac Agemi: 
the three others were Hamadan , Com, and Ifpa. 
ban. So foon as the Seafon permitted to take 
the Field, they again parted; Hubbe marched 
to Hamadan , and Saida to Casbin. The fir ft, be¬ 
fore he marched to the City of Com , which 
was twenty Leagues oft' from Rei , encamped in 
a great Plain w herein it flood. This Plain was 
fixteen Leagues long, and as many broad. He 
fummon’d the Town to furrender; and they 
made fo little Refiftance, that they might juft* 
Iv have deferved the Mercy which w r as granted 
the Places that open’d their Gates to him : But 
the Deputies of the Schafaites , having an im¬ 
placable Hatred for the IJanajites , whom they 
Mrconde, called Rafezis, that is to fay, Hereticks, told 
f. si, Hubbe Nevian, whom they always accompa¬ 
nied, becaufe he much confided in them, that 
the People of Com were very mutinous, at 
which one need not wonder, fince they follow’d 
the Dcffrines of Abouhanifa ; and, in fine, they 
fo incenfed him againft the Inhabitants of this 
City, that the Mogul General, under the pretext 
that one of his Orders had not been well ob- 
fervedy caufed the greateft part of them to be 
kill’d or carried away Slaves. After which, 
Com w r as plunder’d.

. to befiege the City of Casbin, fituate on the 
Confines of Deilem, he carry’d it by Storm, 
put to the Sword fifty thoufand Perfons, in 
City, in Deilem , and otlier the adjacent 
j Countries. The Inhabitants of Ifpahan by a 
quick Submiflion prevented the laft Extremi¬ 
ties of War. Casbin was jfituate in the thir¬ 
ty feventh Degree of Latitude, between Rei 
and Abhar. All thefe Expeditions were made 
in fthe Year of our Lord 1221, and of the 
Hegira 618 . at the time when Philip Auguflus 
was King of France , and Henry III. King of 
England. Genghiz,can was then fixty feven Years 



old. 
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The Argument. 

HE Conquefts Genghizcan conti¬ 
nued to make in 'his own Perfon , or 
by his Lieutenants in Hircania, A- 
zerbijana or the Country of the Medes, 
and in one Part of Fars; that is to fay y in 
the Kingdoms of the Parthians, Medes, ad 
Perfians : in the Provinces of India beyond 
the River Indus, in that of the Alans, ahl 
other Countries bordering on Mufcovy. The 
Mifery of the great Queen Turcan-Catun; 
and what pafi between the Sultan Gelaleddin 
her Grandfon , and the Mogul Princes, tie 
Punijbment of Cande-Tangur, a Rebel who 
was Tributary to Genghizcan. Jnd 7 lafllj , 
the Death of Genghizcan, which happen'd 
foon after he had dijjpofed of his Empire , and 
at the time when he was going to carry the 
War into the Southern China, called Mangi 
or Matchin, of which Nanquin is the Capi¬ 
tal City .

was the Capital, as it had been in times paft 

W The flvourable Reception the Inhabitants of 
this City gave Prince Geldeddin, aifplealed Gen- 
ihiuan !and conceiv’d in him a mortal Hatred 
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An. Dom. againfl: them. And this Emperors Army be-' 
ing extremely formidable, how valiant foever 
Mo*. The tlle Pnnce Cmxme was, yet he did not care 
Horfe, to tempt his Fate by venturing a Battel, but 
.'✓yv remain’d in this Country only to fatigue the 
Moguls with the Troops he had with him: To 
accomplifh which, he made ufe of all the Ad¬ 
vantages the narrow Lanes and Paifages, the 
Woods and Rivers could afford an able Gene¬ 
ral, who found himfelf much inferior ia 
Strength to his Enemy. 

At laft the Grand Can having fecured all 
the Countries fituate beyond the Oxus, caufed 
his Army to pafs over this River, and led them 
with all the fpeed imaginable to the City of 

Bale. The great Succels of this fortunate Con¬ 
queror, the numerous Troops that follow’d him, 
and Fame, which magnifies every thing, all 
put together, fodn determined the Inhabitants 
to open their Gates to him, without flaying 
to feel his Fury. The great Lords of the Coun¬ 
try who had retired thither, went out with the 
City Officers to meet him, and make their Sub- 
mijEons to him, carrying with them an infi- 
Abnlfarag. n ite number of rich Prefents. But he rejeded 
their Offers, and. faid, That People who had 
* kindly received and entertain’d his Enemy, 

Mrrconde, C0ll id not have a fincere Friendfhip for him, 

*" Vo and that their Protefhtions were faithlefs. He 
recounted to them the Particulars wherein they 
had alfiffed Gelaleddin: Fie mentioned the 
Troops they had railed for him even in their 
City, the Sums of Money they had furnifhed 
him withal to pay his Army:'In fine, being 
fully informed by his Spies, how far they had 
aflified Gelaleddin^ he forgot not to remem¬ 
ber to them every Particular. Then he re¬ 
proached them in this manner ; Ought you not , 

faid

(aid he, to blujh for Jbame, for having fo little 
Love for your natural Prince, and fo little Aver- 
fion to the Tyrants who have put him in Irons ? Is 
it thus you ought to treat thofe , who ajte ✓ having 
dripp'd Amededdin your Sovereign of his Kingdoms , 
have cruelly put him and his Son to death? Mean 
time, the Mogul Army marched to the City and 
the Inhabitants, knowing it was agreed to 
open the Gates, did not {hut them againft the 
Vanguard, which their Leaders would have go 
into the City. So that the Emperor feeing hur 
(elf Matter "of the Place, can fed an Order to be 
publifhed, commanding all the Men immediate¬ 
ly to go forth of the City into the Plain. 1 hey 
obey’d, tho they were not ignorant what the 
Moguls w r ere ufed to do after their taking a City* 
When they were all aflembled, the Grand Can 
caufed the young People who were fit for Slaves 
to be fet in a Place apart, and order’d the grea- 
teft part of the old Men to be beheaded. 1 hen 
the City was plunder’d, and the Booty diftri- 
buted according to the Mogul, Law*^ ^ The 
Walls were beaten down, and the Caitle de- 
molifh’d. The Mogul Army was greatly en¬ 
riched by this City’s Ruin ; for there were all 
forts of Merchandize and Treafure in Bale > 
becaufe it had always been a Place of great 
Trade. Moreover, it was full of Monuments? 
of exquifite Workmanfhip, and all tilings that 
could ferve to adorn fo great a City, it having 
been the Abode of many illuftrious PerfonS 
famous in all Arts, who had much contributed 
to its Beauty. The publick Buildings were 
fpacious and regular. The Caravanferas, or 
Inns to lodge the Caravans in, appear d magni¬ 
ficent, as did alfo the Colleges and Mofques , 
and, according to Minonde s Report, there 
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were no lefs than twelve hundred Eaths or 
Hot-houfes, in this City. 

It was fituate in thirty fix degrees and forty 
one minutes of Latitude, in a moft fertile 
Plain, four Leagues difiant from the Moun¬ 
tains, and eight from the Oxus. The Country 
round it was planted with Sugar-Canes and 
Lemon-Trees. Schicardus allures us it was firft 
built by Cayumaras , one of the Pifchdadien 
Kings 4 , who was the firft that reign’d in Per- 
fia and Media. It was afterwards ruined by 
Semiramis , as Diodcrus of Sicily reports, and 
repair’d by Lorafpe the Father of Hydafpes , as 
Herodotus allures us, at the fame that Nebucho - 
donofor ruin’d the City of Jerufalem. Its 
Suburbs were water’d by a River called Dc- 
hac , which having run thro all the Country, 
difcharges itfelf into the River Oxus, about 
twelve Leagues from the City. It is to this 
day one of the capital Cities of the Uzbecks, 
and has its particular Sovereign, who wants 
not Forces, as well as the other Princes of bis 
Nation, to oppofe the Perfians when they make 
war with them. 

After the Mogul Emperor had thus reduced 
the City of Bale to his Obedience, he fent De¬ 
tachments out of his Army to India and Perfin , 
and left a conliderable part of his Troops in 
Tranfoxiatia to keep it in awe, whilft he went 
to Tocareflan, to befiege the City of Talcan , 
which was but feven days Journey from Bale, 
and was efteemed the ftrongeft City in all Ajia 
for its Situation, it being built upon a very 
fteep Mountain called Nocrecoub . But he had 
but juft began the Siege, when he had Infor-

nation that the Sultan Gelaleddin , not finding An. Dora, 
himfelf in a condition to venture a Battel, was 
retired towards the ftrongefl: Places or Coraj 

with what Forces he had been able to get Horfe, 
together, and that it was believed he was al- 
ready "ot to Ntfchabour. On this News he 
detached fixty thoufand Men to purfue him, 
and prevent his making any farther progrefs ; 
he join’d thefe with another Detachment of 
twenty thoufand Men, whom he had a little 
before fent into Maz,endrane to recruit the Ar¬ 
my of the Generals Hubbe and Suida, which 
when they firft went on their Expeditions con¬ 
fined of thirty thoufand Moguls , and was now 
diminifhed by the Lofs of ten thoufand. He 
gave the Command of this great Detachment 
to Prince Tuli, and order’d him to go and find 
out the Sultan Gelaleddin. , and to befiege the 
City of Nifchabour, it he was Bill there; but 
if he was gone thence; to lay fiege to Menu, 
before he undertook any thing againft Nifcha¬ 
bour or Herat, to the end he might weaken Co - 
rajfana as much as he poflibly could, and fo fa¬ 
cilitate the conquering the reft of this Country, 
in which the other Generals had already taken 

fome Towns. , 

Whim Tuli went to execute his Father s Abulfarag. 
Commands, Genghiz,can planted the Engines />. 293. 
before ‘Talcun , which he vigorouliy attack d, 
but the Befieged defended themfelves with ^.413. 
great Resolution. They anfwer’d his Engines Mircond ^ 
with theirs, and threw Fire for Fire. All who p t ^ 
were in the Place flrove to outvy each other in 
Bravery ; and having a great ftore of Ammu¬ 
nition, and Provifions of all forts, they Bat¬ 
ter’d themfelves they fliould be able to hold 
out a long time. Befides which, the Befiegers 
had neither Ground norTrenches to fhelter them 

when 
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An. Pom. when they made their Attacks ; they had only 
fome Blinds to defend them from the Darts 
Moi The and Wildfire. The Befieged killed fo great a 
Horfe. numb r of them, that the Emperor’s Army 
' vas confiderably diminifhed. This Prince re¬ 
pented his having meddled with this Place, yet 
could not bear to be difappointed ,• and fearing 
he had not Troops enough to reduce it, he fent 
two Couriers, one after another, to T uli, with 
Orders to return to him forthwith, without 
mentioning his Reafons for fo doing: He only 
told him he recall’d him becaufe of the excef- 
five Heats which now began to be fenlibly felt. 
In the mean time, the Grand Can made his 
Army reft for fome Weeks, and took care they 
were well fed, which perfe&Iy recover’d and 
put them in good heart. 

Fadlallab, He t i len ca n ec j a ll the Engineers together, 
to confult with them of the means by which 
they might be able to reduce Talcan; but the 
Methods they propofed feeming to him very 
uncertain, he refolved to fcale the Mountain on 
all fides, let the Danger be what it would, 
that fo he might oblige the Befieged, being 
every where affaulted, to divide their Forces. 
In order to this, he caufed to be made with all 
fpeed, a great number of Grappling-Irons, 
long Nails, Hooks, Ladders, and Ropes, to 
i afcend the Rock, and made many vain At¬ 

tempts to fcale it feveral times for the Be- 
fieged, who kept on their Guard, received 
the Moguls with their ufual Bravery, and kill’d 
a very great number of them. Yet Genghiz-can 
had them fupported wfith fo many forts of En¬ 
gines when they mounted the Ladders, that at 
laft a great many Soldiers were got together on 
the top of the Mountain with their Arms, 
which they had faften’d round them ; which fo

aftonifhed the Befieged, that running haftily to An. Dom. 
repulfe them, they imprudently left fome Polls He?< Sjg> 
unguarded, of which the Moguls immediately Mog# Ths 
feized, and enter’d the Town. The Befieged uvrfe. 
foon having notice of this Misfortune, returned 
in Confufion to oppofe their Enemies, and 
drive them out; but the Moguls were too ltroug. 
for them, and put them all to the Sword : and 
being animated by the Remembrance ot the 
Fatigues they had fuffer’d for feven Months pair* 
which time the Siege had lafled, they exercifed 

all the Cruelties imaginable. 

Talcan was fituate between Menu and Bale, Condermi 
in thirty feven degrees and twenty five minutes 
of Latitude, and dependant on Tocareftan. The ^ 
firft City of this Name, which had been here- 
tofore very flourifhing, was not (landing id the 
time of Gengbiz.can , and there was nothing lett * 
to be feen of it but the Citadel, which a Prince m 
of Tocareftan had caufed to be built on the top. 
of the Mountain A Tocrecouh, fo called becaufe ot Abulfarag* 
the Mines of Silver which it enclofed. This A 2 ? 3 - 
Citadel being very large, they gave it the 1 1- Mirconde, 
tie of a City or Fortrefs, with the Name of/* * 3 * 
ialcan- Thus the Emperor took this Place 
without Prince Tuli’s Afliflance, wlm did not 
arrive before its Redu< 5 tion. The Princes Oc¬ 
tet and Zagatai alfo return’d from Carizme at 
the fame time ; but Toufcbi was gone to his Go¬ 
vernments. We (ball now make mention c„

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CHAP. II. 


Prince TuliV Expedition againfi the Sultan 
Gelaleddin, Son of Sultan Mehemed. 
The Sieges of the Cities of Merou and 
Nifchabour. 

Mirconde TJRINCE Tuli was no fooner enter’d Co- 
41. * JL raffana , but he fent Orders to twenty 

thoufand Men, of whom w r e have fpoke be¬ 
fore, to hold themfelves always in a readinefs 
to join him in cafe of need. He fent word 
alfo to Hubbe and Suida to come to him ; and ) 
after having confulted w'ith them about the En- 
terprizes he defign’d to undertake, he fent them 
back into Perfta, where their Troops were en¬ 
camp’d. 

FadlaHah, ’Tis true, Gelaleddin had taken the Road to 
p. 413. Nifchabour with all the Troops he had, defign- 
ing there to get fuch an Army together as 
Condemir, fhould be able to refill the Moguls. For this 


8- purpofe he ilaid a w'hole Month in this City, 


having writ to the Governours of the Frontier- 
Towns, and other Places which were flill 0- 
bedient to him, to fend him all the Soldiers 
they could furnifli; and order’d the Lords who 
in the Confufion his Empire now was in, had 
made themfelves Mailers of the Provinces 
they lived in, to come and join him with 
fpeed, with all the Troops they could poflibly 
raife. He allured them in his Letters, that he 
would never think of what was pail, but would 


con- 
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confirm them in the Pofleffion of the Govern- An. Dorn.’ 
meats they had gotten : and he thence dif- 
patched Meflenger upon Meflenger to get his Mos- Thi 
Orders perform’d. . Horfe . 

Prince Tuli did not give him time to get a 
great Army together, but marched towards 
him with extraordinary Diligence. Sofoon as 
Gelaledditt was inform'd of his being enter’d 
into Corajfana, and that he was marching to¬ 
wards Nifchabour, he went out of this Orv, Nifavi in 
and it w'as as much as he could do, to conduct his Life of 
the Troops he had with him in fafety to the ^ ,a,ed ' 
Fortrefs of Cahera , Where he received me News m? F ' 
of Talcans being befieged. Tho Gelaleddin 
was brave and wife, yet he was at this time 
almoft diftra&ed. He curfed his Fate, which 
feem’d now bent 1 againft him, and yielded 
himfelf up to Defpair. He had an Inclination 
I to flint himfelf up in Cahera, and wait the 
Moguls coming ; but the Govcrnour perfuaded 
I him froin this Defign, reprefeiiting to him, 
ffjat cl Prince of his Reputation and Merit ought not 
to Jhut himfelf up in Fats and Citadels, tho they 
wye built on the Heads of the Twin- ^tars , or Hans 
0/ Taurus or the Pleiades. Theic are the Words 
of the Hiftorian Nifavi . 

This bold Remonftrartce awaked the Prince’s 
Courage, w ho ftrait caufed to be brought to 
I him all the Money he had faved, to diftribute 
to his Soldiers. After which, he went to the 
City of Bofi, in.the Province of Segeflan, where 
he found one of the Officers of his Army who 
had efcaped the Maffacre of Bale, and he in¬ 
form’d him of the Forces Genghiz,can had with 
him before Talccin and in other Places, and told 
him it was believed he had near eight hundred 
thoufand Men in pay, including the Garifons 
he had in the Cities. This News made Gela L 
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kddin tremble, who comparing his own Weak¬ 
ness with the Enemy’s Strength that purfued 
him, wifiied, fays Marrakefchi, that thick Dark- 
nefs would cover the whole IVorld , and take place of 
ihe Light. 

'Tulican after a long March into Coraff ana , 
learn’d that Gelaleddin was gone from Nifcha- 
hour , and therefore, according to the Emperor 
his Father’s Orders, he took a Refolution to 
go and befiege Merou. So foon as it was known 
in this City that his Army approached, Fac¬ 
tions and Diflentions began to arife. A gene¬ 
ral Council was held, where fome, to fupport 
their Advice which w ? as to yield, reafon’d thus, 
that all the Countries and Places which had re¬ 
filled, were intirely ruined * others, who w r ere 
willing to defend the City, reprefented to the 
Aflembly, to fupport their Opinion, the Cruel¬ 
ties executed on the Inhabitants of Bale, who | 
had fubmitted. After many Difputes, the Muf- 
ty’s Party, who were refolved to fur render the 
Place, carried it againft the Cady’s, who op- 
pofed it, and protefted againft all that fhould 
be done contrary to the Intereft of the City. 

The Mufty’s Party immediately fent Depu¬ 
ties to meet the Mogul General, who received 
them kindly, and granted them the Conditions 
they defired, which was, not to enter the City 
with more than feven thoufand Men, on con¬ 
dition that the People fhould obey, and pay the 
Grand Can the yearly Tribute then to be a - 
greed on. But it fo happen’d during thefe 
Tranfa&ions, that a certain "Turk named Bou m 
ga, who had been Captain of the Sultan Mehe* 
med’s Guides, knowing it was refolved by 
fome to furrender the City, enter’d into it, and 
fully refolved to defend it. The Turcomans , 
whofe number were confiderable, fupported

him; and the Cady’s Party, who wifh’d. no An. Dorn.' 
better, join’d with them. Bouga had for fome 
days the abfolute Command ot all, and finding Mdg. The 
how fweet it was to govern a great People, re- H orfe. 
folved to fpare nothing that could fecure hinyn C/yNJ 
the Poft which Fortune had raifed him to. 
Therefore when Megir, a great Lord who had 
belong’d to the old Sultan’s Court, a Man who 
had the greateft part of his Eftate in that 
Country, and a Palace in the City, would have 
come into it, Bouga ufed all his Endeavours to 
keep him out; but that Lord enter’d in fpite of 
him, and all the Cady’s Party cho'fe rather to 
obey him than Bouga, who was foon forced to 
quit a Station which he had found fo agreeable 
in the few days he enjoy’d it. 

Megir was the Son of a Lady whom Sultan 
Mehemed had loved, and afterwards given iti 
Marriage to one of his Courtiers. He put him- 
felf at the Head of thofe who feem’d refolved 
to defend the Place; and notwithftanding the 
Mufty’s Party oppofed it, the Gates of the City 
werefhut, and Preparations made to maintain a 
Siege. Meantime, Prince ‘Tuft came up* and 
encamp’d before the Walls of the City, and dif- 
pofed all things to afTaiilt it. He learned by 
fome Prifoners that were taken and brought be¬ 
fore him, the State of the Place, and promifed Mirconde, 
himfelf to be foon Matter of it, yet he found/* 44 * 
more Refiftance than he expe&ed. Megir tired 
the Befiegers with frequent Sallies, amongft 
which he made one fo fuccefsful, that he cut 
above a thoufand of the Grand Can s belt 
Houfhold-Troops in pieces* Tuli much regret¬ 
ted thefe brave Men, and to be revenged, gave 
a general Affault, which the Befieged futtain’d 
with a moft amazing Refolution, and the M>- 
ruls were repulfed with Lofs for twenty two 
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days together : in which time the Befieged 
were greatly weaken’d, and Megir finding that 
he fhould Toon b.e overcome, chofe to fubrnic. 
Horfe. Gemaleddin , one of the chief Men of the City, 
wascf his opinion ; and both having perfuaded 
their Fadtion to it, fent great Prefents to 7 uli, 
offering him the City. The Mogul Prince treat¬ 
ed them better than they expedted \ for he gave 
them Protedtion for their Goods and four hun¬ 
dred of their Friends, on condition that they 
gave him a faithful account of all the rich Peo¬ 
ple in the City, which they did, giving him a 
Lift of them. After which, the Moguls enter’d 
the Place, and according to their ufual Cuifom, 
made all the Inhabitants go forth of it, one 
part of whom they made Slaves of, and they 
cut the Throats of the reft. v Tulican gave the 
Government of Merou to Ziaeddin> a Lord of 
that Country, who had done him confiderablc 
Services. But when the Mogul Prince was 
gone aw ay from this City, Ziaeddin was kill’d 
by Earmaz>e his Lieutenant;, and the Country 
fell again into Confufion. 

Abulfeda, The City of Merou , call’d alfo Schahigehan , was 
p. 215. - iituate in thirty feven degrees and forty minutes 
of Latitude, to the Northward of another Ci¬ 
ty ■ ed Merou Erroud , and from w hich it was 
1 ... tive Leagues diftant. Schihigehan fignifies 
King of the World ; and this Name w ; as given 
to the City becaufe Sultan Malicfcha , one of 
the greateft of the Seljukides , extremely loved 
it, by reafon of its fine Situation, the Sereni¬ 
ty of the Air, and the Fertility of the Ground. 
He had caufed it to be built with defign to 
make it the Place of his Refidence, and ac¬ 
cordingly paft the greateft part of his Life in it, 
and died there, for whom they eredted a moll 
magnificent Tomb. 
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This City produced feverai iearned Men, ^ 
and Jacut allures us that he had feen there three Heg _ 6l3 _ 
pnblick Libraries, in one of which there were Mog The 
twelve thoufand Volumes in Manufcript. Some Horfi. 
will have it that this City was firft built by 
lahmuras, the fourth of the firft Kings of Per fa ^ 
called Pifchdadians ; and others fay it was built 
by ' famanii , the Daughter of Artaxerxes Longt- 
nianiis King of Perjta. It was fituate in a fandy 
Plain, which produced Salt. Three Rivers ren¬ 
der’d it a delicious Place; and it was equally 
diftant, that is, twelve days journey, from 
Nifchabour, Herat , Bale, and Bocara. 

Since the Death of Sultan Mehemed, the Mo- Schicardus 
guls under the Conduct of the Generals //«Me '£££ 
Nevian and Suida Behadeur, had render d them- 
felves Mailers of all the Weftern Parts of Coraf- sf'r.fU 
{ana by taking a great number of Cities. But Nub > i<m 
they had flill left Nifchabour in Peace, became Ge0 ^ ram 
at the beginning of their Expedition, as has pf ?er% 
been before related, they had made a Treaty 
with the Inhabitants of this City, who had 
fworn Fidelity to them. Neverthelefs, when 
they faw Gelaleddin , the Son of the Sultan their 
Mailer, appear in their Country, they were 
fo touched with feeing this Prince wander from 
one Province to another, that they could not 
refrain from giving him fome Affiftance, and 
fecretly furnished him with all the Refrefhments 
of which his Troops flood in need ; nay, they 
even gave him Money to raife Forces. But 
they took all the Precaution irnaginable to hide 
what they did for him. And in efledt, ‘Tulicavi 
came not to the knowledge of it ; but by mif- 
fortune the Grand Can was inform d of it by 
his Spies, and was fo enraged, that he refolded 
that Hour to befiege Nifchabour. He writ to 
Prince Tuli 3 who was then in the Eaflcrn Parts 
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An. Dom. pf Coraffana, to lay afide all his other Defignf 
122 and go and befiege Nifcbahour , and make them 
Mo|’. The teel the & vere ft Chaftifements that could bein- 
Horfe. flifted on rebellious Cities. On the receit of 
^V'w' thefe Orders, Prince Tulican quitted the Coun¬ 
try of Merouy of which he had juft before taken 
* the Capital, and went to Nifcbahour , the Inha¬ 
bitants of which not hoping for any Pardon or 
Mercy, refolved to defend themfelves to the 
laft Extremity.

Niftha- ' Was &* ven t0 ^ rInce Tafar, who had brought 
hour i» t ^ e S toops from Maz.endran ; but this Captain, 
Coraffana. at his Arrival at Nifcbahour , had the ill Fortune

ehy p. x<„ a Sally which the Inhabitants made upon the 
Moguls , and died of his Wound. This Acci¬ 
dent obliged ‘Tuli to take more care and pre¬ 
caution than he had before done to render his 
Condepiir, Enterprize fuccefsful. He defend the Siege for 
t* 8. fome days, becaufe the Engines were not ready, 
and made his Army encamp to the Eaftward of 
the City, near a Town call’d Toufc banian. The 
Country round it was full of pleafant Springs 
and Trees, and here the Workmen could con¬ 
veniently make Blinds, Battering-Rams, and 
other Inftruments for War. So foon as all 
was ready, they batter’d the City with above 
Mallab, twelve hundred Engines. The Befieged de- 
t* fended it like Lions ,* but after three days Siege 

the Moguls having perceived a fecret Paffage 
which the Ruins of a Wall falling down dif- 
cover’d, enter’d by that Way, and furprized 
the Place, making a terrible Slaughter of the 
/ Inhabitants. They fpent a Day and a Night 
plundering this miierable City, and reduced 
to Slavery an infinite number of young People 9 
pay, the greateft part of all thofe who efcaped 
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the Edge of the Sword, died underground in An. Dora.’ 
Caves and Vaults which they had made to fave H J 
themfelves in : In fine, all the City was de- 
ftroy’d and there was nothing left Handing Hor p e , 
neither Mofque, Fortrefs, Houfes, Towers, 
flor Walls, all was razed to the very Founda- ' 
tions j and they levelled the Ground in fuch a Ge ; ul / d . 
manner, that if the Hiftory of CoraJJana may din, 75 * 
be credited, Horfes might run over it without 
Humbling. It is alfo related that they fpent 
twelve days in counting the Dead who belong d 
to the City, and that comprehending thofe 
who were flain in fome other Places which be¬ 
long’d to Nifchabour , where Tuli feat fome of 
his Troops, ’tis computed that the Moguls kill d 
to the number of feventeen hundred and torty 
feven thoufand Perfons; which feems altoge¬ 
ther incredible, at leaft if they do not compre- Marrakef- 
hend in this number ail thofe who penfhed in 
the Ruins, and in fome other Towns which 
were dependant on Nifchabour , and taken at the 

fame time. f . 

After the Deftru&ion of this City, Tulican 

received an Order from the Emperor his Fa¬ 
ther to repair to him. Nifchabour had often been 
the Capital City of Corajfana• One Hiftorian 
pretends that it took its Original from Sapor 
j£in <t of Perfia , who had caufed it to be built, 
and firnamed it the Clofet of the Eaft, becaufe 
in his time it was full of all forts of Curiofities, 
which its great Trade drew into it. And tho 
the Moguls had put it into the Condition we 
have juft before related, yet in fome time after 
it was reftored to its former Greatnefs, being 
rebuilt, and all things done that could contri¬ 
bute to adorn a City; and the fineft Water in the 
World, which tprung from the neighbouring 

Mountains was brought into it by Canals. It is 
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out of thefe Mountains that they get the CK 
riental Turquoife Stones, which are called in 
the Levant , Pirouz*e Nifchabouri , to diftinguifh 
them from others. This City was but twelve 
Leagues from Tons , or thereabouts, where the 
celebrated Majjir Eddin'Toufi , a great Afiroloeer 
and Author ot certain Ephemerides-, was born* 
as likewife many other learned Men. This 
NaQir puts the Situation of thefe two City i n 
thirty feven degrees of Latitude. Tous was 
only a little more to the South Eafl of Nifcha- 
bour. The City of Tous was at the fame time 
ruined by the Moguls, but it was rebuilt a few 
Years afterwards, and has been iince this Mis¬ 
fortune one of the moil beautiful and moil cele¬ 
brated Cities in the Perfian Empire. Ifmael 
Sefevi, the firfl King of the Family of Sefevi s 
that is to fay, of the Defendants of Schec-Sefi 
who at that time reign’d in Perjta , caufed it to 
be enclofed with flrong Walls, and three hun¬ 
dred Towers. This King then made it the Ca¬ 
pital cf Cor ajjana, by the Name of Mfchehed; 
and as feveral other Princes before him had 
chofe to have their Tombs there, fo he chofe 
to have his: and many of his Succelfors, after 
his Example, have been buried there. 

When Prince Tull had finifhed the Sieges of 
Nifchabotir and ‘Torn , he led his Army before 
Herat , whither he had been told that Gelaleddin 
was retired ,* but it was a falfe Information, 
for this Prince had taken the Road to Bo ft, a 
City in the Province of Segaftan., and had no 
thoughts of retiring to Heirat , which was go¬ 
verned by a Mahometan Lord, w'ho tho he was 
his Subjea, yet was his Enemy : This Lord’s 
Name w as Schamfeddin. He had furpirized this 
City in the Abfence of Emin Melic the Sultan’s 
Uncle, who pofieis ? d this Country by Agree¬ 
ment.

in. And thus Sultan Gelaleddin was deipoiled 

of* aimoft. all his Provinces. 

The Mogul General arrived at Herat in twelve siege of 
days, and immediately laid Siege to the Ci:^ 
Schamfeddin detended it courageoufly, and there c / raffanl# 
paft not a day in which he did not come to 
Blows with the Moguls- And tho this Lord 
was not generally beloved becaufe of his Ldur- 
nation ; yet the Advantages he daily gained Condemn-, 
over the Befiegers, eftablifhed his Authority, h *• 
and gave them hopes of good Succels : But 
the eighth Day of the Siege he was kill d m 
fighting, and the Inhabitants of Herat believing 
that no other amongft them was fo well able to 
fuftain the Charge againft the Moguls , relolved 
to yield, and Deputies were fent to Tuli y to 
make Propofals. The Refiftance he had al¬ 
ready met with before this City, and the kna¬ 
very of the General, whofe Death he knew 
nothing of, made him condcfcend to Terms 
with them, after he was well allured that Ge - 
laleddin was not in the Place. He required no- Marrakef- 
thin a of the Inhabitants but to fubmit them- chy,/>. 
felves, and fwore that no Man in the City 
lliould receive damage either in his Gpods or 
Perfon, and told them they fhould every Year 
pay to the Grand Can but one half of the Eri 
bute they ufed to pay to Sultan Mehemed. When 
the Moguls enterd the City, they exadly ob- 
ferved this Capitulation with refpedf to the 
People of Herat; but the Garifon, and all the 
Officers belonging to the Sultan, who were 
b the number of twelve thoufand, were put 
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to death. Tulican made Aboubequir Oovernour 
of this City, and caufed an Oath of Fidelity 
to be adminifter’d to the Inhabitants, and with 
fixty thoufand Men went for 7 alum, whither 
his Father had recalled him. 


Herat has always pail for a very ftrong City 
and at prefent ferves for a Rampart to the Per- 
fans, and preferves their Frontiers againll the 
U checks. It is iituate on the River Heriroude , in ■ 
Marrakef- the thirty fourth degree and thirty minutes of 
chy,/. 15. Latitude, within two Leagues of a Moun¬ 
tain which had 011 its Top a celebrated Place, 
where the Perfians with their Magi’s went to 
worfhip the Fire, and perform the other Rights 
and Ceremonies of their Religion ,* which fome 
Worfhippers of Fire, whom the Perfians call 
Guebres, or Antefchperefl , to this day perform in 
a Place built out of its Ruins. 1 

That particular Country in which the City ^ 
of Herat flood, was the Aria of the Antients. 1 
Alexandey the Great was its Founder, according 1 
Herat the to Mirconde’s Opinion ,• and it was no fmall 
Birth-place Honour to Herat, that it was the native Coun-

A FTER the taking of Talcan, the Em- Abulfarag. 

peror held feveral Councils with Tulican p> 293* 
his Son, and caufed his Army to march to¬ 
wards Bamiariy ftill waiting for News of Sul- 
tan Gelaleddiny and the Troops whom he had* 1 ° nde » 
fent towards Ind'uiy to fearch for him, if he 
came that way, or take fuch Places as might be 
1 ufeful to his farther Defigns. 

The Sultan Gelaleddin ftaid long enough in 
j the City of Bofi to raife Troops ,* but when he 
learn’d the Strength of the Mogul Army, he 
found himfelf in a great Dilemma, and knew NifevP* 
not what courfe to take, whether to refill: or fly, 
both appearing equally dangerous. At laft the d ; n# 
extreme Danger he was in awaken d his Cou¬ 
rage, and he refolved to oppofe his Enemies, 
even to Death* Thus determined, he departed 
from Bofly endeavouring to get into Gaz>na be¬ 
fore the Moguls could arrive there to take it; fo 
he led his Army, which confifted of about twen¬ 
ty thoufand Men, towards Zebuleftan 3 without 
fraying in any Place by the way, and arrived 
fafely at Gaz>w> which was twenty four days 
Journey from Bofl.

It 
Horfe . had been the Capital of the Sultan Mah - 
moud Gaznavi s Empire, the moft potent Prince 
of all the Eaft in the time that the Seljufa 
des began to make any Figure. A Lord 
called Kerber Melic commanded in this City, 
during the Absence of the Sultan Geldleddm ; 
but the Misfortunes of the Sultan his Fa¬ 
ther had much alienated the Minds of the 
People, fo that there remain’d but little Obe¬ 
dience in the People of Gazka, as WdU as in 
moft other Places. For which reafon, fome 
time before this Prince’s Arrival in that Place, 
there had been many Difturbances caufed by 
the Divifions amongft the great Lords. Yet the 
Sultan Gelaleddin was received in Gazna with 
all the Affe&ion that a People who pafllonately 
loved their King, could teftify at his Return af¬ 
ter a long Abfence. The Author who relates 
this, fays, That the Inhabitants were as much 
overjoy’d at his Arrival, as the Muffulmen at the 
end of the Ramadan , when the new Moon, 
which puts an end to the Faft, appears. This 
Prince would not mix Sorrow' with their Joy, 
by punifhing thofe who had been guilty of 
Crimes againft him, which he might juftly have 
done ,• but he diffembled his Refentments, and 
defer’d till another time the Punifhment of 
their Crimes. 

The Grand Can having information that Ge~ 
Mirconde, l^leddin was at Gazna , haften’d his March, that 
4 °* he might furprize him ; but he was flopp’d in 
Zabuleflan by the Garifon of Bamian , W'hich he 
hoped to take without Oppofition, but it coft 
him more time and trouble than he imagined.

Xhc Governour abfolutely refufed to furrender, An. Dom. 
whatever Summons were fent him, and pro- 
teiied that notwithstanding all the Moguls Me- M ^‘ Th * 
naces, he would defend the Place to the laft Horfe. 
prop of its Blood, fince it was intrufted to 
him. This Anfwer obliging Genghiz,can to be- Abulf'arag. 
fiege it in form, he had many Difficulties to 
fur mount, becaufe the Inhabitants, having long 
expected to be attack’d, had ruined all the 
Country round about the City, to deprive the 
Enemy of all means of Subfiftance. The very Mirconde, 
People of the Province had carried away all the p. 42. 
Stones, and other things that might be of ufe 
to the Befiegers; fo that for four or five 
Leagues round Bamian there was nothing to be 
found that could be of any fervice to the Mo- 
pls They had juft begun to batter the Place, 
when a Courier arrived in the Camp from the 
General who commanded the Forces Genghfa- 
can had fent towards India, to inform him of Marrakef 1 
the total Defeat of his Army by Gelaleddin , ch }’> p* 
which happen’d in the following manner. 

Two or three days after Gelaleddin was got NifaviV 
into the City of Gaz,na> he learnt that there . Li / e A °/ Gtm 
were Moguls in that Neighbourhood who be- 
fieged the City of Candahar , and had Orders to p ‘ 
watch his Motions. This News was the more 
afRi&ing to him, becaufe he could not relieve 
the Place ; but he knew at the fame time that £- 
min Melic , the Son of his Uncle by the Mother’s 
fide, was not far off from him. This Lord 
was come out of Herat, not only to watch the 
Moguls, whom he faw every where viftorious, 
but alfo to feize of fome Places fituate in the 
Mountains in the Country of Segeflan , which 
were very neceflary to be fecured, for the Pre¬ 
servation of Herat. In his Abfence, Schamfed - 
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An. Dora, din , as we have fa id before, commanded in 
He 2 ViV thisCit y* 

Mog! The ^ min Melic had with him ten thoufand Tur- 
Horfe. kijh Horfe, well mounted, and well equipp’d, 
y-'vS-' all refolute Men. Gelaleddin fent to compli- 
Nifa v i, ment him, and let him know that he defired 
*- * him to come to him fince they were fo near one 
another, and [that if he would come, it muft 
be quickly, for there was no time to lofe. £- 
min Melic made no fcruple to go and offer him 
his Service. The Sultan fhewM him all the 
Demonftrations of Friendfhip and Confidence 
in him, and to try his Sincerity, told him, that 
a Body of Moguls were now before Candahar , 
and that he defign’d to go and raife the Siege. 
Emin Melic confented to join his Troops with 
the Sultan’s. And thus agreed, the next day 
they began their March, conduced by skilful 
and trufly Guides, having fent a Man poft, be¬ 
fore they fet out, to the Governour, to give 
him notice that he ftiould be relieved. Thi 3 
Perfon made fuch hafte, that he arrived at Can¬ 
dahar before the Citadel was taken. There he 
learnt by fome Spies the State of things \ that 
the Moguls were no ways afraid of any Suc¬ 
cours arriving, and the Befieged ftill made a 
vigorous Defence, but that they were not able 
to do fo much longer. 

Nifavi, Gelaleddin held a Council to confider what 
h no. was to be done ,* and it was refolved to attack 
the Enemies in the dead of the night. In or¬ 
der to which, the Troops marched without 
being difcover’d, and furprized the Moguls who 
were befieging the Citadel, having already ta¬ 
ken and plunder’d the Town. They finding 
themfelves briskly attack’d by Men who ap¬ 
pear’d to be brave, and not knowing their Num¬ 
ber, and at the fame time by the Governour, 
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who came out of the Citadel upon them with An. Do»; 
all his Garifon, fuffer’d themfelves, as one may Heg ^ tflg> 
fra to be kill’d without making any refinance ; Mog . Tha 
fo much Power has Fear and Surprize over m r (e. 
the Minds of Men* that it can intimidate 
the moft Daring! In a few Hours the Town 
was feen full ...of .. dead Bodies of Moguls <md ^ 

‘Tartars-, and Gelaleddin having had the rru- 
dehce to port Troops at all the Avenues, pf the 
City, few of thofe who thought to find Satety 
by Flight, efcap’d the Sword of the Carizmeans . 

All the Mogul Army that was at Candahar pe¬ 
riled. The Soldiers of the Sultan and E * 
min Melic , got the Booty the Enemies had ac¬ 
quir’d in their March thither; and had been 
greatly enriched, had they not been obliged 
to reftore to the Inhabitants one part of what 
the Moguls had taken from them, when they 
plunder’d the City. After this good Succels 
the Sultan endeavour’d to animate his Soldiers 
with further hopes. He repair d Candahar , and 
return’d to Gazna, which he enter’d in triumph. 

Emin Melic engaged himfelf afrefh to him, and 
promifed never to abandon him, tor which rea- 
fon their Troops did not feparate. And this 
Lord ever after fhow’d himfelf a good Rela¬ 
tion, and a faithful Servant to Gelaleddin . 
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CHAP. IV. 

I 

Prince Coutoucou\r Expedition againft the 
Sultan Gelaleddin. The Continuation of 
the Siege of Bamian. 


Abulfarag. T| 1 H E News of this Defeat was carried to 
P - 293* JL Genghizcan by a Captain who had efcaped 
from Candahar. This Prince was extremely af- 
fii&ed, and refolved to be revenged as foon as 
poflible. In order to which, he caufed the At¬ 
tacks to be redoubled ,• but not being able to 
Fadlallah, take Bamian fo foon as hedefired, he determin’d 
p. 4 4 * to fend Tulican againft Gelaleddin with anAr- 
Condemir m y eighty thoufand Men. He was juft go* 
p. 9. * ing to fend aW’ay this Detachment out of his 

Army, when another Courier arrived, to ad- 
vertife him of the Revolt of the Country of 
Herat, in breach of the Treaty they had 
made with Prince Talican. The Emperor was 
greatly enraged : He order’d this Prince to be 
called before him, and blamed him for not ha¬ 
ving put to the Sword all the Inhabitants of 
the City of Herat. c I forbid you, faid he, ever 
c to (how any mercy to my Enemies without 
1 an exprefs Order from me. Know hencefor- 
( ward, that Companion relides only in mean 
‘ Souls; ’cis only Rigour that keeps Men in 
c their Duty, and a vanquished Enemy is not^ 
L — f tamed, but will ever hate his new Mafter.’ 
/ Then he bid him go and apply himfelf to the 
Duties of his Poft as ufual, and named Coutou- 

cou 
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After his Departure, the Grand Can earned Horfe. 


a Mount of Earth to be caft up before the City 
in a Place where he defign’d to make the fierceft 
Aflault $ and they by his Order built Towers 
of Wood, the Height of which was equal to 
that of the Walls of the Place, to the end he 
might more conveniently incommode the Be¬ 
siegers with his Engines which were placed on 
the Platforms. He fear’d the Fire which the 
Befieged threw, left it fhould burn his Towers 
and Machines ,• but an Engineer promifed to 
preferve them, provided he would permit him to 
have every day kill’d as many Cows and Horfes 
as would cover the Works with their wet Skins* 
which the Emperor gave him leave to do ; and 
by this means the Fire thrown from the City 
had no efted, becaufe it was extinguished, or 
fell to the Ground, fo foon as it tame againft 
the Skins, to which it would not ftick or 
fatten. The Engines in the City did not fail 
to caft down a great many of thofe of the Mo¬ 
guls ; and the Refiftance of the Befieged being 
very obftinate, becaufe their Walls were ex¬ 
ceeding ftrong, the Befiegers at laft began to 
be in want both of Stones and Wildfire: fo 
that they cealed lor fome time to attack the 
City, becaufe they were obliged to fend far¬ 
ther oft for Flint-ftones, Miil-ftones, and o- 
ther things proper to batter the Walls, and 
fling out of the Engines. When they renew d. 
their Attacks, the Befieged made fuch furious 
Sallies upon them, that they overthrew whole 
Squadrons of them* and ruined their Towers 
and Engines; and it is certain* that if the Em-

Horfe. king an Attack, when a Courier arrived from 
Coutoucou Nevian, who informed him that he 
was within a day’s Journey of Gelaleddin , and 
gave him a particular Account of his March, 
and the Order he had made the Army to march 
in, to avoid feveral Ambufcades that had been 
laid for him; and likewife in what manner the 
Enemy was encamp’d, of the number of their 
Troops, and in fine, of all that he had learnt 
by his Scouts. When the Grand Can under- 
ftood that the Sultan Gelaleddin , with the Re. 
inforcement of Turks that had join’d him, 
could make up an Army of fixty thoufand Men, 
he feem’d much furprized ; and this Supply 
made him apprehenfive left fome other new 
ones fhould arrive to join him, which might 
moleft his Moguls. 

In truth* Sultan Gelaleddin had received thir¬ 
ty thoufand Men more, which were brought 
him by three Lords of his Father’s Court, who 
were join’d in League together, and dwelt in 
this Country in fortified Places. They told 
him that having learn’d the Mogul Emperor had 
fent an Army towards the Frontiers of India 
to fight him, they were come to offer him their 
Afliftance, and to join their Troops to his. 

Fadlallah, He received them with much Joy, and protef- 

4 1 5 • ted he would never forget the Favour they had 

now done him. Thcfe Captains were Turks y 
and had belong’d to the Sultana his Grandmo¬ 
ther, and by confequence were no Friends to 
Gelaleddin; but the Danger that threaten’d 
them if this Prince was conquer’d, made them 
refolve to affift him.

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He put himfelf at the Head of his Army; An. Dom. 
and tho he very well knew the Moguls Army 
was by a fourth part fuperior to his, yet he de- Mog. j 
layM not to go and meet them* He came up Horfe. 
with them juft beyond a Town called Birouan , 
within a days Journey from Ganna, where they 
were entrenching themfelves. In truth, Cou- 
toucou being inform’d that Gelaleddins Troops, 
fluftTd with the Succefs they had had at Canda- ° gained ^ 
bar , were marching towards him witn great Gelaleddin 
Vigour, judged it beft to delay the time with over the 
them, and let them cool a little, rather than Moguls, 
venture to provoke them to a Battel. But the Fadlallah,’ 
Sultan broke ail his meafures to avoid fighting, A 41 7 * 
and took the Advantage ot the good Difpoft- 
tion his Army was in; fo he marched directly 
up to the Moguls , ana refolved to force them 
even in their Intrenchments. Coutoucou^ had 
advice of their coming by his Scouts ; and not 
being willing that any fhould have caufe to re¬ 
proach him that he had hid himfelf, and yet 
had an Army fuperior to his Enemies, he caufed 
them to march out of their Intrenchments, and 
went to meet the Sultan. 

The Moguls Vanguard, commanded by an 
Emir , immediately charged Gelaleddins , which 
was led by Emin Melic , who overthrew the 
foremoft Squadrons ; but Coutoucou detached 
frefh Troops to fupport his Vanguard, which 
routed that of the Enemy’s. 'The Sultan im¬ 
mediately caufed his main Body to advance, 
and putting himfelf at their Head, attack d 
the Moguls in the Center, where Coutoucou was. 

The Shock was terrible, and during fome hours 
both Sides had the Advantage by turns ; but at 
lafi Vi&ory declared herfelf on Gelaleddins fide.

Horfc . due t0 his Lieutenant Generals, and to others 
the Rewards they merited. They took a great 
number of Prifoners in the Fight; and ’tis faid 
of Gelaleddin , that having caufed them to be 
all brought into his Prefence, he reproached 
them with their Cruelties, and caufed Nails to 
be thruft into their Ears, to revenge, as he faid, 
the Miferies his Subje&s had fufter’d for fo long 
a time from the Moguls and Tartars. 

Jfifavi, There was, fome days Journey from thence, 
/>. no. a Party of Tartars who were befieging a For- 
trefs call’d Ouala; who when they heard the E- 
vent of the Battel at Birouan , raifed the Siege, 
and fled. 

The Defeat of the Mogids and Tartars was 
quickly know n to the Emperor, who was Hill 
before Bamian. This Prince grieved at the 
Lofs of feveral Officers whom he much valued, 
could not receive this News without being in a 
Mirconde, Paflion. He was fo enraged, that he fwore 
4 °* the City of Bamian and the Sultan himfelf 
Fadlallah, ftiould give him fatisfa&ion. His Fury coft the 
f. 420. Life of one of his Grandfons, w 7 ho expoiing 
himfelf, to pleafe him, to the greatefl dangers, 
was kill’d by an Arrow flhot from over the Walls 
of the City. This young Prince fell dead at 
his Grandfather’s Feet. He was a Son of 
Prince OEtai. The Emperor, who tenderly 
loved him, becaufe he difcover’d in him all the 
Marks of good Conduct, was not proof againft 
this Misfortune. He was mollified, groan’d, 
and mix’d his Tears w'ith thofe of the Mother 
of this young Prince, who w r as prefent, and 
bathed the Body of her dead Son with Tears, 
appearing like one diftra&ed.

Whence comes it, 
4 °* faid he, with a fierce Look, that you do not 
anfwer me when I fpeak to you ? The Prince, 
believing the Emperor was angry, threw him¬ 
felf immediately at his Feet, and faid, My 
Lord, if I have difpleafed you, put me to death, 
I will not murmur.

Precipitation, that he hardly gave his Soldiers 
time to get ready their ViSuals.

293- 
Hill fo numerous, that he believed the Sultan 
would not dare to make head agamft him in the 
open Field, but expedted to find him in the Ci¬ 
ty of Gaz,na, knowing this Place was very ftrong, 
and that Provifions for a long Siege had been 
carried into it.

The Quarrel be¬ 
gan about a very fine Arabian Horfe which one 
of the three Turkijh Captains demanded, and 
the others refufed to yield to him. ' Gelaleddin 
could never bring them to agree: fo that the 
TurkiSh Lords retired with their Troops, and 
left him. Tms Do fortiori did him much Injury* 
and the principal Reafon that obliged him to go 
from Gazna, was to give time to his difunited 
Troops to rejoin him, to oppofe the common E- 
nemy ,• and in reality he did all that was poflible 
to bring the three Turkijh Captains to hearken to 
Reafon. He writ to them feveral times, and 
fent Perfons who were his Friends, to reprefent 
to them, that they muft perifli if they remain’d 
feparated from him ,• and that on the contrary, I 
if they rejoin’d him, they' might gain a Vic¬ 
tory over Genghizcan , that would render them ) 
Mafrers of all the R ichos that Prince had a- 
a d together ever fince the Carizmean War 
began. They at laffc fuffer’d themfelves to be 
perfuaded, but too late,- for the Grand Can ha¬ 
ving Knowledge of their Divifion, and not 
doubting but the common Danger would re¬ 
unite them, if he did not prevent it, detached 
from his Army fixty thoufand Horfe to flop 
them in tne way. Thefe Troops feized upon 
all the Paf ages by which thefe auxiliary Troops 
could march to join Gelaleddin , w’ho finding him- 
felf deprived of this powerful Aid, retired to¬ 
wards the River Indus.

This Prince know- 
inn that the Mogul Emperor fwiftly purfued him, 
ftonn’d on the Banks of the River Indus, in a 
Place where the Stream was mod rapid, to t.ie 
end that the Neceflity of either conquering or 
dying might redouble his Soldiers Courage. He 
atfo believed that the Straitnefs of the Place 
where he was pofted would deprive the Moguls 
of the Advantage of bringing up all their Ar¬ 
my together to fight. He then mar.; d out ?. 

Camp with all the Judgment imaginable. Since 
his Departure from Gawia he was tormented 
with a cruel Cholick, which gave him little 
reft, and would fcarce permit him to go even in a 
Horfe-Litter. Neverthelefs, at the time when 
he fuft'er’d moft, he faw himfelf obliged to mount 
on horfeback, having learn’d that the Enemy s 
Vanguard was already arrived at a Place ca.l d 
Hardtr. On this News he marched in the 
night with the braveft of his People, and flur- 
prfzed the Moguls in their Camp ; he out them 
almoft all to pieces, without lofmg one Man, 
and then returned to his Camp on tlie Bank c. 
the River Indus, with a confiderable Booty. . 

Till this time Genghiztan had marched with Abulrair, 
all the Aflurance of a Conqueror, who believed ?• 2 4 - 
that Gclaleddin thought of nothing elfe than to 
find an Afylum ; but after this laft Action he 
always miftrufted this vigilant Enemy, ana did 
every thing with a great deal ot CircutmpeCtion. 

When he faw himfelf near the Sultan, he put 
his Army in Battel Array, giving the Command 
of the right Wing to Zagatai, the left to OBai, 
and put himfelf in the Center in tne midft o 
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fjx ihoufand of his own Guards, flout veteran 
I roops, of whom he ever made ufe in hi, 
greatefl Neceflity. 

On the other fide, Gelaleddin being inform’d 
by his Scouts how the Enemies were ranged 
immediately caufed the Boats on the Indus t 0 ’ 
be fent farther oft', to take from his Soldiers all 
hopes of Safety, referving only one of the lar- 
gefl for the Security of the Ladies, and to car¬ 
ry over to India the Sultana his Mother the 
Queen his Wife, and his Children :~Eut by an 
unforefeen Misfortune the Boat fplit when they 
had occafion to embark, fo that they remain’d 
in the. Camp. The Army beingranged in Or¬ 
der of Battel, the Sultan referved to himfelf 
the Command of the main Body of his Army. 
His left Wing, drawn up under the fhelter of 
a Mountain, which hinder’d the Moguls Right 
from fighting them all together, was command¬ 
ed by his chief Vizier, and his right Wing by 
Emm Melic. 'This Lord began the Fight, and 
gaui’d the Enemy’s left Wing fo, that they 
gave ground, notwithflanding all the Troops 
that fuflain’d them. And the Moguls right 
Wing wanting room to extend it felf, the Sul¬ 
tan made ufe of his Left, as of a Body of Re- 
ferve, ana detached from time to time Squa¬ 
drons to fuflain the 1 roops that had occafion,' 
He alfo took one part of them, when he went 
at the Head of his main Body to charge Gen -- 
ghiz,can s. The Tartars at this fhock fent forth 
moll horrible Cries,* but Gelaleddins Soldiers 
wcie not ftartled, but following their Prince’s 
Example, fell on them with fo much Courage 
and Vigour, that they put the Moguls main Bo¬ 
dy into diforder. The Sultan open’d a broad 
way to penetrate even into the midft, where 
the Grand Can fhould have been; but this Prince, 
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was not there. Having had a Horfe kill’d tfn- An. Dom, 
der him, hehadcaufed another to be brought 
him, and was retired to give Orders for all 
the Troops to engage. Horfe. 

This Difadvantage had like to have loft the C'*VNj 
Moguls the Battel; for the News being fpread^dlallah,; 
all over the Army that the Sultan had broken r ** " 
thro the main Body, all the Troops were 
(hocked, and had infallibly fled, if the Empe¬ 
ror had pot immediately given Orders, and 
fhow’d himfelf publickly, riding from Place to 
Place. And, in fine, that which gain’d him 
the Battel, was, that having obferved Gelaled- 
din had weaken’d his left Wing, he order d 
Bela Nevian to go and attack it by fome By¬ 
ways over the Mountain, which a Native of 
the Country told him was poflible. In efted, 

Bela , conduded by this Guide, marched with¬ 
out lofing many Soldiers, betwixt Rocks and 
dreadful Precipices, and fell upon the Sultan s 
left Wing behind, which being much weaken’d 
could not long refift. 

The Vidory is by one Author attributed to Marrakef- 
aBody of Horfe compofed of chofen Men, fir- ch l T > P* 1 ?' 
named Pehlevans , who, fupported by ten thou- 
fand frefh Men, fell upon Gelaleddins right 
Wing, which were at that time vidorious, and 
defeated them, driving them back upon his 
main Body, againfl; whom Genghiz,can had re¬ 
new’d the Charge. The Sultan’s Troops, much 
fatigued with having fought ten whole Hours 
againfl: more than three hundred thoufand Men, 
were feized with Fear, and fled, and his eldefi: ^ 

Son was made Prifcner in the Diforder. One 
part of the Troops retired to the Rocks which 
were on the Shore of the Indus , where the Ene¬ 
my’s Horfe could not follow them; and many 
others, clofely purfued by the Tartars , threw 
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An. Dom. themfelves into the River, which Tome of them 
I22 P happily crofs’d over. Others placing them- 
mS The ieives roun d their Prince, being fenfible that 
Horfe ." there was no hopes left for them, continued the 
Fight. 

Abulfarag. Mean time, the Emperor, defirous to take 
j>. 293. D * Gelaleddin alive, forbid that any fhould kill him • 
and in order to feize his Perfon, fhut in this 
Sultan with his Army, which ranged themfelves 
in form of a Bow r , of which the River Indus 
Nifavi, reprefented the String. Gelaleddin ufed his 
/>. 114. Reafon perfe&ly in this extreme Danger. And 
feeing that of thirty thoufand Men whom he 
had at the beginning of the Battel, there re¬ 
main’d fcarce feven thoufand, and that if he 
continued the Fight any longer, he fhould cer¬ 
tainly fall alive into his Enemies hands, he be¬ 
gan to think of his Safety. And having no 
other courfe to take than to crofs over into In* 
dia ,* and altho the River w'as very rapid in the 
Place he muft crofs to efcape, yet he refolved to 
Id. ib. venture it. But before he put this Refolution 
in practice, he difmounted, and went to em- 
> brace his Mother, Wives, Children and Friends, 
and bid them an eternal Farewel. It is eafy to 
Marrakef- i ma g ine how moving a Sight this was : Nature 
chy, p. ip. and Love in this fad moment fhow’d itfelf in 
the molt tender manner. Gelaleddin with Tears 
in his Eyes broke from thofe dear Objects of 
his Affe&ion ; and after having put off his Ar¬ 
mour and Arms, except his Sword, Bow, and 
Quiver full of Arrows, he mounted a frefli 
Horfe, and fpurr’d him into the River, the Fu* 
rioufnefs of whofe Waves afloni/h’d the Beall 
fo much, that he went not in but by Force. 
He was of fuch fervice to the Sultan in carrying 
him fafely over, that in gratitude he had him 
carefully kept ever after, and would not even 
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for four or five Years after ride him in any dan- An. Dora.

Wliilfl he was. crofting the Indus , Gengbiz>can Mo | # The 
being informed of it, ran to the Shore fide, and Horfe. 
was not a little furprized to fee him braving the 
Fury of the Waves; but he was much more to 
fee the Sultan, forgetful of the Danger his Life 
was in, flop in the midfi: of the River to in- 
fult him, and empty his Quiver of Arrows, 
which he fhot againft: him and his Retinue. Se¬ 
veral brave Mogul Captains would have thrown 
themfelves into the River to fwim after Gelded- 
din; but the Grand Can hinder’d them, telling 
them this Prince would difappoint all their At¬ 
tempts.

Mehemed Nifavi , Author of the Hiftory of 
Sultan Geldeddiris Life, reports, that the Sultan 
being ready to enter the River, and pierced 
with the Shrieks of thofe he had took his leave 
of, who begg’d him to deliver them from be¬ 
ing Slaves to the Moguls , commanded them to 
be drowned, and that this his Order was imme¬ 
diately executed. But other Hiftorians, who 
have given a very full Relation of all that pa.fL 
in this Battel, make no mention of this Sultan’s 
Family’s being thrown into the Indus ; blit af- Marrakef- 
fureus that the Grand Can, after this Prince ch J>P- 1 9* 
was pad over, caufed to be brought before him 
his Wives and ail his Children, and order’d all 
the Males to be kill’d' : and by this means the 
Sultan’s eldefl Son taken at the Rout of the

Gelaleddin being got on the Shore of India 
lb. 423. returned Thanks to God for having deliver’d 
Nifavi, him from the Dangers he had been expofedto 
p- 116. in the Battel, and thro the Rapidity of the Ri¬ 
ver. He got up into a Tree to pafs the Night, 
and fecure himfelf from the wild Beafts, which 
were very numerous in this Country. The next 
day, as he was walking, much difquieted in his 
Thoughts, on the Banks of the River, and look¬ 
ing about on every fide to fee if any of his People 
appear’d, who might have paft over at fome 
other Part of the River than that he crofs’d at, 
he perceived a Troop of Soldiers with fome 
Officers, who at the firft beginning of the Ar¬ 
my’s Defeat had found a Boat a-float, and 
feizing upon it, had fail’d all Night with much 
danger, becaufe of the Rocks, Shelves, and 
Violence of the Current, which had drove 
them almoft as low as where Gelaleddin crofs’d, 
tho they embark’d above a League higher than 
where the Battel w ; as fought. Among thefe were 
three Officers his particularFriends, with whom 
a few days after he concerted Meafures fuitable 
to the Condition they w r ere now reduc’d to. 
He foon after faw coming up to him three hun¬ 
dred Horfe, which he difcover’d to be alfo fome 
of his own Forces, at which he rejoiced as 
much as poffible in the melancholy State he 
was in. They told him that four thoufand more 
of his Army had faved themfelves by fwimming 
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over, two Leagues from thence, by a Place in An* D onil 
the River which was lefs rapid, but that they I ?^ 2 * 
were naked, and fo fatigued, that they look’d 
Jike Men juft rifeii from the Grave. He went 
immediately. to feek them, met, and carefs’d 
them, alluring them of his Affe&ion to them, 
and promifed to provide for their Neceffities. 

Thefe unfortunate Creatures made him fenfible, 
by the loud Acclamations, of Joy they felt at the 
fight of him, that they were comforted for ail 
the Ills they had fuffer’d by his Prefence' alone. 

From this time all things fucceeded happily N ;f av ^ 
to Gelaleddin. An Officer of his Houlhold p. 1164. 
named Gemalarraz,ad , who was not prefent at 
the Battel becaufe he was employ’d elfewhere, 
having knowledge that his Matter was efcaped, 
and that many of his People had paft the River 
by fwimming, ventured to load a very, large 
Boat with all that he could find proper for the 
Sultan’s Ufe, and crofs’d over the Indus , and 
join’d Gelaleddin; who feeing that this Boat had 
brought Food, Money, Stuffs to clothe the 
Soldiers, Bows, Arrows, Swords* and many 
other things of which he flood in need, he 
thanked God for this fo fingular a Favour, and 
embraced this faithful Servant, making him 
great Steward of his Houfhold, and firnamed 
him EEliareddin , which fignifies the Chofen or 
the Glory of the Faith. 

As we have no defign to write a compleat 
Hiftory of Sultan Gelaleddin » we fhall only ac¬ 
quaint thofe who have a Curiofity to know id. 
what became of fo great a Man, that he fought 
feveral Battels in Indoflan , in which he was at 
firft vi&orious ; that he made Conquefts and 
Alliances, but that his Profperity excited Jea- 
loufy in many Princes of India, who judging 
he would one day or other give them trouble;,

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An. Dom. if they did not put a ftop to his good Fortune, 
1222. confpjred together againft him, and obliged 
Mol* 6 Thl him to repafs the Indus, Neverthelefs there 
sheep. 6 are Hiftorians who fay that his Departure from 
India was voluntary ; and that this Prince be¬ 
ing inform’d that Genghizcan was gone a 
great way from Perjia , and that there were 
Commotions in 7 dngut and China, hoping to 
recover by his Valour, and the Affiftance of his 
Friends, a part of what he had loft beyond the 
River Oxus, he left the Care of his Conquefts in 
Indoftan to one of his General Officers. But 
we fhall have occafion to fpeak of this Prince 
again, and of his laft A&ions, before we finifh 
this Book. 

To return now to the Grand Can: he was 
much pleafed at the Advantage he had gotten 
over Gelaleddin; but Grief fucceeded his joy, 
when, upon making a review of his Army, he 
faw it was confiderablv diminifhed, and that 
he had loft the Flower of his Soldiers, with 
a great number of his Officers. The Siegesof 
Talc an and Bamian , the hafty Marches he had 
made, and the Battel of Indus , which alone 
had ccft him twenty thoufand Men, all thefe 
had confumed a great part of this formidable 
Army, whofe Number and Strength had even 
aftonillied Sultan Mekemed at Caracou. In fine, 
he found he had loft two hundred thoufand 
Men fince the Beginning of the Siege of Talcan, 
reckoning the two Bodies of Troops which Ge> 
laleddin had defeated. Yet he negle&ed not to 
fend Advice to the Governours of the Provinces 
and Generals of his Armies of his good Suc- 
cefs ; and particularly to Hubhe and Suida , who 
had by this time finifh’d the Conqueft of Trac 
Agemi , otherwife called the Perjian Hircaniu, or 
Northern Perjia *. He commanded them to make 
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publick Rejoicings; and at the fame time gave A »-£■*«' 
them Orders to enter Azerbijana, o.rtheCoun- ^ • 
try of the Modes, fo foon as the Spring came Mog.

W HEN Suida Behadeur and Hulbe receiv’d Fadlallaii*' 
Orders to enter into Az,erbijana, they 4 2 4» 
were in Winter-Quarters in Trdc, at Senoravende, 
a City they had taken by Storm. And their Ar¬ 
ray being much weaken’d by reafon of the great 
Garifons they had been obliged to put into feve- 
ral Places, they writ to fame, Tartar Captains 
who kept the open Country in Corajfana to fend 
them the bell part of their Troops, and to raife 
more, and keep the Country they were id 
quiet. Thefe Troops were no (boner on their 
March to go and Join thofe with the two Ge¬ 
nerals, but the Mogul Captain who led them* 
met with a Carizrtean called Tequiti$ who had 
tinder his Command three or four thoufand 
Horfe, and who fome little time before had fur- 
prized and kill’d the Governour of Bocara. 

Thefe Captains and their Troops fought, and 
the Mogul Captain had the better He oblig’d 
lequin to fly for Safety to the City of Jorgeani 
fuuate in T abarefan, whither Ainangecan , ad 
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Officer of the Sultan of Cariz,me y was retired • 
and there he found them together in a Plain, 
with their Troops in Battel Array, between 
the Cities of Jorgean and Efterabade. He there 
attack’d them, and after a (harp Difpute, in 
w hich T eq uin was killed, the Mogul Officer re¬ 
main’d Vidor, and Ainangecan fled to Prince 
Cayefeddin , who was Brother to the Sultan Gela- 
leddin , where he died foon after. This Adion 
was in the beginning of the Year of our Lord 
1222. and of the' Hegira 619- 

The vidorious Troops join’d themfelves to 
thofe under Hubbe and Suida about the end of 
March this Year. After which, thefe two Ge¬ 
nerals marched toward Ardebile, a ftrong City, 
and a Place of great Trade, fituate within 
two Leagues of the Mountain of Savelane , 
which was at that time cover’d with Snow. 
This City was in the thirty eighth degree of 
Latitude, and was the Arfacia of the Antients. 

The Inhabitants refufed at firft to open their 
Gates, and feem’d determined to defend the 
Place } but their Courage did not anfwer their 
Pride, for after fome Refiftance they furren- 
der’d at difcretion. The Moguls killed the grea- 
tefl part of the People, and plunder’d and burnt 
the City ; fince which it has been rebuilt, and 
is at prefent one of the finefl: in the Perfian Em¬ 
pire. X ’Twas in Ar debile that the famous ChecSefi, 
the Head of the Royal Family of Sefevis, which 
at this time fills the Throne, was born, and 
here his Tomb was ere&ed; which for its Mag¬ 
nificence furpafles the moft pompous Sepulchres 
of the Kings who have been fince buried there*.

The Governour, who was a Man or Courag^ M og. The 
refolved to make a flout defence He reeled sheep 
them every thing they demanded. He Talked 
out of the City himfelf with his Soldiers, and 
knowing the Country better than the Enemies, 
he tired and fatigued them by an infinite number 
of Skirmifhes, and drew them into the Ambulnes 
he laid for them ; and if he had not been too 
confident of his good Fortune, the Moguls had 
had a great deal of Trouble to fubdue him. l!ut 
at iaft they forced him to a pitch d Battel in 
the open Field, in which he was bea.cn, ut 
efcaped to Tauris with the Troops that were 
able to follow him ; and there getting together 
all the Soldiers he had left, he flatter d himfeit 
he fhould be able to fuflain a long Siege : which 
he had perhaps done, if the Inhabitants, not 
daring any more to truft in their Strength .i..ei 
the ill Succefshe had had in the Battel, nad not 
forced him immediately to make Propofals tor 
Peace to the Mogul Generals, who eafily con- 
. fented to them, tearing left the Georgians, who 
were e deem’d the moft valiant People ch all 
Afia, fhould declare for the Inhabitants ot 
Tauris. So they agreed on a Sum ot Money, 
which was paid by the City, and a certain 
quantity of Corn and Cattle tor the Moguls Sub-

Tauris was fituate in thirty eight degrees of 
Latitude. Several Authors believe it was the 
Ecbatana of the Antients, the Capital of the 
Kingdom of the Medes s . Let that be as it will, 
all the Advantage it at prefent enjoys con- 
fids in its being the principal City of Azerbijana^ 
now a Province of the Perfian Empire.* Its 
Outfide is very agreeable, its Buildings very 
fine, its Mofques are magnificent: there are 
likewife Colleges and publick Baths. 

The Moguls after this returned into Trac Age- 
mi towards Ifpahan w'here they Were informed 
there were fome Commotions ; but he who was 
the Author of them had been already punifhed, 
even by thofe who were the chief Promoters 
of it, and perfuaded him to it. They did not 
make the Town fufter any Chadifement for 
thefe Disorders, but were content to take only 
the ufual Duties for the War, and pad a part 
of the Winter in hunting in this Country, ac* 
cording to Cuftom. 

The Georgians , fearing to be in their turn 
attacked by the Moguls , held a Council at Tejlfs 
their Capital City, to confult what they had 
to do. There were fome who, defirous to pre¬ 
vent this Misfortune, propofed to make an Al¬ 
liance with Genghiz.can ; but the Majority were 
of opinion that it was bed to fecure themfelves 
by their Swords. Thus War was refolved on j

Moguls , they imagined they fhould toon lave 
been purfued by them Forwhich reafon they 
fent Deputies to all their Neighbours to ask 
their Affiftance, but none would lend them a- 
ny \ forwhich caufe they fent out ftrong ar 
ties, and molefted all thofe who favour d the 
Moguls, or fubmitted to them. Hubbe and tot da, 
tho the Diftance was fo far between the Place 
they were at and this, fent Troops again 1 i e 
Georgians ; and when the Seafon would permn, 
march’d themfelves with alt their Forces, re¬ 
turning into Azerbijana , and thence enter d in¬ 
to Georgia j but they found ail the Pallages 
flopp’d, a few being able to defend them a- 
gaind many. They chofe rather to defer to 
attack them, than to run the rifque of facrih- 
cing their Soldiers perhaps to no purpofe. 

During thefe Tranfadions they received Ad¬ 
vice that the Inhabitants of Maraga had affined 
the Georgians.

to refrefh themfelves at Ardebile: There thev 
dearn’d that fome of the Sultan’s Relations had 
excited a Revolt at Hdmadan , and that even 
the Governour of the City was one of the 
Revolters. At the fame time it was refolved that 
Hubbe fhould go and appeafe thefe Troubles, 
whilfl Suida continued in Az^erbijana to obierve 
the Inhabitants of Fauris , with whom they had 
reafon to be difpleafed, becaufe they had fecret- 
ly affifted the Georgians. Hubbe being arrived 
before Hamadan , and Gemaleddin the Governour 
feeing himfelf abandon’d by all the reft of the 
Revolters, fent Deputies to the Mogul General 
to aflure him of his Obedience, and to prefent 
him all that he thought worthy his Acceptance. 
But his Preferits and Submiflion avail’d him no¬ 
thing : Hubbe was inexorable, and would abfo- 
lutely have him yield at difcretion. The Go- 
yernour was going to fatisfy his Commands, 

. a Captain named Faquihi had not hinder’d 
him. Faquihi excited the People to defend 
him and prevail’d. They put him at the head 
ci tiie Ti oops that were in the City, and he 
was lo colo as to filly forth and attack the Moguls.

T^auris with Suida , but the 
Governour of this City, inform d of their De-

■who juftified him fo to thefe Generals, that 
the Moguls , inftead of continuing their March 
to ‘I’auris, went to Selmas and to Couy, to fub- 
due thefe Cities^ which were at the f&rthefh 
part of Az,erbjjana, on the Well Side s * 

They had no fooner taken and plunder d 
them, than they turned their Arms to the 
North, and went to ISfafchivan a City of Aran y 
fituate between Az>erbijana and Armenia •. This 
Place was treated like the others, yet with lcfs 
Rigour than Pilcan y which alfo lay in Aran , and 
was the chief Place of Trade in all the ^Pro¬ 
vince. Pilcan being a Town well fortify’d, it 
coft the Enemy a great deal of time to take it, 
who to revenge themfelves for this Refinance, 
committed moil cruel Adions. Gauge a, ano¬ 
ther City of Aran , was more fortunate, for it 
immediately open’d its Gates, which was the 
reafon no damage was done to its Inhabitants. 

The Moguls were in this Iaft mention’d City, 
when they° were informed by fome Spies that 
a great number of Georgians were preparing to 
come and attack them. On this Advice they 
refolved to wait their coming in the Province 


s Thefe two Cities were no farther than feven Leagues off 
from one another, and Selmas is to this day very famous for 
the Commerce there carry’d on.

Uog. l fhe ^ 10u ^ P ut hinafelf in ambufcade with five thou- 
sheep . fand chofen Men, and that Suida fhould march 
with the grofs of the Army as if he went to 
give them battel, but that as foon as they ap¬ 
peared, he fhould leave his Baggage, and re¬ 
tire with Precipitation, yet without Diforder, 
and in fuch a manner that he could face about 
at a Signal which Hubbe fhould give him in co¬ 
ming out of his Ambufcade, to the end the 
Georgians might be charged both before and be¬ 
hind at the fame Inftant. 

This Defign being executed as it was agreed, 
the Enemy took Suida s Retreat for a real Flight, 
and pursued him c Hubbe coming out of his 
Ambufcade, thefe two Generals cut the Geor¬ 
gians in pieces, who in this one day loft thirty 
thoufand Men. The reft efcaped back to 
Georgia; where they were hardly arrived, when 
News was fpread over the Country that the 
Moguls were coming to beftege Tefiis; on which 
account Terror feized the Inhabitants of this 
City, and thofe on the Frontiers, whom the 
Moguls Approach caufed to fly farther up into 
the Country. Yet notwithftanding the Fright 
the People were in, the Commanders and Sol¬ 
diers knowing the Difficulty of the Ways and 
Lanes, ran to guard them; and the Moguls met 
with fo many Turnings and narrow Lanes, that 
they were difhearten’d, and immediately re¬ 
created. 5 Tis faid that in this Jun&ure a Mogul 
who advanced too far was made Prifoner, and 
that his own Misfortune and the Shame of fee¬ 
ing his Companions retire back, fo afflided him, 
that he kill’d himfelf.

CHAP. VII. 


Genghizcan’i Employments during the Ex¬ 
pedition of the Generals Hubbe and Suida 
in Azerbijana, and rvhat the other Gene¬ 
rals of the Army dido 


/A FTER the Battel of Indus> thro the Fadlallah, 
Severity of the Winter, Genghiz,can was />. 430. 
obliged to take up his Quarters on the Frontiei s 
of India, and to let his Army reft, which was 
extremely fatigued. After he had a littie re¬ 
cover’d them, he order’d a Hunting, which 
lafted one part of the Seafon. But when he 
faw the Spring approaching, he diftributed to 
his Lieutenants, that they might continue to 
make new Conquefts, thofe of his Troops who 
Were in good Condition, and kept the 1 eft that 
were moft out of order to manage himfelf. 

He fent into the Country of Herat, which 
had revolted, fourfeore thoufand Men under the 
Command of Ilencou Nevian, and order’d him 
to watch the Motions of the thirty thoufand 
Malecontents who had abandon’d Gelaleddins 
Army, after having fo bravely fought the Battel 
of Birouan . He fent away twenty thoufand 
Men under the Command of Bela , to the Coun¬ 
try of Multane, to refift the Sultan if he ap¬ 
pear’d on that fide the Country,

A needlefs Precaution ! for Gelaleddin 
was returned into Quirman fo foon as he heard 
the Emperor was got into Mogoliftan. 

The Grand C2n, on the receit of fome 
Letters from China, refolved to quit the Pro¬ 
vinces of Perfia to return nearer to the Om, 
where they informed him that his long Ab- 
fence had caufed the Chinefe to grow every day 
more infolent, and wiili nothing more than 
to fee China again governed by its natural 
Prince,* that they feem’d difpofed to revolt, and 
follow the Example of Chidafcou the Can of 
'Tangut, who, feconded by the Moguls fecret 
Enemies, had furprized the City of Campion, , in 
fpite Of the Refiftance made by the Governour. 
On this Information Genghiz>can fent Orders 
to his Brother TJtakin , and went up as far as 
The taking Candahar With the Remainder of his Troops, 
of Canda- befreged and took this City, and there waited 
^ ar * a long time, expe&ing to hear News of his 
Army. 

Abulfeda, The City of Candahar was fituate in thirty 
p. 171. three Degrees of Latitude. It was anantient 
City, and the Capital of a Province of that 
Name. Several Hiftorians will have it to be 
one of thofe which Alexander caufed to be built 
in thofe Parts, and named Alexandria. Geo¬ 
graphers are divided as to its Situation ; fome

ftronger Army than his. A Patan, named Co- 
badia, had fent thofe Forces there, believing he 
ought rather to provide againft the Moguls and 
Tartars than againft Gelaleddin, tho this Sultan 
was in Arms even then on the Frontiers or his 
Country. *Tis true, Gelaleddin was not in a con- 
dition to be much fear’d, having fo few Troops 
with him; nor had he done any thing but made 
a flight Irruption on the Territories ol a 1 rince ^ nj. 
named Rana, who had infulted him, and whom

he killed. , . , 

Ilencou executed the Orders he had received 

concerning Herat with much Cruelty. We have 
already related how the People of this Country 
had made peace with Tulican , who gave them 
a Governour ; but loving their native Prince Fadlallah, 
extremely, and the Mahometan Religion, which p. 430. 
indeed was the ftrongefl: Motive, they^ fooii 
revolted from the Moguls , and threw oft their 
Yoke fo foon as they faw their Prince appear, 
and tumultuoufly killed Aboubequir who govern a 
them, put to the fword all thofe who took 
Genghfocans part in that City, and chofe a 

Governour named Mwbare&eddm. This Action 

was 
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An. Dom. was done at the time when the thirty thoufand 
^ e 1222, Malecontents joined the Sultan ; for the Inha- 
Mog. The bitants of the Country of Herat, feeing fo fine 
sheep, an Army under their Prince’s Command, 1 be- 
lieved his Affairs would take a better turn, and 
that he would be re-eftablifhed, and fo thought 
they might revolt with Impunity. 

Prince Coutoucou had immediately received 
orders to chaftife them ; but having been beat 
at Birouan , the Emperor had been obliged to 
defer his Vengeance for feme time. At laft he 
Pent Ilencou to Herat with orders to ruin all the 
Country, and to deftroy the thirty thoufand 
Men who had aflifted the Sultan. This Gene¬ 
ral employ’d fix whole Months in acquitting 
himfelf of this Commifiion; and being fenfible 
that the more Cruelty he fhow’d, the more 
his Mafter would be pleafed with him, he fet' 
all on fire, and fill’d with Blood all the City | 
and Country. The Moguls boafted they had 
killed above fixteen hundred thoufand Perfons, 
comprehending the thirty thoufand Malecon¬ 
tents which Ilencou had orders to fight, and 
which he entirely defeated, tho with much 
difficulty. 

OBai alfo fet out from the Borders of India 
to go to the Country of Gazina, to execute the 
Emperor’s Orders. He was no fooner arrived 
there, but he exercifed all forts of Cruelties; 
not that this Prince was naturally bloody, but 
he knew his Father was fo, and that he hated 
thefe People, to whom he imputed the Lofs of 
his Armies : in truth, they had always affifted 
the Sultan Gelaleddin as much as they were able. 
After OBai had got poffeflion of all the Places 
in this Country that were of leaft Strength, 
he fat down before the principal City, at that 
time called Daralmulke , or the Royal City, be-

caufe it had been the Capital of the Kingdom A “- 
of the Children of SubuBequin, who had here- 6 ; ? _ 
tofore poftefs’d both the Empires of Perjta and Mog. 
India. This City, which is now called Gazna, sbctp. 
was furnifhed with all things neceffary to fuftain 
a Siege; and befides a ftrong Garifon, Gelaled- 
din had placed there a very brave and expe* 
rienced Man for their Governour. 

This Governour reprefented to the Inhabit 
tants that the Mogul Emperor hated them more 
than all the reft of the Sultan s Subjects ; that 
they ought not to exped any Mercy from a 
Prince who was both an Idolater and a cruel 
Perfon j that he had fworn tneir Ruin, and 
that by confequence it was in vain for them to 
imagine to melt or foften him by any Submif- 
fions: in fine, he fo well animated the People of 
Gazina againft Genghiz.cany that they all relolv a 
to lofe their Lives in the Defence of their City, 
rather than vainly fue to him. Nor did they by 
their Ad ions bely their Words, or ad below 
this generous Refolution. They made frequent 
Sallies, and with good Succefs, upon the La¬ 
bourers, and feveral times overthrew their 
Works. They twice beat down the Mounts of 
Earth the Enemies raifed to place their Engines 
I on ,* they broke above a hundred of their Bat- 
' tering-Rams. But all thefe Attempts proved 
ufelefs, for one night, after an obftinate Fight 
they had had in the day time, in which OBaz 
himfelf had fought in Perfon to encourage his 
Soldiers, who began to be daunted, one fide of 
the Walls of the City fell down, and unfortu¬ 
nately filled up the Ditch with its Ruins, fo 
that a great number of the Moguls and Tartar? 
enter’d with eafe into the Place Sword in hand. 

The Governour perceiving how r much this Ac¬ 
cident had dafbsd the Inhabitants Courage, 

and 
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and that he could not long fuftain the Moguli 
Attacks, refolved to die like a gallant Man; and 
putting himfelf at the head of the braveft of 
his Soldiers, charged amidft the thickeft of the 
Enemies, where he and all with him were flain, 
after having killed many of the Enemies. Ne- 
verthelefs the City of Gduia w 7 as not entirely 
ruin’d, nor did all its Inhabitants perilh, like 
thofe of fome other Cities we have mentioned: 
for the plundering it did not laft above four or 
five Hours* OBai cauiing it to ceafe, and taxing 
the Inhabitants who were left alive, at a cer¬ 
tain Sum, which they gave to buy the City oft’ 
from being burnt, and themfelves from Death. 
This Prince continued in this City till fuch 
time as all the Province was reduced to the 
Obedience of the Emperor his Father, whom 
he afterwards went to join in "Tartary , to give: 
an account of his Conduct. 

When Prince Zagatai waS come into the 
Country of Quirman with his numerous Army; 
he took by degrees all the Places in that Coun¬ 
try, according to the Orders he had received 
from the Grand Can, who being well in¬ 
formed of the Unhealthfulnefs of this Pro¬ 
vince, had charged him to take great care of 
the Soldiers. The Capital City was called: 
Quirman . It was fituate in thirty degrees of 
Latitude. The Antients called this Province 
by the Name of Carmdnia. It had on the 
Weft Perfia , on the Eaft Sende , on the South 
the Indian Sea, and on the North Coraffcim. 
When he was poflefs’d of Quirman, he led his 
Troops into Mecran, which formerly was com¬ 
priz’d in this Province, but at this time made a 
part of Sende . 

After being feized of 7which was one

As deiigned to Hay a long time in this Place, Sheep . 
the Soldiers made themfelves a great number 
» of Houfes. There were fome who even got 
very fine Flocks of Sheep ; and they fubfifted 
with greater eafe, becaufe the Prince had made 
the Quarters for the Troops of fo great an ex¬ 
tent, that they did not incommode one ano¬ 
ther. Every Soldier had his Slaves who ferved 
him. The Troops employ’d themfelves in cul¬ 
tivating Gardens, and began to folace them¬ 
felves as if they had been in a Country which 
they fuppofed was going to be divided, amongft 
them, and*which they were to fettle in for the 
reft of their Lives. But being in a Country 
whofe Climate was very different from that 
they were born in, when the fcorching Winds 
I cuftomary in this Place, began to blow, they 
fell Tick almoft all of them, and a great number 
died; and the greateft part of thofe that lived* 
remain’d fo weak and languifhing, that if the 
Sultan had then had any Army to oppofe them, 
it is not to be doubted but he had entirely. 
f ruined this of the Moguls. # . . 

The Advantages the Terfians gain d from 
; their Sicknefs, were, that their Enemies could 
. not attack the Country of Pars, nor one part 
» of Couz,ifian y which according to the Difpofal 
! the late King of Cariz.me made of his Kin^ 

(< doms, belong’d to Cayafeddin , Sultan Getaleddin s 

s younger Brother. It contain’d ftrong Cities, 
which would have defended themfelves. Thus 
i Cayafeddin efcaped the ‘Tartars for the prefent. \ . 

Zagatai judging his Troops unable to execute 
e 1 hisDefigns, made them feveral times remove 
s from one Place to another to recover tuem; 
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and to eafe them, order’d that the greateft part 
of the Slaves whom they had taken in the neigh- 
bouring Places, fhould be put to death, becaufe 
they were a burden to the Soldiers who were 
charged with the care of them. In one day then 
thefe miferable Slaves had all their Throats cut.. 
After which the Army encamped in a more tem¬ 
perate Country : The Change of Air and good 
Treatment cured the Sick; fo that in a little time 
Zagatai having received Orders to repair to the 
Grand Can with his Troops, found them in a 
condition to march. He put Garifons into the 
Cities and Countries he had conquer’d, and com¬ 
mitted the whole Government of them all to 
one of his Lieutenants. After which, he march’d 
Northward, and made one part of his Army go 
along the Borders of India , under the Condud 
of a Lieutenant General, and with the reft he 
himfelf crofs’d over the Countries to go for 
Bale, where the general Rendezvous was ap¬ 
pointed. 



CHAP. VIII. 


Genghizcan’j' Return from the Country of 
Iran to the Country of Touran, that is 3 
from Perfia to Tartary. 

T H E Emperor having decamp’d from be* 
fore Candahar , continued to march to the 
Oxus. He paft the reft of the Summer of the 
Year 1222. on this fide of that River, in * 
Place whofe Pleafantnefs and Beauty invited

him to flay there, till the return of his Generals. A^Dom* 
Whilft he was there. Deputies came from Bale to H 
wait on him ; he order’d them to fend hita fome Mo | # The 
Men of Skill, who were able to inform him of sheep. 
all the Particularities of their Country. They t/W* 
obey’d ; and foon after their return, feveral 
learned Perfons arrived at the Court. The 
Grand Can confer’d with them concerning the 
Antiquities of Balc y and BaBriana y and they 
inform’d him of all they knew. 

Nor did he omit to talk with them about 
Z oroafter, whom the Orientals call Zeridefcht 
Behram. They told him that this great Man 
had been King of their Country, and that he 
alone of all Mankind had laugh’d when he 
was born ^ that it was he who firft ftudied 
the Motion of the Stars, and invented Ma- 
gick ; that he had a great number of Followers, 
who became fo well verfed in thofe Arts, that 
they had the Titles of Wifemen and Philofo- 
phers, and that he himfelf was called the King 
of the Magi ; laftly, that he had no other 
Priefts but them to teach and improve the Re¬ 
ligion of the Worfhippers of Fire, who were 
the MedeSy Perjians , and BaSlrians , who all had 
fome of thofe Magi in their Countries. Their 
chief Imployment was to fee that every par¬ 
ticular Perfon or Family preferved the confecra- 
ted Fire in their Houfes, fo that it did not go 
out. Thefe Idolaters had in every Province a 
great and magnificent Temple for the publick 
Exercife of their Religion. There are fome 
Authors who affirm, that in A^erbijana this 
Fire, which was fo rever’d, burnt for the fpace 
of feven hundred Years without Intermiffioa. 

Thefe Temples were called Atefchkede ; and 
there are to be feen at this day the magnifi¬ 
cent Remains of thefe great Buildings.

An. Dom. The Grand Can received Letters from Scbi- 
He* 6% dafchou the Can of Tavgut, who made him offers 
Mog*. The Submiflion, and to be tributary to him, if 
sheep . he would pardon what was paft. A Council 
was held on this Subjed, and it was refolved 
an Anfwer fhould be fent him that his Offers 
were accepted, becaufe they were not willing 
he fhould form any more Enterprizes ,• fo that 
the Emperor might make himfelf Mailer of 
Mogoliftan after he had finifhed all his Affairs in 
Perjia and ‘Tartary. It was alfo agreed he 
fhould pafs over the Oxus , to daunt all the 
People who had any Inclination to rebel. With 
this defignhe prefsfei the return of his Troops, 
and fent to his Generals to fet out immediate¬ 
ly from the Places where they now were to 
follow him, after having put good Garifons 
and able Governours into the Places requifite. 
After this he paft over the Oxus with the 
Troops he had with him, and went t o Bocara, 
where fome had already begun to make Re¬ 
parations. One Hiftorian fays he went di- 
reftly to Samar cand: But thofe who fay it was 
to Bocara , prove it by a Converfation which 
was found in Writing, between the Emperor, 
the Cady, and the Catibe, that is to fay, the 
Orator of the City. Thefe two Men were 
fent to him to give him an Account of their 
Religion and Laws, as lie defired : Thefe Doc¬ 
tors, fays one, being come into his Prefence, 
he asked them what their Faith was, in general 
Terms; they anfweffd, That they believed r 
as all the Mahometans did, there was but One 
God, and that this God did create all things, 
and had no Equal. The Grand Can told them 
he believed the fame. Then he asked them 
what was their Opinion of Mahomet; they an¬ 
swer’d that God had fent this Prophet to his 
i Servants 
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and even to my own SubjeSs, to make my Plea- 
fure known to them. The two learned Men after 
this entertain’d him on the SubjedS of Prayers, 
and the Times in which it was their Cuftom to 
pray daily. This Inftitution he liked very well, 
as alfo that of Farting, which the Mahometans 
obferve in the Month of Ramadan: As to which 
he told them that it was but reafonable they 
fhould ufe fome Abftinence for one Month s 
fpace, fince all the reft of the Year they drank 
and eat what they pleafed, and pa/t ^vholj? 
Nights in Debauches, nay, even in this Month 
of Ramadan, altho they called it out of refpeft 
the Venerable. He alfo approved that a Man 
(hould diftribute to the Poor a part of his 
Goods; for example, that of twenty Ducats 
of Gold, he fhould give them the half of one. 
But when thefe Do&ors told him that the 
Muifulmans were obliged to have Temples or 
Mofques to worfhip God in, and that they 
called thefe Mofques the Houfes of God, 
where they ought to pray, and render him their 
Homage ; he told them, that the whole World 
was the Houfe of God, and that he heard the 
Prayers of Men in all Parts of the World. He 
asked many other Queftions of the Orator and 
Cady of Bocara concerning their Cuftoms. Af¬ 
ter which, they returned to their Houfes, and 
affirmed that Genghizcan had Sentiments very 
conformable to theirs, and that he might be 
reckon’d of the number of the Muifulmans, 
Neverthelefs the Orator was not pleafed with

Dom. the Anfwer this Prince gave concerning the 
ud 22 62o Tem P les » tycaufe it maintain’d that there was 
Mog. The 110 need then ? > which was to deny that 
Monkey, a Man was obliged to perform a Pilgrimage 
to Mecha , fince Men went not thither but to 
worfhip God at Quiabe, which is his chief Tem¬ 
ple, according uo/the Mahometans Belief. 

The Grand Gan did nothing at Bocara wor¬ 
thy mentioning. He pah: the Winter there 
the Seafon not permitting him to march fo great 
an Army fo far as from the Country of Bale to 
Samarcand, whither he went not till the Year 
of our Lord 1223, and of the Hegira 620 *: and 
then he fent his Troops before, and order’d 
them to treat the People gently, and to ufe no 
Violence to them , but to be content with 
what was order’d them for their Subfiftence, 
by thofe who had the care of it ; in a word, to 
live as they ought in a Country belonging to 
him. They punaually obferv’d thefe Orders. 
The Emperor foon follow’d his Army with all 
his Houflhold. Prefents were made him in e- 
very Place he pafs’d thro ; and as foon as they 
learn’d he was near Samarcand, the chief Mer¬ 
chants and principal Officers of the Country 
came out to meet him, with rich Prefents, 
which he receiv’d very gracioufly. They af¬ 
ford him, by the Mouth of their Orator, of 
their Fidelity : And he ever after treated them 
with Kindnefs, as a People whofe AfFe&ion to 
him he believed fincere and unfeigned. 

When he was come into his Tent, he enter’d 
into Converfation with the Deputies whom the 
City had fent to welcome him : He recounted 
to them all the Tranfa&ions between him and

The Generals Hubbe and. SuidaV Expedition 
to the KJngdom of Schirouane : Their 
Trawls by Derbende, or the Cafpian 
Forts. - 2

TJVBBE and Saida had no fooner receiv'd 
n t ^ ie Grand Can’s Orders, but they pre- 
r P^ed to execute them ; and after having 
fettled what Methods theyfhould take to pafs 
into Cafchacy on the weflern fide of the Cafpian 
oea, they fent fome before to view the Roads 
Bahages, who brought back word to' 
them. That there was nothing but Rocks and 
* rocipices, fo that it was impoffible to pafs 
any other way than by the Straits of Der- 
bende. But the two Generals having learn’d 
tnat the King of Schirouane was Mailer of 
them, and that none could pafs that way with- 
out his leave, they march’d dire&Iy into his 
Country, where they had not yet been, altho 
it was a part of the Country of Az,erbijana, the 
jcf of which they had already conquer’d. 

ne^ conceal d this their Defign, and pre¬ 
tended only, that they went to eflablifh the 
Orand Can s Empire there, as well as in the 
other Parts of Ajia.. They firft befieg’d Schama - 

a Clt y ^tuate in 40 Degrees 50 Minutes of 
Latitude, and foon took it. 

y hey there treated the People rigoroufly, 

, ecaufc they had refilled them : But afterwards, 
to gam the King of Schirouane'$ good Will, they 

(aid 
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faid publickly, that Genghizcan defired of this An. Dom* 
Prince only a flight Acknowledgement of his I22 3 « 
Submiffion, and a fmall Tribute. The King JjJ 
refus’d to pay the Tribute, but the Generals Monkey . 
did not much trouble themfelves about that, 
having no other Defign but cunningly to obtain 
from him a Paffage by Derbende. They fpared 
the Country of Schirouane , and made their Sol¬ 
diers live very regularly. They even punifhed 
feveral for having abus’d the People. They 
fent Prefents to the King, and receiv’d alfo . 
fome from him: But when they proceeded to 
ask him to give them the Liberty to pafs by the 
way of Derbende into Tartary , and that he per¬ 
ceived that this was the only Aim to which all 
their Civilities tended, and the Motives of the 
refpectful Treatment they had given his People, 
he gave oft' anfwering their Compliments, and 
believed that they only fought how to feize on 
this important Paflage, to hold all the Country 
in Subje&ion, and drive him out of his King¬ 
dom. For this Reafon, when they again prefs’d 
him importunately for leave to pafs by the 
Straits of Derbende; he anfwer’d them. That 
this did not lie in his power, fince the Peo¬ 
ple who inhabited thefe Straits, did not ac¬ 
knowledge any one for their Matter ; and were 
fo jealous, that they would not fuffer more than 
ten Men at a time to pafs that way, and thofe 
Men too muft not be Strangers or fufpedted 
Perfons? Notwithstanding this Anfwer, the 
Moguls, .after having ufed Intreaties to no pur¬ 
pose, proceeded to Threats, and told the King 
of Schirouane , That fince they found that no¬ 
thing could be obtain’d from him by fair 
means, whatever Affurances they gave him of 
their Sincerity, they now declar’d to him, that 
they not oply expected that the Gates of thofe 
, Straits 
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An. Dom. Straits fhould be open’d to them to pafs tho- 
I22 3 * row, to return into their own Country thro the 
Mo g * 6 The Countries of the Alani, ‘Ternary , and Capfchac , 
Monkey! according to the Orders that had been given 
them ,* but moreover, that his Officers fhould 
be their Guides. The King having confider’d 
oCit, granted the Mogul Generals their De¬ 
mands. 

After fifteen Days March, during which 
they went above forty Leagues by the Woods, 
Rocks and narrow Paifages of Mount Caucnfus , 
the Mogul Army, led by the King of Schim - 
one s Guides, arriv’d fafely at Derbende, having 
pafs’dthrothofe Straits,not without Admiration 
of the Manner, Nature and Art had wrought 
together for the Defence of this Paflage. Hubbe 
and Suida freely confeft, that it was not to be 
forced. The very Walls, which were fix Foot 
thick, were made of a certain Matter com- 
pofed of Lumps of Gravel and Shells pounded 
together, which was much harder than any kind 
of Stone whatfoever. 

This Paflage was call’d by the Antients Portm 
Cafpia, or the Cafpian Gates ; and the Word 
Derbende in Perjian properly fignifies. The Fuji * 
nings of the Gates* It is fituate in 43 Degrees of 
Latitude, betwixt the Cafpian Sea and a Moun¬ 
tain of the fame Name, by which one muft of 
ncceffity pafs to go into Tartary , to the Alani, 
the Circafftans , and the People of Capfchac , when 
one comes from Yrac, Az.erbijana, Syria, and 
Armenia. There is between the Sea and the 
Mountain a Space a quarter of a League 
broad; in this Space were built, at three or 
four hundred Paces from one another, two 
thick Walls, founded on the Rock, and reach¬ 
ing from the Mountain to the Sea ; fo that all 
Faifengers were obliged to pafs thro by the Iron 
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Gates which were in thefe Walls. The Space An. Dora* 
taken in by thefe Walls made a third part ^ 22 3 * 
of the City call'd Scheheryounan, that is to 
fay, the City of Greeks , becaufe it was built Monkey . 
by the Command of Alexander the Great; Tow 
in antient Greek fignifying Greece. But it was 
not in this Quarter of it that Derbende was 
beft peopled, nor in the higher Parts which 
were on the fide of the Mountain towards the 
top, altho it was much more peopled than Sche- 
heryounan . The greateft number of Inhabitants 
were in a Place call'd the Moyenne , a City at 
the foot of the Mountain. Thefe three Parts 
which compos'd the City, were near three 
quarters of a League in length, tho they were 
not very broad. It was a Place of no great 
Trade, by reafon of the proud and untrada¬ 
ble Humour of the Inhabitants. 

The Perfians fay, that Derbende having been 
once ruin’d, the Great Cofroes caufed it to be 
rebuilt, in the Reign of Juftinian the Emperor 
of Constantinople. There was alfo a kind of Port 
where Boats and Veflels daily arrived, and 
which was fhut in by a Chain fatten'd to two 
Forts, which hinder’d any from entering into 
the Place by Sea without leave. All this at 
prefent is defended by a Cattle which is on 
the top of the Mountain ,• and the Orientals 
fay. That fince Alexander led his Army by the 
way of Derbende , none can remember that any 
other but Gengbincan’s pafs’d that way. 

When Hubbe and Suida were got beyond Der¬ 
bende , they found themfelves in the Country of 
the Alani , who, according to Strabos Report, 
could fpeak twenty five Languages. This 
Country is the antient Albania , fituate between 
the Cafpian Sea and Iberia, in 3 7 Degrees of 
Latitude. Thefe People, who are at prefent 
, • ' * - call’d 
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An* Dom. call’d the Tartan of Dagueftan, were extremely 
122$. furpriz’d to fee on a fudden thefe two Generals 
S eg ’ 6 tT appear, of whom they had not fo much as heard 
^Monkey* any mention : And fearing they had fome de- 
fign upon their Liberties, they at fir ft did them 
all the Mifchief,and put them to all the Trouble 
imaginable. They cut down the Woods to ftop 
up the Lanes, broke uptheRoads, andfpoildall 
the Corn and Provifions, to c a life the Moguls to 
perifh : yet all this did not hinder Tarcou, the 
chief of their Cities, from being taken and ruin’d. 
The Circaffians having join’d the Alani, they 
much embarafs’d Suida and Hubbe , till fuch 
time as thefe two Generals having found the 
way to furprize Terqui, the Capital of Circajjta , 
conquer’d both, notwithstanding the Succours 
thefe People receiv’d from the Calmuck \tartan, 
bordering on the Volga and Cafpiau Sea, whom 
they defired to enter into a League with them. 

The Mogul Generals forefeeing, that if thefe 
./ other Tartars join’d in the League with the 
Alani and Circaffians, and that if thefe Nations 
rais’d all the Forces they could againft them, 
they could not withftand them, w r holly ap- 
ply’d themfelves to break this Confederacy; to 
effeft which, they fent Melfengers to the Cab 
much , to reprefent to them that they were 
Tartars as well as they, and all of the fame 
Nation ; whereas the Alani and Circaffians 
•were their profeft Enemies; and that they 
ask’d nothing but to return to their own Coun¬ 
try, and defired them to be the Arbitrators 
of this War. The Moguls Reafons, attended 
with feveral Prefents for the Heads of the Cab 
muck Hords, who were not willing to proyoke 
them farther, made them change their Minds, 
and recall their Troops ; fo that the Alani and 
Circaffians feeing themfelves depriv’d of their 
' d * Affiftance, 
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Affiftance, foon loft all Courage, and gave way An. Dom. 

to their Enemies. jii 22 <w 

Whilft thefe two Mogul Generals held Cor- Mo |; 

refpondence with the Calmuck Tartars , they M ank*y. 
pafs’d the Volga with eafe, and enter’d into 
Capfchac: but it being late in the Year before 
they arriv’d, they were obliged to pafs the 
Winter there, which very much difpleas’d their 
Hofts ; and their long continuance there ha¬ 
ving in the end given birth to feveral Feuds, 
their Friendfhip ended. Neverthelefs, the Mo? 
guls having fortify’d themfelves in the Country, 
and learnt that they might be reliev’d by Touf- 
chican , who was near; they fent an Exprefs 
to him, to inform him of the Condition they 
were in. 

This Prince immediately fent away the beft 
part of his Troops to them, led by fuch skil¬ 
ful Commanders, that they found meaps to join 
thefe two Generals, notwithftanding all the 
Efforts of their Enemies to hinder them* And 
all thefe Troops thus join’d, made a confide* 
rable Army, who without much trouble con- 
ftrain’d thefe People to acknowledge Genghizs- 
can for their Emperor, as w r ell as the major 
part of the other Tartars who acknowledg’d 
him. Toufehican being obliged to go to Court, 
fent Advice of his Departure to Hubbe and 
Suida, whom he left Mafters of Capfchac in his 
Abfence, with Order to attack the Nogays , 
who had offended him. 

The Winter having frozen the Rivers, gave 
the Moguls an eafy Paftage over Places, which 
would have otherwife much embarafs’d them. 

By this means they went as far as Aflracan , 
which they fubdued : And this War, which 
lafted fix or feven Months, was not finifh’d till 

fuch

„ I223 * chi for their Sovereign, and Genghizcan for their 
Mog’. The Grand Can. Hubbe and Suida remain’d in this 
Monkey . Country till the Autumn of the Year follow- 
t/W ing, 1224 > t ^ en T’oufchi being return’d 
from Court, and from the Diet w r hich was 
held at Tone at , they left it with the Troops 
they had brought with them, before thofe this 
Prince fent them, had join’d them. 

The City of Aftracan , which the Mahometan.s 
call’d HadgiTarcan , is in the Ifle of Elgoi, which 
feparates Europe from Ajia y and makes part of 
the Countries of the 'tartars of Nogay. It is 
(ituate in 4 6 Degrees 22 Minutes of Latitude, 
about fifty Leagues from the Cafpian Sea, into 
which feveral Rivers difeharge themfelves. Its 
Walls, inftead of Baftions, have Towers of 
Stone; and are furnilh’d with feveral Pieces 
of Brafs Cannon. The Garifon of the City is 
always a ftrong one. The Trade is carry’don 
with the Nogays by the Calmucks and other tat¬ 
tars ; as alfo by the Mufcovites , Perjiaw and 
Armenians . Its principal Traffick is in Silks 
and Brandy. The Czar of Mufcovy raifes a 
great Revenue by the Taxes he lays upon them.

W HEN the Mogul Emperor had refolved 
on his Departure from Sogdiana to go 
to the Diet which he had called together at 
Toncat , he freed the People of this Province 
for feveral Years from the Payment of the ufual 
Tribute, becaufe he was well pleafed with their 
Deportment to him. And to give the Lords o£ 
this Country fome particular Marks of his Af- 
fe&ion, he remitted to them during their whole 
Lives the Taxes which the Nobility of each 
Kingdom were obliged to pay to their Prince. 
This Proceeding of the Emperor caufed much 
Joy to the Inhabitants of Samarcand. But the 
Joy was not fo univerfal in the City, it being 
damp’d with feeing the Queen Turcan-Catun 9 
who had been brought thither a Prifoner with 
her Court, and all the great Officers of the 
Empire that had been taken, led as in Tri¬ 
umph before the Grand Can’s Army, who was 
going to pais thro thofe Countries where /he 
was (till beloved. Her Haram, or the Ladies 
of her Seraglio, follow’d her. The great Of¬ 
ficers belonging once to Sultan Mehemed march*- 
ed after. Then the Throne and Crown which 
he had taken from the Sultan, and his Mother, 
were borne in State. In this manner Genghizcan 
3 marched 
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An, Dom.

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marched out of Sogdiana , after having lived 
there near a Year, and went to the River 
Taxartes which he crofs’d over. 

He arrived at 7 meat the beginning of the 
Year of our Lord 1224. and of the Hegira 621, 
He had made choice of this City to hold the 
Diet in, both becaufe of its agreeable Situa¬ 
tion, and byreafonit was able to furnifhina 
fufficient manner Provifions and all other things 
needful for fo numerous an Aflembly. The 
Princes OBai and Zagatai repair’d to Court as 
foon as it was poffible for them, after having 
diftributed into different Places the Armies they 
commanded. The two Bodies of Forces under 
Zagatai were rejoin’d in ‘Tocareftan ; but having 
ruined the Countries of Talcan and Santian, he 
Was obliged to return up to the Oxus to fubfift 
theWi, and did not crofs over it till he came 
to hedaefehan . From thence he continued his 
way Eaftward by the Confines of Turquefian , 
and went as far a sOtrar, where he fix d the 
Head Quarters for his Army, whom he.caufed 
to encamp in the Turks Country. 

OBai ufed the fame diligence ; for when he 
had finifhed the Conqueft of Gazjna , and the 
Troops of the other Generals, with thofe who 
were not defign’d for Pevjia, had join d his Ar¬ 
my, he went back up the Country as far as 5 o- 
cara, from whence he went to Samarcand , be¬ 
caufe he had Orders to leave his Troops in 
Sogdiana, quartering along the Territory of Sa¬ 
marcand as far as the Jaxartes. 

Toufchican repaired alfo to Court, as has been 
already faid. It had been a long time fince h$ 
had feen the Emperor his Father ,* for imme¬ 
diately after the Reduction of Cariz>me he had 
been fent into Capfcbac , where in fpite. of a

When this Prince came into the Grand Can $ 
Prefence, he kneel’d down, and the Emperor 
gave him his Hand to kifs. The Princes his 
Brothers had the fame Honour at their Arrival 
before him, after having laid their Prefents at 
the foot of the Imperial Throne, according to 
the ufual Cudom : but altho their Prefents were 
very confiderable, Toufchicans furpafs’d them all 
by much 3 for befides feveral rare tilings, he 
prefented a hundred thoufand Horfes* amongfh 
which there were twenty thoufand all Bay-co- 
lour’d *. After the Emperor had embraced his 
Sons, and tedify’d by his Caretfes how well 
fatisfy’d he w r as with their Conduft, he open’d 
hisTreafures, and loaded them with Gifts. Af¬ 
ter which he order'd a great Fead to be niade^ 
and gave publick Banquets for a whole Month. 

But the moil fumptuous Treat was on their 
return from a general Hunting, in which there 
had been kill’d feveral thoufand Beads of all 
kinds, of which the bed were made ufe of, and 
drefs’d after the 'Tartars Fafhion. The Grand, 

Can’s Faulcoriers furnifhed alfo abundance of 
all forts of Birds. They drank not only the ufual 
i)rink among the Moguls and Tartars , arid Sher¬ 
bets, the way of making which they had learn'd 
from the Per ferns , but alfo exquifite fine Wines

* Hen. Beer, or Cammez. Yet they befides thefe’ 
\**\f>*J confumed a prodigious quantity of Balpiringe* 
which was a kind of Hydromel, or Metheglin* 
made of Honey, Rice, and Millet, which they 
clarify’d To well that nothing could look of a 
finer Colour. They generally drank a great deal 
of this Liquor, becaufe of its pleafant Tafte j 
but it made them drunk as foon as Wine, be¬ 
ing as ftrong. 

This Feaft was made in the Winter when 
little Cammez was ufed, and was now drank 
no where but at the Tabled of great Lords, 
where the Butlers, to fhew their Skill, ferved up 
a Drink which was as hard to make good in this 
Seafon as it was eafy to make pleafant in Sum¬ 
mer. 4 They made this Cammez of Mares 
' Milk, which is very fweet. They poured it 
into a great Churn, where they churn’d it ex¬ 
traordinary well, in the fame manner as they 
make Butter. But this Mares Milk mull be 
well beat, if one would make good Cammez; 
for which reafon this Work is always referved 
for Men to do, and the Women do not meddle 
with it. Neither do they milk the Mares, who 
are generally very troublefom, becaufe they 
will not ftanjd ftill to be milk’d, at leaft if 
their Foals be not held near them, which are 
not eafily governed. When the Butter is made, 
they take it out of the Churn, and the Butter- 
milkis the Cammez; but it is different from our 
Butter-milk, becaufe it is fharp cn the Tongue 
like the bell Wine, and as pleafant. Thft

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j)rink is of a greyifh Colour; but the Grand Aft. Dom, 
Can’s Officers of his Table know how to give 
it a more agreeable Colour, and to render it 
ft ill more pleafant: for by much churning this Hen, 
Liquor they make another, which is called Ca- t/W. 
racammez, that is, black Cammez, which they 
referve for their Mailer’s drinking only. T hcfe 
who have drank of it affirm that the other 
Camrriez is not fo pleafant; which is riot to be 
wonder’d at, becaufe they draw out the pureit 
Part of it, which fwims on the top, and the 
grofler Part remains at the bottom, and is re- 
ferved for other tffes. But let this be as it will, 
the Authors who make mention of it, afllire us 
it is a very wholefom Drink, and attribute 
great Vertues to it. The Beer made of Rice 
and Griut* which is the common Drink in Win¬ 
ter, was plentifully diftributed among the Do- 
meflicks at the Feaffi This Griut is very plea¬ 
fant, tho a little four. It is, by means of a 
Curd made of Goats Milk, render’d very hard 
and dry, which they keep for the Winter; and 
never fpoils, becaufe they make it extreme hard 
after the Butter is taken out: and this Drink 
is afterwards made by fteeping this Gurdj in 
Waters

HE Feaft being ended, the Grand Can 


,.JL caufed all things to be got ready for hold¬ 
ing the Aflembly he had conven’d, and had fo 
well concerted his Meafures, that all the Mem¬ 
bers of this great Council appear’d in ToncattH 
the Day afligned them. The Can of the Yugum, 
whom he had heretofore adopted, had been 
fmnmon’d to take his Place as his adopted Son; 
and feveral other Sovereign Princes, who had 
voluntarily fubmitted to Gengbi&can, or were 
in Alliance with him, fail’d not to come thi¬ 
ther* Befides thefe, the Governours of the 
Provinces of Catai, Mogoliftan, Car ac at a:, Iran, 
and Touran , were alfo there, and fet up their 
'Tents in the Plain of Toncat. 

Altho this Plain was feven Leagues long, 
yet it could hardly contain the Tents and At¬ 
tendants of all thefe great Perfons who were 
to be prefent at this Aflembly: The greateft 
part of them had caufed their moveable Houfes 
to be drawn thither, and every Lord had a 
numerous Retinue. Thefe Houfes were built 
upon Wheels, which carried very long Pieces 
of Wood faften’d to their Axeltrees, on which 
all the Machine was refled ,• and the Axeltrees 
bearing all the Weight, they made them of 
the hardefl Wood they could get. Thefe 
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Houfes refembled our Tents in Europe, 

Floor was of Wood, the four hdes we Heg< d 

clofed with Cane-work or Laths. I he Root M o§. The 
wasraifed in the Fafhion of a Dome and on Hen 
the top there was a round Hole which ferved 
both for a Window and Chimney; but if the 
Houfe was large, they ufed fome ether Open¬ 
ing lower, to render the Place more light. 

Some were cover’d with Felt rubb'd with Sheep s 
Milk, fo that the Rain might run off without 
penetrating it. But that was prated only 
by poor People ; for the Rich caufed the Felt 
to be plaifter’d over with a Compofition m 
which was a great deal of Tallow, which was 
lefs eafy to be penetrated by the Rain, j here 
are fome curious People, who, to be diftin- 
guifhed from the reft, caufed their Houfes to 
be cover’d with Stuffs of various Colours. 

They make thefe Houfes larger or fmaller as 
they pleafe, but they are always longer than 
broad; and however light the Wood is they- 
are made of, they are fometimes fo. heavy, 
by reafon of the Furniture they contain, that 
they are obliged to put to one of them thirty 
Oxen to draw it along. There are fome that 
are made to take to pieces, and fet together at 
pleafure ; and others that alwa\s remain x 
on their Wheels, which are thofe that can oe 
drawn by two or three Oxen, which geiier^.11 v 
ferve for Store-houfes to put up the belt ofc 
the Furniture, and Clothes. And the great 
Lords having abundance of thefe little Houles, 
caufed them to be placed round about their prin¬ 
cipal Lodging; fo that the dwelling Place ot 
every Nobleman thus difpofed appeal s a Camp. 

And we muft obferve, that the Door of evety 
Houfe is always turned to the South. 
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3 5 § The History of 

An. Dora. The Oxen which draw thefe Houfes are the

Mog. The quipages, becaufe they all ftrive to have fine 
ones. There are Oxen fo dear, that they can- 
not be purchafed but by very rich People. Thofe 
that are mofl efteem’d come from the Country 
of Tangut: Thefe are extremely ftrong, and 
there are fome of them have Hair like Horfes; 
and the moil part have that on their Tails 
white, and as foft as Silk. They make ufe of 
Camels in fome Places; but the ufe of Oxen is 
much more common. 

When they had marked out the King’s Quar¬ 
ters in the Plain, which took up near two 
Leagues in Compafs, and the Streets, publick 
Places, Bazars or Markets were appointed, 
\ th ey pitched the Tents for the Emperor’s 
Houfhcid. That which was made for the Diet 
to fit in, would contain at leaf: two thoufand 
Perfons ; and to diftinguifh it from the reft, it 
was cover d with White. They erecied a mag¬ 
nificent Throne for Gengbiz,can f and forgot not to 
place on an Eminence the black Felt-Carpet on 
which this Prince was feated when he was 
proclaimed Grand Can. And this Emblem of 
the poor Eflate of the Moguls at that time was 
always held in great Veneration by them, fo 
long as their Empire lafted. The Tent for the 
Diet had but two great Entrances, the one 
they named the Imperial Gate, the other the 
publick. All the Members of the Aflembty 
Were not allow’d to enter or go forth but by the 
common Gate, altho they both flood open. 
The Imperial one was referved for the Emperor 
pply to come in at; and the People refpe&ed 
it in fuch a manner, that no Man, of what 
Quality foeyer, did once approach it, tho there 
■pias no Guard placed to keep them out. Thp 
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Guards which were at the common Door An. Dm. 
ferved only for a (hew of Grandure ; tor the Heg>62U 
Orders given were fo exadly obferved by eve- M og. The 
ry body, that no Diforder ever happen d a- 

m A?tho the Luxury of the Princes and chief 
Moqul Lords was not yet come to the height it 
arrived at after Genghizcan s Death, yet there 
appear’d a great deal of Magnificence in their 
Habits and Equipages. On the greateft part ot 
the Tents there were placed Streamers or di¬ 
vers Colours, made of the richefl Silks ; no¬ 
thing could be a finer Sight. The Princes and 
Lord’s Horfes had Saddles and Furniture fee 
with precious Stones and Gold, which feem d 
to vie with each other. The Habits the Mo- ThemUu 

guls wore, were like thofe.the *^J**?“£ grfs.* ' 

mans wear at this prefent time. Thofe of the 
great Lords were made of Gold and Oliver 
Stuffs, and rich Silks, which they had brought 
from the Countries they had conquer d; and 
it being ft ill very cold Weather, they wore 
under their Robes a certain kind of fine bur 
Garment, called Sables, that is brought 
from Ruffia and Siberia, which they wore next 
their Skins. They w T ore, when abroad in 
the Field, over their Habits* to preferve 
them, great Coats of Wolves Skins. I heir 
Attendants had for the moft part Coats made 
of Felt of divers Colours, lined with Wad- 

Altho this Aflembly was called together to 
fettle the Affairs of the Empire, yet there 
needed not much time to do it: for notwu.i- 
ftanding the great Conquefts and vail number 
of People fubdued, Zagatai, the Keeper < 
Genghizcan'- s Laws, had put them in lo good a. v 
Method, that all things which were propofea

and at the fame time of himfelf. He rechm- 
mended the exact Obfervation of them to all 
the People, and fhew'd how advantageous and 
ufeful they were, fince by their means fo ma¬ 
ny important Affairs had been regulated in fo 
ihort a time. He likewife faid that the Ob- 
fervation of thefe very Laws had been the 
Caufeof all his Conquefls, and of the Honour 
the Moguls now fhared with him. Fro^n hence 
he took occafion to recount his Victories, na* 
the Ex - ming every Sovereign Prince he had conquer’d, 
cZSl/ not r cxce P t T i "g ev en the Prince of 'Tancut, there 
fubduedby P re ^ enr - r f it may be forgiven a great Prince 
j 3 eghiz- to^praife himfelf, Genghiican merits to be ex¬ 
pan. cufed, conlidering he was pofi’efs’d of all Tar- 
tary, fiom the Eaft as far as Alufcovy , and from 
the uninhabitable Parts of the North as far as 
Tanfoxiana, and of the vaft Country of 7 ur- 
queftan as far as China and India ; nay, even of 
the half of China itfelf, which was fubject to 
him, and which Prince Utakin his Brother had 
govern’d with fuch Prudence during his Ab- 
fence, that at his return he found it quiet, not' 
withfranding the feveral Attempts the King of 
Mangi, which is the Southern China, had made 
to excite them by his Jxmidkries to a Revolt. 
All the Countries between Turqueflan, , the Of- 
pian Sea, . and the Rivers Oxus and yaxartes , 
weie entirely fubdued ,* as alfo the People of 
$ende beyond the Indus as far as the Per dan Sea,

He was not content to relate the Number and 
Names of the Countries he had conquer d, but 
order’d, as the moft effedual means to con¬ 
vince the Diet of his Greatnefs, that all the 
Ambalfadors fhould be call d into the Alierobly 
whofiad follow’d the Court, and who were at 
this time in their Tents, which were pitched 
round the Imperial Tent, as alfo all the En¬ 
voys and Deputies fent from the Kingdoms 
and Countries lie had fubdued. They all went to 
the foot of the Throne, and there he gave them 
Audience. After which he difmifs’d the Alfem- 
bly, and every one retired to his Home. 

Toufcbi , who look’d on Capfchac as his own 
Kingdom, foon after took leave of the Em< 
peror, who confirmed to him his Grant of the 
Sovereign Authority over it, and gave him 
leave to take under his Command the Troops 
which now were with Hubbe and Suida , the bet¬ 
ter to fupport his Dignity, and fubdue the 
neighbouring Princes who fhould go about to 
moleft him. ' ; "- 

Prince Toufchi was no fooner arrived in Cap¬ 
fchac, but the two Generals put their Troops 
into his hands, and returned to the Grand Can, 
whom they found {till at 7 J oncau He gave them 
a good Reception, accepted their Prefents, and 
caufed rich Veils to be given them. He went 
from iincat foon after, attended with them 
and all his Court, making always the Captive 
Queen to follow him, mounted" on a Chariot, 
and loaded with Irons, to (hew to the Eyes of 

the Nations a proud Monument of his Victo¬ 
ries. 
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An. Dom. r ies. When he was on his March, he gave an 
1224 * hour’s Converfation every day to Hubbe and 
Mo^*. The Suida, to relate to him their Expeditions, and 
the Rarities they had come to the knowledge 
Vy'W' of in the drange Countries they had been in, 
which they entertained him with ,* fo that they 
had {till fomething new to fatisfy the Emperor’s 
Curiodty till he arrived in Mogoliftan. 



CHAP. XII. 

GenghizcanV Return to Caracorom, the 
Seat of his Empire, The Moguls Mar¬ 
riages. The Beginning of the War of 
Tangut, 

T H E Grand Can pad by the way of Tur - 
queflan y from whence he crofs’d over the 
Kingdom of the Naimans , and enter’d into Gz- 
racatai , and fome Months after went to Cara - 
corom , the Seat of his Empire. This City, 
which was no lefs than twelve days Journey 
diftant from the Place where this Prince was 
born in the Country of the Teca Moguls , was 
really a very inconfiderable Place when it was 
taken from Ounghcan; but Genghiz.can had much 
improved and imbellifhed it lince, and after 
him, Oclat-Caan caufed it to be rebuilt, and it 
became a very famous and populous City.

Genghi^can was received by the Inhabitants of 
his Capital City, nor what became of the un- 
fqminate Queen r Turcan~Catun ) nor of the Ca- 
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Genghizcan the Great. ^6^ 

rfomean Lords who bore her Company; but it An. Dom. 
is to be fuppofed that thefe illuftnous Captives 
finifh’d their Lives in Mifery and Obicurity. Mog . Jht 
The firft Pleafure the Emperor tafted at Cara - Hen. 
corom was the Sight of fome of his Grandfons, v-nN. 
whom he had not feen for feven Years. A- 
mongrt; thefe . there were two of whom he had 
conceived great Hopes, which they did not 
fail to anfwer. They were called Cublay and 
Hulacou. The firft was then about ten Years 
old, and the other nine. They continually 
employ’d themfelves in Hunting, which among 
the Moguls was accounted a great Sign of Fire 
and Courage in thofe that were naturally ad¬ 
dicted to this bold Exercife. The Inclination 
they fhew’d for this Sport fo extremely pleafed 
the Grand Can, that he gave them Employ¬ 
ments near him, and took the Trouble to in- 
ftruCt them himfelf. 

And now this Prince being recover d of his 
Fatigues, applied himfelf to fettle the State# 

He firft caufed the great Officers in China to be 
called to Court, to give him an account of their 
Behaviour; and his Brother Utakin having fully 
informed him of their Actions, fome were pu- V 
nifhed, and others rewarded. He did the fame 
by the great Lords of Mogoliflan and Caracatay. 

He fent alfo for Schidafcou the Sovereign of 
*Tangut , who had offer'd to continue to be tri¬ 
butary to him. But this Prince fearing he 
would not pardon him his former Rebellion, 
took no care to obey his Orders, but rather 
thought of making a League with the Chine fe 
cf Mangi , and the Oriental larks his Neigh¬ 
bours. However, to gain time, he ufed feve-> 
ral Pretences to excufe himfelf to the Empe¬ 
ror, whofe Troops not being all arrived, he 
diffembled his Anger till fuch time as he was 
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iin. Dom. in a condition to make him feel his RefenN 
* 22 4~ ments. 

g* - Mean wIliIe Schidafcou found the Chinefe and 
5L Ajbdifpofed to fecond him. The Chinefe co *- 
W**' Pain’d of Genghiz,cans ufurping the Country of 
Catai, and the "Turks of the vile Ufage he gave 
Queen Turcan-Catun, > who had always ufed diem 
well when they were her Subje&s. Neverthc- 
lefs, the Difficulty of forming Leagues where 
the lute reft s are different among# thofe who 
compofe it, did not permit them to come to 
a conclufion before the Grand Can was able 
to begin a War againft them. Schidafcou had 
already levied a great many Troops, and pre¬ 
pared to receive the Moguls, 

During this time the Emperor’s Army arrived 
near Caracorom very much fatigued. This Prince 
fuffer’d them to red: for fome Weeks ; but it was 
not his Cuftom to let them be long idle. He 
caufed the ufual Hunting to be proclaimed, and 
all the Troops were obliged to be prefent at it, 
altho the Winter was very fevere. The Hunting 
was not quite ended, when News came that 
Schidafcou had fo well beftirr’d himfelf to get a 
confide table Army together, that he had at 
laft accomplifil’d it. This Report being con¬ 
firmed by feveral Couriers who werefent to the 
Grand Can by his Correfpondents, ‘he refolved 
to fend fome 1 roops towards Tangut to obferve 
his Enemy. And the Winter being yet very 
cold, he order’d the Captains to give their Sol¬ 
diers Coats lined with Sheep-Skins. They al¬ 
io cover’d the Horfes with Felt, and put them 
in a condition to fupport the Rigour of the 
Seafon. 

. The Care of providing for this War did not 
hinder the Diverfions in the Court: and City, 
where there were great Rejoicings. An infi¬

aite number of Marriages were celebrated at An. Dom. 
Caracorom, and in Mogoliftan . The Emperor him- 
felf married the Princefles his Son s Daughters T £ t 
to Princes of his own Blood,* and their Mar- He „ t 
riages were kept with publick Feafts, fuitable 
to die Quality of their Husbands. The Treats, 
and Horfe-Races after the Cuftom of the Mo¬ 
guls, a long time diverted the Court; and the 
Soldiers being loaden with rich plunder, feve- 
ral bought the handfomeft Maids they could 
light of, and married them. Which was much 
pradtifed amongft the Moguls and Tartars, their 
Laws permitting them fo to do, provided thofe 
they married were neither their Sifters nor 
Aunts. A Man might marry two own Sifters, T !l eVL ^ 
nay, even his Father’s Wives after his Deceafe, an g 
only her excepted of whom he was the Son. 

They did not obferve any great Ceremonies 
in their Marriages., They contented themfelves 
with the mutual Confent of both Parties, ma¬ 
naged by the Fathers and Mothers. The Mar¬ 
riage being concluded on, the Father of the 
Maid received from the Bridegroom the Sum 
of Money agreed upon ; after which he gave a 
great Banquet to all his Son-in-Law’s Relations, 
both Men and Women, at which his ow r n like- 
wife did not fail to be prefent. In the midft of 
this Feaft, the Bride got away, and went to 
hide herfelf with fome Female Relations ,* and 
when her Companions who were before ac¬ 
quainted with, and had contrived the Place of 
her Retreat, faw the Bridegroom perplex’d to 
find her, they were extremely diverted, and 
nothing could more torment him than their 
Laughter : but when he was fo lucky as to 
find her, he immediately carried her home 
with him to his Houfe, to which all the Rela¬ 
tions and Friends accompanied them, and then 
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An. Dom. taking leave, left them to themfelves. The 
1224. next day after the Marriage, the Bride had her 

Mol*. The Cllt ^ rom the Top of her Head to her 
Hen. Forehead, and dreffed herfelf in a large Gar- 
ment or Veil: which reached down to her 
Heels. This Veft is open before, and faflen’d 
or tied together on the right fide. After this 
fhe put 011 her Head a Cap fow’d to a little 
light Hoop, which makes the Fafliion of it 
round, and is tied on under her Chin with 
a Ribband. This fort of Cap or Turbant 
is generally two or three Hands high; but 
thofe which Women wear who would ap¬ 
pear above the Vulgar, are fometimes an Ell 
high. It is fquare at top, cover’d with a rich 
Stuff, and adorned with Plumes and Jewels, 
which give them a great Luftre when they 
are on horfeback; and thefe Caps being hol¬ 
low within, they put their Hair into them. 
The young People make Compliments to the 
married Couple during eight days, bringing 
Prefents, which the Husband receives, with¬ 
out being obliged to make any Returns, or even 
to treat them ; but the eight days being ex¬ 
pired, he muft treat all his and her Relations 
and Friends : and thefe Feafis feldom end with¬ 
out fome Quarrel, becaufe they are too profufe 
of their Liquors. 

But to return to our Hifiory : So food as the 
Emperor’s Troops arrived in the Country of 
r Iangut i the Mogul Captains flopp’d fhort to con¬ 
ceal andfecure themfelves and Soldiers from be¬ 
ing furprized by Schidafcou. This Prince be¬ 
lieved they w ; ould not begin to march towards 
him till the Spring, and was therefore much fur- 
prized to hear of their Approach* and even 
flartled, altho they w ere flill a great diflance 
from him ; for they flopp’d near a City named 

E&ine 
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jEtine er Az,ine , -which was to the South of An. Don* 
Caracorom , and that was twelve days hard .

The Moguls made great havock in his Coun- 
try before he could fend Troops enough to 
oppofe them. They had even time to get to¬ 
gether as much Forage and Pro vilions of Cattle 
and Corn in this Country, as would fuffice not 
only to fublift them, but alfo to ferve the other 
Troops that were on their march to come and 
join them. 

The City of Campion was furrounded with 
ftrong Walls, Towers, and Ditches* The 
Caravans of the Mufcovite, 'Tartar, Peyjian and 
Armenian Merchants, always hopp’d at this 
Place when they came to trade with China* 

And as none but the Ambaifadors of Sovereign 
Princes were permitted to pafs farther, all the 
Trade mull: of neceffity be carried on in this 
City for the Merchandize they traffick’d with 
the Chinefe for, who brought thither all the fineft 
Commodities the neighbouring Provinces pro¬ 
duced, as Linen Cloths, and other Stuffs made 
of Cotton, Gold and Silver Silks, and China 
Ware,- which render’d Campion a very rich Place. 

There were in this Country likewife many good 
Towns,- and among the reft, Sachion , which 
was a very large Town, but not a Place of 
much Trade. It was inhabited by Neflorian , 

Chriftians, Mahometans , and many Pagans, 
who had each their Temples and free Exer- 
cife of their Religions. They were a Peo¬ 
ple curious of knowing Secrets, and particu¬ 
larly applied themfelves to the Symia , which 
teaches to make things appear which were 
not in being, and thofe difappear which 
Were prefent. Their Skill in this Science oc- 

cafion’d 
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An. Dom. cafion’d thefe People to pafs for Magicians or 
1224. Conjurers amongft the Turks and Tartars. 

6 f;‘ Succuir is ftill dependent on 7 “angut. It has 
' °Hen. S i ts Cities, and its Capital is called alfo Succuir , 
in which all the Houfes are built of Brick, and 
the Inhabitants are of the fame Sefts as thofe 
of Sachion. The Mountains adjacent do pro¬ 
duce the bell; Rhubarb of any Place in all the 
Country of Tangut. They dig it up in the 
Winter, becaufe in Summer the Root is full of 
Holes, and hollow like a Spunge, if gather’d 
in that Seafon. There are in this Province 
almoft all forts of Fruits that grow in Europe, 
except Grapes. The People are well-bred, and 
the Men are not debauched, as at Camul, a 
City near it. They believe in 'Tangut that it is 
a Sin for a Man to endeavour to feduce a Wife 
or a Maid ; but at the fame time they think it 
no Crime to lie with a Woman, if fhe makes 
the Offer. The Men are little of Stature, 
have black Hair; their Nofes are fhort and 
fmall, and they have little Hair on their Chins, 
They generally have as many Wives as they 
are able to maintain. The Women and Men 
both wear black Caps made pecked at the top 
like a Sugar-Loaf. Their Money is little Bits 
of Silver without any Stamp on it, with which 
they buy what they want, and is valued by its 
Weight. *Tis out of this Country that the 
fine wild Oxen come, of which mention is 
made before. There are alfo very large Ele¬ 
phants and beautiful Cows ,* and *tis a thing 
worthy Obfervation, that thefe Cows will 
not fuffer the Bull to come near them, un- 
lefs they hear fome body fing to excite them 
to it. 

The Tartars of Tangut make ufe of Aftrolo- 
gers in almoft all their Affairs, and they will 
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not undertake any Bufinefs without firft con¬ 
futing one .who obferves the Stars, and points 
out a lucky*'Moment to begin it. They even 
confult the Aftrologers about burying their 
Dead, who ane not intend till after very exaft 
Obfervations' made. And to prevent a dead 
Corps infedfing the Houfe if it be kept long un¬ 
buried, they put it into a Coffin made of very 
thick hard Wood, and flop all the Crevices with 
Pitch, after having put into* it Camphire and 
other Perfumes; and then cover it with fo’me 
rich Pall. But becaufe they ferve their Dead 
with the fame Meats they ufed whilfk living* 
they uncover the Coffin, near which they fee 
the Meats, and leave it fo long a time as 
the Deceafed ufed generally to fit at Dinner,, 
being perfuaded that his Spirit is prefent, and 
fees all that is done in the Houfe, and that he 
feeds on the Scent of the Meats. When the Af- 
loger thinks it a proper time to bury the dead 
Perfon, he muft ftill make farther Obfervations 
to know whether they muft carry the Body out 
by the Door of the Houfe as ufual, or make 
another ,* for if they omit exa&ly to follow all 
his Dire&ions, they fail not to impute to this 
In-obfervation all the Misfortunes that befal 
the Family. After all thefe Ceremonies they 
carry the; Body out of the City to bum it. It 
is follow’d by his Relations and Friends, but 
feveral times fet dow n by the way in Huts 
built on purpofe, in every one of which they 
find a Table fpread, and Meats upon it for him. 
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CHAP. XIII. 

GcnghizcanV March to Tangut. The Ujl 
Aiiions of the Sultan Gelaleddin at his 1 
Return from India. The Battel fought with 
Schidalcou the Sovereign of Tanguc. 



T HE main part of Gengbiz,cans Army were 
not in a condition to march and join 
the Troops at Tangut till about the Month 
of June in the Year 1225. Heg. 622. and then 
they were obliged to provide again# the Sea¬ 
son, becaufe the warm Weather did not ufualiy 
begin in Tangut till about the end of that Month, 
and the Country could not furnifh but very few 
J^ecefTaries before that time. 

This Emperor would always fhare the Fa¬ 
tigues and Hardihips of War with his Sol- 
diers. He made a review of his Troops; af¬ 
ter which he order’d a hundred thoufand Men 
for China, where he fear’d a Revolt, if Fortune 
favour’d Scbidafcou : then with three hundred 
and fifty thoufand which remain’d, including 
thofe that were already gone to Tangut , he be¬ 
gan his March. He divided his Army into ten 
Bodies, to each of which he align’d a parti¬ 
cular General. The Princes Zagatai and Oilai 
commanded the two firft ; the others were un¬ 
der the Command of Carafchar , llencou , Bela , 
Hubhe , Suida , and other Lords w f ho had figna- 
Jized themfelves in the paft Wars. But all 
tiicfe Generals were fubjei# to Prince Tull

After feveral Weeks March from the Country v^yV. 
of Mogoliflan, the Army crofs’d a Defart which 
was forty days Journey over, in the Province 
that lay molt Eaftward of the Naimans ; and 
when he was arrived on the Frontiers of Tangut , 
which was alfo called Cacbin, the Emperor 
made his Coming known to Scbidafcou by ta¬ 
king of the City of Ez,ine y which his Troops 
that were before arrived had render’d unable 
to hold out long againfl: him. The fudden Re¬ 
duction of this City gave leave to his Troops 
to repofe and refrefh themfelves after the 
long March they had undergone. Genghis 
can not being willing to do any thing radily* 
or run great hazards, chofe this Place for his 
Refidence during his Stay in Tangut ; and a&ed v- 
fo wifely, that fome of the People of the Coun¬ 
try, gain’d by his Prefents to them, ferved as 
Spies for him, and gave him an account of 
the Strength and Difpofition of his Enemies, 
informing him that Scbidafcou had fent out 
thirty thoufand Horfe, in feveral Parties, to 
endeavour to furprize him. And in reality 
thefe Troops, which were compofed of feleCt 
Men, foon appear’d on the Frontiers of the 
Country of Ez,ine y and at firft defeated fome Par¬ 
ties of Moguls whom they met with, but foort 
retired on the Advice given them that the 
Grand Can was marching with all his Army 
againfl: Schidafcou y who had got together ati 
Army of five hundred thoufand Men, the grea- 
teft part of whom were furnifhed him bychs 
Cbinefe of Mangu 
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An. Dom, Genghi^can? tho his Forces were much infe- 
1225. r ior in number, yet never was fhock’d ; but 
H«g. 622. flatter’d himfelf that his Enemies Troops were 
°d 0 Jhe unskilful in War, and undifciplined ,• whereas 
his were, on the contrary, inured to fighting, 
Fadlallah, and ufed to conquer, and therefore would cer- 
/. 43 »* tainly gain the Victory. He went forward 
therefore in fearch of Schidafcou. Zagatai and 
Carafchar Nevian had forty thoufand Men under 
their Command ; Hubbe and Suida had thirty 
thoufand ; Ilencou commanded twenty thoufand 
Cariz.meanSy who had in feveral Countries been 
on the Moguls fide : a like number of Indians 
obey’d the Commands of Bela ; and Bedreddin , 
who had ferv’d the Grand Can again ft Mehe- 
wed, becaufe that Sultan had put his Uncle to 
death, brought thirty thoufand Men from the 
Country of the Gefes, and the Frontiers of Cap- 
fcbac. A Can named Danifchmende , a Favou¬ 
rite of the Emperor, had under his Command 
thirty thoufand Cariz,means , new-rais’d Troops. 
The Can of the Yugures led the Prince’s Auxiliary 
Troops, who had after his Example voluntarily 
fubmitted to Genghiz,can. And all thefe Gene¬ 
rals had as many Lieutenants under them, as 
they had ten thoufands of Men. The old ve¬ 
teran Bands were commanded by the Prince 
OBaiy and made the Body of Referve which 
attended the Emperor’s Perfon ; and in this 
Body was the flying Camp of Reformed Offi¬ 
cers. 

Altho all thefe Officers and Troops were 
very rich, they were all plainly dreft, becaufe 
the Grand Can would have them fo» The 
Enemy, on the contrary, were dreft in Cloth 
of Gold and Silver, and Silks brought from 
China; and the very common Soldiers had Ha¬ 
bits much finer than the Mogul Officers. 

Schidafcou 
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in't 

Schidajiou » learnt that Genghizcan 

but two Days March from .him, lent ahun- ^ J 
lired thoufand Horfe, detach d out of all the Mog TU 
Squadrons in his Army, to go and furpnze his m g . 
Van-guard. They attack’d them with much 
Vigour, but found them fo firm, that they could 
not fo much as put one Rank into Diforder, 
whatever Efforts they made. The Nigi 
ming on, caus’d the Fight to ceafe; and Sch- 
dafcou’s Troops retired with lofs, and return d 
to the main Army, which they met wit m a 
Day’s Tourney of the Place where they ia 
fought. In the mean time Genghi&can itUl 
march’d forward ; and at lad the two Aimies 

came In fight of one another. rr^nMv.v 

Schidafcous Army took up a great <"P ace ° ca „.= B ' at . 
Ground; but the Moguls wete obliged to hgl, tel with 
upon the Ice on a Lake, the Waters, of which Schidaf . 
were furnifh’d by a Canal from the River Cara- coiu 
mouran , and were at this time frozen. A ge¬ 
neral Fight began, and the Moguls quickly ha 
the Advantage. The Troops of Tangut ,*n 
others on the fame Line in Front, were intirely 
routed ; and all the Enemy’s Army had been 
fo at that inftant, if the Chinefe commanded by Fadlallah, 
Mayancan , whom Genghizcan had caus d to be 
fiezed in the Chinefe War, and the Turks led 
by the Prince of Jurge, had not ftrongly with- 
flood thej Moguls Fury : But thefe two Ge¬ 
nerals charg’d the two Wings of the Grand 
Can’s Army with fo much Bravery, that it 
reviv'd the Courage of their Soldiers, and they 
made a terrible Slaughter, killing above thnty 
thoufand Men. This good Succefs became 
fatal to the vidorious Troops, who believing 
the Moguls vanquifh’d, charg’d them boldly, 
without keeping their Ranks ; whereas the 
Moguls, who always kept clofe and m ^order. 
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An. Dom. ffiffer’d themfelves with much difficulty to be 

He®? 622. broken - At la ^ the re f° lute Refiftance Mar an- 

Mog. Jbe can anc * the Prince of Jurge met with in the 
Dog. Center aftonifh’d them ; and the Corps de Referee 
coming up, and falling upon them all at once 
made the Turks and Chinefe give back, and 
betake themfelves to flight. Schidafcou him- 
felf, after having fhew’d an extraordinary Bra¬ 
very, was oblig’d to fly, and leave the Field 
of Battel to the Enemy, who cut in pieces all 
the Troops that refilled. And ’tis laid, that 
there were kill’d in this Battel three hundred 
thoufand Men, belonging to this Prince and his 
Allies. 

The Mogul Hiftory makes no mention how 
many Genghi^can loll; but it fpeaks of all thofe 
who fignaliz’d themfelves in this great A&ion, 
and fays, that the young Princes Cublay and 
Hulacou made appear by their Courage, that 
they (hould be able one Day to equal their 
Grandfather. After this Vi dory Genghiuau 
marched againfl the Turks of Jurge , but they 
fubmitted ; and he was contented with their 
Submiffion and their rich Prefents, becaufe he 
defign’d the Conqueft of the Southern Chim y 
and would therefore preferve his Forces forfo 
great an Enterprise, However, he impofed an 
annual Tribute on thefe Turks y and agreed 
with their Deputies as to the Garifoils they 
fhould admit into their Towns, of His Soldiers; 
and likewife obliged them to furnifh him fome 
Troops to join with his own. So he went no far¬ 
ther, but pail the Winter in the Weflern part of 
Tangut ; where he receiv’d Letters from Bagdatj 
which acquainted him with the death of the Ca- 
lifl. On this News he order’d new Levies to be 
made : and whilft that was doing, he fecured 
himfelf, not only of the Countries dependent

After this good Succefs, it feemd that the 

Mogul Emperor had nothing more to defire: 

His Empire was at Peace j his Court appear d 
all Joy, and nothing was thought on but how to 
divert him. He faid himfelf. That he wifh d lor 
nothing more than to do good to his S “bje<fts * 
and that he would wholly apply himfelf to 
der them happy, fo foon as he had fubdueo the 
reft of China, of which the Conqueft appeard 
to him not difficult. But God had otherwise 
order’d it; and Fortune, which does not ufe to 
continue Men long in the fame ftate, in a ihort 
time changed this Prince’s Joy into Sorrow 1 
whilft he was diverting himlelf in the midlt ot Tht Dm({ , 
his Family, he was inform’d of the death ot „ f Touf . 
MMcan, biseldefl &«. This News, which 
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An. Dora. was brought him from Caffcbac , afflided all tb 
Heg? 1 ; 3 .^ ur ^ The Emperor fhew’d at firtt much I 
Mog. The Conit,ancy of Mind; but by degrees, infenfi- 
Hog. bfy, his Conftraint g^ve way to his fatherly 
Atfedion, and he fell into a deep Melancholy 
which from that time hinder’d him from reliv¬ 
ing any Diyerfion. 

Be even appear’d fcarcely fenfible of the 
News they brought him, of a great Vidory 
gain’d by his Lieutenant over Gelaleddin. This 
The la ft Sultan being inform’d that the Emperor was fir 
sithohsof oil, return d from India, into Mer crane withfome 
at his re- * r00 P s j trom thence he went to Scbiraz> af- 
tum from ter ^ var ^ s to Ifpaban , into which his Friends in- 
India. troduced him fecretly, and there he augmented 
his little Army. From thence he went to Bag- 
dat y and not being w ; ell received, lie beat the 
I roops the Calif! had fent againtt him, and 
retook ‘Tauris. Then he march’d againil the 
Georgians w ith thirty thoufand Men, whom he 
employ d, at his return to Az^erbijana^ againil a 
moie numerous Army of the Moguls , "who pafs’d 
over the Oxus in the beginning of the Year 
i22d, Hegira d?3, to go to meet him ; which 
Atmy defeated his, of which Advice w ; as given 
the Grand Can, as is before mentioned* The 
Moguls made themfelves Matters of Tauris after 
the Sultan’s Defeat 3 who rallying his Forces, 
harafs d his Enemies, and had fomething the 
better cf them. He laid Siege to Erlat , the 
capital City of Armenia , where the Califf of 
Bagdat fent an Ambattador to him with Pre- 
fents. From thence he pafs’d into Anatolia , to 
oblige them to render him the fame Refpett 
rhey had done his Father ,• but he was there 
beaten by Aladdm Keicobad \ a Seljukide Prince 
of the third Branch, and by other Sovereign 
Princes of that Country who were join’d to¬ 
gether j 
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gether; who neverthelefs did not purfue him An v» om ’ 
after the Battel, becaufe they were willing H „, 623 . 
he fliould keep the Moguls in play; who yet Meg. Ue 
at laft furpriz’d him, and entirely routed and Hog. 
pillag’d his Camp. He fled to Mahan on the V-ryxrf 
Confines of Azerbijana, where he lived a whole 
Winter without being known : But being at lait 
difcover’d, he retired into Curdiftan , where he 
was kill’d four Years after Genghizcans Death, 
bv a Native of that Country, in the Houfe of 
one of his Friends, where he had taken Refuge. 

Sofoon as the Spring of the Year 1226 was 
come, and that the Emperor’s Troops were 
arrived in the Place he had appointed them to 
meet, to enter into China , and march againft 
the People of Mangi ; there arrived an Officer 
from Schidafcou , whom this Prince fent to the 
Grand Can, to intreat him to forget what was 
paft, and to accept of his Service. Schidafcou 
was refolved to make this Step, becaufe he 
fear’d left the Moguls fhould carry his Fort of 
Arbaca , to which he was retired after his de¬ 
feat. Fearing this, and hoping to better his 
Condition by fubmitting, he condefcended, 
notwithftanding the Ambition and Hatred 
that continually animated him againft them. 

His Envoy was well receiv’d at Genghizcans 
Court, who, in an Audience he gave him, told 
him, ‘ You may aflure your Mafter, that I will 
c no more think of w'hat is paft betwixt him 
‘ and me; and that I will grant him my 
* Friendfhip. 

Soon after the Emperor fell lick, and his 
Phyficians attributed his Illnefs to the badnefs 
of the Air of the marfhy Countries where he 
had a long time refided, and to the Grief the 
death of his Son ‘Toujchi had occafion’d him. 

His Sicknefs having feiz’d him near to a Foreft 

in 
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An. Thom. in the Road to China , the Generals of the Ar- 
1226. m y were obliged to fufpend the March of the 
Mo ihe Stoops, and to take new meafures for their 
Hog, Subfiftence. Ail the Court was encamped near 
t ^ ie The Camp, compofed of a prodi¬ 

gious quantity of Tents and moving Houfes, 
refembled a great City. The Quarter where 
the Grand Can was lodged, was farther off 
than ufual, and the Chamber where this Prince 
jay was out of the hearing of the Noife and 
Hurry of the Court. But all thefe Precautions 
were in vain, he recover’d not his Health : 
On the contrary, whatever Care the Phyficians 
and Aftrologers took, the Difeafe daily in- 
creafed upon him. At laft, the Emperor, who 
never flatter’d himfelf in Matters of Impor¬ 
tance, judging by the Pains he felt that his Life 
was in danger, refolved to difpofe of his Domi¬ 
nions, and name a Succeffor. 



CHAP. XIV. 

The Advancement of Ocftai Can to the great 
Empire of Afia. The Death of Gen- 
ghizcan. 

T H E Grand Can finding himfelf extreme 
ill, caufed his Sons and their Children 
to come together into his Prefence : The other 
Princes of the Blood alfo came, according to 
his Orders. He fet himfelf upright, and not- 
withftanding the Pains that racked Him, he 
put on, as much as poffibly he could, that ma- 
jeftick Look which had always to that moment

* Empire in the World. You are the peaceable 
c Pofletfors of it; but if you will preferve it, 

4 be always united : for if Difcord deals in 

* amongfl: you, be allured that you will be all 
s ruined/ 

It is even faid, that the better to convince 
them that their Safety depended on their Union, 
he gave them a Bundle of Arrows which he had 
caufed to be brought to him, and bid them 
break them all together ; which they not being 
able to do, he caufed the Bundle to be untied, 
and having made them break the Arrows fe- 
parately, which they did with eafe, he took this 
Occalion to reprefent to them the Efle&s of U- 
nion and Difcord amongfl: Princes; and faid 
thus, to conclude, c Be then but as one Tongue 

* and one Soul, and you Hiall be fecured from 
c the Effects of all Curfes; but if you do not 
c obferve the Laws I have eftablilhed, ^ but 
1 walk in the Paths of Diflenfion, your Subjects, 

4 that is to fay, your Enemies, lhall in fhort 
1 time become Mailers of your Empire/ 

After having finilhed thefe Words, he asked 
of thofe who Hood by, whether they were not 
of opinioii he fhould make choice of a Prince 
who was capable to govern fo imany Kingdoms 
after him. Then his Sons and Grandfons fell 
on their knees, and faid, c You are our Father, 

‘ and our Emperor, and we are your Slaves; 
c ’tis for us to bow down our Heads when you 
( honour us with your Commands, and to exe- 
€ cute them. ’ Then they riling from the 
Ground, he named Prince Ottai for his Succelfor,

Mog. The Succeffors have kept. They all bowed the 
Hog. tnee a fecond time, and cried, c What the 
c great Genghiz,can ordains is juft, we will all 
c obey him ,• and if he pleafes to command us 
( even to kifs the Rod with which we have 
c merited to be chaftifed, we will do it with- 
c out difputing.’ 

The Emperor gave to Zagat ai, Trdnfoxiam 
and feveral other Countries, of which he 
would have a particular Agreement made in ' 
Writing; and this Country from this time 
took the Name of his Sovereign, and was called 
OulokS 'that is to fay, the Country of 
Zagatai. He commanded 'Carafchar Nevian, in 
whom he had an entire Confidence, to accom¬ 
pany this Prince into ‘Tranfoxiana , and to purfue 
Gelaleddin if this Sultan ventured to fet foot in 
it. He made at this time fome Laws to pre¬ 
vent the Differences that might arife between 
Zagatai and the reft of his Heirs, and would 
V have them putin writing, that they might re¬ 
main in full force, to be put in execution in 
cafe of need. The laft Order he gave was 
concerning Schidafcou , whom he could not par¬ 
don his Revolting, notwithftanding what he 
had faid to his Envoy. And to the end that 
this Prince might be no Gainer by his Death, if 
he got knowledge of it before his Arrival, he 
forbid it fhould be publifhed till fuch time as 
Schidafcou, who w ; as hourly expeded in the 
Camp, was arrived; and commanded that they 
fhould then fecure him, and treat him accor¬ 
ding to the utmoft Rigour of the Law's. Some 
few days after this he expired, at the fame time 
that thofe about him reported in the Camp that 
he was much better than ufuaJ, and that they 

fhould 
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(hould quickly fee him at the Head of the An. Dom.

The Death of this Prince happen’d a Year Mo |* Th * 

or thereabouts after the Coronation of St. Lewis Hog. 
King of France, that is to fay, towards the 's^y^ 
end of the Year 1226. Heg. 623. after he had 
reigned twenty five Years, he being then in 
the feventy third Year of his Age. 

It was no difficult matter to conceal Gen - 
ghicccaus Death, becaufe amongft thefe People 
they knew little of what paft in the Apartments 
of a great Perfon who was fick, and who ge¬ 
nerally would not be feen by any but thofe 
who waited on him in his Illnefs. It muft alfo 
be obferved, that when any one was fick, they 
put fome Signal on the top of his Houfe, to 
give notice that none fhould vifit him; and 
thofe who were Commanders, or Perfons of 
Diftindion, had Centinels placed a good way 
from their Lodgings, to hinder any from ap¬ 
proaching the Houfe, but thofe who were 
fent for. 

Schidafcou arrived eight days after Genghixr 
cans Death in the Camp, which he found in a 
great deal of Joy on account of the feigned 
Recovery of 'their Emperor, whofe Orders 
concerning him were exa&ly executed. They 
feized on the unfortunate Schidafcou , on his 
Children and fome Lords who accompanied 
him, and put them all to death ; and by this 
bloody Execution, Langut and the Provinces de¬ 
pendent remain’d annexed to the Empire of 
the Moguls. 

After this the Death of the Grand Can was 
pnblifhed. There was then nothing to be 
heard in every Place but Shrieks. Ail the Royal 
Family were drowned in I ears, the Offi¬ 
cers of the Court in a general Confirmation, 

; the 
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An. Dom. the Soldiers overwhelmed with Grief; and all 
I le**627 ^ le Officersmade the Air eccho with their La* 
Mot*. The mentations. When all things for the Funeral 
Hog. Pomp were got ready, and the Princes, Generals 
of the Army, and other martial Officers, were 
come together, the Drums beat, the Trumpets, 
Kettledrums, and other warlike Inftruments, 
proclaimed the Funeral on all fides. Then they 
\ brought forth the Grand Can’s Body with the 
utmofl Refped and Magnificence, and carried 
it to the Place he had chofen for his Body to 
be inter’d in. It was under a Tree of lingular 
Beauty, where in his return from the Chace 
fome days before he fell lick, he had relied 
himfelf with much Satisfadion. They buried 
him there with all the pompous Ceremonies 
of the Mogul Religion, and afterwards ereded 
a moll noble Monument in this Place upon his 
Grave. 

^ There is no likelihood that the barbarous 
Cullom, which has lince been pradifed amongft 
the Tartars and Moguls , to kill thofe they meet 
in the way, when they are carrying to the 
Grave the Body of a Grand Can, was at this 
time obferved; for the Hillorians mention no 
fuch thing, and belides, this Cullom is not 
countenanced by any Law. Yet it is certain 
they exercifed this Cruelty at the Funerals of 
the Emperors who have fucceeded Genghfocan. 
The Gentlemen who accompany the Funeral 
Pomp, perfuaded that the Men they kill are 
predellinated to die then, put to death thofe 
they meet in the way, and even cut the Throats 
of the linefl Horfes. 

The People who came to vilit the Tomb, 
planted other Trees round it, which fo artfully 
cover’d it, and in fuch beautiful Order, as 
render’d it in time one of the finell Monu- 
2 merits 
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tnents in the World. So great a Mourning and An. Dom. 
Lofs could not continue long a Secret, or be He l22 |- 
confined to T'angut alone. It was fpread all Mo |* 
over the Empire. The Court was filled with 
Cans and great Lords, either Tributaries or 
Friends who came in Perfon to comfort the 
afllided Princes ; and this great Refort of So¬ 
vereigns tailed at lead fix Months. 

All addrefs’d themfelves to OElai , as the Em¬ 
peror deftin’d ro fucceed. But tho this Prince 
had the Power to ad: with full Authority, he 
would do nothing without confuting thofe 
whom the Grand Can ufed to advife with in Ms 
Councils; nay, he even prctefled he would not 
ad as their Sovereign till the Diet ordained by 
the Law had been held, and they had examine*! 
whether he was capable of reigning. Couriers 
had been already difpatched to all Parts of tho 
Empire, to fummon this AiTembly ; and it was 
not doubted but all thofe who had a right 
to aflift at it would haflen to Caracorom , where 
it was fummon’d to meet. 

It feem’d at this time that in this great Em¬ 
pire there was an Inter-regnum. Yet the pub- 
lick Affairs did not fuffer. Zagat ai, who was 
the Guardian and Expounder of the Laws, 
made them be obferved with great Exadnefs. 

They were held in greater Veneration than ever, 
becaufe the Memory of the Legifiator was fiill 
frefh in their Minds. And in truth, how could 
the People chufe but have a great Veneration 
for a Prince who had render’d them the mofi: 
formidable and refpeded People in the World? 

A Prince who had, befides, all the Virtues re- 
quifite in great Conquerors. He had a Genius 
fit for the forming great Enterprizes, a con- 
fummate Wifdom, and Prudence to carry them 

on, a natural Eloquence of Speech to perfuade, 
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a Patience proof againft all Difficulties, and 
able to furmount all Obftacles ; an admirable 
Temperance, a great Underftanding, with a 
penetrating Judgment, which made him always 
chufe the belt of whatever was propofed in an 
Inftant : yet it mull be confefs’d that he was 
cruel and bloody, and treated his Enemies with 
too much Rigour. Ociai Caan pufhed his Con- 
quefts much further into China; and his other 
Succeflors ill fucceeding Ages, feeing almoft all 
Afia fubje&ed to their Laws, carried their vic¬ 
torious Arms into Europe, even into fome of 
our neighbouring Princes Dominions. 


The End of the Hifiory of Genghizcan. 
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GenghizcanV SucceJfors[ 

F T E R the Death of Genghiz>can , 
his Dominions remained under the 
Government of his Children in the 
manner he had divided them in his 
Life-time. Capfchac remain’d to 
Prince Baton , the eld eft Son of 7 oufchi. _ Zaga* 
tai had for his Share 7 ranfoxiana, called dikewife 
Mauvaralnahar , and by the Europeans Zagat ai, 
or the Country of the Uz>becks, and 'Turqueftavt . 
Tuli had Corajfana , Perfia , and India . All the 
reft was OciaP s Share, that is to fay, the great 
Hord called Ourdoubalec and Oloughyurt , where 
Genghiz,can ufually refided, the Country of the 
Moguls, the Northern China called Cat ay or Ca- 
J Cc tbay. 
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tbay , which had Pequin for its Capital; and irt 
fine, the other Countries by the Oriental Sea* 
and the Straits of Anian. OBai took the Title 
of Caatiy which fignifies Emperor. He began 
his Reign in 1228. and died in 1241. 

It now concerns us to know what was the 
Fate of thefe four Princes, and the Order of 
their Succefl'ots down to Tamerlain, who having 
vanquifhed them all, left them only the Titles 
of Cans and Emperors of the Moguls ; and to 
this prefent time the Defcendants of Genghizr 
can are flill preferved in the Cans of the Lejfer 
Tartary, or Crim , in a direft Line, and in the 
Branch of the limbeck Cans who reign in Tranf 
oxiana•

0 US CHI, whom fome call Dgoudgy , and 
other Gtougy , was a great Prince. His 
Race fubfifts at this day in the Lejfer

tars acknowledged Selim Keray for their law¬ 
ful Sovereign, Toufchi in the Tartar Language 
fignifies a welcome Gueft. The Merkites ha¬ 
ving one day found a favourable opportunity 
to plunder Genghiz,cans Camp, carried away 
his Wife who w as big with Child, and brought 
her to Ounghcan her Father, who fent her back 
to him. She was brought to bed of a Prince 
<on the Road, who was named Toufchi becaufe 
of this Adventure. This Prince grew very 
great* and much fignalized himfelf by his brave 
A&ionsv He accompanied his' Father in the

tes. Gengbfccan was fo pleafed with his Con¬ 
duct, that he foon after gave him the Sove¬ 
reignty of the Empire of Capfchac , the Country 
of the GeteSy and ‘Turquefian. ‘T’oufchi lettled 
himfelf in Capfchac 1 , and died fix Months be¬ 
fore his Father, in the fame- Year 1226. Fifty

His Son Eaton-Cany his firfi: Succelfor, con¬ 
quer’d the Alaniy the Ajfites , the Ruffians or 
Mufcovites, the Bulgares, and feveral other Na¬ 
tions. He even crofs’d thro Rujfia , and pil¬ 
laged and ravaged Poland , Moravia , Dalmatia , 
and marched into Hungary to go and befiege 
Confiantinople \ but Heath came and interrupted 
his great Defigns in the Year 1256. Baton (Md 
feveral other confiderable Exploits ; and it is 
reported that he was the moil liberal and 
generous Prince in the World.

T JZBEC Can King of Capfchac , defcended 
1 / from Toufchi, was ftript by Tamerlain, both 
he and his Succeffors, of the Province of 
Tranfoxiana. He had a Son named Gehan Bee, 
of whom defcended Cheybec Can, the Founder 
of that Dynafty, named Dolet Uzbekyan. 

Cheybec Can was the Son of Sultan Berrac , Son 
of Abulkayr Can. He retook Tranfoxiana from 
Tamerlain s Children in 1498, after the death of 
Sultan Mirza Hufeyn , Tamerlain s Grandfon^ 
After which he enter’d Corajfana in the Year of 
Grace 1507, from whence he drove out Badyaz- 
zaman ; but he was himfelf at laft defeated and 
kill’d, by Chac Ifmael Sefevi, near the City of 
Merou, in the Year 1510. 

The 2d was Couchican, who dy’d in 1529^ 
The 3 d, Aboufayd Son of Couchangi, whody d 

ini ^ The 
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The 4th, Oubaydallah Can, Coufin of Cheybec 
who dy'd in 1 539 - 

The 5th, Abdallah Can, who dy’d in 1540. 

The 6th, AbdaUatif Cafi, who reign'd in 

, 54 I - 

All thefe Princes, and their Succeffors, have 
always been*, and are ftill at this Day, at war 
with the Kings of Perjia y of the Race of Chao 
Jfmael Sefevi , Defcendents of Chec Sefy. We do 
not know the Names of thofe who have reign'd 
nhee AbdaUatif Can : We only know that he 
had fer his Succeflor Berrac Can of Samarcand , 
and Seid Burhan Can of Bocara in 15 56, as may 
be feea in Mirjidy Alfa Voyage, Sultan Soli* 
mans Envoy. 

The Succeffors of thefe Princes ftill reign in 
Tranfoxiana , but each has his particular Domi¬ 
nions j one is Can of Bocara , another of Samar • 
cand 3 another of Bale, &c. 

The Hiftory of Zagatai Can , Genghizcan’i 

Jecond Son, 

Z AGAT AI Can was a mod accomplifh'd 
Prince,, and excel I'd his Brothers. He 
Was alfo more equitable, and more exactly 
obferv'd the Laws made by his Father. He 
had for his part ‘Tranfoxiana , the Country of 
the Tugures , the great City of Cafchgar near 
Tebety the Kingdom of Bedacfchan , and the 
City of Bale , which feveral learned Men af¬ 
firm to be the antient Battria. He govern’d 
all thefe Countries w ith the Afliftance of Prince 
Carafhar Nevian, whom Genghiz,can had given 
him for his Vifier, and who was Tamerlains 
Anceftor in the fifth Degree. This Carafchar 
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was the Son of Sugougen , Gengbi&cans Kinf- 

m Zagatai , after the death of his Father, chofe 
the City of Becbbalec for his Abode. He was, 
however, almoft always with his Brother Oc- 
tai who loved and refpe&ed him as his Mailer, 
altho he was but his younger brother After 
him one and thirty Princes, his Children and 
Nephews, reign’d in this Country, which was 
fome time after call’d by his Name Zagatai. 

His fir ft Succeftor was Bifoumencay Can. 

The ad, Cara Hulacou , the Son of Metouca; 
forae call him Menouca the Son of Zagatai. He 
mounted the Throne after the death of hisBro- 
ther Bifoumencay, by the Affiftance of Carafchar,

He return’d to 
Tranfoxiana at the Head of a numerous Army of 
Getcsy and gave Battel to Tamerlain y who was 
join’d with Mir Huffein. 

The 26th, Adel Sultan. 

The 28th, Caboulchah Aglen 3 the Son of Dour- 
gy, the Son of *Eltchykeday Can, the Son of Dava 
Can, w r ho was inftall’d in 1373. 

The 29th, Syorgatmich Aglen , the Son of Da - 
nifehmend Can; to whom Tamerlain gave the 
empty Title of Can, without leaving him the 
leaft part of the Power. 

The 30th, Sultan Mahmoud Can, the Son of 
Syorgatmich. Tamerlain caufed his Name to be

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written on the top of his Orders, to make the 
People believe that he obferv’d Genghizcans 
y . aw s, 

The 31ft, Toumen Cotluc Aglen, alfo crown’d 
by Tamerlain in 13 9 °* 

Tamer lain dying, and his Succeftors not ob- 
ferving any longer the Law which ordain’d the 
Eftablifhment of Cans in the Family of 2 aga- 
tai , Genghizcaris Son, there is no more mention 
made but of the Succeftors of Tamerlain. 

The Hifiory of O&ai Caan, Third Son of 
Genghizcan, and his Succejfor. 








O CTAI began to reign in 1226. He ge¬ 
nerally redded in Olougbyurt , a City but 
a little way diftant from Caracorom• He 
was juft and liberal. He fent an Army in pur- 

fli.it of Sultan Gelaleddin. , 

They reckon nineteen Succeftors of Ottais 
Race in the Empire of Olougbyurt; but thefe 
Succeftors were fome of them the Children of 
this Prince, and fome the Children of Tulican 
his Brother. He fent Argounaga in 123 5, into 
Coraff ana as Governour; and having heard ot 
the Deftru&ion of Herat , which was the Capi¬ 
tal, he caufed this City to be rebuilt by an 
Emir nam zdi Azzeddin Moccadem Heraouy, firna- 
med 7 amebaf whom he fent thither for that 
purpofe, who alfo caufed the Lands^ in this 
Country to be again fow’d and manur’d in 1238. 
In fine, Ottai Caan, after having reigned thir¬ 
teen Years with as much Gentlenefs as Juitice, 
died much regretted of his People, in 124.1. 

Prince Keyouc Can, his Son, whofe Mother 
was the celebrated Tourakina Qatun , was his 
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Succeifor, and aflembled a general Diet in hi$ 
Father’s Camp. He mounted the Throne with 
the universal confent of the People, at Oloug- 
hyurty in the Year 1245. But he did not long 
enjoy the Empire, for he died in the Year 1246. 

Hiftorians make no mention of the Princes 
the Children of Keyouc Can, nor of OElais 0- 
ther Children. They mull doubtlefs have been 
too young to fupport the Grandure of the 
Imperial Throne ,* becaufe Baton , the Sort of 
Toufchi King of Capfchac , ufed all his Endea¬ 
vours* after the Death of this Prince Keyouc 
Can, to make them receive a Prince of the 
Race of Tuli for their Emperor * And at laft 
he effeded his Defire ; for Mrngou Can, the Sort 
of T’uiicariy fucceeded : and fince that time no 
frince of Qtlais Pofterity has afcended the 
Throne.

fourth Son* 

P RINCE Tuli had extremely diftinguifli- 
ed himfelf by his Valour during Genghis 
can his Father’s Life-time, who gave him the 
honourable Title of Oluc Neuian , . that is to 
fay. Great Prince; and he was indeed a very 
great General. He had the Management of 
all the Money to pay the Army, as alfo of the 
great Hord or Royal Camp; and he was, be- 
fides that, great Steward of the Emperor’s 
Houfhold. 

After the Death of his Father, h£ pofiefi: the 
fame Pofts under OSlai Can his Brother, at O- 
loughyurt ; and therefore was content to put 
Governours in Corajfana , Perjia , and in other

of Genghizcan’j Succejfors. 

Countries which were left him by his Father 
the Emperor. But this great Prince did not 
Jive long ; for he died in 122P* three \ears af¬ 
ter Genghiz,can* 

He left eight Sons, four of- whom refembled 
their Father in Courage: The four others are 
not mention’d. The eldeft of thefe Princes was 
called Mangou Can, the fecond Hulacou Can, the 
third Coublay Can, and the fourth Articbouga . 
When Prince Mangou Can w r as by the Intereft 
of Batou Can advanced to the Empire after the 
Death of Keyouc Can, he did not renounce the 
Kingdoms left him by his Father T&//, but u- 
nited them to the reft of his Empire in 125:0, 
and fent Hulacou Can his Brother into Corajfana 
and Perjia in quality of Governour. Mangou 
Can reigned feven Years with all the Juftice 
and Conduct that could be expe&ed from one 
of the greateft Princes in the World. He died 

in 1:257. ■ • - 

After Mangou Can, the Kingdom was pol- 
fefs’d by Coublay , who had no fooner learnt the 
News of the Death of Mangou than he return’d 
from China , where he was at that time enga¬ 
ged in War, and fat in the Throne of Oloug- 
hymt; but Articbouga, the youngeft of the four 
Brothers, oppofed Coublay s Advancement to the 
Empire, and fet up his Standard at the Head ot 
a great Army. Thefe two Princes fought fe- 
vet ai Battels ; and in the laft, which was ? a 
very bloody on e, Articbouga being vanquifhd, 
came and threw himfelf at his Brother’s Feet, 
who' only made him feme Reproaches at firft, 
but afterwards fhut him up between four Walls 
cover’d with Thorns of the lice Adiagant y 
where he order’d that a ftrid Guard fhould be 
fet over him to his dying Day, which happen d 
a Year after. Thus Coublay Gan remained the 
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peaceable Pofleflorof the Empire. He reign’d 
twenty five Years, in w ; hich he went on feve- 
ral great Expeditions both into China and other 
Places. In 1265 he was informed of the Death 
of his Brother Hulacou , who w r as at that time 
in Perfia ; and he immediately took care to in- 
flal Abaca Can, the Son of Hulacou , in the 
Throne of Perjia^ Coraff ana , and India : He alfo 
gave him feveral other Countries of great Ex¬ 
tent, which had been newly conquer’d by Hu¬ 
lacou Can. The A&ions of Coublay , both in 
China and elfewhere, are too many to be rela¬ 
ted in this Abridgment. There are feveral 
entire Books of his Life and Exploits. He 
died in 1294. 

Coublay had for his Succeffor his Grandfon 
Timur Can, firnamed Olagiaytou , the Son of Ha¬ 
kim or Dgetekem y who reign’d twelve Years, and 
died in 1306. 

After him the Empire pafl to Couchilay Can, 
the Son of Dgenefec , Son of Termebilay, Son of 
Dgeketem, Son of Coublay . 

The 5th Succeffor of Tuli was Tcgyay, the 
Son of Couchilay. 

The 6th, ‘Tayz.y Can, the Son of Noulik, fir- 
named Bileclou. 

The 7th, Anouchirouan , the Son of Dara, the 
Coufin of Tayzy. This Emperor was a Man of 
excellent Morals ; but he gave too much Power 
to the Governours of Provinces, who a<5ted 
as Sovereigns, and caufed many Troubles in 
the Empire. 

The 8th, Tocatmir , the Son of Timur Can. 

The 9th, Bifourdar. 

The 10th, Ayke, the Son of Bifourdar . 

The 1 ith, Xlenc Can. 

The 12th, Keytmour .

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The 14th, Eltchy 'Timur Can, who went to 
*Tamerlain, and lived in his Court till the Death 
of this Prince ; after which he returned to 0 - 
lougbyurt, where he afcended the Throne in

diretft Line from Prince Articbouga, the fourth 
Son of Tulican. 

The itfth, Or day, the Son of Or day, the Son 
of Me lie 'Timur .

Thefe two laft Cans lived fo obfeurely, that 
they are looked on as their Great Anceftor 
Articbouga, from whom they defcended, and 
who never was number’d amongft the Cans. 

From this time there is no more Talk at O- 
loughyurt of the Princes defcended from Gen- 
gbiz,can, but only of thofe who defcended from 
Coublay , and who remained Kings of China, of 
whom there is mention made* The Princes of 
the Pofterity of Hulacou Can, Kings of Perfia 
and India, have alfo made fome noife. Thefe 
pufh’d their Conquefts as far as the Straits of 
Any an, the fartheft Parts of the Eaft, as will

W HEN Mdngoucan % the eldeft Son of 
Prince Tuli, was raifed to the Empire 
of Oloughyurt, after the Death of Keyouc Can,

the Son of Oftai, he fent Prince H.dacou his Bro¬ 
ther into Perfla, to reign in his head, in qua¬ 
lity of his Viceroy, referving only to himfelf 
the Sovereign Right and Title of King. Hu- 
tow being come to his Government in 1250, 
received the Petitions prefenred him againft 
the Abajfide Cal iff Muflafim BiUah . On thefe 
Complaints, and particularly thofe made by the 
great Aftrologer Nafireddin Toufi , who, being 
difpleafed with this Califf, was retired into 
Perfidy he took up a Refolution to make War 
upon Chaldea , to punifh Muflafim BiUah for 
the Ills he had occafion’d. For this reafon 
he fent to ask the Afliftance of Mangou Can; 
and when he had received fome Forces from 
him, he marched towards the Weftern Coun¬ 
tries at the Head of three hundred thoufand 
Tartars) and arrived before Bagdat , of which 
he form’d the Siege; and having foon ren¬ 
der’d himfelf Mafter of this City, he put to 
death Muflafim BiUah> the laft of the Ahaf- 
fide Califfs, and entirely deftroy’d their Race, 
in 1258. 

After this Expedition, he went into Syria , 
and took all its Cities. Then he paft into Ana¬ 
tolia, which he conquer’d, and gave the Govern¬ 
ment of it to Az,z,eddin Pervane. He put to death 
the Vizier Seifeddin TouSlchy , and fettled in his 
Place the learned Schamfeddin Mehemed Jonim, 
Author of the Hiftory of Genghiz,can> entitled, 
Gehankufcha , and gave him for his Lieutenant 
his Brother Aladin Atalmulc . After making 
thefe great Conquefts, and having reigned for 
fifteen Years in Perfidy Syria, Mefopotamia , Chal¬ 
dea, and Anatolia, Hulacou Can died in 1265. 

Abaca Can his Son fucceeded him, and mount¬ 
ed his Throne by Order of Coublay Can his 

Uncle. 
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Uncle. He gave battel to Bereke Can King of 
Capfckac , his Coufin, the Son of Toufcbi , who 
Was at War with Hulacou his Father, and who 
Was advanced as far as Conflantinople . He beat 
Bereke , and reigned fixteen Years with itiutli 
Honour and Greatriefs, and died in 1281. 

The 2d Siicceifor wa$ Nicouder , otherwife 
called Ahmed Can, Brother to Abaca , and Soil 
to Hulacou . He embraced Mahometatlifm, 
reigned two Years and three Months, and died 
101284. 

The 3d, Argoun Can, the Son of Abaca C an* 
He put to death the Grand Vizier 'Schamfeddiri 
Jouini , who had ferv’d the State in four Reigns, 
and died himfelf, after feven Years Reign, in 


ilpi. 

The 4th, Ghendgjatou % the Brother of Argoun; 
and the Son of Abaca Can. He reigned but 
four Years, being kill’d by Baydou Can his Cou** 
fin, in the Year 1295. ^ 

The 5th, Baydou Can, the Son of Trdgayi 
the Son of Hulacou Can. He died alfo itl the 

Year 129?. ^ ,, 

The dth, Sultan Maymoud Gazan Can, the 
Son of Argoun , the Son of Abaca- t the Son of 
Hulacou. He made a great noife in the World* 
dnd died in 1303. having reigned eight Years. 

The 7th, Oladgiaytou Sultan Mehemed Coda~ 
lende , the Brother oi Gazan. In his Reign was 
fjnifhed the Hiftory entitled, Tarikh Gazan] i 
the Author of which was Fadlallah , which 
Monileur Petit de la Croix tranflated into French 
in 1690. This Prince built the City of SbMnyd 
In Perfia , which he made his Refiderice* and 
where he died in the Year I317, after having 
done many great Exploits, ahd reigned four¬ 


teen Years. 
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The 8th, the great Sultan Aboufayd Behadeur 
Can, the Son of Codabende . He render’d him- 
felf renowned for his Valour and Magnificence* 
He reigned twenty Years, and died in the 
Year 1335. He was buried near his Father Co - 
dahende , under the fine Dome of the Mofque 
of Soltanya y in which all the Alcoran is writ in 
Golden Letters round the Walls* After the 
Death of this great Prince, the Monarchy of 
the Moguls in Perfia decay’d, and fell to Ruin. 
The Princes and great Lords of the Kingdom 
made themfelves petty Kingdoms of their Go¬ 
vernments. They indeed fettled Cans of the 
Race of Hulacvu over them, giving them the 
Title, but referving to themfelves all the Au¬ 
thority. We find the Names of eight Cans of 
Gcngbizcan s Race, who reigned after thefe men¬ 
tion’d, but who had only the Name of Empe¬ 
rors ; for the Princes the Children of Aboufayd 
did not continue to live at Soltanya , but made 
war one againft the other, and were overcome 
by the llcanians\ whofe Founder was Buzure 
Haffan , the Son of Chec Hufeyn Ghurcan y of the 
Race of Genghizcan* Thefe are the Names of 
the eight Cans* 

The 1 ft was Arpacan , the Son of Aly, the 
Son of Baydou Can, the Son of T'ragayy the Son 
of HulacoUy who reigned but one Year, and died 
in 1355. 

The 2d, Moufa Can : he mounted the Throne 
of Azerbijana y in which the City of Soltanya 
was fituate, built by Codabende . But Buzure 
Haffan fet up at the fame time for Emperor an¬ 
other Prince of the Race of Hutacouy called 
Mebemedy who attack’d Moufacany who was 
Joined with Alyfchahy another Can of Hulacous 
Race. Alyfchab was killed, and Moufa put to 

Flight. 
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Flight. Mehemed caufed his Head to be cut 
off by the A Alliance of Buzure Hajjan , in

She married a Prince of the Race ot Hulacou^ 
and gave him the Title of Can, in 13 3 ^* 

The 7th, Soliman Can, the Son of Mehemed , 
the Son of Sanki, the Son of Ahmed , whom Ga¬ 
thers called Chimed > the Son of Hulacou Can, 
the Husband of Chahzade Chahibek Catun* 

The 8 th, DgehanTbnur Can, the Son of Ala- 
tyqnky, the Son of Reiatany Can, of the Race 
of Hulacou . 

After this time the Cans were put down, 
and the Crown oi Perfia went to MelikAchraf.\ 
the Son of 7 mur Tack, the Son of Tchouban , 
Vizier to Aboufayd i &&®> who was vanquiih d by 
Tanibec the Emperor c iCaffchac. Mean while, 
the Son-in-Law of Emir Tchouban, who was 
called Buzure Hagan, the Son of Cbec Hufein 
bureau, the Son of Argoun who was no more 
than a Bey, render’d himfelf fo powerful by 
die yielding up of his Wife Dilchadaga, the 
Emir’s Daughter, from whom he was di¬ 
vorced, to Sultan Aboufayd, that this Can made 
him his chief Favourite, and gave him the 

Government of Anatolia . Hagan fo well ma- 

Dd 3 waged 
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naged his Atiairs, that after the Death of Sul- 
tan Buz,ure Haffan, he put himfelf at the head 
of a great Party, and at laft got himfelf 
crown’d King of the M?des, and afterwards of 
Chaldea , by the taking of the Cities of Bagdat, 
Hike, Vafet, and Bafa, which had been pof- 
fefs’d by Melikachraf Tchoubanien, who was the 
Founder of the Monarchy of th ellcanians. 

Janibec Can of Qapfchac, left his Son Birdy 
Bey at Tauris; but Birdy Bey returned to Cap - 
fchac after the Death of his Father, which hap¬ 
pen’d in 1349. as has been before related in the 
Hiftory of the Emperors of Cap fchac. He then 
left the Country pf Az,erbijana to Sultan Avis, 
the Son of Buz,ure Hafan, of whom Dilcha- 
daga was the Mother. 

This Sultan killed the Rebel Ahmardgic, and 
retook the Cities of ‘Tauris, Selmas, Soltanya, 
Ardevjlle, Coy, Jpiarbekir and Chirouan . After 
which, having divided his Kingdoms betwixt 
fpijr Children, he died in 1375. 

Hufeyn , the Son of Avis, was crown’d after 
the Death of his Father ; but the Fa&ion who 
Supported hi? Brother Ahmed, deprived him of 
his Life. 

Ahmed, another Son of Avis, after having 
received great Succours from Cara Mehemed a 
Turcoman, the Founder of the Monarchy of 
the Black Weathers, or Cara Coinlu . This Cara 
Irlehemed put him and his Children to death in 
J410. And thus ended the Race of the Ilea - 
mans. Afterwards Tamer lain drove out of 
Tauris the Princes pf the Black Weathers in 
1388. 

Such was the end of the Defcendents of Hu- 
facou Can in the Kingdom of Perjta. After 
T'amerlain, who pretended to be de- 

feended 
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fcended from the Pofterity of Genghizccin in 
the fifth Degree, by the Wives of Prince Caraf* 
char Nevian, from whom were fprung the Princes 
of the Family of Berlas , very famous in Tran* 
foxiana: Tamerlan, I fay, who was the Ne¬ 
phew of Hadg Berlas , the Heir of this Fa¬ 
mily, which was the fourth Xribe of the O- 
riental Turks , render’d himfelf abfolute Mafler 
of Perfia, and his Succeffors quite abolifhed in 
that Country the Name and Power of the Cans 
defcended from Genghfecan*

He is Author of the Hiftory of the 
learned Turks and Arabians who flourifhed under 
the Ottomans , entitled, Alchacaic Annamania; and 
alfo of a univerfal Chronicle, which is entitled, 
Naovadiralacbar . There is another Abulcair 
Caz,uini, who has writ a Hiftory of Oz,?nan the 
third Califf after Mahomet; but he is not of the 
number of thofe Authors who have made men¬ 


tion of Gengbiz>cnn. 

Abulfeda. This Author was the Sovereign 
Prince of Hama in Syria. His Name and Ti¬ 
tles at length were, Sultan Almalic Almuayd A- 
madaddin Abulfeda Ifmael , the Son of Malic A- 
lafdal Nouraddin Aly y Son of Jumaladdin Mah - 
tnoud-, Son of Omar y Son of Schahinfchah y Son. 
of Ayouby of the Family of the Aoubites• He 
died in the Year 13 gi, Heg. 732. His Book 
treats of Geography, entitled Takouim Albul- 
dan. He obferves that he had read the Books 
of Geography compofed by the Arabians , and 
that he found nothing in them that gave him 
Satisfaction. For example, Ibni Haucal. , who 
was moft skill’d, does not obferve the true Pro¬ 
nunciation of the proper Names of Cities and 
Towns, nor their Longitude and Latitude ; 
fo that the Reader remains ignorant of their 
true Name, and the Climates in which they 
are fituate. Alfcherifalidrify, called in F>ance 
the Arabian o(Nubia-) gives no better Satisfaction 
ip thefe Points; no more than Bincourdadebe, nor 
the Books of Zidge or Bphemerides. Thofe who 
have taken the pains to put the true Pronuncia¬ 
tion of the Names, fuch as Kitabalanfab par Sa - 
tnaany, Almufchtarac par Tacut Hamavi^ 
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lalirtyabe , and Kitabalfaiful, have not given thi 
Longitudes nor the Latitudes, fo that one is 
ignorant of the Situation of the Cities and Coun¬ 
tries. This has obliged me, fays Abulfeda y to 
colled in this Geography what has been difperfed 
in thefe Authors, yet without pretending to 
mention all the Cities in the World, nor even the 
greateft part of them, becaufe all the Books 
which have been written on this Science contain 
but a very fmall number of them : For example, 
the Kingdom of China , in which the Arabs give 
the Defcription of but very few Cities ; nay, 
they do not fo much as mark the Pronunciation 
of their Names, or Situation, no more than of 
the Empires of India, Bulgaria, Circajjia , Muf- 
covy, Ruffia, Siberia, Poland , Valachia , nor the 
European Countries from the librarian Bofphorus , 
which they call Alcalige Alconflantiniy as far as 
the Weftern Ocean, where there are great and 
vaft Kingdoms, whofe Names and Hiftories 
are unknown to the Arabs; as well as the 
Countries of the Blacks in Africk on the South 
fide, or the Abyffinia or Ethiopia 9 the Zanguebar , 
which fome call Zendge, Nubia , Peer our, Zayla, 
of which the Arabians have fcarcemade mention: 
They have obferved in their Books only the 
Countries of the Mahometans, Yet, as the Pro¬ 
verb fays, one had better know one part, than 
be ignorant of all, and not abandon the Study 
of a thing entirely, becaufe one does not know 
it perfe&ly. Abulfeda has divided his Book into 
Geographical Tables, in the manner of Binges 
ia’s medicinal Tables. He has in the Preface 
deferibed the whole World in general, the 
Kingdoms, Provinces, and Seas. He has gi¬ 
ven an account of 623 Countries, befides thofe 
marked down in his Tables, according to the 
Order of the Climates by Ptolemy . He gives the 
•' *'• * true 
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true Pronunciation of the Names of the Cities 
and Towns, with their Longitude and Lati¬ 
tude ; the Names of the Authors out of which he 
has taken the Account of each City ; the Name 
of the Province it is in, and a Ihort Defcrip- 
tion of it. This Work was afterwards tranlla- 
ted into the Turkijh Language, with Notes upon 
it, by Sipahi Zade, and dedicated to Sultan 
Amuratb III. Abulfeda has alfo compofed a Chro¬ 
nological Hiftory in two Volumes, called Mouc- 
tafarfy Acbaralbafchar. His Manufcnpt is in the

Bin Arabfchah, that is, Alfadel Ahmet Bin Me- 
hemed Bin Arabfchah , a Henbelite , who died in 
1431. Heg. 854. This Author was an Arabian 
and Mahometan born at Jt>amas. He wrote the 
Life of Tamerlain , which the learned M .Va- 
tier, Profeflor in the Royal College, tJncle of 
M* Boivin, alfo Profeflor of Greek in the fame 
College, has tranflated into French out of Ara- 
bick, and caufed it to be printed at Paris in 
1658. The Title of this Book is Adgiaib Al- 
macdouar Fy Naouaib ou Acbar ‘Timur, that is to 
fay, the Wonders of Predeflination, touching 
the Scourge of the Life of Tamerlain . Tho 
this Hiftorian, forced by the Truth, has faid 
fine things of Tamerlain concerning his Con¬ 
quers ; yet he has filled his Book with Invec¬ 
tives againft this Conqueror, in hatred to him 
for having caufed to be trod under his Horfes 
Feet all the People of Damas, this Author’s 
Country. Yet thefe Calumnies have only fer- 
ved to encreafe the Glory of this Conqueror. 
The Perfian Scherefeddin Yez,dy, who was an Eye- 
witnefs of Tamerlain s Exploits, has writ, in 
his own Tongue, a Hiftory of him, and in a very 
eloquent Stile related the Ads of this great 
% Gtfj 
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General, in form of a Journal; fo that he has 
undeceived the World, and freed them from 
the Prejudices that this Arabian Author had in- 
fpired them with againft his Prince, in doing 
which he has gained himfeif a univerfal E- 
fteem. Yet this Book of Bin Arabfchah is 
writ in a fine Arabian Style, very nervous, and 
ends in Periods of Rhime, afcer the manner of 
the Arabian Eloquence. There is a fine Ma- 
nufcript of this kind in the King's Library, 
brought thither by M. Paul Lucas , a celebrated 
Traveller.

T’urkijb Language, he tranllated all that w r as 
writ in that Tongue in the Manufcript, and 
made ufe of a Turk of that Place to tranfiate 
the Arabick.- Yet this did not content hun ; for 
being defirous to dedicate this Manufcript to 
the Emperor, with fome Notes on the Hiftory 
it contained, he defer’d his Defign till his 
return to his own Country, and met at Tubmge 
with a Profellor of the Hebrew Tongue named 
William- Schhard, with whom he labour’d to ex¬ 
plain the learned part of this Manufcript, and 
found it to be a very compleat Account of the 
Genealogies and Hiftories of all the principal 
Families of the Eaft, from Adam down to the 
laft Kings of the Perpans, Moguls, and Tartars, 
writ in Turkijh and Arabick. This Manufcript 
was a Roll of Paper, like thofe the Latins call d 
in times paft Valumen, and which the Arabians 
at this day call Toumar, from which perhaps 
is derived the Name of Tome. After this Fa- 
fhion the Treaties of Peace between France 
and the Turks are written, and kept roll d up. 
And thus this Manufcript called Taric Bent A- 
dam has had three Interpreters, namely, Marc 
Taler, the Turk who explained the Arabick, and 
William Schicard , much more learned than ths? 


other two. 
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Condemir, that is to fay, Caiafeddin Bin Hou- 
mam Addin. His Book is intitled Habibaffuyar 
Py Ajrad Albafchar, that is to fay. The curious 
part of the Lives of illuflrious Men j is a Hif- 
tory which he has extra&ed from that which his 
Father Mirconde had compos'd, and entitled 
Raouz, et AJfafa , to which he has made Aug¬ 
mentations. He dedicated this Book to the Se¬ 
cretary of State belonging to the King of Perfia , 
Schah Ifmael Sefevi, who gave him the Name of 
HabibuUah; and for that Reafon the Book had 
the Name of Habib given it in the Year 1508 
Heg. 927 in the Reign of Lewis XII. He is 
Author of another Hiflory, w hich is entitled 
Coulaffat Alacbar ,• or, The Cream of Hiftories. 

I is in the third part of the Book Habibaffuyar 
that he treats of the Emperors of the Moguls and 
Tartars, and of Genghi^can and his Children. 
I he Book is divided into three great Volumes, 
and is very much efteemed in the Lezmnt. The 
Manufcript is in the Library of the learned 
Monfieur Renaudot.

I his Poulad made a Collection of 
them, 'w hich he prelented to Gazan Call ; who 
put them into the Hands of his Vizier FadlaF 
iah > the Son of a Phylician, a Native of the 
City of Hamadan in Perjia , the moft able Hif- 
tpi iographer of his T ime, w r ho made a corn- 
pleat Hiftory in the Year 1294. And this Au¬ 
thor, whofe Manufcript in Folio w'as fent from 
Conft art inop !e to the King, by the illuilrious 
Ambaflador Jvfonlieur de Guilleragues , and is 
liow in his Majefty’s Library, allures us, that 
it is the firft Hiftory of the antient Moguls that 
ever was writ in the Perjian Language. It has 
been tranflated into French by Alonlieur Petis 
de la Croix the Son, and was of great ufe to the 
Father in his perfecting this Book of Genghiz - 
cfin. And this is what Hadgi Calfa fays of this 
Author, in his Bibliotheque Orientate. 

I he Vizier FadlaUah has compos’d in Perjian 9 
a complete Hiitory of the Reign of GenghLcan 
and his Children, intitled jjamyattaouarikh y that 
is to fay, A Colleaion of Chronicles. He ob- 
ferves, that after he had begun to write it fair, 
the Sultan Gazan dv’d, in the Month of Scha~ 
z’alj in the Year of the Pfegira 704, which was 
the Year of Grace 1304; and was fucceeded 
by the Sultan Mehemed Godabende , who comman¬ 
ded him to finifh it, to put his Name in the 
Title Page, and 40 add the Defcription of the 
Countries and Cities of the Moguls, and of their 
Inhabitants, as alfo of the Tribes and Tartarian 
Nations : And that he colleCied together all he 
could find on this SubjeCf, in the Hiftories and 
Chronicles which were given him by Perfons 
appointed to fearch for them, who were Men 
ff Naming of feveral Nations, and who had 

Orders 
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Orders to atfift him both with their Books and 
Pens. The Sultan alfo order’d him to add 
Geographical Maps. Purfuant to this Order, 
he wrote in the firft Volume the Hiftory of 
Genghiz,cariy and the Mogul and ‘Tartar Nations, 
In the fecond he relates the Death of a great 
many Princes of this Race, with the Dates of 
the Years when they dy’d : And in the third 
Volume he has fhewn the Geography of the 
Countries belonging to the Tartars , Moguls and 
Turks; relating the Hiftory of each Nation, 
according to the Relations given of them in 
their Books, without any Alterations. The 
firft Volume does then contain what he wrote 
in the Name of Gaz^ancariy and by his Order, 
which he intitjed Tarikh MLoubarec Gaz>aniy 
which is in two Chapters ,* one of the Rife and 
Greatnefs of the Turks and Tartars * and the 
other of the Moguls y wherein was the Life of 
GenghiZtcan. The fecond Volume contain d 
what he writ in the Name, and by the Com¬ 
mand of Sultan Olagiaytou Mehemed Codabende; 
which was alfo comprehended in two Chap¬ 
ters ; one was the Hiftory of this Codalende , 
and the other was divided into two Sedions; 
the firft of which treated of the Prophets, Ca- 
liifs, Kings, and Nations, from the Days of 
Adam , down to the Year of the Hegira 700. 
and the fecond was the Hiftory of the People 
of the Northern and Southern China , of Cache - 
m ir y the Indies , the Jfraelites , the Atheiflsy and 
the Efrenge y or Europeans , The third Volume 
contain’d the Maps of the Geography, with 
the Defcription of the Kingdoms, Cities and 
Towns, which made three great Volumes; the 
firft of which is in the King’s Library, and has 
been tranflatcd into French by Monfieur Petis 4 de

Pirouz>abadi y that is, Magededdin Mehemed Bin 
Xacoub Alfironz,abadi. His Book is an Arabick 
Di&ionary, intitled Camous AUogha , that is to 
fay. The Ocean of the Arabian Tongue, in 60 
Volumes. It was writ in the Month of Scha¬ 
wl, or the Horfe, in the Year of Grace 1414* 
Heg. 817. 

Hadgi Mehemed is an Author who was a Mer¬ 
chant, and is quoted in Rubruquis. 

Hamdallahy or Binmuflaoufi , that is, Hamdal- 
lah Bin Abibakir Bin almufiaoufi alCaz,vini y who 
dy’d in the Year of Grace 1349. Heg* 750. His 
Book is a Hiftorical Geography and Natural 
Hiftory in the Perfian Language, intitled Nuzha- 
talcouloub, the Recreation of Hearts. It is divided 
into a Preface, three Chapters, and a Conclufion. 
The Preface is a Geography, according to Pto¬ 
lemy’s feven Climates: The firft Chapter on the 
production and growth of Plants, on Minerals 
and Animals : The fecond treats of Men ; the 
third\of Cities and Countries; and the Con¬ 
clufion treats of the Wonders of Nature : A- 
rtiongft which he fays. That the City of Casbin , 
of which he was a Native, was fituate in a 
very fair Plain near Mount Alvende y not far 
from the City of Hamadan in the Country of 
the antient Parthians , in the 37th Degree of 
Latitude. There are fome who will have it to 
be the Arfatino( the Antients, built by Afchky , 
or Arfaces y King of Parthia , who made it the 
Capital of his Empire. See Golius’s Notes upon 
Alfargani and Strabo , lib. 2. It is in the King’s 
King’s Library, N° 1520. 

Hez,arfen y that is. Coy a Hufain Efendi, fir- 
named He&arfen, who dy’d at Conflantinople in 
the Year 1682. He was a Friend to the French 
Nation. He has writ a Hiftory in the Turkifb 
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Language, inti tied 'tankih 'Tavaricmulouc> that 
is to fay, An Extrad: of the Annals of the 
Kings. ’Tis a General Hiftory of Afia . He 
began it in the Year of Grace 1670, ana finifh’d 
it in 1672. He extra&ed it from the Works 
of Maoulana Genabi an Arabian y and alfo from 
thofe of the Perfian Mirconde , and feveral other 
Orientals ,• and from feveral Greek and Latin 
Authors. He has given Rules for taking the 
Longitudes and Latitudes of Countries. He 
has explain’d the difference of the Parafavgas y 
(a Perfian Meafure of the Roads, not every 
where limited to a fet number of Furlongs) of 
Leagues and Miles, His Book is divided into 
four Parts : The firfl treats of the antient Per - 
fians, and of the Ptolemies of Egypt; the fecond 
of the CalifFs ,* the third of the Ottomans ; and 
the fourth of the Kings of all the Afian Nations. 
He finifhes with a Defcription of China y and af¬ 
terwards of America. It has been tranflated into 
French by Monlieur Petis de la Croix Senior. 
yacut cited in Golius . See Tacout Hamavi . 
youiniy that is, Aladdin Altamulc Bin Affahhib 
Bah ad din Mehemed Aljouini Annahhouy y who 
dy’d in the Year of Grace 1284. Heg . < 58 3. He 
is call’d the Rhetorician, and excell’d in Lear¬ 
ning. He was alfo call’d Coja Atalmulc . He 
compos’d his Book in the Year 1260, in the 
Reign of Atangou CaAn the Son of r tulican y the 
Son of Gengbiz>can y intitled Tam Gehangufcha, 
that is to fay. The Hiftory of the Conqueft of 
the World. He obferves that Genghiz,cans real 
Country lay much to the North and Eaft of the 
Defart-fide of Tart ary; and was of fo great ex¬ 
tent, that the true Country of the Moguls was 
eight Months Journey both in length and 
breadth : That the feveral forts of People that 
inhabited it, were divided into Tribes call d 
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Moguls', and that among all thefe Tribes there 
was but one that was civilized, and that was 
that of Niron Caiat , of which Genghiz,can the 
Son of Pifouca was the Sovereign after the death 
of his Father. He treats of the Hiftofy of 
Genghfadan, and of Hulacou Can, his Grand- 
fon, and oi other Kings in their time. He is 
quoted by Ouaffaf in the beginning of his Chro¬ 
nological Hiitory.

City of Mardfche in Cappadocia. His Book is 
intitled Baric Babarejlan , that is to fay. The 
Chronological Hiftory of the Province of Ba- 
bareftan in Per ft a, near the Cafpian Sea. He 
Fnifh/d it in the Year of Grace 1476. Beg. 
S81. 

Maryafchip an Abreviatiofi of Marrakefchi , 
\vas the Ghee Abouabdallahal Marrakefchi , a Na¬ 
tive 
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five of the City of Meroc in Mauritania . His 
Book is of Geography, intitled Almafalik , or 
Almamalic ; that is to fay. The Roads and Em~ 
pires. It is in Arabick in the King’s Library, 
N° 732. It has been translated into the T#r- 
kijh .Tongue by Sid Mehemed Mudarris , a Pro- 
feflbr of Languages in the College of the Sultan 
Mehemed who took Agria . This Marrahefcbi 
did alfo compofe a Chronological Hiftory, in- 
tied farikch Almarrakefchi, in the third part of 
his Book of Geography ; which is the only one 
we have in France • He makes mention of fe- 
veral Tranfadions that pafs’d in the beginning 
of Genghizicads Reign ; of his Laws, the Queens 
his Wives, and the four great Princes his Sons, 
who by their Valour diftinguifh’d themfelves, 
and were more famous than all the great Gene¬ 
rals of that Age.

Science, or Art of Chronological Hiftory: 
The firfl Part treats of the Creation, the Lives 
of the Prophets, and of the antient Kings of 
Verfia: The fecond, of Mahomet and the four 
hrft Califfs : Fhe third, of the Oummiades and 
the Abaffides : The fourth, of the Kings of divers 
other Nations, Contemporaries with the Abaf- 
fides : The fifth, of Genghiz,can and his Chil¬ 
dren : The fixtb, of < Tamerlain and his Chil¬ 
dren : The feventh, of Sultan Hufein Bicra j 
and the Conclufion treats of feveral Hiftorics 
which particularly relate to Geography, the 
Rarities of the habitable parts of the Earth, 
and the Wonders of Nature. The Fragment 
which has been made ufe of for this Hiftory 
of. Genghiz,can y which was the fifth part of 
this Work, was lent by Monfieur Herbelot to 
Monfieur Petis de la Croix Senior, of [which 
be took a Copy and tranflated it, and has 
made ufe of it all in this Book : And when he 
fometimes quotes in the beginning of Page 250. 
and afterwards in Page 40. 5 tis becaufe he 
fometimes reckons by the Pages in the original 
Manufcript, and fometimes by thofe of his 
own Copy of it, not having had the original 
Manufcript all the time he wrote this in his 
keeping. The two firft of Mircondes feven 
Volumes are in the King*s Library, N'i^o, 
and i< 5 o. This Author was the Father of Con¬ 
demn before-mentioned. 

Mahlabi, , that is, Hafan Bin Ahmedal Mahlabi , 
whofe Book of Geography is intitled Almafa~ 
z lie. 
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lie, or Almamalky Roads and Empires; dedi^ 
cated to AuMab y an Abaffide Califf and King 
of Egypt, quoted by Abulfeda. 

Naffireddin Toufi, is Nafireddin Mebemed Bin 
Haffan attoufi , a Native of Tc i us in Coraff ana. 
He was in great Repute about the Year of 
Grace 1261, in the Reigns of Muflajim Billah 
Califf of Bagdat, and the Mogul King Hulacou 
Can, GenghiZscans Grandfon by c Tuli. He ex¬ 
celled in the Knowledge of Geometry, Aftro- 
nomv, and all other Sciences ; as not only the 
Tables of Longitude andLatitude which he had 
publifh’d, and which Gravius caused to be prin¬ 
ted in the Year 1652, with thofe of Ouloughbek’s, 
do fufficiencly manifeft; but he fhines much more 
in the famous Agronomical Obfervations calld 
Zige Ikani, which he made at Meraga a City 
in Az,erbijana, where he was the chief of all 
the Aftrologers and Mathematicians whom Hu¬ 
lacou Can had call’d together in his fo much 
admired Royal Obfervatory. He began his 
Obfervations at Meraga in the Month of ffu- 
maz>yulevel y in the Yeai of the Hegna and 
of our Lord 125?. His Book, which was 
written in the Perjian Tongue, was intitled 
Zige Ilcani , and was divided into four Parts • 
The firffc treated of the Hiftory of Genghiz,can 
and his Children, and of the manner how they 
conquer’d AJia: The fecond treated of the ^lo¬ 
tion of the Planets; of their Longitude and 
Latitude, or Situation: The third fhew’dL their 
riling and fetting in the Horizon : The fourth 
treated of other Aftronomical Obfervations and 
Operations. There have been feveral Commen¬ 
tators who have added many things to his E- 
phemerides and his other Works, as Hufein 

Darir of Nffbabour , Gayafeddin Gemfchid, who 
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compos’d Zige Cacani , to ferve as a Supplement 
to the Ephemerides call’d Zige Ilcani. 

Nimatullah , that is, Nimatullaf Bin Ahmed Bin 
Moubarac Arroumi , a Native of Anatolia . His 
Book is a Dictionary which begins with the 
Terfian , and is explain’d in the Turkifh Language. 
He dy’d Anno Dom. 1522. Heg. 929. 

JVifavi ; that is, Me he wed Bin Aly Mifavi. 
This Author, who has writ in the Arabian 
Tongue, was a Native of the City of Nifa 
in Coraff ana. Lie was Governour of this Place 
for the King of Carizme , and his Reputation 
brought him to the Knowledge of the Sultan 
Gelaleddin , who was then King of it. He 
caufed him to come to Court, and be near his 
Perfon, giving him the Poll of Secretary of 
State. From the time he was employ’d in 
this Sultan’s Affairs, he made Memorandums of 
all that happen’d worthy notice in his time, 
and even of all that had paft in the Family of 
Sultan Mehemed King of Cariz,me , the Father of 
Sultan Gelaleddin. He from thefe Memoirs 
compofed a Book, entitled, Sirat Affoultan Ge¬ 
laleddin , that is to fay, the Life of the Sultan 
Gelaleddin , who was alfo named Amadeddin If- 
mael. He was a great Enemy to Genghiz,can , 
of whom he fpeaks with as much Paffion as 
Arabfchah did of Tamerlain. Nifavi is not a 
faithful Hiftoriaii in the firft Chapters of his 
Book ; but the reft are more exaCfc. He is quo¬ 
ted in the Guliflan of Schec Sadi. His Book is 
in the King’s Library, numb. 845. He lived 
in the time of Genghixxan. 

Selmani ; that is, Mehemed Bin Mahmoud Bin 
Ahmed attoufi affalmani. His Book is a natural 
Hiftory, entitled, Adgiaib Almacloucat , that is 
to fay, the Wonders of Nature. It was in 
Per fan . He wrote it in the Year 11 do. Heg. 555. 
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* Tabari; that is. Imam Aboujafar Mehemed 
Bln Jarir, a Native-of Tabareflan , w ho died in 
the Year 921; Heg.jo?. His Work is an uni- 
verfai Hiftory, entitled, T'nric Aloumam, or Al- 
?nulouc , the Hiftory of Nations and Kings. _ It 
is alfo called T'nric Attabari . He begins w ith 
the Creation of the World, and iinifhes at the 
Year 915. Heg. 309. It has been tranflated in¬ 
to the Perfian Language by Balami. Another 
has tranflated it into the Turkifi. There are 
tw o Supplements to it, one writ by Fargani, and 
the other by Hamadani ,\\’ho died in the Y ear 112J. 
Heg.s 21. a Twas by means of his Supplement 
that the original Book came to be difcover d. 

Tafchkunti, is Hafiz, Mehemed Attafchkuntii Pu¬ 
pil to the learned Alyalcoufchtebi. He compofed 
a Hiftory of Genghiz,cans Children, which he 
entitled T'arikh Aldgengh/z, , which has not yet 
appear’d in Eiwope. He is Author of a Hiftory 
of the Wdbech Cans, the Defendants of Gen- 
Adz, can, who are difperfed in Tranfoxiana and 
‘Iurqueftan, fome of whom do at this prefent 
reign in- thofe Countries; and this Hiftory is 

entitled, Tarifch 1 'afchkunti* rat 

Ulugbec, is Ulugbcc Mehemed, the Soil of Sc hag 
roc, the Son o {'Tamerlain. His Book is enti¬ 
tled, Zidge Olougbbcc, and Zidge Ilcani, ^ that is, 
the Royal Ephemerides. He compofed feveral 
other Works on the Mathematicks about the 
Year 1420, being at Samarcand, where he then 
reigned. He fent for a great many Aftrono- 
mers from all Parts of the World, to con- 
fult with them about the Obfervations he had 
made with great Exaftnefs on the Longi¬ 
tude and Latitude of the Planets. This Tar¬ 
tarian King was the Spn of Mirz.a Charoc, the 
Soil of Tamer lain. The Turks and Perfians at 

this time admire a Dial of a prodigious hzc, 
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which was made by his Dire&ion and Inven¬ 
tion in the City of Samarcand , where, as alfo* in 
Turqueftan , he reign’d the Space of 43 Years. 
This Prince, who was born in 1394. died in 
1450. He had for his Tutors, Salahhaddin 
Moufa , firnamed Cadiz,ade, and Gbajafaddin Gem - 
fchidy who both died before the Book Zidge 
Ilcani was finifhed, which was afterwards done 
by the Son of Gbayafeddin , that is to fay, by 
the learned A toulla Aly Bin Mehemed Alcoufchtchi 
the Fowler, who in one Year, as is reported, 
learnt all the Sciences. The Book of the Agro¬ 
nomical Obfervations of Oulmghbec , or Ulugbec , 
which is the fame thing, is divided into four 
Parts. The firft treats of Chronological Hif- 
tory : The fecond of Geography, and the Riling 
and Setting of the Stars in each Country : The 
third of the Situation or Poiition of the Pla¬ 
nets, and of their Longitudes and Latitudes, 
and of all that is curious in the Art of Agro¬ 
nomy : The fourth {hews the Motions of the 
Stars. I hefe are the bed: Ephemerides, and 
the moil eafy to be underflood of any. 

Tabby a, or Mryabhya. See Bin Abdallatif. 

Tacout Hamanji, is the fame with Jacut , quo¬ 
ted by Golius. His Name at length was Abou- 
abdallah Tacout Arroumi Alhamavi. He was a 
Grecian 7 ^urk, tho he dwelt at Hama , and was at 
Bagdat in Chaldea. His Book treats of Geogra¬ 
phy, and is entitled, Almufchtarac Sanan , or A- 
mouBalaj' Sanfan, that is to fay, what is alike 
in Creation, and difterentin kind. He is Au¬ 
thor of a Book of the Dynafties of Rings, 
called, Kitabaddoual ; as alfo of feveral learned 
Works. He has alfo compofed a Book of Geo¬ 
graphy, entitled, Moadgem Albuldan, which fig- 
nifies au Alphabet of Cities; of which an A- 
bridgment has been made by Affiouti , entitled. 











































made ufe of in this Work. 

Ahnarafid , that is, Obfervations. It is quoted 
by Abulfeda . 

Zacuty a Jewifi Author, alfo named Abraham . 
He compofed a Book in Hebrew^ entitled Sefer 
Jucaffin , which is a Chronicle, containing the 
Genealogy of the yews. He alfo treats of the 
Arabian Califfs and Princes, and of the antient 
Moguls and Tartars , and alfo of Turks fprung 
from Mahan , from whom the Ottomans are de¬ 
fended. He was born in Caftile in the City of 
Salamanca . His Work was printed at Cracow 
in the Year 1580. 

Zehebi, is the Imam Hafis Schamfeddin Mehe - 
med Bin Ahmed Azrzahabi Almafri Affamarcandi ^ 
who died in the Year 134?* Heg. 746. He was 
born in Cairo , and dw'elt in Samarcand* He is 
Author of an Univerfal Hiftory in twelve Vo¬ 
lumes, entitled, Tarikhaliflam , that is to fay, 
the Hiftory of the Muftulmans. He relates all 
the remarkable Events and Actions of great 
Men as far as the Year 1340. Heg. 741. Seve¬ 
ral Abftrads have been made from this Book ; 
and among the reft, Kitabalabar , Suiar Annou - 
bala y 7 abac at AlhouffazTab neat Al Courra • 
There is a Supplement writ by Gezeri; another 
entitled Hafil , by Schamfe Sacaoui , who died in 
the Year of the Hegira 906* It has Deen a- 
bridg’d by Aladdin Ali Bin Calaf Aliz/zi, and by 
Schamfeddin Mehemed Algezeri, who died in the 
Year 1429. Heg. 833. Zehebi has alfo made a 
Hiftory from it of the Califfs, Tarikhalkoulafa , 
in four Volumes, in which he treats of the 
Oumiades and Abaffides ♦ He is alfo the Author 
of the Hiftory of Carizme, which M. Petis de 
la Croix made ufe of in this Hiftory, and has 
put it all into the Hiftory of Genghizcan. 1 his 
Book was bv the Perftans call d IyitichubfalattUy 
that is to fav, an Abftrad of Kings, and makes 
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a part of the great Hiftory of * Tarikhaliflant* 
Jt begins in thefe Words, The fourth Rank of 
the fecond Order of Kings, that is to fay, of the 
Mogul Kings, the firft of whom was the Great 
Genghiz,can ; and of the Kings of Perfect defcended 
from him, the firft of whom was Hulacou his 
Grandfon. This Book was writ in the Year 
I5J<5. Heg. 757. 

The Names of the European Authors and 
Travellers, who are made ufe of to prove 
the Truth of the Tapis related in the Hif¬ 
tory of Genghizcan. 


fejMmianus Marcellinus , a Latin Hiftorian, 
/n/ a Native of Antioch . He lived in the 
Year 378* His Work confifled of thirty 
one Books, of which we have but eighteen ; in 
which we find the firft Original of the French, 
and feveral Antiquities of the Gauls . It has 
been tranfiated into French by Marolles Abbot 
of Villeloin. 

Arian, a Philofopher and Hiftorian, a Native 
of Nicomedia in Bithynia , where he made his 
Studies. He was Author of the Hiftory of 
Alexander the Great. He lived in the Reign of 
the Emperor Adrian. It has been tranfiated in¬ 
to French by Nicholas Parrot of Ablancomt, and 
by PVitard de Rofoi• 

Ariftopbanes, a Greek Poet. > 

Afceline. In the Memoirs of Friar Simon of 
St. Qiiintin, in Vincent de Beauvais , mention is 
made of a Dominican Frier named Afceline , 
who was fent in 1247. by Pope John IV. to 
fome Tartarian Princes. But his Memoirs have' 
fo little Appearance of being true, that we 

dare 
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dare not quote what is in them, feeing there 
is not one Oriental Author to juftify what they 
report: for Example, he allures us that the 
Can of Tartary is believed by the Tartars to be 
the Son of God. Frier Afceline fpent three 
Years and feVen Months in his Journey. 

Barros ; that is, John de Bams , a Portuguefe , 

Dec- 3. Lib. 4. Chap . i. who was born at Vifeo 
in 145 )6. He is the Author of a Hiftory of 
AJta y which is entitled, Decadas d’ Afia. . He 
died in 1570. There are twelve Decades in his 
Work. 

Benoit Goezsy a Portuguefe Jefuit, fent into Chi¬ 
na by Ecber a Mogul King of India, in 1603. 

We mud diftinguifli him from Damien Goez ,, who 
was not a Jefuit. 

Bernier , a Phyfician, Phiiofopher, and Tra¬ 
veller, is fo‘well known, that there is no need 
to fpeak farther oi him. 

Bocharty is the Author of Geograph in facra Bo - 
chartiy or Phaleg, , printed at Leyden in i <592. He 
was a Minifter of the Reformed Religion at 
Caen in Normandy , and died in 1607. 

Father Briet y a learned Jefuit, who died in 
1669. a Native ol Abbeville in Picardy. He is 
Author of the Parallels between the ancient 
Geography, and the new European ; and of a 
Chronology in Latin , in fix Volumes. ^ 

Calvifius, a German , the Author of a Chro¬ 
nology in Latin , entitled, ,SW/j/ Calvifi Opus 
Chronologicum. He ivas born at Grofleb , a little 
Town in Thuringia. He died in 1*17. He 
fpeaks of the Tartars in Silejta , 007. 

Carp/#. This is Frier John du Plan Carp in, 
a Cordelier, who was lent by Pope Innocent IV. 
to the Can of Tart ary y in the Year 1246. A 
Relation of his Journey is given by Hackluit , 
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an Englijhman ; and Bergeron has put his Rela¬ 
tion of it into a more regular Order. He pre¬ 
ceded Rubruquis in his Voyage about feven or 
eight Years ; for Rubruquis did not go from Con - 
fiantinople for "Tartary till the Year 12 13. He 
affures us that Cathay is China, 

Schicardus, See Schicardus among# the O- 
riental Authors. 

Clavier, is a Book of Geography tranflated 
by Father Labbe2i Jefuit. He was a Native of 
Dantz,ick, and died at Leyden in 1623. 

Diodorus, a Sicilian born at Agyrium, which 
is at prefent call’d San Philippo d'Agirone . He 
lived in the Reigns of Julius Cafar and Auguflus . 
He wrote the fo much celebrated Hiftorical 
Library, divided into forty Books, of which 
there remain with us but fifteen. They are 
writ in Greek, and have been tranflated into 
Latin by Pogge, a Florentine, by Order of Pope 
Nicholas V. 

Gal anus, is Clement Gal anus Furrentinus, a 
Theatine by Order, and a Miflionary from 
the Holy See to Armenia. His Work is enti¬ 
tled, Comiliatio Ecclejia Armena cum Romana, 
tefiimoniis Patrum & DoBorum Armenorum. It 
was printed at Rome in 1650. and at Cologne in 
1 686. by the Title of Hifioria Armena Eccle- 
Jiaflica & Politica . It fpeaks of Haiton King of 
Armenia, and of his Journey to China. Galanus 
has writ feveral other Works, as an Armenian 
Grammar, a Dictionary, a Book of Philofo- 
phy, Logick, Phyfick, and Theology, all in 
Armenian and Latin; and feveral pious Poems in 
Armenian. The People of that Nation hold 
him in great Efteem, and avow that he under¬ 
flood the Armenian l ongue in the greate# Per¬ 
fection. 


Golius, 
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Golius, that is, James Golius, an Arabick Pro- 
feffor in the Univerfity of Leyden. He was a 
Dutchman, born at the Hague. He had been 
Pupil to Erpemtts , and fucceeded him in his 
Place of Arabick Profelfor in 1624. He was 
alfo skill’d in the Mathematicks. Golius made 
a Voyage to Aleppo , and alfo went to Morocco 
with an Ambaffador of the States.^ He pre- 
fented to the King Moulaz,eydan the Great Atlas y 
and the New Teltament in Arabick. He made 
a Petition to this King in Arabick, which the 
Arabs acknowledged to be very elegant ; yet he 
could not pronounce the Arabick 1 ongue very 
well, for which reafon he converfed in Spanijb 
with that King, who underftood that Language 
well, Golius publifhed in 1636. the Hiftory of 
‘Tamerlain in Arabick and Latin ; and afterwards 
at Amflerdam in 1653. the great Arabick and 
Latin Dictionary, entitled, Lexicon Arabicum, 
an excellent Book. He might well have omit^ 
ted a great many Obfcenities, which he 111- 
nocently put in. He had a Brother who was 
a bare-footed Carmelite, named Peter Golius, who 
lived a long time in the Levant, and alfo under¬ 
ftood the Oriental Languages, and tranllated 



out of Latin into Arabick, The Imitation of Je- 
fus Chrift, but in fo mean a Style, that it w-as 
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James Hemelar , one of the Canons of Anvers. 
Golius died in the Year 1700. or thereabouts. 

Gruber , is a Jefuit. 

Gulielmus of Tyre. This Author was born 
in the City of Tyre] in Phanic &, of which he 
was Archbifhop in the \ear 1100. He was af¬ 
terwards Chancellor of the Kingdom of Jeru¬ 
salem \x\ the Reign of Baldwin ; and tho he was 
overwhelmed with Bufinefs, he did not ceafe 
to apply himfelf to write the Hiftory of this 
Kingdom, and of almofi: all Syria , which the 
other European Princes, join’d with the French , 
had conquer’d, and got from the Mahometans . 
He lived a long time. He employ’d eight 
Years in this Work, which was conceal’d for 
near 400 Years before it was brought to light, 
which was not till the Year and printed 

at Bajil in two Parts : the firft of which con¬ 
tained twenty three Books of the Holy War ; 
and. the fecond, fix other Books on the fame 
Subjed. *Tis in this fecond Part that the Em¬ 
peror Genghizcan is fpoken of. It was this Wil¬ 
liam of Tyre who writ, in the time of St. Ber¬ 
nard, the Hiftory of the Holy Wars, lib. 4. 
chap. 9. and fancied that Theophilus Bifhop of 
Antioch was the Perfon to whom St. Luke ad- 
drefs’d the Ads of the Apoftles : But he was 
very much . miftaken ,• for this good Prelate, 
far from being contemporary with St. Luke and 
the Apofiles, was not confecrated Bifhop of 
Antioch till the Year 170. 

Haiton. This Author was Nephew to Hah 
ton King of Armenia , and was called the Lord of 
Courfchi. In his Youth he bote Arms in the Ser¬ 
vice of the antient Moguls againft the Turks. 
He went to Can-Balec, and offer’d his Service 
to Mangou Caan, fome Years before King Haiton 
his Uncle went to th<? Court of the fame Prince 
' ' ■ * ' * ' Mangou) 
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Mangou, who was Grand Cart, and King of 
China , to ask his Afliftance againft his Enemies. 
Mangou agreed to whatever they demanded ; 
and when King Haiton returned to Armenia , 
this Author his Nephew accompanied him, and 
carried with him the Obfervations he had 
made of the Eafterji and Northern Countries : 
but being very pioufly inclined, he refolved 
upon turning a Religious ; and in order to it, to 
go into the Ifle of Cyprus , to enter into the Or¬ 
der of the Pramonflratenjes , an Order of Augufline 
Friars. And this Resolution he effected in the 
Year 1305. Here this Religious at length 
compleated tliefe Memoirs ; and foon alter 
being fent for by Pope Clement V. who was 
retired into France , he published them in the 
French Tongue at Poi&iers , aflifted by Nicho¬ 
las Salconiy who afterwards translated them in¬ 
to Latin in the Year 1307. which Book was 
printed in i6y\* by the I itle of the Oiicntal 
Hiftory, which Some have alfo called the Hif- 

tory of the Tartars. . 

Herodotus of Mali car naff us, is a Greek Hifto- 
rian, whom Cicero calls the Father of Hiftory, 
and Prince of Hiftorians. Fie lived 450 Years 
before the Birth of our Saviour. He compofed 
at Samos his Hiftory, in nine Books, which was 
found So excellent by the Amenably at the O- 
lympick Games, that it had the Name ol the 
nine Mufes given it, according to the Report 
of Suidas. He has taken notice of all that had 
paft moft remarkable in the World during the 
fpace of 240 Years, that is to Say, from the 
Reign of Cyrus to the Reign- of Xerxes King of 
Per Ray in whofe time he lived. 

Hieronymus Xaverius . He writ in the Y ear 

1598. 

' Hornius and Zonaras . See Zonaras. 
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Jacuty is Tacout Hamaviy an Arabian Author, 
whofe Geography is cited in Abulfeda y and in 
Golius in his Notes upon Alfarganiy as is be¬ 
fore-mentioned. 

Jornandes , was by Birth a Goth y the Son of 
Wamuth Alain. He was Secretary to the Goths , 
and afterwards Bifhop of Ravenna- He wrote 
two Books of Hiftory in the fixth Century, in 
which he lived, under the Emperor Juftinian. 
He compofed his Book De Rebus Gothicis in 552. 
He compofed another Book, entitled, De Reg* 
norum Succeffione , in which he fpeaks of the AJjy - 
riansy Medes, and Perjians. *Tis on account of 
feveral Fads which he has related in this laft 
Book, that he is quoted in this Hiftory of 
Genghiz,can. 

Jofaphatus Earbarus , lived in the Year 1474. 

Jofephus , the Hiftorian. He wrote in Greeky 
tho he was a Jew by Birth. He was the Son 
of Mattathias the High Prieft, and his Mother 
was of the Blood Royal of the Maccabees. He 
was born in the Year 37. He lived in the 
Reigns of nine Emperors, from Caligula to 
Domitian . He wrote the feven Books of the 
Wars of the Jews, and was Eye-witnefs of the 
taking of Jerufalem by T’itus Vefpa/ian. He 
w T rote twenty Books of the JewiJh Antiquities, 
and feveral other learned Works. 

Juftiny the Hiftorian, lived in the fecond 
Century, in the reign of Antoninus Pius. He 
made an Abridgment of the Hiftory of 1 "rogus 
PompeiuSy which was the reafon that feme ac- 
cufe him of having caufed the Hiftory it felf 
to be loft by this Epitome of it. This Hiftory 
contained 44 Books, and Juft in has kept the 
like number. His manner of Writing is much 
efteemed for the Finenefs of the Latin.

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Mark Taler • See Scbicardus• 

Marco Polo. This illuftrious Venetian was of 
a noble Family : He writ his Travels in 
Italian , and intitled them Viaggidi Mejfer Marco 
Polo Gentilhuomo Venetiano . 1 here are two 

Tranflations of them into Latin. He treats in 
his Book De Regionibus Orientis> of the Eaitern 
and Northern Countries , in which he refided 
a great while, having fome confiderable Em¬ 
ployments in the Court of Coublaycan , the Con¬ 
queror of the Southern China, which the Arabs 
call Matchin ; which Gengbiz>can , his Grandfa¬ 
ther, had charged his Children to conquer, 
after he himfelf had gotten the Northern China 
call’d Catai. Marco Polo lived in thofe Parts 
eighteen Years; and Father Kircher, a Jefuit,fays, 
That none of the Antients have written more 
amply than this Author, of the Kingdoms of the 
remoteft part of the Orient. He went from Venice 
in 1272* with his Father and Uncle, and did 
not return till the Year 1295 J in which time he 
apply’d himfelf to the putting in good order all 
the Remarks he had made in his Journey. 

Father Martini- This Author was a Jefuit 
belonging to the City of Trent, who had been 
fent by his Superiors to China . He read in the 
Hiftories of this Country, all that had pail from 
the firft Eftablifhment of that great Empire, to 
the Birth of our Saviour ; and having himfelf 
compos’d a Hiiiory, at his Return in 16$ 1, he 
publiIh’d it in the Latin Tongue, with his Re¬ 
lation of the Wars of the Tartars , printed at 
Anvers in 1654; and likewife the Hiiiory of 
China , printed at Munich in 1658 ; which gain d 
him much Honour. His other Works have been 
alfo printed at Amfterdam in 1659 : as likewife 
his new Atlas of China y which contains a fine 
Collection of Maps of the fifteen Provinces of

this Empire ; to which this Father has added 
a Geographical Defcription/and a Map of the 
Ifle of Corea , and another of Japan, 

Matthew Paris , a Monk of St. Allans , the 
Author of the Hiflory of England , who makes 
mention of the Tartars : And he gives the Re¬ 
cital of a circular Letter addrefs *d in the Year 
1241, to the Duke o $ Brabant, by the Count 
Palatine of Saxony; in which are related the 
A&ions the Tartars had done in his Country, 
and the great Ravages and Outrages they had 
committed there. He acquaints him, that St. 
Lewis the French King had made a Vow to arm 
againfl them, to drive them thence. This Au¬ 
thor begins his Hiflory of England in the Year 
of Grace 1066 , and continues it down to the 
Year 1270; which was not printed at London 
till the Year 1570. 

Paulas Joviusy a Hiflorian of the fixth 
Century, who dy’d at Florence in 1552. He 
was a Native of Como in Lombardy. He was 
at firft a Phyfician, and afterwards was made 
Bifhop of Nocera by Pope Clement VII. He 
had a Penfion from Francis I. This Hiflorian 
lived Years, his Hiflory contains 45 Books, 
and ends in 1544. 

Plutarch of Cher one a, a City of Beotia, a Phi - 
lofophcr, Hiflorian, and Orator. He lived in 
the Days of Nerva and Trajan. He travelled 
into Greece and Egyyt , to confult the Learned. 
He writ all he faw that was curious. His Book 
is intitled. The Lives of Illuftrious Men, Greeks 
and Romans. There are two other Plutarchs. 

Procopius of Crcfareay a Hiflorian who lived in 
the Reign of Juft ini an. He was Secretary to 
BelifariuSy during all the Wars that General 
waged in Perfia , Africa and Italy. He was 
made Prefect of Conflantinople. His Works are 
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contain’d in eight Books, two of the Wars of 
Perfidy two of the Vandals , and four ot the 
Goths. Father Claude Maltruit , a Jefuit, caus d 
all Procopius’s Works to be printed in the Year 
1663. 

Ptolomaus Claudius., a "Native of Feloufia. His 
Works treat of Geography, which he compos d 
in Alexandria , and are contain’d in eight Books. 
He divided the Earth into feven Climates. He 
is the Author of the Almagefti. 

Quintus Curtins , firnamed Rufus. He writ 
the Hiflory of Alexander the Great. He lived 
in the Reign of Vefpafian . 

Ramufio, that is, John Baptifl Ramufio, of Ve¬ 
nice, who was skill’d in Languages. He dy’d 111 
1559. at Padua , being 72 \ears old. He wrote 
three Volumes of Travels : The firfl contain d 
the Defcription of Africa , and Prefer Johns 
Country : The fecond was a Hiflory ot Tar¬ 
tar y, and feveral other Travels : And thp 
third. Voyages to the new World in America* 

De Refuge’s Geography. 

Rubruquis, that is, Gulielmus Rubruquis , a 
Cordelier, fent by the King St. Lewis to Saitach 
a ^Tartarian Prince, who at that time made a 
great Noife in the World : He was there feme 
Years after Carpin• The greatefl of all the Tar¬ 
tar Cans was Mangou Caan , who then reign d in 
the Eaft and North Parts of Afia , and Baton 
Can in the Weflern Parts : I hefe Princes weie 
both of them Genghi^can’s Grandfons. This 
Cordelier’s Travels, who went from Conftantino- 
ple in 1253, are found written in Peter Bergeron s 
Book, which he gather’d from Richard Hatkluit 

an Englijh Man. . . . c , 

Sanfon , that is, Nicholas Sanfon in his Sacred 

Geography.

Sanuty that is, Livio Sanuto y a French Man, 
■who fettled at Venice , and was made a Noble 
Venetian. He wrote a Book of the Geography 
of Africk, printed at Venice in 1588. 

Scaligery that is, Jofeph Scaliger y born at Agen 
in 1540, and dy’d in idop. He was the Son of 
Julius Cafar Scaliger , or de fEfcale. He dy’d at 
Leyden. He underftood Greek and Hebrew . He 
fludied firffc at Bourdeaux y and afterwards at Pa¬ 
ris • His Book is a Chronicle much efteem’d. 

Stephanus de Urbibus. 

Strabo y a Philofopher, who flourifhed in the 
Year 20, in the Days of Auguflus and Tiberius y 
born at Amafia a City of Cappadocia. His Geo¬ 
graphy is divided into 27 Parts. He had been a 
great Traveller. He died in the twelfth Year 
of Tiberius'* s Reign. 

Texeira y a Spaniard, He tranflated the Hif- 
tory of Perfia y which was the flrft part of Mir- 
condo's great Book call’d Raouz,et Affafa y which 
was in feven Volumes, as may be feen under the 
Word Mirconde before-mentioned. Texeira has 
extraded thence this Hiflory, which he has 
prefented to the World in Spanijh ; but it has 
been fince tranflated into French by Cotolendi• 
Texeira had travel! ’d into Perfia , and made him- 
felf acquainted with the Language of that Coun¬ 
try ; and thus enabled, he tranflated this part 
ol Mirconde* s Works. He finifh’d his ffrfl Part 
with an Abridgment of the Hiflory of the Ca- 
Jiffs, &c. 

Thevenct the younger. He w r as a great Tra¬ 
veller, born at Paris , and died at Miana in Per¬ 
fidy about eight Days Journey from Tauris y 
Nov, 18. 166 j. He was Monfieur Petis de la 
Croix*s Friend, fo he took care to revife his 
Memoirs, and had them printed in three Vo¬ 
lumes : The ffrfl contains his Travels into Tur¬ 
key; 
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key; the fecond his Travels to Perjia; and the 
third to India . Monfieur Pet is de la Croix jun. 
took care, being at Miana> afterwards to take 
up his Bones near the Caravanfera , where they 
had been buried ; and had them buried at kau¬ 
ris > under the Altar of the Capuchins'Church 
there, in 1676. 

Tremelliusy and 'Junius jointly wrote a Book 
call’d Biblia Heretic a ; this Emanuel Tremellius-)\\'as 
born at Ferrara , and was the Son of a Jew. He 
was Profeffor of the Hebrew Tongue in the Aca¬ 
demy at Heidelberg . He render’d into Latin the 
Syriack Verfion of the ISIew Teftament. After 
which he retired to Metz, ; from thence to Sedan to 
teach Hebrew , and there he died in 1580, being 
70 Years old. He made a Verfion of the Bible, 
on which account he is cited in this Hillory of 
Genghiz>can. 

Trigaut , that is, Nicolaus Trigautius , a Jefuir.’ 
He is the Author of a Book intitled, ‘The Chrif- 
tian Expedition to China : In which he aflures us. 
That the Capital of Cathay is Cambaleg ; and 
that Cambaleg , which Marco Polo calls Cambahi 9 
is the fame City with that now call’d Pequin , 
fituate in 4 6 Degrees of Latitude, which is a- 
greeable to the Opinion of Harair in Abulfeda. 
And in this Matter this Jefuit’s Opinion is coil- 
formable to the Eaftern Geographers. 

Vartomanus , that is, Ludovicus Vartomams; 
who flouriflied in the Year 1506. 

Xavier is Hieronymus Xavier , who lived in 
I598. 

Zacut . See Zacut among the Oriental Authors* 

Zonaras, is John Zonaras , a Greek Hillo- 
rian who lived about the Year 1120. He was 
a Monk of the Order of St. Baftl. His Books 
are Annals in three Volumes, which have been 
tranflated into Latin by Jerom Voljius , and print- 
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cd at Bafil in 1557. The firfl Volume contains 
the Hiftory ot the Jews from the beginning of 
the World, to the taking of Jerufalem : The 
fecorid treats of the Hiftory of the Romans, to 
the time of Conjiantine the Great: The third 
goes from Conjiantine to the death of Alexis Com- 
nenes in 1118. He wrote fome Ecclefiaftical 
.Works. 

Zoroajler the celebrated Aftrologer, King of 
j Baclria, or Bale, lived in the Days of Minus 
King of the AJJyrians , who preferv’d his Afhes 
fo long as his Empire endured. He has writ¬ 
ten Predi&ions and other Eooks of Aftrology.
